AiDd^, Jn^ 25.— Cftptals Clark continoadTBry 
imweQ during the night, bnt wna somewliat r>- 
lictsd thi" morning.

the larger or the real Hiseonrl; tb^ are eoeh 
ninety yarde wide and eo peiftctlr ilinllar In 
character and appearance that they aeem to hare 
been formed In the Mxne moold. We were there- 
fore indneed to dieeontiniie the name of Ifiiaonri, 
and gave to the eouthweat branch the name of 
JeSbreon in hononr of tlie preeident of 4he United 
States, and the projector of the enterpriae: aad 
called the middle branch Madieon, after Jamee 
Hadieon aecretary of et&te. Theae two, ae wdl M 
Qallatin rirer, mn with great Tdod^ aod throw 
U 
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oat large bodies of water. Oallatln rirer la how- 
erer tbe most rapid of tlie three, and though not 
quite oa deep, jet narlgaUe for a considerable 
dlstaiM& HsdisoB rlrer tboii|^ mneh leas Mfid 
than tbe Gallatin, Is somevhot mon rAiM than 
the Jeflbrson; tbs beds of oil of them Mi tinaeA 
of smooth pebUe ood graTe], and the waters 
■re perftetlj transparent. Tbe timber in the 
nelgfabonrhood would be solBdent for the ordi- 
nary uses oi an establishment, iriilch, howerer, 
H wonM be adrlsable to bnild of brisk, m tin 
earth appears calenlated for tiist purpose and 
■long the shorea ore some bare of fine pore sand. 
The greater part ctf the men, having jeaterday pat 
thrir deir skins In water, were this daj Mgaged 
In dreeilDg them, fbr the pnrpoM of making dott- 
ing. The weather was verj warm, the thermome- 
tv in the aftemoon was at 90° above 0, and tbe 
mosquitoes nune thoB nsnallr IneonTwleDt: ws 
were, howenr, reUered from them bjr a hl^ irlnd 
from the southwest, which came on at tour 
o'eloek, bringing a storm c^ thnnder and U^t- 
ofig, atttnded hj refteaUng showtn, which son- 
tinned till after dark. In the snaliv the hontan 
ratomed with tlgbt dew and two elk; and the 
partj who had beto sent up tha Gt^atln, reported 
that after paasing the point, where it escaped 
from etyrtain Lewla'a Tiew jesterdar, tt tamed 
■tore towards the east, as fbr as th^ could dl» 
cent ths opening of the mountains, formed b; the 
■nOny which bordered it. The low grounds were 
bUU wide bnt not so eztsnalTS as nsar its month, 
and thongfa the stream is rapid and mncb divided 
bj islands.

Saei^awea, our Indian woman, infbrma ne that 
wa an eaeamped on the predae spot wbem her 
eo nnt r j men, the Snake Indiana, had their bnta 
tre yean ago, when the Hinoetareea of Knife 
rfw Irst eaau in eight of them, and from which 
ther l>natil7 retreated three mllea ap the Jeffcratm, 
aod concealed thwnaelTee in the wooda. The Hln- 
netareea, howorer, punned and attacked them, 
UQed four men, ae many women, and a number of 
boTa; and made prlaonen of fonr other boyi, and 
aO the ftmaka, of whom Sae^waa waa one: abe 
doee not, Itowera, ahow any diatreaa at tbeaa 
recoQectiOTU, nor anj ioj at the iwoapeet of iMlng 
wato r gd to Iier connt^; for aba aeema to poeaeea 
tte taUj or the philoaopby of not anifcrim hw 
U 
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fbeUngB to extend berond the anxietj of IiATiiig 
plenty to eat and ft few trlnkcrfs to wear. 

Moad^ 29. — Thia moming the hnnten brooght 
in aome Dtt deer of the long-toiled red kind, which 
nre qolte ■• large m thoee of the United Stfttee, 
and are, indeed, the only kind we hftTS fbnnd at 
this place: there are nnmbera of titeeandhiil cranea 
fteding la the maadowa; we cangbt a jonng one 
of the aame colour aa the red deer, which, though 
it bad neariy attained Ite ftiU growth coold not 
flyittiaTwyflereeandatrikeaa aevere blow with 
tte beak. The kingflsber baa become quite com- 
mon on thla dde of the fbUa : but we bare eeen 
none of the muniner dock since learlng that place. 
The mallard dnck, which we aaw for the flrat time 
on the 20th Inatant, with tbdr young, are now 
abondant, though they do not breed on the Mis- 
■anri, below the mountains. The email birds 
already deacribed are also abundant in the plaina; 
here too, are great qnantitiee of graaaboppers or 
crickete; and among other animals, a large ant 
with a reddish brown body and legs, and a black 
head and abdomen, who build little cones of 
grarel, ten or twelve Inches Ugh, without a mix- 
ture of sticks, and bnt little earth. In the river 
we see a great abundance of flsh, bnt we cannot 
tempt them to bite by ai^ thing on onr hooks. 
The whole party have been engaged In dreaeing 
skins, and making them into moccasins and leg- 
gings. Captain Clark's fever baa almost left him, 
bnt be still remains very languid uid baa a gen- 
eral soreness in his limbs. The latitude of onr 
camp, as the mean of two observations of the 
nteridlan altitude of the sun's lower limb with 
octant by back observation, is N. 45° 34' 8' 5.

nuieb isatored; and, tberefbre, having made all

fircr. Captain Lewie, who had walked through 
tt with Chabonean, hia wift, and two Inrallda, 
icrfned na at dinner, m ftw mllea above our camp. 
Hen the Indian woman said waa the place where 
ahe had been mode prUoner. The men bdng too 
ftw to contend with the Hiiutetar«ea, monntod 
their horaea, and fled aa aoon u the attack began. 
The womrai and children dlsperaed, and Sac*- 
Jawea aa aha waa croaalng at a shoal place, was 
orrcftafcen In the middle ot the river by her pnr- 
anara. Aa we proceeded, Uie low grODnda were 
coraed with cottonwood and a thick nnderbmah, 
and on both aldee of the rirer, except wber« the 
high hilla prevented it, the gronnd waa divided bj 
faajona, which are dammed np bj the beaver, 
wUeh are ywj numerous here. We made twelve 
and a qoarter mllea, uid encamped on the north 
aide. Captain Lewis proceeded after dinner, 
through an eitenrive low gronnd of timber and 
meadow land Intermixed ; but the bayoos were ao 
obatmcted by beaver dama, that in order to avoid 
them be Erected his conrae towards the high plain 
on the right. Thiabeg^ned wltbaome dUBcnlty, 
•Atr wading up to his waiat through the mud 
•ad water of a nnmber of beaver dama. When he 
derind to r^oia the eanoea he fbund tha nnder- 
16 
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bruit BO tiilGk, ftnd the river lo crooked, that tUi, 
}(dDed to the djfflcnltr of paering the bearer dami. 
Induced him to go on and endeavoiiT to Intercept 
the riTv at aome point where it might be mor« 
collected into one channd and approach nearer to 
the high plain. He arrired at the bank about 
mnaet, having gone onl^ aix miles in a direct 
eoarse from the canoea: bnt he saw no traces of 
the men, nor did he receive an; answer to his 
shouts nor tlte firing of his gnn. It was now 
nearly dark ; a dnck lighted near him and he shot 
it. He then went on the head of a small island 
where he found some driftwood, which enabled 
him to cook bis dnck for supper, and he laid down 
to sleep on some willow bmsb. The night was 
cool, bnt the driftwood gave him a good fire, and 
he suSbred no iBConvenience except Q^m the mos- 
quitoes. 

Wedneed^ySL—The next morning he waited till 
aAo" sevm o'clock, when he became uneasy lest 
ire shonld bare gone bejond his camp last evtat- 
Ing and determined to follow ns. Just as he had 
set out with this intention, he saw one of the 
party in advance of the canoes; although onr 
camp was only two miles bcdow him, in a straight 
Ume, we conld not reach him soon«, in conse- 
qnence of the rapidity of the water and the dr- 
cnitons coarse of the river. We halted for break- 
(hst, after which capttdn Lewis continued his 
route. At tbe distance of one mile ft-om our 
encampment we passed tbe principal entrance of a 
stream on the left, which rises In the snowy 
mountains to tbe southwest, between Jefierson 
and Uadison rivers, and discharges itself by seven 
months, five below, and one three miles above 
this, which is ths largest, and about thirty yards 
wUsiwecaUedltFhllosopbyriTsr. Thsvateraf 
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ft to abondut Mtd peribetly cImt, and the btd 
Kke that of the JeObreon eonrirta ot pebble and 
gravvl. There ia aome timber fai tiw bottoma of 
the riKVr, and Taat amnbtrg Ot otter aad beanr, 
whkh hvSSA on Ita amaller moatiia and the bayooa 
of ita ntighbonrhood.

It It homrer more 
ecAeeted into one enrrant than It waa below, and 
ia from nlnetf to one hondred and tweatj jarda 
In iridtb. The low gronnd tiaa a fhrtUe aoU <tf 
rich Uaek loam, and contains a eonstderable qnoa- 
titj of timber, with the bnllrash and cattail flag 
Terr (Anndaot In the moist parts, while the drier 
rftaations are coTwed with fine graas, taasj, 
thiatlee, onions, and flax. The uplands are bar- 
ren, and without timbm:: the soil ie a Ugfat jellow 
daj iDtcrtnlxed with amall amooth pebble and 
gravd, and tiie only produce la the prlekly-pear, 
the sedge, and the bearded gnua, which Is aa drj 
and inflammable as tlndw. As we proceeded the 
low gronnds beeame nwrower, and the timber 
more eeaiee, tUl at the distance (rf tea mOea the 
fai^ hills ^iproaeh and OTsrhang tiie rlvar on 
both ddea, forming eUA <rf a hard black granite, 
Uke almost all those bdow the limestone ellA at 
the three totka ot the Missonri: they continue ao 
Ibr a mDe and three qoartars, where we eame to 
a ptrint of rock on the right ride, at which place 
the hiDB again letire, and the Taller vMeni to the 
distaiue of a aiile asd a faaUl Within the next 
flre mika we poeaed ftmrielandB, and reached the 
Ibot of a moontajn in a band of the river to the 
kit :lhMn this place we went a mile and a quarter 
to the entranee of a small ran dlschor^ng itself on 
the Mt, and encamped on an Island just abore it, 
after '"•Mug sereotem and time quarter mlhs. 
ToU n.— 3 17 
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We obauTe sonw pine on the hills on both rides of 
onr encampment, whkb are rtrj lofty. The onlj 
same which we hare eeen are one bljE^orn, a few 
antelopee, deer, and one brown bear, whkh es- 
caped from onr poreolt. Nothing waa, however, 
killed tc^ay, nor have we had any fresh meat 
except one bearer for the last two days, so that 
we are now rednced to an nniuaal dtnation, for 
we have hitherto alware had a creat abundance 
of flesh. 

TliUTad»x, AaguBt 2.— We Ml onr encampment 
•arij, and at the distance of a mile, reached a 
point of rocks on the left side, where the river 
paeeee through perpendicular clifib. Two and 
three quarter miles fhrther we halted for break' 
fhst nnder a cedar tree in a bend to the tight: 
here aa had been previonslj- arranged, captain 
Lewis left ns,with sergeant Gass, Chabonean, and 
DrewTer, intending to go on in ad ranee In search 
of the Shoehonees. He began his route along the 
nortb side of the rlrer over a high range of moun- 
tains, as captain Clark who ascended them on tlie 
36th had observed from them a large vaUey 
spreading to the nortJi of west, and conelnded 
that on leaviog the mountain the river took that 
direction; but when he reached that valley, cap- 
tain Lewis fonnd it to be the passage of a large 
creek foiling Just above the mountain into the 
Jefifenon, whkh bears to the southwest. On dis- 
covering his error, he beat his course towards 
that river, which he reached about two In the 
afternoon, very much exhausted with heat and 
thirst. The mountains were very bare of timber, 
and the route lay along the steep and narrow 
hollows of the mountain, exposed to tiie mid-day 
■OB, without air, or shade, or water. Jost as he 
urind thtte a flock of elk pawed, and tbqy killsd

ne mate haa not howerer the tnfte oTlMig blaek 
tetben on the ddea of the aeek ao eonapteaooa 
la tl» Atlantte pheaaant, and both lexaa an 
boottd nearlf to the toea. The eolonr la a vai- 
hnu dark brown wHh a amall mlxtnre ttf jailor 
or feUowiab brown apeeka on aome ctf the ftathan, 
partiealarij thoae of the taQ, thonfh the j u i j i n nl- 
tlaa of theaa are praftetlj blaek for about an ineh. 
Ite eToia nearij black, and the trie baa a amaO 
daab of jeOowiah brown; the Ibatbwa (rf* tha taO 
an aomewhat longer than thoae oT onr pheaaant) 
bat the aame in number, ti^teen, and nearlf 
aqnal In aiae, except that thoae of the middle an 
aomawfaat tlie longeat; their flcah la white and 
agree ablj fiavonred. 

He alao >aw among the leattend pine naar the 
top of the monntaln, a bine bird about the alae of 
a robin, but In action and form eomathing like k 
Jv; it la conctaatlf in motion, hopping from 
qiraj to apraj-, and ita note which to lond aad 
freqoKit, la, aa for aa lettva can repreaest 1^ 
char ahl char ahl char ahl 

After bfeakflwt we proceeded on : at the dlatanca 
of two and a qoartar mOea the river entcn a U^ 
moimtaln, which forma ragged eliflk ofnearij pcr- 
peodietdarroeka. Theee are of a blaek granite a* 
the lower part, and the nppw eonaiata of a li^ 
coloond ftaeatone; tlwr eontlniie from the point 
19 
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of roekadow to the river fiv nine mllei, whkh w» 
paMwd before breskfost, doring which the eorreat 
is Terj strong. At nine and a quarter mllea we 
pUMd an ialand, and a rapid with a ftaU of six 
Aet, and reached the entrance of a large creek on 
tlie leA ride. In paaelng Ihla place the towllne erf* 
one of the caaoee broke Jmit at the shoot of the 
r^da, nning on the rocke and had aearlr upMt. 
To the ereek a« well aa the rapid we gave the 
name of Frader, after Bober Frader one of the 
party: ben the conntry opena Into a beautUU 
Tallej from di to eight mllee In width: the river 
then become* crooked and crowded with ielanda; 
its low groonda wide and fbrtile, but though 
covered with fine graae from nine inchea to two 
ftet high; poaaeaaea bat a amall proportion o( 
timber, and that conaiate almoat entirely of a fbw 
nurow-IeaAd cottonwood diatribnted along the 
verge of the river. The aoU of the plain ia tolera- 
bly ffartile, and conriata of a black or dark yellow 
loam. It gradnaily ascends on each aide to the 
baaea of two ranges of high moontaina which He 
paroUd to the river; the tops of them an yet in 
part covered with snow, and while in the valley 
we an nearly suffocated with heat daring the 
daft Aod at night the air is so cold that two 
blankets a^ not more than sofBdenteovering. In 
paaring throngh tiie hills we observed some largs 
cedar trees, and some jmiiper also. From Fra- 
riv's creek we went three and three qoartsr miles, 
and encamped on the Utt side, having come thir- 
teen miles. Directly opporits our camp is a large 
creek which we call neld'a ere^, from Beaben 
FMda, one of our men. Boon after we halted 
two of the hunters went ont and retamed with 
Ave deer, which, with one bighorn, we klDed in 
atwwing thrfwigh the moontsin on which we dlikad ;

A4dv, Jq^ivt £.— Certain Levi*, who dept la 
the TsDej « few mDM above nm, naamed bto )onr- 
nej earlj, and after making Sre mOta asd fladiv 
that tlH rinr etUI bore to the Booth, determined 
to eroae It In hopes of ehortentiig the raate: tot 
the Brat time thsRfare he waded aerow It, al- 
thoB^ there are probablj maoj plaeea aboTe the 
AUe where H mlf^t be attempted with equal 
■afe^. The rlTar^aa about nlnetr fnnla wide, 
the ennent rafM, and aboat wakt deep: the bot- 
tom f(»med of emooth pebble with a email mix- 
tore of eoame graTd. He then contlnned along 
tba left bank of the riTcr tlD eniuet and encamped, 
aftw tranlling tweotT'^biir mllM. He met do 
flcah traeka of Indlane. Throaghont the TaUej 
are aeattend the bonea and ememant ot the Ixrf^ 
Mo of an old date, bat there aeema no hope of 
■miilim the furimalB tbemedTee In the monntalna : 
he aaw an abondaaee of deer and antelcqie, and 
many taaeka of elk and bear. Having killed two 
dier thej feasted snmptaoiudj, with a deaert of 
carranta of dUferent eolonn; two epedea (tf red, 
othera jeOow, deqi purple, and blaek: to theM 
w«e added blaek gooaebtrrka and deep pnrpla 
miluelNJiika, eomewhat larger than oiira, from 
wUeh it dlffeta alao in eolonr, die, and the anpe- 
rtor exeellenee of Ite flaToor. In the low gronuda 
of the rlTir were manj bearer-danu formed of 
willow liruh, mod, and gravel, eo doadj Inter- 
voren that they reelat ttie water perfectly : eome 
of them were flre fbat high and orwflowed eereral 
acTca of land. 

on alowlf , tha 
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comnt being to itroiig «• to reqnlre the atmoat 
•xertiona of the men to make any adTaoee e*«it 
iritbtlwaldoftbecord and pole, the wind bdng 
from tite northwest The river toftall of large &nd 
nuall lelandfl, and tite plain cnt bj great nnmbva 
(rf bajons or channele. In which are mnltitndee of 
beaTer. In the coniM of the Aaj we paeeed some 
TtDagea of barUng ■qnirrde: we eaw eeveral rat- 
tlemakea in the plain; young dttcke, both of the 
dnekon-mallard and red-headed fishing dnck ape- 
do; tome geeee; aleo the black woodpecker, aod 
a large herd of elk. The channel, current, baoke, 
and general appearance of th^iTer, are like that 
ofTeetwdaj. At fborteen and three qnarter ndlea 
we reached a rapid creek or bayon abont thirtj 
jarde wide, to which we gare the name of Birth 
creek. After maUng eerenteem miles we hatted In 
a smooth plain in a bend towarde the left. 

SatardBifi A.— Captain Lewie continued Ua 
conrae along the rlTcr through the Talley, wUeh 
continued much aa It waa yesterdaj, except that 
It now widens to nearly tw^Te mika: the plains 
too are more broken and have aome aeattered plna 
ne^ the monntidna, where tber rise higher *^t**m 
hitherto. In the level parts of the plaina and the 
river bottoms there la no Mmber except small 
Cottonwood near the margin, and an nnder- 
growth of narrow-leafed willow, small honej- 
snckle, rosebushes, corrants, servieeberry, and 
goosebwrj, and a Uttle of a small spedee of birch; 
it is a finely indented oval of a amaU siie and a 
deep green colour; the stem is simple, anrnndlng 
and branching, and aeldom rises higher than ten 
or twelve fbet. The moontalns continue high on 
each side of the valley, but their only covering ia 
a amtUl epedee of pitch-pine with a short leaf, 
growing on the lower and middle regiona, while 
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fyr aome dtotanw below the mowr topm than is 
neitlKr timber nor herbage of onj Und. Aboot 
cferai o'clock DrewTcr Ulied a doa on wUcb they 
bwMfcrtetl, AOd aftv rerting two boon eoo- 
tiBBBd till night, when tbej reaehed the river near 
A low gronnd more extenelTe than omaL fYom 
tin *rr**"™* of the timbw eaiitaln Lewie ea^ 
poeed that the river forked abore him, and thw^ 
fbn encamped wltti an Intention of fT»«il«lm H 
more parttenlarij In the morning. He had now 
made twentr-thne mOea, the latter part of wUch 
Wtte for ri^it mllea through a Ugh ^ain coTend 
with prieklf pean and bearded graae, which na- 
deced the walUag very IneouTeninit: bnt ertu 
this was better than the rivw bottoms we eroisii 
in the ertolng^ which, though ^pparesUr lerd, 
mn fonned Into deep botes as if tbej had been 
rooted np by hoge, and the holes w«n so coTered 
wtth tUek grass that thejr were In danger of 
ftlUng at vntj step. Some parts of these low 
gronndi^ Itowerv, contain tnrf or peat of an «z> 
eeUent qnatit j for maaj feet deep ^^panntlr, as 
well as the mineral salts which w* have alrsodj 
mentioned on the Miaeonri. They saw manr dew, 
antdopes, dneks, geeee, some bearer, and great 
traces of t^ieir work, '^"'^ the email Urds and ait' 
lewe as nsnal. The onlj fish which they obeerred 
in this part at the riTsr Is tin trout and a spedsa 
of white fish with a remarfcal)!/ longsmall month, 
which one of our men recognise as tlie fish called 
In the eastern states the tvottlenose. 

On setting ont with the canoes we found ths 
rinr as nsoal much crowded with islands, tiM 
enrroit more r^dd as well as shallower, so timt 
in man; places they were obliged to man ths 
canoes doable, and drag them over the stone and 
grardoftbeebannd. Boon aftv we set oiT e^- 

as 
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tain ClaA who wtm walUng on Mhon obMrred » 
fraah track which be knew to be th«t of am Indian 
from the large toea bdng turned inwards, and on 
following It found that it led to the point of a 
Ull from wiiieh our camp of laat night conM be 
•een. TUa drennwtanee strengthened the bdicf 
that aome Indian had strayed thither, and had 
rnn olT alarmed at the sight of ns. At two and a 
qoarter mllee, Is a small creek in a bend towards 
the right, which runs down ttom tbemonntidna at 
a little dktaiKe; we called it Panther creek from 
an animal of that Und UQed bj Benben Fields at 
ita month. It is predsdj tiie same animal com- 
mon to the western parts of the United States, 
and meaanred seven and a half feet from the noee 
to the extremity of the tail. Six and thrae qnar- 
tw mika beyond this slzeam Is another on the 
Mt formed bj the drains wlilch conTey tbe melted 
mows from a monntain near It, nnder which tbe 
rirer p a s se s, lesTing the low grounds on tbe right 
ride, and mafcing sereral bends in its eourae. On 
this stream are many large beaver dams. One 
mile above It la a small rnn on the ktt, and after 
leaving which begins a very bad rafrid, when tlia 
bed of the rivw is formed of solid rock : this we 
passed in the course of a mile, and encamj^ on 
the lower point ol an island. Onr Jonnwy had 
been only thirteen mUes, bnt the badiMM of the 
rtver made it very laborlons, as the men wen 
compiled to be in the water during the greater 
part of the day. We saw only deer, antelopes, 
and tbe common birds of the country. 

Saturday 4. — This morning captain Lewis pto- 
eeeded early, and after going southeast by east 
for four miles reached a bold running exvA, twelve 
ywds wide, with clear cold water, i^miehed ap- 
parentiy by fonr drains from the snowy mow-

ehangad Ua direction to «oothwirt, aad leaTliy 
the vaUtj in which be had tr&Telled for the Lwt 
two daya, entend another which bore Mat. At 
the dtotanee of three nilM on this eonne he pMMd 
ft handBonie little rlTer, abont thirty yards wide, 
wUeh winds throagA the vaUey; the eureat la 
not r^id nor the water very dear, but it ailbida 
a eontfderable qnaati^ of water, and ^tpears aa 
If it ml^t be navigaUe tor aome miles. Tha 
bonks are low, and Uie bed formed of atone and 
graTcL He now changed Ids ronte to sonUwaat, 
and paaaing a high [daln wlilch separatea the 
valleTs, returned to the mora aoothcm or that 
which be had Mt: in pawdng this lie found n 
rlnr about fortf-llTe jarda wide^ the water of 
which baa a whltidi bhie tinge, with a gcntla 
ewmt, and a grsnlly bottom. Ttiis he waded 
and ibnnd It walat deep. He then continued 
down It, till at the distance of thrae quarters of a 
rdla be saw the entrance ctf the email rlter be had 
Just poaaed ; aa he went on two milM lower down, 
be found the month (tf the creeft he bad seen lathe 
morning. Proceeding fturther on three mDea, he 
orrlrcd at the Junction of thla rirer, with anotlw 
irtiieb rises from the soathwest, mns throa^ the 
soath ToUay abont twdre mika before It forma Its 
Janctlon, where it ia Sttj yarda wide: we now 
found that our camp of laat ni^t was abont a 
mile and a half abore tlie mtraaee of thia large 
rirer, on the rl^t rfdet lUa ie a bold, rapid, 
dear straam, but Its bed is ao much obstmeted by 
gravdly ban, and enbdlvided by Wanda, that the 
navigation must be Tery Inaeenre, If not inqpraetl- 
eaUe. The other or middle Btrean, haa abont 
two-thirda ita quantity of water, and la men 
gentJe, and may be aaMy navigated. Aa ftkr as ft 
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could be obflerred, Ita conrae was about soath- 
weat, bat the opening of the Talle; Indneed him to 
bdiere that Arther above it turned more towards 
the wett. Ita water ia more tart>id and warmer 
than that of the other branch, whmce it ma; be 
premnied to hare ita aonicM at a greater diatanee 
In the monutaiiia, and to paaa tlirongh a more 
open eonntarr. Under this impreedon lie left a 
note reeommending to captain Clark the middle 
fbrk, and then continaed bis conrae along the 
ri^t aide of the other, or more rapid brajich. 
Alter trarelUiig twentj-thtee milee he arrived near 
a {dace where the rivw learea the vallef and 
entera the monntalna. Here he encamped for the 
ni^t The eonntrj he paased ia like that of the 
reat of thia valle;, though there ia more timber la 
thia part on the rapid fork than there baa been on 
the river In the same extent ainee we tmtend it; 
for on aome parta of the vaUey the Indians aeam 
to have dMtrojed a great proportion of the little 
timber there waa, bj aetting fire to the bottoma. 
He aaw aome antdopea, deer, cronea, geeae and 
dneka of the two apeciea common to thia coontr;, 
thongh the Banuner dock haa ceaaed to appear, 
nor doea it aeem to be on inhaUtant of thia part 
of the river. 

We proceeded soon after annriae : the flrat Are 
mika we p o aa e d four benda on the leA, and aeveral 
bafona on both ddea. At ^ght o'clock we 
■topped to breakfhat, and found the note captain 
Lewti had written on the 2d instant. During the 
next four mitoa, we paaaed three small benda of the 
river to the right, two email lelanda, and two 
bajooa on the aome aide. Here we reached a blnlT 
on the left; our nest eoorae waa aix milee to oor 
aneampmant. In thia eotirae we met rix elicular 
bcods on the ri^t, and aevtnd unall bayou, and 
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hatted Ibr the nig^ In a low ground <tf eott(»> 
wood on the right Oar da.jt Jonmer, thoai^ 
onlj flfteen mUee in length, vtm rvrj fUlgninc. 
The riTUr le eUD r^M and the water tbon^ elear 
!■ Tcry mneh ofaMrocted by ■boata or ripfdea at 
averr two or three hnndrad yarda: at all tbeae 
piaeea we are obliged to drag the eanoea otw the 
atonea aa there la not a mfBdemt depth ofwater 
to float them, and In the other parte the mrrasta 
obUgea oa to hSTe reconiae to the eord. Bat aa 
the bmabwood on the baaka viU not permit na to 
walk on ahote, we am nnder the neeearity of 
wading throDgh the rlrer aa we drag the boata. 
Thla aoon makea our Aat teoder, and inmnttiw 
oeeadoua aeTsre fUIe orer the ritniety atonea; and 
the men bj being eoattaiitij wet an hamming 
more fteble. In the eonrae <^the Aaj the hnntefa 
kDIed two deer, aome geeae and docke, and tha 
party «kw antriopea, eranea, bearer and otter. 

Monday &— TUb morning Chaboaeaa eom- 
^alaed of betng nnable to march fhr to-daj, and 
captain Lewla thaicfbre ordered him aad awgeaat 
Oaaa to paaa the rapid flTV and proceed through 
the lerd low gronnd, to a p<rint <rf'hl^ timber i» 
the middle fork, eercn mUae dlitant, and wait hla 
return. He then went along the ntnih dde of the 
rapid river about tbor milea, where he waded it, 
and foond it ao nqiid and ehallow that it would 
be tmpoarfble to narigate it He eontlnaed along 
the left aide for a mile and a half, when the monn- 
taine came doae on the river, and riae to a eon- 
dderable height with a partial eoTering <^niow. 
From thle place the courae of the river waa to the 
eaat of north. After aaeending with eome diO- 
cnltT a high point rf the moontain, he had a 
pleaaing view at the valtej he had paaaed, and 
which eontlnoed for abont twenty mOai Aurthv 
ST 
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<M emtb rfde of the middle fork, whleh then wenied 
to enter the moniittdiu, and wm lost to the view. 
In that direction, bowerer, the hille whtch Wrmi- 
nM» the vallej are mnch lower thaji thoae along 
either of the other forke, particiilarlT the rapid 
one, where the; continae ridng In ranget aboTe 
each other aa for as the e^e could reach. The 
general conne too of the middle fork, as well «• 
that of the gap which it forme on entering the 
moantalns, is condderabl; to the Booth of we«t; 
drennutaaccs which gave a decided preAnnee to 
thlB. branch oa our tatan rottto. C^t^n Lewie 
now descended the moontajn, and eroaaed over to 
the middle fork, abont Bre milea distant, and 
fituid it aUD perftctlj navigable. There la a wj 
large and irioin Indian road leading up It, bat it 
baa at pnsent no tracks, except thoae <^ horaea 
which aeem to hare need It laat apring. The rivtr 
befe made a great bend to the aonthaaat, and be 
tharefoie directed hie conrae, oa well aa he coold, 
to the apot where be had directed Chaboneau and 
Gbm to rep^T, and stmck the river abont three 
milea above their camp. It was now dark, and 
he, thttvfora, was obliged to make his way 
throngh tiie thick brush of the pnlp^-leaftd thorn 
ood the pricklj pear, for two honra before lie 
reached 'ttieir camp. Here he was fortnnate 
enongh to And the remains of some meat, which 
was hla only food daring the march of twmtr-flva 
mllM tthdoj. He hod seen no game of any aort 
except a ftw antalopea who woe very afay. The 
Mil of the ploina la a meagre day, of a lig^t yel- 
low colonr, intenuired with a large proportion of 
grard, and prodnctng nothing bat twisted or 
liearded groaa, aedge and prlcldy pears. The 
drier parts of the low grounds are also more In- 
dUftmnt In point ot soU than thoae flirthar down 
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(IvrlTvr, udaltboBgbtlwrkaTebatlHtiegrMM, 
on eonrad with MstiierB wood, polpj^lMM 
thorn, uid iwlcklj' pean, while the moM parts 
are Bartile, aad mppUed with fine graM and uuid- 
rwdm. 

We paawd wtUdn the flnt ibnr and a quarter 
miles three amaU Idanda, and ths ume anmber ot 
hadrajMa. At the dtatanee ofthree qnartera of a 
Bile is aoother nvM of diOnilt passage: three 
Miles and three qaartsrs beyond this are the fbrks 
(/the river, in reaching wUeb we bad two islands 
sad sereral bajons on dlAreot sldss to pass. 
Hen we had come nine miles and a qnartw. Tbs 
rim vaa straigfater and nH>re rapid thao jmUir- 
iaj, tin labour of the oaTlgation proportionally 
iitm as a d, aad we tbttefbre proraeded Ter; ilowlj', 
Mtbefeetofsenralorthemenwue ewtdlen, and 
an were languid with flUlgne. We anind at the 
fbriu about four o'clock, bat nnlnekUj cf^taJn 
Lewis's note had been IcA on a green pole which 
the beaTw had cut down and carried offwltii the 
note^ an aeddoit which dqirived ds erf' all Inlbr- 
mation as to the chtfaeter of the two branches of 
the riTor. Observing therefore that the northwest 
fi»k was most In oor directioD, and contained as 
mneh water as the other, we sscended It; we 
foand it extoemelj r^d, and its waters were 
«aUend in soeh a manner, that for a qnarter of 
a mile we w«re forced to cut a passage throngh 
the wUlowbrnsb that leaiwd over the little cbao- 
nds and nnited at the top. Alter going op It for 
amUewefocampedon an island which had been 
onrflowed, and was still so wet that we were 
eompeOed to make beds of brash to keep onrselTes 
out of the mod. Our providon conaisted of two 
dear which had beat killed in the morning. 

TaaBd^y 0.— We proceeded op the northwest 
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fb^ which we fonnd stall rer; rai^d, and dirided 
b; aereral iilandfl, while the ploina near it were 
Intersected bj bajoos. Aiter paadng with much 
difficalt7 over otonee and rajrida, we reached a 
bloff on the right, at the dietance of nine miles, 
our general course sontb 80° west, and halied for 
breaUhat. Here we were Joined b; Drewjer, who 
Informed na of the state of the two rlTSrs and of 
capt^n Lewis's note, and we immediatel; began 
to descend tlu river in order to take the other 
branch. On going down one of the canoes npae^ 
and two others filled with water, by which ad the 
baggage was wet, and seTeral artides irrsTocablj 
lost. As one of them swnng ronnd In a rapid 
cnrrent, Whitehonse was thrown ont of her, and 
whilst down the canoe passed over him, and had 
the water been two inches shallower wonld hare 
entshed him to plecee; bnt he escaped with a 
•erne braise of his leg. In order to repair tbeae 
mlafOTtnnes we hastened to the forks, whete we 
ware Joined b; captain Lewis, and thai passed 
0T8r to the leA ^de opposite to the enb-anee of 
the rapid fork, and encamped on a large graTeilj 
bar, near which there was plenty of wood. Here 
ws opened and exposed to drj all the articles 
whieh hod sndbred fVom the water; none of them 
wwe compleMr spoiled except a small keg of 
powder; the reat of the powder, which was dia- 
tribnted In the diflbrent canoea was qnite soft, 
although it had been under the water upwards of 
an hour. The air Is indeed so pore and dry that 
anj wood-work Immediately ebrinks, unless it Is 
kept flUed with water; but we had placed oar 
powder In small canisters of lead, each cont^ning 
powder emough for the canister when melted into 
bullets, and seenrad with cork and wax, which 
answered onr pnrpoae perftetlf. 
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Captalii LewJB had riwit ntj tmtij, And ksTl^ 
■otfatng to oftt, Hnt out Drewyer to the woodl&nd 
on tite Mt In nvcli at « deer, and dineted mp- 
geutt Qam to keep along the mlddk braach to 
meet na if we ynn aawndlng It. He then nt off 
with Chabonean toward* the fbrka, btit Bra rnOea 
abore Utem, hearing us on the lolt, etmek tha 
rivtr aa we were deecending. and come on board 
■tthefinb. 

la the ercDing we UDed time deer and tbor elk, 
whleb flindabed ne onee mote with a [dentlftil lap- 
pl7 of meat. Shannon, the tame man wlto waa 
loet before for fifteen daye, woe wnt ont tiito 
uomfaig to hunt, vp tbe Mtrthweet fork ; wlien we 
dedded on retnr^ng, Drewyer waa directed to go 
iBqaMt(rfbim,bvtbB returned with infbnnatlMi 
thai he had gone aereral mflea op the river with- 
OBt bring able to find Shannon. We sow had the 
tmmpet aonnded, and fired aereral gnna, bnt be 
did not retnm, uid we fear he ia again locL 

Wadandny 7.— We remained here tbla morning 
tat the pnrpoee flf making aome edeatlal obeerro- 
tlona, and alao in order to nAeah the men, and 
eomjdete the drying of the baggage. We obtained 
a mwidlan attitude which gave tlte latitude of onr 
camp oa north 46° 3' 48' 8. We were now eom- 
iMelr Mtiafled that the middte branch waa the 
most navlgalile, and the true eontinnation of 
tbeJefihraon. The northweat fork aeema to be the 
drain of the nmUjng anowa Ot the monntoina, ita 
eonrae cannot be so long aa the other branch, and 
oKbongh it contalna now aa great a qnanttty of 
water, yet the water hae obvionalr OTerflowed 
the old bed, rad apread into nhannela which leave 
the low groonda eoTcred with yottng graaa, le- 
sembUng that ctf the adjtdning laada, wfakh ore 
out innndoted; whuee we readllr inte that the 
81 
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flondr t> mora preewlotui tlm thM of tiw otbtr 
braneh, the votori of wUeh thoofi^ m(»« gmUt 
an more eonBtant. Thte northweat fork m 
called Wiadom rirer. 

As Boon OB the baggage waa dried, it was re- 
loaded on board tbe boats, bnt we now ftrand it 
ao mneh dlndniBlied, that we would be able to 
im>c«ed with one canoe ieea. We therefore haoled 
ap the aaperflnona one into a thicket o£ tnnah 
wiHre w« aeenred her againat bdng aw^it awaj 
bj the hi^ tide. At one o'dock all aet oat, ex- 
cept captain Lewia who ramained till the ertning 
in order to eomidete tile obaerration of eqnal alti- 
tndM: we pasaed aeveral benda ot the river both 
to tbe rii^t aod kA, aa weO aa a nnmber ot 
bayona on both eldea, and made aeven ndlea by 
water, tiiongh the diataoce bj land ia onl^ three. 
We thai encamped on a creek which riaea in a hi^^ 
monataln to tbe northeaat, and after paoring 
through an open plain fbr aereral milea,dlKhargaB 
Itaelf on the left, where it ia a bold ninning atieaiii 
twdve jardfl wide. We called it Tnif creek, from 
the nnmber of bogs and the qoantltj ot tnrf on 
Ita waters. In tiie course ot tbe aftamoon there 
fell a ahower of rain attended with thunder and 
lightning, which laated about forty minntea, and 
the weather remained ao eiondy all ni^t that we 
were nnable to take any lunar obaerrationa. Dn- 
eaay abont Shannon, we aent B. Elelda in aeareh 
of him thia morning, bnt we have aa yet no intel- 
ligence €f dther tf them. Oar only game to-day 
waa one deef. 

T^tmdaj' 5.— There waa a hearj dew thia morn- 
ing. Having Mt oneofthecanoea, tiuiearenow 
more men to apare for the chaae: and four were 
aent out at an earif honr, aft«r which we pro- 
ceeded. We made five mllee by water along two 
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■■ds sod aenral bAjotiB, bat M tbe ftnr ftrmad 
na dUfeceBt bMid« towwdi th« kA, tke dteUnra 
land wa> oaij two mUai Minth of amr cocMnp- 
■t. Attteotd oftbateonnB ws nadwd tlw 
per ptindiMl entraacB of m «teMun wUeh m 
Had PUl«iitlirop7 rinr. lUa liw «mptt» It- 
tiaio tin JcAnon on tha BontlMaM eld^ b; 
•o chMiMto a rtioFt dtataaee from ««eh other : 
im it> dw aad H« •ontheHtters «mne, we pre- 
BM that It rlaea in the Boekj moaotains near 
a KiiiKM of the Modiaon. It ia thirty yardi 



and li navlgaUe for aome dtotaaee. One mUe 
•bore tUa river we pa Med aa ialand, a aecond at 
tbedlaUiwaafatzmUeaftvthv, dnring which the 
ifnr atakca a conridcraUe bend to the eaat. 
BaobiB Elelda retnnwd aboat noon with inlbrma- 
tfam that he bad gona ap Wiadom riTcr tiil ita 
CBtoaBM into tbe moontolna, bat coald And notb- 
iag of SbaoBon. We made aerco milea beyond tbe 
laat ialand, and after poMiag aome amoU bayooi, 
eocaoqied ander aftnr hi^ treea on tbe left, at 
Hie diatoaee of firarteen ndka aboTe PUloBthrop; 
tfrcr bj water, thoo^ only riz by land. Tbe 
itrer boa in fltet become ao TCrj crooked tltat 
ottbongb by means of tbe ptde which we now nae 
ecawtantlr we make a eoneideraUe diatanee, yet 
beii«oUi«edtofcd]owitawlndinga,attiw<ad of 
the diff, w»flad oai adTea very little adraneed on 
oar gesaral ccqra& It Ibnna itaelf into amall dr- 
enlar benda, which are oo nnmarona that wltUn 
tbe laat fimrteen mllea we paaaed tUr^-ATe of 
them, an iw-Hning towarda tbe right; it ia bow- 
enr mneb more gentle and iktff than below Wia- 
dom rlTcr, and ita general width ia from tlilrtf -Htb 
to fbrty-flTe yarda. The general iqipeoronce oftha 
aarfoandlng coaatiy la that of a vall^ fire or rfx 
Tol.Ii^-8 n 
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inUea wUe, eodoMd be t wee n two Ugb motmtalns, 
The bottom la rieb, with eome vnall timber on the 
Idanda and along the tiytr, which couiatB rather 
at Dnderbrooh, and a Ibw Cottonwood, Uich, and 
willow-treeB. Tlie high groondB hare eome aeat- 
tered [rfne, wliich jnat relfere the general nahedneae 
of the hull and the plain, where there ia nothing 
except graw. Along the bottonu we saw to-dsr 
a conMderable quantity of the bnffiUo cIotbt, the 
ranflower, flax, green sward, thlgtle and eereral 
epeciea of rye graae, some of which rise to the 
height of tiuee or four ftet. There ia aleo a gra« 
with a acrfk smooth leaf which riaea aboat three 
feet high, and bean ite seed verj mnch like the 
timothy, but it doea not grow inxtuiantlr nor 
wonld it apparently answer eo well in onr mead- 
ows aa Utat plant. We preeerred some of its aeed, 
which are now ripe, in order to make the experi- 
ment. Onr game conaisted of deer and antelope, 
and we saw a nomber of geese and dncks jnat be- 
ginning to fly, and aonie eranea. Among tlie in- 
ferior aniTnaJn we hare an abundance of the large 
biting or han fly, of which there are two spedea, 
one black, the other smaller and brown, except 
the head which is green. The green or blowing 
files nnite with them in swarms to attack ns, aaA 
seem to hare rdlCTed the eye-gnata who have now 
dlaappeaied. The mosqoitoes too are In large 
qoaotities, but not eo tronblesome as they were 
below. Through the volley are scattered bogs, 
and aome very good tutf, the earth at which the 
mud is composed ia of a white or bluish white 
colour, and aeema to be argilaceons. On all the 
three rivers, but particularly on the Philanthropy, 
are immense quantities of beaver, ottw and musk- 
rat. At onr camp there was an abundance ot 
m and briora, but so litUe timber that we 
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mn obliged to lue willow bnuh fbr tiuL TImb 
night wfts agaia dond; which prevented the hinar 
obaerratioiia. 

On onr right Is the point of ft bi^ plain, which 
onr Indian woman ncogniiea «• the place colled 
the BeaTsr'e-head from a nipposed reeemblftnee to 
that object. Thie she sayB ia not for from the 
nimmer retreat of ber countrymen, which is on a 
rtnr beyond the monntalna, and ntnnlng to the 
wwt> Bhe is tbenAire certain that we shall meet 
them dther on thia rirer, or on that Immedlatdy 
west of its BODiee, which jndging from its present 
die, cannot be Ihr distant. Persuaded <^ the 
oheolnte necesmty of procnring horses to cross 
the mountains, it was determined that one of us 
should proceed In the morning to the bead of tte 
rirer, and penetrate the mountains till he fonad 
the Bhoshonees or some other nation who coold 
asBst ns in tronaportlag oar baggage, the greatv 
part of which we shall be compdled to leave witlt- 
ont tl» aid of horses. 

Friday ft— The morning was ftdr oad fine. We 
set olTeaily, and proceeded on nrj well, though 
tbere were more rapids In the river than yester- 
doy. At «dght o'clock we halted for breakAst, 
part of wUeh consisted of two fine geese killed 
before we stopped. Here we were joined by Shan- 
non fbr whose safety we had been so uneasy. The 
day on which he tett ns on bis way up Wisdom 
river, oftw hunting for some time and not Btebtg 
the party arrive, he returned to the place when 
he hod left US. Not finding us there be supposed 
ire had pasMd him, and he therefore marc he d up 
the liver daring all the next day, when he was 
convinced that we had not gone on, as the river 
was no longer navigable. He now fbllowsd the 
eovrse of the rivw down to the tbrka, and then 
8S 
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took tk» brmath wbieh m an pntndag. Dnring 
tiu three days of his obeenee, be had been much 
vearied with hit march, but had Ured (deatiftillr, 
and bron^t the eUaa of three deer. Ab fbr as he 
had aaeended Wisdom riT«r it kept it« coone 
obUqudr down towards the Jeflferoon. Immedi- 
oteljr after breok&at, captaJn Lewis took Drew- 
]nr, Shields and U'Neol, and sUngLng titeir knap- 
aaeks Oity set oat with a lesolation to meet some 
nation of Indians b«for« tbej ratorned, howarer 
long the7 might tx separated from the party. He 
directed lils course across tite low ground to tlw 
idaln on the right, leBTing the BeaTer's-head 
abont two milea to the l^t. After walking ei^t 
mUee to the rlvtt, whkh they waded, thej went 
on to a commanding point from which he saw the 
place at which it tmten the moontain, bnt as the 
dirtanee would not permit his marHng it this 
evening, be descended towards the rlvw, and after 
traTBlling ttgbt miles ftartber, encamped fbr tiie 
evenlDg some miles bdow the mountain. Thej 
passed befbie rcachlug their camp a itaodsome 
little stnam formed by some large spriogB wbkh 
rise in the wide bottom on ths left side (rf' the 
river. In their way they killed two antelopes, 
aid took with them enongh oT the meat for their 
sapper and breakfhst tiie next morning. 



<rfelevan mQes from our last encampment pawed 
two small Uands, sixteen short round bends In 
the river, and halted in a bend towards the right 
where we dined. The rlv«r increases in nudity 
as we advance, and is eo crooked that the eleven 
miles, which have cost ne eo mnch labour, only 
bring us fbnr miles in a direct line. The weather 
became overcast towards evening, and we ezperi- 
eoeed a slight shower attended with thunder and 
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Tlw thne knnten who wwa Mnt <Nrt 
killed 0DI7 two ftntelopM; gome oferery Uad b» 

Satitnfaif, iO.— C^tain Lewii condnnad hia 
ranto Kt an early hour throoBb the wide bottom 
akmg the Mt bank of the rinr. At ftbont fln 
mDM he paoaed a large creek, aad then ftU Into an 
ladlan road teadinf; toward* the point where the 
liTCT entered the mountain. TUa Iw fbUowed till - 
he reached a high perpendleiilar cHffofroeke where 
the riTer makes Ita paaeoge throogh the hille, and 
whkh be called the Battleanake dilT, from the 
namber of that aulnuU which be saw there: here 
be kindled a On and waited the retnm of Drew- 
jtt, who bad been mnt ont on the waj to kill a 
deer: be came back abont noon with tiie eUn of 
thne de« and the flnh of one of the beet of them. 
After a hanty dinnv they retomed to the Indian 
road wUeh they had Ml for a ihort '^ffftw" to 
■ee the eUff It led tfaem aometimea over the hlUa, 
aometimea In the narrow bottoma of the river, till 
at the dktanee of fifteen mOea from the Battle- 
aaakfi Mb they feaehed a haadsome open aad 
lerd ralley, where the ilver divided into two 
aeariy eqnal branehea. TbemonntalnaoTerwhleh 
th^ paaaed were not very high, but are mgged 
aad eontinne close to the river Mo. The river, 
wiSfth barore it enteni the mountain waa rairid, 
rocky, very crooked, moeh divided by Uasda, aad 
■hallow, now beeomea mora dlieet in ita conise aa 
it fa hemmed in by the bllle, ood baa not ao many 
beoda nor lalanda, but becomea more rapid and 
rocky, aad eontlniiea aa ahallow. On eiamlnJng 
the two branehea <^the river It waa evident that 
neMiarofthem waa navlgaUe fhrthw. The road 
Ibfked wHh the river; and captain Lewia there- 
(bra seat a man np eaeh of them for a abort dia- 
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tance, In order that b; comparing their rwpectiTe 
inTormatloii he might be able to take that which 
Memed to hare been most need this epring. From 
their account be resolved to choose that which led 
along the eonthweet branch of the river which 
wsA rather the emaller or the two : he accordingly 
wrote a note to captain Clark informing him of 
the route, and recommending his staying with the 
party at the forks till be sbonld return: Tbis be 
fixed on a dry willow pole at the forks of the 
river, and then proceeded up the sonthweot 
branch ; but after going a mite and a half the rood 
became scarcely distingoisbable, and the tracks of 
the horses which he had followed along the Jeftbr- 
son were no longer seen. Captain Lewis therefore 
retamed to examine the other road himself, and 
found tiiat the horses had in flut passed along the 
western or right fbrk which had the additional 
recommendation of being larger than the other. 

This road he concluded to take, and therefore 
sent back Drewyer to the forks with a second tet- 
ter to captain Clark apprising him of the change, 
and then proceeded on. The valley of the west 
fbrk through which he now passed, bears a little 
to the north of west, and is confined within the 
space of about a mile in width, by rough monii* 
tains and steep cliA of rock. At the distiuMC of 
fonr and a half miles it opens into a beantiftil 
and extensive plain about ten miles long and five 
or six in width : this is surrounded on all ddn by 
higher rolling or waving country, intersected by 
several little rivulets ttom tlie mountains, each 
bordered by lt« wide meadows. The whole proa- 
pect is bounded by these mountains, which neariy 
enrronnd it, so as to fbrm a beantiihi cove about 
sixteen or eighteen miles in diameter. On entering 
this cove the river bends to the northwest, and 
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iMdhM the Ibot of tbe hilla to the right At tUa 
place tbej halted for tbe night on the right aide of 
the rirer, and hATliig lighted a fln of dry wllloir 
hraah, the odIj taA which tbe conntrr alTorda, 
aapped on ft deer. They had trftrelkd to-daj 
tidrtrmikabyeatiinMa: thatleten totbe Battle- 
■aakie eli^ fifteen to the fbrka of Jefi^'aon rirer, 
and Atb to their encunpment. In thli cove some 
porta of the low groonde are tolerably fertile, btit 
mneh tbe greater proportion ia covered with 
inkkly pear, «edge, twivted graaa, tbe pnlpy-teaAd 
thorn, Bonthem-wood, and wild sage, and like the 
Bftoads have a very Inferior aolL These last hare 
little men than the prickl j pear and the twisted 
or bearded graaa, nor are there in tbe whole cove 
mora than three or four cottonwood tieea, and 
tiioae are amalL At the apparent extremity ofthe 
bottom above, and aboat ten miles to the west- 
ward, are two perpendicalar cliffy rieiiig to a con- 
iriderable height on each aide of the river, and ttt 
thia diatimce seem like a gate. In tbe meantime 
we proceeded at aiuirlae, and fonnd the river not 
io rapid aa yeatcrday, though more narrow and 
•till very crooked, and ao ahallow that we were 
ohUged to drag the canoes over many ripples In 
Uie conree o( the day. At aiz and a half miles ws 
had passed eight benda on the north, and two 
email b^ona on the left, and came to what the 
Indiana call the Beaver'a bead, a steep rocky cliff 
about one hnndred and fifty fbet high, near the 
right aide of tbe river. Oppoalte to this at three 
hnndred yarda from the waMr le a low cliff aboat 
fifty feet In height, which forme the extremity of a 
apor of tbe monntain abont fonr miles dlatant on 
the left. At foor o'clock we were overtaken by » 
heavy shower ot rain, attended with thnnder, 
S^tidug and ball. The party were defended flcom 
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ths hail by coTering themMlTW with willow 
bnaties, bnt Uie^ got completely wet, and in this 
altaation, aa aoon as the rain ceased, contlDiied 
till we encamped. This we did at a low bluff on 
tite leA, alter paadng In the conne of rix and a 
half ndlea, fonr islands and eighteen bende on the 
right, and a low bluff and BeTeral bajoiu on the 
■ame dde. We had now come thirt«eD milee, yet 
were onl; fbnr oa onr ronte towards the monn- 
talna. The game eeeins to be declining, for our 
hantera procured only a single deer, though we 
found another for aa that had been Ulled three 
days before bj one of the hnntore during an eznu^ 
aion, and Utb for us on Uie rirtr. 
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Saadajr, Aagtat 31.— Captain Lnrli agala pro- 
eeeded on eariy, trat bad the mordfleation to And 
that tbe toaek whkb be fidlowed jeatndaj aoon 
dle^peand. He determined thereftoe to go on to 
tiie narrofr gate or paaa of tbe river which be had 
Men from tbe camp, in hopw of bring able to re- 
eonrtiie Indian path. For tUa pnrpoee ite waded 
atros the rinr, whkh wae now abont twdre 
Tarda wfde, and barred in aefcral plaeea b7 tl>e 
dama of tlie bearer, and then went straight fbr- 
ward to the paee, loidtiig one man along the 
rinr to Ub leA, and another on tbe rig^ with 
orden to eeateh Ibr tbe road, and if they Ibtmd It 
to let Urn know bj raUng a bat on tlie muile <a 
tbeir gone. In this order tbej went along (br 
about Btb miles, when captain Lewta poveiTed 
with the greatart delight a man on horaeback a* 
tbe diatanee d two mDea coming down tfca plain

tovards them. On examining him with the ^aw, 
captain Levis saw that tte was of a diSerent na- 
tioa from any Indlang we had hitherto met: h« 
was armed with a bow and a quiver of arrowa; 
momited on an elegant horae without a saddle, 
and a small string attached to the under jaw 
answered as a bridle. Convinced that be was a 
Shoehonee, and knowing how much of oar ancccM 
depended on the friendly offices of that nation, 
capt^D Lewis was Ml of aniiet? to approach 
without alarming him, and endeaTonr to convince 
him that he was a white maa He therefore, pro- 
ceeded on towards the Indian at his nsaal pass, 
when ther were within a mile of each other the 
Indian suddenly stopped, captain Lewis immedl* 
atel7 followed his example, took his blanket from 
his knapsack, and holding it with both hands at 
the two comers, threw it above his head and nn- 
folded it as be bronght It to the groond as if in 
the act of spreading it. This signal wliich origi- 
natea in the practice of spreading a robe or a skin, 
as a seat for guests to whom tlie; wish to show 
a distinguished Undnese, is the nnlverstJ sign ot 
ftiendshlp among the Indians on the Hissonri and 
the Roekf monntolns. As nsaal, captain Lewis 
repeated this dgnal three times: still the Indian 
kept Ms position, and looked with on air of saspt 
don on Drewrer and Shields who were now ad- 
vancing on each side. Captain Lewis was afraid 
to make an; signal for them to halt, leat he 
ahooU Inerease the suspicions of the Indian, who 
began to be ansasf, and the; were too distant to 
hear bis voice. He, therelbre, took from bis pack 
some beads, a looking-glass and a fbw trinkets, 
which he had bronght fbr the purpose, and leav- 
ing Us gon advanced unarmed towards the In- 
dian. He remained in the same podUon till cap- 
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tain Lewla came wtthin two hnndrad yardi of 
Um, when be turned hia hone, utd beg&o to num 
olTilowlr ; tttpMn Lewie then colled out to Um, 
in oe lond a Toice aa he coold, repeating the word, 
tabba booel which in the Bhoshonee langnag* 
meaiM white man; bat looking over Ua ihoiilder 
tbe Indian kept bii ejM on Drewjer and Shields, 
who mn atlU adTandng, without leeolleetdng the 
i mp ro p rie ty ot doiag ao at nich a moment, till 
captain Lewla made a rignal to them to halt: 
tbie Dmwj'cr obeyvd, but ShlcMa did not obaerye 
ft, and etill went forward: enring Dnwjer halt 
the Indian tnmed Ua horse about as if to wait for 
"^■rt<*'" Lewis who now reached wltUn one htm- 
died and fifty paeea, repealing the word tabba 
bone, and holding np the Ivinketa in hia hand, at 
the same time stripping np the sleeTe offals shirt 
to abow the colour of hia akin. The Indian suf- 
fered him to advance within on« hundred paeea, 
then snddenlr turned hie horae, and giving him the 
whip, leaped aerom the creek and diaappeared in 
an instant among the willow huabes: with him 
vanisbed all the hopes which the sight of him had 
inspired of a friendly introduction to his country- 
men. Though sadly disappointed by the impru- 
dence ot his two men, captain Lewie det«rmii>ed 
to make the incident of some nse, and therefore 
eaOing tite men to him they all set off after the 
track of the horse, which they hoped might lead 
them to the camp of the Indian who had fled, or 
if he had given the alarm to any small party, 
their taack might conduct tbem to the body of the 
nation. They now fixed a small flag of the United 
Statee on a pole, which was carried by one <^the 
men as a signal of their friendly lnt«Dtione, should 
the Indians observe them as they were advancing. 
The route lay aeross an island formed by a ueariy 
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•qaal dlTWos of the creek In the bottom: sAir 
nMhlng the open ground on the iffl^t etde of tke 
eraek, the tmek tuned towarda eome fai^ hille 
about three miles dletant. Preanmfaig that the 
Indlao eamp ml^t be among theae hillB, and that 
bj adraneing haatily be mi^t be sem aad alarm 
them, captain Levis eonght an derated ritaation 
near the creek, had a fln made of wiUow bnA, 
and took breakfhat. At the aame time he pre- 
pared a email aeeortmeat ofbeade, trlnkete, awie, 
eome paint and a looking glaea, and placed them 
on a pole near the Are, in order that If the Indiana 
retomed they nd^t dlBCom that tite party wen 
wUte men and Mends. Whllet making theee 
preparattone a rerj heavy shower of rain tuid hail 
eame on, and wet them to the sUn: In about 
twenty mlnntee it waa OTsr, and captain Lewla 
then renewed Us pnrsnlt, bat as die rain bad 
made the graae which the horee had trodden down 
rise agtdn, his track eoold with dUBeolty be dls- 
tingnisbed. As titey went idong tbey pnwed Mv- 
eral placea where lite Indiana eeeroed to ban been 
digging roota to-day, and saw the ft«eb track of 
dght or ten boreee, but they bad bem wandering 
aboat In so eonflised a manim that be contd not 
dlacem any partlenlar palJi, and at last, after 
poranlng It abont fbor mOes along the valley to 
the Mt nnder the fbot of the hills, he loat the track 
Of the ftagitive Indian. Near the head ctauriO- 
l»y tbey had paaaed a large bog covered with 
mOBB uid tall grasB, among which were sereral 
springe cf pore cold water: tAey now tamed a 
little to the kA along the foot <a tite bl^ hlUs, 
and reached a email creek where they encamped 
for the night, having made about twentj mllai, 
though not more than ten in a direct line from 
tlMir eamp of laat evening. 
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The moraug being raia; and w«t we did not 
•at oat with tlu canon till after (u earl; break- 
bst Daring the Orst three mUes we paavd three 
' email lelande, alx b^rooa on dlftrent ridea at the 
river, and the lame nnmber (Attends towards the 
right. Herewereachedtlietoww point of a large 
iflland which we called Three-thoaaand-milelelaod, 
on account of it« being at that distance from tbe 
month at the Hivoori. It is time mUee and a 
half in iengUi, and aa we eoaeted along it we 
poeaed several small bends of tte river towards 
the kA, and two b^xMis on the same side. AAer 
leaving the upper point of Three-thoosond-mile 
island, we followed the main ehanad on the kft 
side, which led OB bf three imall islands and sev- 
o-al email bajous, aiid fifteen bends towards the 
right. Tbsa at the distance of seven miles and a 
half we encamped on the upper aid oC a large 
island near the right. The river was shallow and 
r^iid, so that we were obliged to be in the water 
daring a great part of the daf , dragging the 
eanoee over the ehoals and ripples. Its eonne too 
was so crooked, that notwithstanding we had 
made (bortaen miles bj water, we were onlj flv* 
miles from oar encunpmeoit of last night. The 
eonntrj consists of a low gronnd on the river 
abont five miles wide, and socceeded on both sldea 
by plains ctf the same extent which reach to the 
tmse of the monntalns. Theee low gronnds are 
very mnch intersected by bajoas, and in those on 
the Mt dde is a large proportion of bog covered 
with tall grass, which wonld yield a fine tarC 
There are verj few trees, and those small narfow- 
leaftd Cottonwood: the principal growth being 
the narrow-leafed willow, and cnrrant bashes, 
among which were some bnnehee of privy near 
tbs river. We saw a nnmber of geeae, docks, 
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beaver, otter, deer uid antelopee, of all which one 
beaver wM killed with a pole from the boat, three 
otters with a tomah&wk, tmd thehontere brooght 
in three deer and an antdope. 

Monday, J^.— This morning as «oon aa it was 
li^t captain Lewis sent DrewTcr to mconnoitre if 
pOMible the route of the Indians: In abont aa 
hour and a half he retamed, after following the 
tracks of the horse which we had lost jneeterday 
to the mountaina, where they ascended ajid were 
no longer visible. Captain Lewis now decided on 
making the dicnit along the foot of the moun- 
tains which formed the cove, expecting by that 
means to find a road across them, and aceord- 
Ingly sent Drewjer on one side, and Shields on the 
other. In this way the; crossed foor small rivn- 
lets near each other, on which were some bowers 
or conical lodges of willow bmah, which seemed 
to have been made recently. From the munnw in 
whkh the gronnd fn the ndghboorhood was torn 
np the Indians appeared to have b«en gathering 
roots; bnt captain Lewis conld not discover what 
porticnlar plant they were searching for, nor 
eonld he find any fresh track, till at the distance 
of four miles from Ids camp he met a large plain 
Indian road which came into the cove from the 
northeast, and wound along the foot of the monn- 
tains to the southwest, approaching obliquely the 
nurin stream he had kA yesterday. Down this 
road he now went towards the sonthwest: at the 
distance of five miles It crossed a large run or 
creek, which is a principal branch of the main 
stream into which it foils, just above the high 
clififa or g&tM observed yesterday, and which they 
now saw below them: here they halted and 
breakfosted on the last of the deer, keeping a 
small piece of pork in reserve against accident:

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tlw7 thm conttntwd tbroogli tlw lov bottom 
along the main atraam near the foot of the mooiir 
tAine on their right For the first fin inUea the 
Taller eonttnnee towarda the eonthweet from two 
to three milee in width; then Ute main etnam, 
wbkb bad reeelTed two email brancbee from the 
kA in the valle;, toma abmptl; to the wMt 
through a narrow bottom between the moontaine. 
The road wee ttUl plain, and aa It led them dl- 
iectl7 on towarda the mountain the atream gradn- 
aDr became amaller, till after going two mika it 
had ao greatly dlminlahed in width that one of the 
men in a fit of enthnaiaBm, with one fbot on each 
aide of the riTcr, thanked God that he had lived 
to beabride ttte Hiaaoori. Aa thej' went along 
thdr bopM of BOOD aeedng the watera of the 
Columbia aroae almoat to painftil anxietj, when 
alter four milea lh>m the laat abnipt turn of the 
river, they reached a amall gap ftormed by the high 
ipmi'i*.*!''" which recede on each aide, leaving 
room fbr tiie Indian road. From the fbot of one 
of the loweet of theae monntaina, which rlaea with 
a gentle aaeent of about half a mile, iaanee the 
remoteat water of the Miaaoori. Thej had now 
reached tlie hidden aonrcea of that river, which 
had never jet been aeen by civilised man; and aa 
ther quenched thdr thirat at the chante and iey 
fonntain— aa tbej aat down by the brink of that 
little rivulet, which yielded ite distant and modeat 
tribnte to the pM«nt oc«an, they fblt tbemadvea 
rewarded for all their laboora and all thedr diffl< 
ntHiea. They left reluctantly thla intoeatingapot, 
and pnraniDg the Indian road throngh tbeloterval 
of the hiUa, arrived at the top of a ridge, from 
which they saw high mounti^na partially covered 
with anowatUl to the west of them. The ridge on 
which they stood formed the dividing Una between 
47 
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tiM wotan of the Atlootie and PadJIe oeMiia. 
Tbe; followed a deacent moeh tieepee Hum that 
on the eovtern idde, aad at the distance of three 
qnarten of a mile raached a handaome Ixrid creek 
of cold dMt water nuudng to the westward. 
The7 stopped to taste for the first time the waters 
of the Colombia; and aAer a fbw minutes fcdlowed 
the road across steep UUs and low hollows, till 
ther reached a spring on the stdeofamotutain: 
here tbej found a sondent qoantitj of dr; willow 
brash for foel, and tiurefore halted for the night ; 
and having killed nolJiing in the conrae (£ Uw di^ 
supped on their last pleoe of pork, and trnsted to 
fortniw for Home otiter food to mix with a little 
floor and parched meal, wldch was all that now 
remained of their proTirions. Before reaching the 
fonntain of the Missouri tbej saw eewal large 
hawks neari; black, and some (tf the heath cocks: 
these last have a long pointed tail, and are of a 
uniform darii Iwown colour, mocb larger thui the 
common dunghill fowl, and similar in habits and 
the mode of flTing to the grouse or prairie-hen. 
Drewjw also woonded at the distance of one hoii- 
dred and thirtj' jards an *"i'""J which we had 
not yet seen, but which after fhlling recovered 
itself and escaped. It seemed to be of the fox 
kind, rather larger than the small wolf ot the 
plains, and with a ekio in which black, teddish 
brown, and yellow, weie eoriously intermixed. 
OntbecieekoftbeColamblatbej found a species 
oS cnrrant whkb does not grow as high as that 
of the HlssoDil, though It Is more branching, and 
its leaf, the onder disk of wUch is covered with a 
hairy pobeseenee, is twice as large. The frnit Is of 
the ordinary die and sh^te of the eorrant, and 
supported in the osual manner, but is of a deep 
porple eoloor, acM, and of a very inftoior flavour. 
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exto«iiKl7 dUkuit, and tbe bud wbo an abnoat 
coutanUj in the vater af* gettiBg fteUe and 
■on, and ao mneh won dovn hj btigae that 
ther an very Mixlom to eommoiM tranlUnK bj 
land. We mni atosg tba main ehaanel whlcb la 
on the right dde, and after paaring nine beitda In 
tbat dfaeetioa, thne iilanda and a uambv of 
bajooa, nacbed at the diatanee of five and a half 
ndka the nppcr pcdat of a large ialand. At aooa 
thne waa a etorm of tkander wbkh eontinved 
abont half on boor; after which we proceeded, bat 
aa it waa neeenarj to drag the eaooee otw the 
■hoala and nqilda, made bnt Uttle pro g rw^ Ob 
lull I Ilia the tadand we paand a nnmber ot ehort 
beada, eercral bafoai, and one nm of watn on 
the rif^ aide, and haring gone b; fimr amall and 
two large lalanda, eneadnped on a smooth ^aln to 
(be left near a ftrw Cottonwood treea: oar Jovoej 
by water waa Joet twelre ndka, and fonr in a 
direct Hne. The faontera aop^iad na with three 
de«r and atewn. 

Ibearfv 29.— Very early in the morning captain 
Lewte nenmed the Indian road, wliieh led him In 
a weeteni direction, throagh an open broken 
covBtry; on the left waa a deep ralley at the fbot 
of a high range of mountains rnnnlng from BOotb- 
east to northweet, wttJi tbdr aides better elad 
wiyi timber than the hiUa to which w» have been 
Utr some time aeenatomed, and thdr tope covered 
hi part with enow. At fire mlkn diatanee, after 
following the long deeeent of another TalleT, be 
readied a creek abont ten yaide wide, and on ria- 
Ing the bUI beyond It liod a riew of a tundsoma 
little Talley on tba left, abont a mile In width, 
thKmgh which they ]adged, i ta ' 
ToL n.— 4 19 
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of tbe timber, that aome atrMun ot water mo«t 
probaUj paand. On the creek tber bad Jtut Wt 
were aome btuhea of the white maple, tbe aomach 
of tbe small apedea with the winged lib, aod a 
■pedea of bone^rancUe, reeembling In ita general 
appearance and the ahape of ita leaf the email 
honeTBDBkle of the Miaaonri, except that it ia 
rather larger, and beam a globular beny, abont 
tbe dae of a garden pea, of a white colour, and 
formed of a aoft white mncilaginoua aubatasce. In 
whkh are aeTeral amall brown aeeda irr^pilarij 
aeattered without any cell, and euTeloped in a 
amooth thin pellicle. 

TbBj proceeded along a waTlng plain parallel to 
llda Taltey for abont four milea, when they dla- 
eoteted two womm, a man and some dogs on ao 
aimiiMwiM at tbe dlatance of a mile before them. 
Tbe atraogera flret viewed th^n appanntly with 
mncb attention for a few mlnntea, and tlten two 
of them aat down ea if to await captain LewWa 
arriToJ, He went on till he reached within abont 
half a mile, then ordered hie party to stAp, pat 
down hia knapaaek and rifle, and nnAirling the 
flag adranced alone towarda the Indiana. The 
AmalM Boon retreated behind the hill, bat the man 
remained till captain Lewia c&me within a hao- 
dred yarda fl-om him, when he too went of^ 
thongh captain Lewis called onttabbabonel load 
oaoa^ to be heard distinctty. He haatened to 
tbe top Of the hill, bat tbey bad aU disappeared. 
Tte dogs however were leM shy, and came clooa 
to blm; he therefore thongbt of tying a baiidker> 
ehl«r with some beads round tbeir necks, and then 
let them loose to convince the ftagitivas of bla 
friendly dlapooition, but tbey woald not snlftr Um 
to take bold of them, and soon leA Um. He bow 
Bide a algnal to the men, who tol&Mi blm, and 
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Aan aQ foUomd the track of the ladUas, iriitt 
led liong A eontiniMtioii of the Mune rokd tbej 
had bent alnady tnTelHng. It itm dnatf sad 
■eMned to h&TB been mnch need Utelj both bf 
fixit poMengen and honemen. Ther had not 
gone along It mon Uian a mile when on a niddea 
ther "^^ three female Indiana, from irhom thej 
had been concealed bj the deep raTinee which in- 
tenected the road, till they wen now within 
thlitj paees of each other; one of them a yonng 
woman immedlatelj took to flight, the other two, 
an elderly woman and a little girl, aeedng we ware 
too near for them to eacape, aat on the ground, 
and holding down their beada aeemed aa If reeoa- 
died to the death which tbqr nippoaed awatted 
them. TbeaamehaUt of bidding down the bead 
and taiTlllng the enemy to ebrike, when all ehanee 
of eae^ie ia gone, ia preaarred in Egypt to thla 
day. C^)taiD Lewia inatamtly put down hia rifle^ 
and adTandag towarda them, took the woman 
by the hand, ralaed ber np, and npeated the word 
tabba bonel at tha aame time etrinilng np hIa 
■fafart aleeve to prove that he waa a white man, 
for hia handa and fiwe bad become by eoaataat 
ezpoanre qnite aa dark aa their own. Bbe np- 
peared immediately rdiered from ber alarm, and 
Dtewyw and Bhielda now coming ap, uqitaia 
Lewia gave them aome beads, a few awla, pewter 
mirrora, and a little paint, and told Diewyer to 
reqneet tite woman to recall her companion who 
had eaeaped to aome distance, and by alarming 
the Indiana migfat caose them to attack him with- 
ont any time for aqtlaaation. She did aa abe waa 
dedred, and the yonag woman retomed almost 
ovt of breath: detain Lewia gan hv an eqnal 
portioB of tiinketa, and planted the tawny cheeks 
of all tbree of them with TermQlion, a ceremony 
61 
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wUeh among the Shoahoneea Is emblemattc of 
peace. After the; had become compoeed, he in- 
fbrmed them bj eigne of hie wish to go to their 
e&mp in order to see their clilefli and wartiora; 
the; readilj oltcTed, and conducted the port; 
along the same road down tlie rivw. In tliis way 
ther marched two miles, when they met a tetxqt 
of neariy eixty warriora mounted oa exeeUent 
boreea riding at ftill speed towards them. As they 
advanced captain Lewis pnt down his gun, and 
went with the flag aboat fifty paces in advanoe. 
Thechkf who with two men were riding in front 
of the main body, spoke to tlie women, who now 
explained that the party was composed of white 
men, and showed ezoltin^y the presents tlwy bad 
leeelTed. The three men immediatoly le^wd from 
their horeee, came up to e^>taiD Lewis and em- 
braeed him with great cordiality, putting thdr 
kA arm over his right shonlder and das^ng hli 
badt, applying at the same time their left cheek to 
Us, and fimqnently rodOntting ah hi el ah hi el 
"I am much pleased, I am mneb rejoiced." The 
whole body of warriors now came forward, and 
onr men recdTtd the caresses, and no small share 
ofthegreaeeafidp^ntoftbeiraewfilends. After 
this fraternal embrace, of which the motive was 
much more agreeable than ths manner, e^taln 
Lewis lighted a pipe and ofibred it to the IndiaM 
who had now seated tbHusdrea In a drde around 
the puty. But b«A>re they would recelTe tUs 
mark of fltaidship tiiey pulled off tbdr moecariaa, 
a enstom as we aftowuda learnt, whkh iDdleatea 
ths sacred dneerfty of their profbsaions when 
they smoke with a stranger, and wUch imprecates 
on themeelres the misery of going banfoot ffnrer 
If they ue fUthleea to Uielr words, a penalty by 
no meana lij^t to those who rove over the ikomj 
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ptalaa of tbrir eoaatrj. It la not nairortiir to r»- 
mark the aaslogy which Bonie at the cnstonu of 
thooe wild children of the wildenwaa beftr to tboae 
recorded in holjr writ. Hqhs Is admonished to 
pan off his Bhoes, for the place on which he stood 
waa hQl7 ground. Why this waa enjoined aa an 
act of peeoUarrvTennee; whether It waa from the 
drenmBtantt that in the arid region in wUch tite 
patriaieh then redded, It waa deemed a teat t^ 
tiie dneeritrctf devotton to walk upon the tiomlng 
Muda barefooted, in aome meaaore analogona to 
tbe palni Inflicted by the prtcfclr pear, doea not 
apfnar. After smoUng a few pipea, aome trUUng 
pceaantB were diatribnted amongat them, with 
wUeh they seemed nrjr mneh pleaaed, portienlarir 
with the Mne beada and the TermllUon. Captain 
Lewlfl then informed the eUefthat the object of 
Ua Tirit waa IMeadly, and ahoold be esplalned aa 
Boon aa be readied their camp; bnt that in tiie 
meantime aa the ann waa opprearfTC, and no 
water near, he wlahed to go there «■ eoon aa poa- 
■il>le; Thef now put on titdr moecadna, and 
their chief, whoae name waa Cameahwelt, made a 
abort apeeeb to the warriora. Captain Lewie 
then gave iilm the tag, whkh he informed him 
waa unong white men the emblem aS peace, and 
now that be had ncdred It waa to be in ftitnre 
the bond of nnlon between tiiem. Tlw chief then 
moved on, onr partj followed Urn, aad the raat of 
the warrlwa in a aqnadron, bronght np the lear. 
After ™— -King a mile ther were halted by the 
chief, who made » second barangne, on which riz 
or eight Toong mai rode forward to their camp, 
and no forther regnlartty waa obaerred in the 
order of march. At the diatanee of four milea 
from where ther bad flnrt met, they reached the 
Indian camp, which waa in a handaomt lerd 
68 
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mwdow on the bank of the rirer. Here tittj wen 
introdneed Into an old leathern lodge which the 
jonng men who hod been sent from the partj had 
fitted np fbr their reception. After b^itg seated 
on green bongha and antelope skins, one of the 
warriors pnlled op the grass in the centre oT the 
lodg« BO a« to fbrm a vacant circle of two ftet 
diameter, In which be kindled a fire. The chief 
then prodocsd liis pipe and tobacco, the wanion 
bB pntled off tbelr moccaslnB, and onr partjr was 
requested to take off their own. This being done, 
the chid* lighted his pipe at the fire within the 
magic circle, and then retreating from it began a 
speech several minat«s long, at the end of which 
he pointed the stem towards the foor cardinal 
p<dnta of the heavens, beginning with the ea«t and 
eonclnding with the north. After this ceremony 
he preaented the stem In the same way to captain 
Lewis, who supposing tt an Invitation to smoke, 
pnt ont his hand to receive tlie pipe, bat the cUef 
drew it back, and continned to repeat the same 
oBbr threo times, after which he pointed the stem 
first to the heavens, then to the centre of the little 
drcle, took three whiffl himself, and preaented it 
again to captain Lewis. Finding that this last 
ofihr waa in good earnest, he smoked a Uttl^ the 
Idpe was then held to each of the white men, asd 
alter they bad taken a few whiflb waa given to 
the warriors. This [dpe was made of a dense 
transparent green atone, very Ughly polished, 
about two and a half inches long, and of an oval 
figure, the bowl being in the same situation wiUi 
the stem. A small piece of burnt clay le placed in 
the bottom of the bowl to separate the tobaoeo 
from the end of the st«in, and la of as Irregulariy 
round figure, not fitting the tube poftctty doa^ 
In order that tite smoke maj psM with bdUt^. 
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Tba tobaeto 1b of tbe aftiiie Und iritb that nted 
bj the HlaiMrbuiaM, Haadaiw and lUeanM at tb» 
HtaMnirL The Bhoahoneea do not eottlTato thk 
plant, but obtain it from tb» Boekf monntain 
Indiana, and some of the baodi of tbeir own na- 
tion vho lire ftirtbar aootlk Tba ceremony of 
■moUng bdng eonelnded, c^tain Lewlt ezplaimd 
to the eUtf the pnrpoaea of Ua vfalt, and aa bj- 
tUi Unw all dte woumo and eUldnn of the camp 
had pthered aronnd the lodge to indulge in a 
Tlew of the first irblte mn ther had erer eeen, ha 
diatribated among them tdte remainder of tlia 
■man artidee he had brongfat with falm. It waa 
now late In the aftvnoon, and oar party had 
taated no ft>od einca the night before. On ^pin- 
ing the ehiif of tUa elmunatanea, lie laid that ha 
had nothing bat beniea to eat, and preoented 
■ome eakea made of Mrrieeberry and chokedunlee 
wUeh had been dried in the mn. On these em;p- 
tain Lewis made a heartj meal, and then walked 
downtowai^tharlrfr:halbvndit a rapid dear 
stream fi^ty yards wide and tbrae ftet deqi; the 
banks were low and abmpt, Hke tiiose of the 
upper part of the UImouI, and the bed formed at 
loose stonM and grard. Its course, as (hr as he 
eonld obserre It, was a little to the north <^ west, 
and waa bounded on each side by a range ctf hi^ 
mountains, of wlileh those on the east are the 
lowest and most distant from the rirer. 

The chief informed him that this stream dla- 
ebarged itedf at the distance of half a day's 
march, Into utother of twic« Its siie, coming from 
the eonthweat; but added, on f\irtlier inquiry, 
that thwe was eearody more timber below the 
Jonettoa of those rirers than in this neigbbonr- 
hood, and that tlie rWer was rocky, r^d, and so 
elosdy eonfinad between hlgb monntalni, that K 
U 
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ma liDpofHdble to paao down It, either hy land or 
water to the gnat lake, where aa be kad onder- 
•tood the white men lived. This information wae 
lhrfh>mbeingBatlBftH:tor7; for therewagnotlmbw 
here that wonid anewer the porpoae of boUding 
canoee, indeed Dot more than jogt anffldent for 
ftiel, and eren that consisted or the narrow-Ieaftd 
Cottonwood, the red and the uarrow-Ieafbd wil- 
low, the ehokecherry, serviceben-y and a few cur- 
rant bnahn nicb u are common on the Hieeoari. 
The proapect of going on hf land la more ^eaa- 
ADt ; for there are great nambera <rf' boreea feeding 
in every direction roond the camp, which will 
enable ue to tranaport onr etoree If neccaaary over 
tlw mountains. Captain Lewia retomed ftom the 
rlrer to Ida lodge, and on bia way an Indian In- 
vited him into ilia bower and gave him a email 
monei of bolted antelope and a>irfece of ftcah aal- 
mon rooeted. Thla waa the flrat aalmon be had 
aeen, and perfhcti; aatia6ed him that he waa now 
on the watera of the Pacific. On reaching thla 
lodge, be reanmed bia converaatlon with the chief, 
after which he woe mtertalned with a dance by 
the Indiana. It now proved, aa onr puiy had 
feared, that the men whom thej bad firat met 
thla morning had retnnied to the campand apread 
the alarm that their enemlee, the Hinnetareea of 
fort de Prairie, whom they call Fahkeea, weie ad- 
Taoelng on them. The warriors inatantljr armed 
Utemadvea and were coming down In expectation 
ofan attack, when thef were agreeaUy anrpriaed 
bj meeting onr partf. The greater put of them 
wm armed with bowe and airowe, and ahieldB, 
but a few had email ftuila, aneb aa are fhmiabed 
bj tlie northweat company tradera, and wUeh 
they had obtained from the IndiaiM on the let- 
lowatone, with whom they are now at peM& 
fie 
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Thej had naaon to dn*d tiie appcoaeh cf tlw 
Pahkees, who had attaekad tlwm la Uie eourae of 
tbk apriag and totallj dAMed them. On thii 
oceaaion tweotr of their varrton wan tither 
kiUed or made fviaonen, and thay kwt their whtde 
camp exeept Ute leathern lodge which tiwy had 
tttad up fbr nei, aod wen now oUIged to Uva la 
hnt> of a conical Ogtm made with wWow braah. 
The made and dandag, wUeh waa In no reapeet 
diAnntfrom thoae of the MtaMjari Indiana, eos> 
tinned nearij ail night; hot captain I^ewla retiiad 
to leat aboat twelve o'clock, when the btignea at 
the day uudiled klm to aleep thon^ he waa 
awaked aereral timen b; the reila <tf the daaeen. 

WhUat all tbeae things wen occnrring to eaptata 
Lewis we wen slowly and labOTtondr wseeadlBg 
the rtrw. Fw the first two and a half nUss wa 
went along the island opporfte to wUeh we es- 
eamped last erodng, and soon reached a second 
Island behind which comes In a small ereek on tiie 
left ride of the rirer. It rises in the moontaina to 
tike east and fimns a handsome valley tot some 
milee flrom (ta month, where It is a bold rnnnlng 
stream abont seven yards wide: we called It 
H'Netri's craek, after Hog^ H'Neol one of oar 
party. Jnat alxive this stream and at the dis- 
tance of four miles from our camp is a point of 
limestone rock on the right, abont seventy fcet 
Ugh, framing a cliff over the rivH. From the top 
otitiha Beaver's-head bo» north 34° east twelve 
miles distant, the eonrae of Wiadom river, that ts 
tlte directitm at its vall^ tliroa|^ the mosntalns 
is north 26° west, while the giv throng wUeh 
the JeSbnon enters the moontalns Is ten miles 
aitom ns on a eontse aootb 18° wast From tUs 
Hmestone rock w« inveeeded along several Idaada, 
on both ddea, and after maUng twdve milea ar^ 
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rlTed »t a ellff (rf*!!!^ rocki on the riglit, oppodte 
to which we enc&mped in ft smooth tend prfttrle, 
DBftT a few Cottonwood trees; bnt wen obliged to 
we tiia drj wlUow brash fi>r taeL The rinr is 
itm TW7 crooked, the benda short aod ^wnpt, 
and oiMtrocted by so maor shoals, over wUeb the 
canoes wen to be dragged, that the men were la 
the water threfrjbnrtha of the da;. Thejr saw 
anmben of ottw, some beaver, antelopes, docks, 
gees^ and cranes, bnt they killed nothing except a 
slng^ deer. Th^, however, caaght acme TW^fln* 
front, as they have done for several days past. 
The weather had been cloudy and cool dnring the 
forepart ctf the day, and at dght o'clock a shower 
(rf-rainfeU. 

WtdiuadMj i^.— In order to give time for the 
boats to reach tiw forks of Jrfbrson river, captain 
Lewis determined to remain here and obtain sQ 
the Information he eonld collect with regard to 
the coontry. Having nothing to eat bnt a ttttle 
Hour and parched meal, with the berries of the 
Indians, he sent oot Drewyer and Shidds, who 
borrowed horses from the natives, to hunt for a 
few hoora. Abont the same time the young war- 
riors set out for the aame purpose. ThM« are bnt 
few dk or blacktalled deer in this neighbour- 
hood, and am the common red-deer secrete them- 
selves in the bnafaea when alarmed, they are soon 
■aft from the arrows, which are bnt feeble we^- 
one against any AnimaJf which the huntsmen can- 
not previonsly nm down with their horses. The 
ehfaf game of the Shoshonees, therefore, is the 
antilopek which when pnrsoed retreats to the open 
plains^ where the horses havs fhll room for ths 
chase. Bnt snch Is Its extrftordinai; flaetneas and 
wind tbat a slngto horse has no, posdbk chance of 
ootraanlag it^ or tiring It down; and the hnnters 
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•n thcnfbn obl]f«d to mart to i 
About twoitr Indfaun, monoted on Sm ka«% 
and armed vlth bowa and anowa, left tba e«ap; 
U a ibort tlnw thej deaeried m herd of ton ant^ 
lopea: Umj imnwdlatelj aqwrated into Uttia 
■qoada of two or tbne, and formad a ■ c* tte f «J 
drcle ronad tlw herd fbr five or afz milea, kaepinc 
at a war7 dlataoee, ao aa not to alarm them ttn 
they ^nn perftetlf endoasd, aad tmaaBj aiiln Hm 
■ome commanding wnlnwMa aa a ataad. HaTing 
gained tlidr poattiona, a amaO party rodetowarda 
tha hard, and wltii wondofld doxtarity the bnata- 



aa he ran at ftiH ipeed over the hltta, and down 
tha ataep ravinoa, and along the bcwdara of the 
predplaea. They we aoon ontatripped by the 
antdopea, wUeh on gaining the other extremi^ 
ofthedrdeweredrtnn back and pvrraed by the 
fteah hontera. They tnraed and flew, rather tiiaa 
no in another direction; bat thwe too, they 
foond new enamiea. In tUa way they were altv- 
nately pnranad baekvarda and Ibrwardi, tin at 
loigtb, BotwithrtftwUng the oUD of the hnnteta, 
they bD eaeiqied, and the party after mnning fbr 
two hoora returned wlthont harlng ean^t any 
thing, and ttielr faoraee foaming with eweat. Thia 
chaae, the greater part of which waa aeen from the 
camp, formed a beaotifU aeene ; but to tlte hnntMa 
is Bzeeediiigly laborlona, aad eo nnprodnetiTa, 
«nn when th^y an able to worry the animal 
down and ahoot him, that fbrty or flflj hnntera 
will Bometimea be en«»ged fbr half a day wttboat 
obtaining mon than two or three antalopea. 
Boon aAer they retonied, oar two hnntaman eana 
in with no better aneeoaa. Captain Lewfa thet*- 
fore made a little paate with the floor, and tha 
addition of aome berrtea formed a Tery palatobb 
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nptmt. Havtng noir wcnred the good will of 
flinnrnhTmH. captain Leirla Infbnned him of Ua 
wish that he would qieak to tbe wanton and 
MtdeaToor to engage tiMm to aeeompanr him to 
tbe forin of Jiflbnan rlrer, whrae b; this time 
aootber ehkf with a large party of white men 
wen waiting Ida return: tlutt it wonld be neeea- 
ear; to take about thtrtjr honee to traneport tlM 
Bterehandlae; that ther ahoald be well nwardad 
tbr thdr trouble; and that when all the partj 
ehoold hare reached the Shoabonee camp they 
wonld remain some time among them, and trade 
for bonea, aa well as concert plana Ibr fbmlablng 
them in flitare with regular anpidiea of merdiaB- 
dlae. He readily conaented to do ao, and aAv 
collecting tiie tribe togetiicr be made a long 
harangue, and in about ao hour and a half re- 
turned, (uid told'captaln Lewie tliat they would 
be nady to aeeompaoy him in the mondng. 

An the early paxt of tfte day waa cold, and the 
men atUTand eonfrom theftttigueaofyeaterdi^: 
we did not aet ont till aeveo o'clock. At tbe dle- 
taara <rf a mlk we paved a bold atream on tbe 
right, wUeh cornea from a anowy mountain to the 
north, and at ita entrance is four yarda wide, and 
tiiree feet In depth: we called it Track creA: at 
aix milea ftirther we reached aootber ttream wUeh 
beada In aome ipilngs at tbe foot of the mona- 
taina on tbe Mt After paaring a number of 
bayouB and amall Manda on eaeh aide, we en- 
camped about hair a mile by land below the 
Battlesnake cliflb. The riTor waa cold, ahallow, 
and aa It approaebed tbe mountains fbrmed one 
contlnsed rajM, orer wbkh we were oUlged to 
drag tbe boats with great labour and difficulty. 



log fburtacn miles, but this distance did not carry 
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u more thaa rix and a kair in a Mralght Uoe: 
MV«cal of the man have reeelnd wonndi aod 
laned tbemwlTN In haaUng tbe boato over the 
■tonafl. Tbe htuten rapfdled them with Ave <leer 
aad aa antelope. 

Ilnifadaf 15.— Captain Lewie roee earij, aod 
baTing eaten nothing jeeterdaj except Ui eeaatr 
■BMlofSonraiidbeTrieaftltthe ineonTenleaeea of 
e ^twp ie hnnger. On Inqsir^ lie found that hie 
whole rtoek of proTfalone eoHieted erf' two poonde 
of floor. Thia he oiderad to be divided into two 
eqnal parts, and one half of it boiled wHb tbe 
bwrtaeintoa ■(»! of pudding; and after preaent- 
Ing a Urge ahara to ttie ebkt, be aod hie time 
men breakftated on tin reminder. Cameahwatt 
waa delimited at this new dieh : be took a UttiB of 
the floor in Ida hand taetsd and examined it rerj 
narrowl;, asking if it was made of roota; captain 
Lewie aq>laiiied tbe proc«ee of preparing it, and 
be said it was tbe best thing he had eaten tor a 
long Utne. 

TUr bdag finlebed, captain Lewis now endeaT- 
ottred to hasten the departure of the Indiana who 
Btm herttated, and eeened relnetant to more^ 
atthov^ the chief addressed them twice ibr tiie 
ptnpoae charging them: on inquiring tite reaecm, 
Cameahwatt bdd him that some fboUah person 
bad mggeated that he was in leagoe with their 
fiwnW the Fahkeea, and liad come only to draw 
them Into ambnseade, bnt that he hjiMaif did not 
bdlBTB it: e^italn Lewie Mt nneaar at this In- 
dnnation: be knew the anspidona temper of tiko 
Indiana, aeenatomed from their Infiuiej to regard 
mvrj stranger aa an enemy, and aaw that if this 
■nggeation were not inataatly checked, it might 
Itaaard tba total fUlnie of the enterprise. Aasnm- 
iBf tlwefore a nriona air, he toid the chief that 
61 
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be vaa acarj to find thef placed so little codA- 
deaee in him, bat that he pardoned thedr eospl- 
dona becaoae tbe^ were Ignorant of the character 
of white men, among whom it wa« dlagracefhl to 
Ue or oitrap ev«u an enem^ bj fUeehood ; that If 
tbe^ continued to think thiu meanl; of ne thej 
might be awnred no white men would ever come 
to mpplj tbem with arma and merehandiae; that 
there waa at thi» moment a partj of white men 
wAting to trade with them at the fork! of the 
rlrer; and that if the greater part of the tribe 
entertained any aiupidon, he hoped there wen 
■till among them some who were men, who would 
go and see with their own ejee the tmth of what 
be said, and who, eren if there was amy danger, 
wen not afraid to die. To doubt the courage of 
an Indian is to tonch the tendereet string of his 
mind, and the snreat way to rouse him to anj 
dangerous achierement. Cameahwait instantly 
replied, that he was not afraid to die, and mount- 
ing his horM, for the third time harangued the 
warriors: he told them that he was resolved to go 
if he went alone, or If be wen snre of perishing; 
that he hoped there were among those who heard 
blm some who were not afraid to die, and who 
would prore it bj mounting their horses and fol- 
lowing htm. This harangue produced an efibct on 
■ix or dght only of the warriors, who now Joined 
thdr chi«C With these capt^n Lewis smoked a 
pipe, and then ftaribl of some change in their 
capridons temper set out immediately. It was 
about twdve o'doek when his small partiy left the 
camp, attended by C&meahwalt and the dght 
warriors: their d^tartnre seemed to spread a 
SJoom over the Tillage; those who wonld not 
Teuton to go were sullen and melancholy, nad the 
women wen crying and Imploring the Gnat 
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^drit to protect thcdr iranion aa If th«r w«n 
going to eertoln devtznetion : ^et nieh la the w&t- 
(ring incoiiBtaiicf of theee eaTogM, that c^>tAlii 
Lewie's party had not gone fkr when tbej were 
foiiied bf ten or twelve more warriors, and bcAuw 
reaching the creek which they had paaoed on Um 
m^i Firifw q[ th^ 18tb, all the men of tha nation 
oodannmber of women had oTcrtoken them, and 
hod changed from Uie mrly ill temper in which 
they were two hoore ago, to the greatest cha€t- 
fkilnew and gaietj. When they arrlred at the 
■pring OS the Mde of the mountain where the 
party had encamped on the lath, the chief Ineleted 
on halting to let the horaw groie; to which cap- 
tidn Lewis oasented and smoked with them. 
Tbey ore ezoenlTely fbnd of the i^pe, in which 
bowarer they ore not able to indulge moch aa 
they do not mltlTato tobacco themaelTes, and 
their mgged conntir aflbrda them bat few artklea 
to exchange fbr It. Hei« tJtey remained for aboat 
an hour, and on setting oat, by aigaglng to pay 
fonr oftiie party, captain Lewie obtained permia- 
atonfbrbimaelfandeachofhismento ride behind 
on Indian; bnt be soon fbnnd riding without 
atirmpe more tiieaome than woUdng, and there- 
fore dlamonnted, mating the Indian carrj his 
pock. About mnaet they reached the upper part 
of the lerd Talkiy In the cove through which he 
hod passed, and which they now called Bhoshonee 
cotcl The grass bedng burnt on the north dde of 
the rirer they crossed over to the soath, and en- 
camped about fonr miles above the narrow poaa 
between the hills noticed as they traTwsed the 
cove before. The river woe here about six yards 
wide, and frequent^ dammed up by the beaver. 
Drawyer had been sent forward to hunt, bnt he 
ratarned in the erasing unauccessftil, and thetr 
ft8 
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only mtroer tbenfon iraa the mnalnliig povod of 
flour Btlrred in a little bolHng iratar, and then 
diTid«d betwsMi the fbnr white m» and two of 
dwIndiMW. 

In order not to exhanat the ttrasgth ot the men, 
captafn Clark did not leare his camp ttD after 
breakflwt. Although he was leanelf half a mOe 
below the Rattlesnake eliffli he waa obliged to 
make a eircsit ot two mllee hy watar before he 
reaehed tliem. The rlrer now paeeed between low ' 
and mgged monntaina and cUft ibnned oTa mix- 
tore of limestone and a hard bla^ rock, with no 
covering except & fbw ecattered pines. At the dia- 
tanee t^ fonr miles in a bold little etream which 
throwB ite^ from the monntaine down a steep 
piedpice of rocks on the left. One mUe fiirther is 
a second point of rocks, aad an island, abont a 
mile bejond which is a creek on the right, ten 
jards wide and three feet three Inehee in depth, 
with a strong ennent: we called HWillard'aereek 
after one of onr men, Alexander Wlllard. Three 
mike bejrond this creek, after peering a high cliff 
on the right opposite to a steep hill, we reaehed a 
small meadow on the left bank of the river. Dnr- 
Ing Itepaeeage through tlieee hills to Mliard'sereek 
the rinr had been less tortnons than nsnal, eo 
that In the first six milee to WUlard's creek w» 
had adruued fbnr miles on onr ronte. We con- 
tiimed on fbr two miles, tiU we reached in tbe 
evening a small bottom covered with clovo- and a 
few cottoswood trees : bete we passed tbe night 
near tite remans of some old Indian lodges of 
brush. The river is as it has been for some dajs 
shallow and ra^; and our men, who are fyr 
honrs together in the river, snflbr not only from 
fhtigne, bnt from the exteeme coldness ot the 
water, the temperature of which is as low as that 
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ofthe frMhest iprlngB in our connttj. In walUog 
along the dde of the rirer, capt(^ Clark was 
TCr7 near bcdng bitten twlee b^ rattlnnakefl, and 
the Indian womui narrowly Mcaped the aame 
mUbrtone. We caught a nnmber of fine bvnt; 
but the onlj game procured to^aj wm a back, 
which had a pecnUarir Utter taste, proceeding 
probably from Ub feTonrita fbod, the willow. 

Fridaj, 16.— Aa neither onr party nor the In- 
diana had any thing to eat, captain Lewis eent 
two of hia hnntcm ahead thia morning to procure 
eome proTialon: at the aame time he reqaevted 
CamecAwait to prerent his yonng men from going 
oat, leat by tbdr noiae they might alarm the 
game; bnt thia meaanre immediatdy rerlred their 
raspidons: it now began to be beUered that then 
men were aent forward in order to apprlae the 
enemy of tiwir coming, and aa eapt^n Lewie waa 
fbuflil of exdting any fhrtber tmeaalnMa, be made 
no ob)eetloD on aeeliig a amall party of Indiana 
go on each aide of the ralley undw pratance of 
himtlng, bat In reality to watch the moTementa 
of Ota two men : even thia precaution however did 
not quiet the alanoa of the Indiana, a conMderable 
part ot whom returned home, leaving only 
twenty-dght men and three women. Aiter the 
hnntraa had been gone about an honr, captain 
Lewia again mounted with one of the Indiane 
behind him, and the whole party aet ont; bnt 
Jiut aa they paaeed through the narrowa they saw 
one cf the apiee coming back at ftiU apeed acroaa 
the plain: the chief atopped and aeemed nneaay, 
the whole band were moved with freah anepiclona, 
and captain Lewia hlmaelf waa much disconcerted, 
leat by aome nnfortnnate accident aome of their 
eiwwlea might have perbape etraggled that way. 
The yonng Indian had acaieely breath to aay a 
T(d.IL-6 66 
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few vorda as he came np, when tJie whole troop 
daah«d forward oa fbat aa tbedr borMa could earrj 
tbem ; and captain Lewia aMonialied at thia moT»- 
ment waa borne along tor nearlf a mile befbre he 
learnt with great eatiaOutioD that It waa all 
eanaed bj the spy's having come to anoonnce that 
one of the white men had killed a deer. BeUered 
from hla anxiety be now fonnd the Joltdng ^erj 
nmeomfortable; for the Indian behind him being 
afraid ot not getting his share of the {bast bad 
lashed the horse at every Bt«p since thej set off; 
he therefore reined him in and ordered the Indian 
to stop beating him. The fellow bad no idea of 
losing time is dispnting the point, and jumping 
off the horse ran for a mile at ftall speed. Captain 
Lewis slackened his pace, and followed at a snf- 
flcient distance to obsarre them. When they 
reached the place where Drewjer ha^ thrown ont 
the inteetinee, they all dismounted in conAision 
and ran tumbling over each other itfcft ikunished 
dogs : each tore aw(^ wbateTer part he coold and 
instantly began to eat it; some had the lirer, 
some the kidneys, in short no part on which we 
are accnstomed to look with disgust escaped 
them: one of them who had sedsed about nine feet 
of the entrails was chewing at one end, while 
with his hand he waa diligently clearing his way 
by dischar^ng the contents at the other. It was 
indeed impossible to see these wretches raven- 
ously feeding on the filth of animals, and the 
blood streaming ttoia their mouths, without de- 
ploring how nearly the condition of s&Tsgee ap- 
proaches that of the brute creation : yet though 
so&ring with hunger they did not attempt, aa 
they might have done, to take by force the whole 
deer, bnt contented themselTee with what had 
been thrown away by the hunter. Captain Lewis 
66 
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now had the deer sUnned, and after rtmrriag & 
quarter of it gave the reat of the animal to the 
chief to be divided among the Indiaaa, who Im- 
mediatelj devoured nearlj the whole of It with- 
ont cooking. Thejr now went forward towarAn 
tite cr«ek where there waa aome bniahwood to 
make a 8re, and (bund Diewjer who had killed a 
■eeond deer : the aame rtmggle for the entraile waa 
leoewed here, and on giring nearly the whole deer 
to the Indiana, the; devoured it even to the soft 
part of the hoob. A. Are being made captain 
I«wifl hod hia bre&k&at, dnilDg which Drewjer 
brought in a third deer : this too, after reeerrlng 
one quarter, waa given to the Indiana, who now 
aeemed eompletelf satisfied and io good hnmoor. 
At this place the; remained about two hours to 
let the horses graae, and then continued their 
Jonme;, and towards evening reached the lower 
part crf'the core, having on the way shot an anA- 
lope, the greater part of which was given to the 
Indiana. As thej were now approaching the 
place where they had been told by captain Lewis 
they would see the white men, the chief inalatod on 
halting: they therefore all dismounted, and Came- 
ahwait with great ceremony and as if for orna- 
ment, put tippeta or aklna round the necks of our 
party, rimilar to those worn by tliemselvea. Aa 
tide waa obvioualy intended to diagniae the white 
men, e(4>tain Lewis in order to inspire them with 
more confidence put hie cocked hat and feather on 
the bead of flw chief, and as his own over-ahirt 
waa in tiie Indian fiirm, and hla akin browned by 
tbe ma, be conld not have been dietingnisbed 
from an Indian: the men followed hia example, 
and the dumge seemed to be very agreeable to the 
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pt^tment captain Lcwla again explained the 
poMlblUtj of our not haring reached the forka in 
conBequeoce of the difficnitj of the naTlgalion, go 
that If thej ahonld not find na at that epot thej 
might be awnired of dot not being ftv below. 
They again all mounted their horaea and rode on 
rapid)/, making one of the Indians carry thdr 
flag, BO that we might recognise them as they 
approached ns; bnt to the mortification and dis- 
appointment <^ both parties on coming within 
two miles of the forks, no canoes were to be seen. 
Dneaey ket at this moment he sboold be aban- 
doned, and all his hopes of obtaining aid from the 
Indians be destroTed, captain Lewie gave the chhf 
Ilia gnn, telling him that if the enemtaa of his 
nation were in the bushes he might defend hlma^ 
with it; that for hie own part he was not afraid 
to die, and that the chief might shoot him as soon 
as tiej diseovered themsdres betrayed. The 
othn" three men at the same time gave thejr gnns 
to the Indians, who now seemed more easy, bnt 
still wavered in tbedr resointions. As they went 
on towards the point, captain Lewie perceiving 
how critical Ms sitnation had become, resolved to 
attempt a stratagem which his present difficulty 
seemed completedy to Jnstiiy. Becolleetlng the 
notes be had left at the point fbr oa, he sent 
Drewyer fbr them with an indi&a who witneeaed 
his taking them ftom the pole. When they were 
bronght, c^>taln Lewie told Cameahwait that on 
leaving bis brother chief at the place where the 
river leeaee fh>m the mountains, ft waa agreed 
that the boats shonld not be bronght higher than 
the next forka we ehonld meet ; bnt that If the 
rapid water prevented the boata from coming on 
aa taet as they expected, his brother chief was to 
send a note to the first forks above him to let 
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Um know when the boftto were ; tbftt this nota 
hftd been Mt this morning at the forks, and men- 
tioned that the canoes were jnst below tiie monn- 
toiu, and coming riowly np In conseqnence of the 
eoiTCQt. Capt^n Lewis added, that he wonld 
■tar '^t *^ folks for hlB brother chief, bat wonld 
send a man down the rlrer, uid that If Cameah- 
wait doubted what be said, one of their fonng 
men would go with falm whilst he and the otlm 
two remaned at the forks. This storj eatislled 
the ehkf and the greater part of the Indians, but 
a few did not conceal thdr raspiclons, obwrring 
that we told dUIbrent stories, and complaining 
tiiat the cbkf exposed them to danger bj a mis- 
taken confidence. Captain Lewis now wrote bj 
the bght of 0ome willow brush a note to eapt^n 
Clark, which be gare to Drewyer, with an order 
to use lUl possible expedition in ascending the 
river, and engaged an Indian to accompany him 
by A promise of a knljb and some beads. At bed- 
time the chief and five others slept round the fire 
of captain Lewis, and the r«at hid themselTea in 
diSfarait parts of the willow brush to aTold tbe 
enemy, who they feared wonld attack them In the 
night. Captain Lewis endeavoured to assume a 
eheerftalnees he did not feel to prerent the despond- 
ency d the savages : after conversing gayly with 
them he ivtired to his mosquito bier, by tjie cdds 
of which tbe chief now placed himself: be lay 
down, yet elept but little, being in fhct scarcely 
less uneasy tban his Indian companions. He was 
apprehenjdve that fndin g the ascent of the rIvN 
impracticable, capt^n Clark might have stopped 
bdow the Rattlesnake blnff, and the messenger 
wonld not meet him. The consequence of disap- 
pointing the Indians at this moment would most 
probably be, that they would retire and secrete 
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themselTea in tlie moontaini, w> aa to pnrent our 
having an opportunltiy of recovering tiKJr eonfl- 
denc«: tbef wonld^alao spread a panic tlirongli 
all the neighbonring Indiana, and cut ns off from 
the supply of home bo nseAil and almost so ewen- 
tial to our Bncceaa: he was at the same time 
consoled by remembering that his hopes of assiit- 
aoce rested on better fbondations than tiwir gen- 
erotftj--their avariee, and their cnriositj. He 
had promised liberal exchangee for their horses; 
bat That was stall more sedactire, he had told 
them that one of their countTTWomen who had 
been taken with the Ulnnetareee aocompanled the 
party below; and one of the men had spread the 
report of onr having with ds a man perftctly 
black, whose hair was short and cnried. This 
lost aoeoant had excited agreat degree of curiosity, 
and th^ seemed moie deeirons of seeing this 
monster than of obtaining the most ftivonrable 
barter for their horses. 

In the meantime we hod set oot after breakfbat, 
and although we proceeded with more ease than 
we did yesterday, the river was still so rapid and 
■hallow as to oblige ns to drag the large canoes 
daring the greater part of the day. For the first 
seven mites tlie river formed a bend to the right so 
as to make onr advance only three miles in a 
straight line; the stream is crooked, narrow, 
small, and shallow, with highlands oocationally 
on the banks, and strewed with islands, fbnr of 
which are oppodte to each other. Near this place 
we left the valley, to which we gave the name of 
Servfceberry valley, from the abandonee <tf that 
fruit now ripe wbich is found in it. In the coarse 
erf" the fonr following miles we paseod several more 
islands and bajons on each side of the river, and 
reached a high diff on the right. Two and a half 
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mOM beyond this tlie dlft approach on both ddea 
and fbrm a vtrj eonalderable rapid near the en- 
tnmee of a bold nmnlng atream on the kft. The 
wftter was now ezeeaaJTeljr cold, and the rairfda 
bad been freqnent and bvnblesome. On «»«"'<<"g 
an eminence captain Clark eaw the forks of the 
rirer and eent the bnn'Mra np. Tbej mnat have 
Mt it only a short time before captain Lewla'g 
arriral, bnt fbrtnnately had not eeen the note 
whkta enabled him to indoce the Indlani to stay 
with him. From the top of tbie eminence he conld 
dlMorer only three tram throogh the whole conn- 
try, nor was then along the cdde* of the ctm 
they had poaaed in the conrae oC the day, any 
timber except a tbw email plnee; the low gronnde 
were anpplied with willow, corrant bnshM, and 
•errieeberTtee. After ad randng half a mile ftirther 
we came to tiie lower point <^an Idand near the 
middle ctf Uie rlrer, and aboat the centre of tiie 
TBlley: here we h^ted fbr tbe night, only finir 
mllea by land, though ten by water, bdow the 
point where e^>tain Lewie lay. Although we had 
made only fourteen milee, the labonra of the men 
had Atlgned and ezhaaated them very mneh : we 
tiurefore collected eome small willow brush for a 
flie, and lay down to sleep.

SAtaidHf, Anguat 17.— Captain Lewis rose Tery 
Mrif, and decpotehed Dnwjer and the Indian 
down the river La qnett of the boat*. Shields waa 
nnt oat at the tame time to hunt, while H'Neal 
{vepand a breakfbet out of the remainder of the 
meat. Drewyer liad been gone about two honra, 
and the Indlane were all anxionaly waiting fbr 
some mwi, when an Indian who had stxaggled 
a Bhort distancs down the rirer, returned with a 
report that he had Men the white men, who wen 
oiU; a short distance below, and were coming on. 
The Indians were all transported with joy, and 
the chief in the warmth of Ua satisActioa lenswed 
his embrace to captain Lewis, who was quite as 
much delighted as the Indians themsalTss; the re- 
port proved most agreeaUj true. On setting out 
at seven o'clock, captain Clark with Chaboneau 
and his wifb walked on shore, but they bad not 
gone more than a mile before captain Clark aaw 
Saeajawea, who was with her hnsband one hun- 
dred yards ahead, begin to dance and show 
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mvj mark of tbe moat extraTagoot \oj, turning 
roQDd him and pointing to wrereJ Indians, whom 
he now law adTkndng on hofMback, mcking her 
Angara at tbe aama IJma to Indleatethat they were 
of bar oatiTe tribe. Aa tbey adYanced captain 
Clark dlaeorered among tbem DrewTer drcated 
like ao Indian, from whom he learned the sltaation 
oTthepartj. WhUe the boata were performing tJie 
dtcnit, be wait towarda the forka with the In- 
diana, who aa tbej went along, aang aJond with 
tbe greateet appearance of ddight. We eoon 
drew near to tbe camp, and Jnat aawe approached 
it a woman made her w^ throngh tiie crowd 
towards Baeajawea, and recognialng each other, 
th^r embraced with the moat tender affiction. 
Tbe meeting (^ these two f onng women had in it 
•ometUng peenUarlf tonching, not onlj In the 
ardent manner in wUch thdr feehnga were ex- 
preaaed, but from the real interest of their aitoa- 
tlon. The/ bad been companions in childhood, in 
tbe war with tbe Hinnetanea thejr bad both been 
taken prlaonera In tbe same battle, they had 
abared and aoftaned the rlgonia of thdr uvtlvity, 
tin one <tf them bad eee^wd from the Hlnnetareea, 
with scarce a hope of vnt aeeiug her friend r»- 
berad from tbe handa of ber enemies. WhileBaca- 
Jawea waa r«Dewing among the women tbe frleod- 
aUpa of fbrmer daya, captain Clark went on, and 
waa reeetred 1^ caqitain Lewis and tbe chief, who 
after tiie flrat embracea and salntatlons were OTer, 
eondncted blm to a sort of drcolar tent or shade 
ofwiOowa. Hare he waa seated on a white robe; 
and the chief Immediately tied in his hair six amall 
ahdla reaembling pearU, an ornament highly 
rained by theae people, who procnred them in the 
conraactf trade from the seacoast. Tbe moccaalna 
tf the whole party wen tbem taken off, and altar 
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much ceremony the nuoUng begfto. After thlsthe 
conftrenee was to be opened, ftnd glad of an op- 
portnnltj of being able to tonvtrae more inteltlgi- 
bljr, Saeajawea wae eent for; ihe came into the 
tent, eat down, and was begioidog to interpret, 
when In the person of Came&hwalt she recognised 
ber brother: she Instantly jumped op, and ran and 
embraced him, throwing over him ber blanket and 
wec^dng profludj: the ehkf waa blmeetf moTed, 
though not in the same d^jee. After some con- 
nnation between them ehe reanmed her seat, and 
attempted to Interpret fbr do, bnt tier new ritoa- 
tion leemed to OTerpowO" ber, and ehe waa fre- 
qnenUy intermpted bj herteara. Aiter the council 
was finished, the anfbrtnnat« woman learnt that 
all her fhmily were dead except two brotbers, one 
of whom waa abeent, and a son of her eldeat sla- 
ter, a ranall boj, who was Immediately adopted 
by her. The eanoee arriTlng soon after, we formed 
a camp in a meadow on tlw left ride, a little be- 
low the forks; took oat onr bagj^sge, and by 
means (rf our sails (md willow poles formed a 
canopy for onr Indian visitors. AbODt four 
o'clock the chieft and warriors were collected, and 
after the customary craemony of taking ofi* the 
moccasins and smoking a pipe, we explained to 
them In a long harangue the purposes of onr 
Tisit, maUng themaelTes one conspkaous ob)eet <^ 
the good wishes of our government, on whose 
strength ae well aa Its flrtaidly disposition we ex- 
patiated. We told them of their depoidence on tbe 
wiU of our goTemmMit for all tatan supplies of 
whaterw was necewary either for their comfort or 
deibnce; that aa we were seat to diecorer tbe best 
route by which merchandise could be conveyed to 
them, and no trade would be begun before onr 
retam, it was mntnally advantageooa that w« 
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ahoflld pracMd witb m little delay u powible; 
iLaX ve mre imder the Deeeaaltjr of i^qoMtiiig 
thun to (bmlBli na with horaee to traneport our 
hnffHf oeroM the inoDotaiiu, and a guide to 
■hoir tu tbe route, but that they should be amply 
nmnmeratod fbr tb^ bones, tm well ae for everr 
otiier strviM they ahould render qb. Id tbe mean- 
time our first wish wm, that they ihonld immedi- 
ately colleet M many horMs as were necessary to 
transport oar baggage to their Tillage, where, at 
our kisure we would trade with them fbr as many 
httfaea a« they could spare. 

Th« speech made a bvoarable ImpraMdon: the 
ehlcf in reply thanked as for our exprcMdona of 
friendahip towards iiimfif and his natioii, and 
declared their wiliingness to render us eTery eer' 
vie& He lamented that it would be bo long before 
tbey should be supplied with firearms, but that 
till tben tbey could subsist ae tbey had heretofbre 
dona. He concluded by saying that tbwe wen 
not horses here niBdent to transport our goods, 
but that he wonld return to tbe village to-mor- 
row, and bring all his own horeee, and encourage 
his peoi^ to come orer with theire. Tbe confbr- 
enee bctog ended to our satisfhetlon, we now 
enquired ot Cameahwait what cbicft were among 
the party, and be pointed out two of them. We 
then distributed our pre«ent« : to Cameahwall we 
gave a medal of tbe email eiie, with the Ukeneas 
of Preatdeut JeSbreon, aud on the reverse a figure 
of hands clasped with a pipe and tomahawk : to 
this was added na uniform coat, a shirt, a pair of 
scarlet h^gings, a carrot of tobacco, and some 
small articles. Each t^the other cbieft reedTed a 
small medal struck during tbe premdency of gen- 
■ral Washington, a shirt, handkerchief, kfiglngs, a 
kuifb, and some tobacco. Medals of the same sort 
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w«re alao pFMented to two joong vanion, who 
though not chleft were promiring jonths and vtirj 
much respected fai the tribe. These honorar; gUta 
wwe foUowed by preeenta of pftint, moccaaliu, 
awla, kniyes, beads and looklng-gln— M. We also 
gare them all a plentiftal meal of Indian com, of 
which the hnll is taken off b^behig boiled in lya; 
and as this waa the flrat they hod erw tocted, 
thef were Terjr mveh pleased with it. They had 
indeed abundant sonreea of snrprlae in all thejr 
■aw : the appearance <^the men, tbeir arms, their 
clothing, the eanoee, the strange looks <rf the 
negro, and the sagacity of oar dog, all in tnm 
■bared their admiration, which was raised ti> 
aatonishment by a shot from the airgan: this 
operation waa Instantly conjddered as a grata 
medieitM, by which they aa well aa the other 
Indians mean something emanating directly from 
the Oreot Spirit, or prodoeed by his invisible and 
Ineomprehensible agency. The display of lUI theee 
riches had been intermixed with inqofriee into the 
geographical situation of Uielr country; fbr we 
had learnt by experience, that to keep the savages 
in good temper their attention should not be 
wearied with too mnch buslntso ; but that the 
serious afiUrs ehonld be enlivened by a mixture of 
what is new and entertaining. Our hunters 
brought in very eeaaonably four deer and on ante- 
lope, the last of which we gave to the Indians, 
who in a very short time devoured it. After the 
GonncH waa ow, we consulted as to our ftiture 
opo'ations. The game does not promise to last 
here fbr a numbw of days, and this circumstance 
combined with many others to induce our going 
on aa soon as poHlhte. Our Indian inlbrmation 
as to the state of the Columbia is erf' a very 
alarming kind, and our first object Is ctf course to 
7* 
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HBrmimin the praeticftbilltf of deoceiuUng it, of 
which the IndiAue diKonrage onr expectatioiu. 
It WBM thweAtre agreed that cAptain Clark ahonld 
■et off in the morning with eleven men, Aimlahed, 
bendee tbdr arms, with tools for m^iug canoes; 
that he should take Chaboneao and his wifta to 
tite camp of the Shoehoneee, where be was to 
leare them, in order to hasten the collection of 
horsee; that he was then to lead bis men down to 
tite Colnmbla, uid If be found it navigiAle, and 
tiiB timber in enffldent qnuitlt;, begin to build 
caaoee. As soon as be had decided as to the pro- 
prietf of proceeding down the Columbia or acroea 
tin mooatains, he was to send iwck one of the 
men with information of it to captain Lewis, who 
b7 that time would have brought op the whole 
party, aod the rest of the baggage as (hr as the 
BhofdioMe Tillage. 

Preparationa wen according made thia even- 
ing for incb as arrangement. The ran ie excea- 
^tnij hot In the day time, hot the nights very 
cold, and rendered itUl more nnpleaaant fl»m the 
want of any ftiel except willow broah. The ^>- 
pearanee* too cf game, for many days' eubidst- 
<oee, an not very bvoorable. 

Snnday 18.— In order to relieve the men of cap- 
tain Clark'a party Btom the heavy weight of tbdr 
arms, providons and tools, we exposed a few arti- 
cles to barter for horsee, and soon obtained three 
very good oneo, In exchange for which we gave a 
aniform coat, a pair of leggings, a few bandker- 
ehieA, three knifee and some other small articles, 
the whole of which did not in the United States 
cost more than twenty dollars : a fourth was pur- 
chased by the men for an old chequered shirt, a 
p^ of old leg^ngs and a knife. The Indians 
leemcd to be quite as well pleased as ooreelves at 
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the bargaina tbe^ hod mode. We now found tbat 
the two infbrior cbiefii w«re Bom«wh&t diepleoMd 
at not hATing received a present equal to that 
given to ttie great chief, who appeared in a dreas 
so mnch finer than tlieir own. To allaj thdr 
discontent, we bestowed on them two old coats, 
and promised them that if thej* were actars in 
aaaisting qs acrose the monntains they shonld 
have an additional present. This treatment com- 
pletely reconciled tliem, and the whole Indian 
party, except two men and two women, set ont 
In peritet good hnmonr to return home with cap- 
tain Clark, After going fifteen mUee throng^ a 
wide leTel Talley with no wood but willows and 
shnibs, he encamped in the fihoshonee core near a 
narrow pass where the highlands approach within 
two hondred yards of each other, and the river is 
only ten yards wide. The Indians went on far- 
ther, except the three chiefb and two young men, 
who assisted in eating two deer brought in by the 
hnntera. After their departure every thing was 
prepared for the transportation of the baggage, 
wliich was now exposed to the air and dried. 
Our game waa one deer and a beaver, and we saw 
an abundance of trout in the river for which we 
fixed a net in the evening. 

We have now reached the extreme navig^le 
point of the Missouri, whieb our observation 
places in latitude 48° 30' 43' north. It is difficult 
to comprise in any general description the cliar- 
acteristics of a river so extensive, and &d by so 
many streams which have thdr sources in a great 
variety of soils and dimatno. But the Missouri ia 
mil sufficiently powerfU to give to all it« waters 
something of a common character, which is of 
course decided by the nature of the country 
through which it passee. The bed of the river ia 
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eliiedj eompoaed of a Uoe mnd ftom ■width tb» 
wfttar itaeir derlTM a deep tinge. From Its Juim- 
tion bere to tbe pUee near which it leavee the 
monntains, ita coane is embarraaaed bf rapida 
and rocks which tlw bUla on each lide have 
tlirown ' Into its chanati. From that place, ita 
enirent, with ttie exception of the lbUa,ia not diffl- 
eolt of navigation, nor la th«ro mncb variation in 
ita appearance till the month of the Platte. That 
powerfbl liTcr thrown ontTaatqoantitlM ctfcoarae 
aand which contnbnte to give a new ftace to tbe 
Miasonrl, which ia now much more impeded bj 
kJ*"'^'' The eand, aa it ia drifted down, adhecea 
in time to eome of the projecting pointa from tlu 
ahore, and forma a barrier to the mod, which at 
teagth fllla to the same hdght with the aandbar 
ttaelf : aa aoon aa it haa acquired a condat«ncy, the 
wiDow growa thra« the flrat fear, and bf ita roots 
esaiata the aolidltf of the whole: as tbe mnd and 
aand aecnmnlat« the Cottonwood tree next ap- 
peara; till the gradnid excretion of soila r^aea the 
anrbee of the point above the higheat freshets. 
Thus stopped in ita course the water seeks a pas- 
sage elsewhere, and a« tbe soil on each side is 
light and yielding, what was onlj a pealnaola, 
becomes gradnaUr an island, and the riw indem- 
idflee itaelT for the nanrpation bf encroaching on 
tbe adjacent shore. In this way the Miaaoori Uke 
the MissiaripiH ia conatantlf cutting off the pro- 
jections of the shore, and leaving its ancient chan- 
nel, whkh is then marked by the mnd it has 
deposited and a ffaw stagnant ponde. 

The general appearance of the country as it 
presents itself on ascending may be thus deacribed : 
From ita month to the two Charletona, a ridge of 
highlanda bordera tbe river at a email distance, 
leaving between them flne rich meadows. From 
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the month of the two Charietons the hilk needs 
fh>m the riror, giving graftter Kxtent to the low 
gronnde, bat they again approach the river for a 
short dietanee near Grand river, and again at 
Snake creek. From tliat point they retire, nor do 
they come again to tlie neighbourhood of tlie river 
tin above the Sank prairie, where they are com- 
parattTelr low and sm^L Thence they diverge 
and m^pear at the Charaton Seartr, after which 
they are acarael; If at aD dieeemible, tiO thej ad- 
vance to the HlaBonri nearlj oppodte to the Kan- 
sas. 

The same ridge of bills extends on the soath 
side, in almost one onbroken chain, from the 
mouth of the Uissotiri to the Kansas, tboii|^ de- 
creasing in height beyond the Osage. As they are 
nearer the river than the hills on the oppodte 
sides, the intermediate low grounds an of course 
narrower, bnt the general character of the soil is 
common to both sides. 

In the meadows and dong the shore, the tree 
most common Is the cottonwood, which with the 
willow fbrms ^most the ezdnsive growth of the 
UlsBonri. The hiUs or rather high gronnds, for 
tJtejr do not rise higher t.hAn from one hundred 
and ittj to two hundred ftet, are composed of a 
good rich black soil, which is perfectly susceptible 
of enltlTation, though it becomes richer on the 
hills beyond the Platte, and are In general thinly 
covered with timber. Beyond these biUs the conn- 
ttj extends Into high open plains, which are on 
both sides snffldently ffertile, bnt the sonth has the 
advantage of better streams of water, and may 
therefore be couddered ae prri^able for settle- 
mente. The lands, however, become mneh better 
and the timber more abnndant between the Osage 
and the Kansas. From the Kansas to the No- 
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dftwa the UIIb eontinne at neftrlr as equal dla- 
tnnni, Tarying from fonr to edght mllea from each 
other, except that from the Uttls Platte to neariy 
oppodte the andent Eansae village, the hills are 
mora remote, and the meadom of conne wider on 
the north ilde of the rlrer. From the Nadawa the 
nortfaem hUla disappear, except at occa«donal in- 
ttrrab, where tber are seen at a distance, till they 
return aboat twentj-seTen mUee abore the Platte 
near the ancient Tillage of the Ajoways. On the 
■oath the hills conttnne close to the rivw from the 
aadent vUlage of the Kansas np to Council bluff, 
Itfty miles beyond the Platte ; forming high prairie 
lands. On both ddea the lands are good, and per- 
haps this iitift-*"™ from the Osage to the Platte 
may be recommended as among the beet distrtets 
on the Uiseonri for the purpoeea trf settlers. 

From the Ayoway Tillage the northern hills 
again retire from the rlTer, to which they do not 
return till three hundred and twenty miks aboTe, 
at Floyd's rlTer. The hills on the sooth also leave 
tiie rirer at CouDdl bloA, and reappear at the 
Vahar Tillage, two hundred miles up the Missouri. 
The eonntry thns abandoned by the hills is more 
open and the timber ia smaller qoantitiee than 
below the Platte, so that olthongh the plain Is 
rich and covered with high grass, the want of 
wood renders it lern calculated for cultivation 
than below that river. 

The northeni bills after remaining near the His- 
•onri for a fbw miles at Floyd's rirer, recede from 
It at the Sioux river, the course of which they 
follow; and though they again visit the Missonri 
at Whitestone river, where they are low, yet they 
do not tetom to It till beyond Jam«« river. The 
highlaads on the sooth, after eontlnning near the 
river at the Hahar villages, again disappear, and 
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do not approach it till the Cobalt blatk, about 
forty-fbnr milea fhmi the viJIagm, and then from 
thofle bloA to the Yellowstone rirer, » distance of 
about one thousand miles, they follow the banks 
of the rlTer with scarcelj any deviation. 

From the James river, the lower grounds are 
confined within a narrow space by the hUs on 
both sides, which now continue near each oUter 
np to ttie monntains. The space between them 
however varies from one to three miles as bigb as 
the Moscleshell river, from which the hills ap- 
proach BO high as to leave scarcelj any low 
gronnds on the river, and near the fblls reach the 
water's edge. Beyond the iUls the hills are scat- 
tered and low to the first range of mountains. 

Tbe soil daring the whole length of the Hlssonri 
bdow tbe Platto is generally speaking very floe, 
aad altboagh the timber Is scarce, there Is still 
sufficient for the purposes of settlers. But beyond 
that river, although the soil is still rich, yet the 
Blmost total absence of timber, and particnlariy 
the want of good water, of which there is but a 
small quantity in the creeks, and even that brack- 
ish, oppose powerfbl obstacles to its settlement. 
The difficulty becocnea still greater between the 
HnscIesheU river and the fUle, where becddee tbe 
greater scarcity of timber, the country itself is less 
ftrtile. 

The elevation of these highlands varies as they 
pass through this extensive tract of coontry. 
From Wood river they are about one hnndrad and 
fifty feet above the water, and continue at tliat 
height till they rise near the Osage, from which 
place to the andent fortification they ag^n dimin- 
ish in sice. Thence they continue higher till tbe 
Handan villf^, after which they are rather lower 
till the neighbourhood of Musdeshall river, where 
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tfaer xv IB^ ^7 *^ Northern UUb, which haTs 
advanced at a more nnifbrm hdght, Tarjing from 
ODS hundred and fifty to two hundred or three 
hundred feet. From this place to the monntaing 
the hdgfat of both ia nearly the tame, from three 
hundred to fire hundred feet, and the low grounds 
■o narrow that the trardler eeema pAMing 
throngfa a range of high country. From Maria's 
rira- to the fidle, the hllla deecend to the height of 
abont two or three hundred ftot 

Mondnf 19.— The morning was cold, and the 
grasB pccfbctly whitened by the frost. We wtn 
engaged in preparing packs and saddles to load 
the horses as soon as they should arriTe. A 
beaTer was eanght in a b'ap, bat we were disap- 
pointed In trying to catch tront in onr net; we 
tliiraefore made a seine of willow brash, and by 
jiapHng it procured a nnmber of fine tront, and a 
species of mallet which we had not seen before : It 
Is about sixteen Inches long, the scales small; 
the nose long, obtusely pointed, and exceeding the 
nnder law; the month opens with folds at the 
sldea; it has no teeth, and the tongue and palate 
W smooth. The colour at its back and sides Is a 
bluish brown while the belly is whlt«; it has the 
Ihggot bones, whence we concladed It to be of the 
mnllet species. It is by no means so well fla- 
Tooted a fish as the tront, which u« the same as 
tiiose we first saw at the fhlls, larger than the 
speckled tront ot the monnt^ns in the Atlantic 
stetes, and equally well flavoured. In the evening 
tba hunters returned with two deer. 

Ctqrtain Clark, in the meantime, proceeded 
through a wide level valley, in which the chief 
pointed out a spot where many of hie tribe were 
kUIed in battle a year ago. The Indians accom- 
panied M"* daring the day, and as they had notb- 
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Ing to Mtt, be woa obliged to fted them from hli 
own atorefl, the buntora not being abie to Utl 
aay thing. Just as he vm entering the monn- 
t^DB, he met an Indian with tro mnles and a 
Spanish aaddle, who wm bo polite aa to offir one 
of them to him to ride over the hilb. Being on 
foot, captain Clark accepted his offhr and gave 
him a wawteoat ae a reward for his driUty. He 
encamped for the night on a small steeam, and the 
next morning, 

Tneadaf, Augtat 20, he set ont at aix o'clock. 
In paaaing throngh a continnation of the hilly 
broken conntrj, he met aereral partiea of Indian*. 
On coming near the camp, which hod been ru- 
mored since we Mt them two miles higher np the 
river, Cameahwait requested that the party 
dionld halt. This was complied with; annmhv 
of Indians came ont from the camp, and with 
great ceremony several pipes were smoked. This 
being over captain Clark was conducted to a 
large leathern lodge prepared for his party in the 
middle of the encampment, the Indians having 
only shelters of willow bushes. A ftw dried ber- 
riea, and one salmon, the only food the whole vil- 
lage could contriba1«, were then presented to him ; 
after wblcb be proceeded to repeat in council, 
what had been already told them, the pnrposea of 
his vldt; urged them to take their horses over 
and amlfit in transporting our baggage, and ex- 
prewed a wish to obt^n a guide to examine the 
tint. This was explained and enforced to the 
whole village by Cameahwait, and an old mao 
was pointed ont who was said to know more of 
their geography to the north than any other per- 
son, and whom captain Clark engaged to accom- 
pany Um. Aftw expl^ning his views he dlstrib- 
ntad a few presents, the council was ended, and 
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MOrtj half tbe Tlllsge nt out to hnat the ante- 
lope, but ratoTDed wlthont biimmb. 

Ciqttain Cluik in tbe menntiiDB made fMrtfenlar 
inqiilritti as to tbe rittuttion of the eoantr;, and 
the poiribilitT of aooD leaeUng a narigable vatcr. 
Tlw chief began by drawing on the ground a 
delineation of the rivm, from which it appeared 
tbat fala Infbnn&tJon was rerj limited. The river 
on wbkh the camp is he divided into two 
brancbee (nat above na, which, m he indicated by 
tlw openkig <^ tbe monntaiiu, wwe in view: he 
next made It dieebaige itself into a larger river 
ten milee bdow, coming from tbe eonthwest: the 
}olnt stream continued one day's march to tbe 
northwest, and then Inclined to the westward for 
two days' march brther. At that place he placed 
■sveral heaps of sand on each side, which, as he 
oplained them, represented vast monntalns of 
rock always covered with snow, in passing 
throng which the rivw was so completely 
bammed in by tbe high rocks, that there was no 
possibility of bavelling ^ong the shore; that tbe 
bed at the riw was obstmeted by sharp-pointed 
rocks, and snch its rapidity, that as ftir as the eye 
conld reach it presented a perftct colomn erf* foam. 
The monnt^ns he sidd were equally inaccessible, 
as neither man nor horse could cross them ; that 
iBcb bring tbe state of the conntry ndtber he nor 
any of his nation had ever attempted to go be- 
yond tbe mountains. Cameahwalt s^d also that 
be bad been informed by the Chopnnnish, or 
l4erced-nose Indians, who reside on this river west 
at the mountains, that it ran a great way to- 
wards tbe setting sun, and at length lost its^ in 
a great lake of water which was ill-tasted, and 
where tbe white men lived. An Indian belonging 
to a band of Bhosboneea who live to tbe sonth- 
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w««t, and trbo bappoied to be at camp, waa then 
brought in, and enqnlriea made of him aa to the 
aitnatloii of the connti? In that direction : this he 
deaeribed in tenne ecarcel; leea terrible than thoee 
in vhlch Cameohwait bad repreaented the weat. 
He eald that hJa rdatlons lived at the distance of 
twentf days' march from this place, on a course » 
litUe to the west of sooth and not (hr fh)m the 
whltea, with whom they traded for horses, mnka, 
cloth, metal, beads, and the shells here worn as 
ornaments, and which are those of a species of 
pearl oyster. In order to reach bis coontry ws 
shosM be obliged during tlie flrvt seven days to 
climb over steep rocky mountains wha« latere waa 
no game, and we ahonld find nothing bnt roots 
for Bahdatenee. Even for these however we shonld 
be obUged to contend with a fierce warlike people, 
whom he called the Broken-moccasin, or moccasin 
with holM, who lived like bears in hole*, and fU 
on roots and the ftMh of such horaea as they 
conld steal or pinnder from thoee who passed 
through the monnt^ns. So rough Indeed was the 
passage, that the feet of the hones wonld be 
wonnded in snch a manner that many of them 
wonid be unable to prooeed. The next part of the 
ronte was fbr ten days through a dry parched 
desert of sand, inhabited by no aidmal which 
would supply us with snbsistance, and as tlie sun 
bad now scorched np the graas and dried up the 
amall pools of water which are sometimes scat- 
tered through this desert In tlte spring, both our- 
selves and our botrca woold perish fbr want oi 
food and water. About the middle of this plain 
a large river passes from southeast to northwest, 
which, though navigable, afforded neither timber 
nor salmon. Three or four days' march bc^nd 
this pl^n bis relations lived, in a eonnOy tolac*- 
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bly fertile and partUlly covered with timber, on 
another large riTer mnnlng in the aame direction 
a» the former 1 that thia laat dijgcliargeeitMlf into 
a tlilrd targe river, on which redded many nomer- 
ona nations, with whom hla own were at war, 
bnt irhettiBr this last emptied itaelf Into the great 
or stinking lake, as thej called iho ocean, he did 
not know; that from hie coun^ to the etinUng 
lake was a great dliitanee, and that the roots to 
it, taken by mieh of hia relations aa liad vioited it, 
was np tbe tItet on whkh thej lived, and over to 
that on which the white people Hved, and which 
they knew- discharged itself into the ocean. This 
roote he advieed ns to take, bnt added, that we 
had better deAr the JoDiner till epring, when be 
woold UmMlf eoDdnct ns. This account per- 
suaded tie that the atreams of which he spoke 
wwe soothem branchea of tbe Colnmbia, heading 
with tlM Uo dea Apoatoloe, and Ko Colorado, 
and that the route which lie mentioned was to the 
gulf of CalUbmia: captain Clark therefore tokl 
him that this road waa too mnch towards the 
Bonth for onr purpose, and then reqneatod to 
know If these waa no route on the left (tf the 
river where we now are, by which we might inters 
cept It below the monntalna; bnt he knew of none 
except that throogh the barren plt^ns, which he 
said Joined the monnt^ns on that side, and 
throogh whkh it was impossible to pass at thla 
season, even if we were fortunate enough to eacape 
the Broken-mocearin Indians. Captain Clark ree- 
ompenaed tbe Indian bj a preaent of a knilb, with 
wUch he seemed mnch gratified, and now inquired 
t€ Cameahwait by what route the neicad-noae 
Indians, who he said lived west of the monnt^ns, 
crossed ovn to the Hlssonri: this be said was 
towards the north, bnt that tbe road was a Tery 
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Iwd one; that during the paisoge he had hetat 
toU they mfierad eaueminij from hunger, being 
obliged to anbaiBt for man; days on berries alone, 
there being no game in that part of the moun- 
tains, vhieh were broken and rock;, and so 
Uileklf covered with timber that the; could 
Karcel; paoe. Surrounded by dlfflcultiea a« alltbe 
other rou'toe are, thia eeems to be the moat prac- 
ticable of all the pawagee bj land, since, tf the 
itirtiAna cui pass the mountains with their women 
and children, no difflcultiea which thej could en- 
counter could be formidable to us; and if the In- 
dians below the mountains an to nomerous as 
the; are represented to be, they must have some 
means of subsistence equall; within our power. 
The; tell ns indeed that the nations to the weet- 
WBid subsist principally on fish and root*, and 
that their only game were a few elk, deer, and 
antdope, tiiete being no bnfihlo west of the moun- 
tain. The first inquiry howem was to aaeertain 
the tnth of their Information relative to the diffi- 
cult; of deeeending the rirer: fbr this purpose 
captain Clark set out at three o'clock in the after- 
noon, accompanied b; the guide and ai[ his men, 
except one whom he left; with orders to purchase 
a horse and join him as soon as possible. At the 
distance of four miles he eroned the rivw, and 
eight miles from the camp halted for the night at 
a small stzeam. The road which he followed was 
a beaten path through a wide rich meadow, In 
which were several old lodges. On the ronte be 
met a number of men, women, and children, as 
well as horses, and one of the men who appeared 
to possess some condderation turned back with 
him, and observing a woman with three salmon 
obtained them from her, and presented them to 
the party. Captain Clark shot a mountain cock 
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or eoek of the plains, a dark brown bird larger 
than the dnnghill fowl, with a long and pointed 
taO, and a &Mh7 protnbwanee about the baae of 
the upper ehop, something like that t^the tnrkej 
tbodj^ vttboDt the snoot In the morning, 

Wedaeadajr 21, he resumed his march earljr, and 
at the '^l^*■*"f of five miles reached an Indian 
lodge of brash, inhabited bj seven (tunilles of 
Sboshonees. The7 behaved with great drlllty, 
gave the whole party as mneh boUed salmon as 
Uwjr eonid eat, and added as a pment several 
dried salmon and a considerable qnantitj of 
chokeeheRiee. After smoking with them all he 
vWted the flsh weir, which was aboat two hnn- 
dmd yards distant j the riw was here divided by 
three small |ftftiMi«, whkh occasioned the water 
to pass along fonr channels. Of theae three were 
narrow, and stopped by means of trees which 
were stmtched across, and sapported by willow 
stakes, sofflclently near each other to ptevent the 
passage of the flsh. Aboot the centre <tf each was 
^■eed a basket formed of willows, eighteen or 
twot^ ftet is length, of a cylindrical form, and 
tamdnating in a conk shape at its lower extrem- 
ity; this was situated with its month upwards, 
iq^oBlte to an aperture in the wdr. The main 
**■ *■"■"' of the water was then condneted to this 
w«ir, and as the flsh entered It they were so en- 
tan^ed with each other that they conld not move, 
and were taton out by untying the small end of 
the willow basket. The weir in the main channel 
vras ibrmed In a manner somewhat different; 
there were in fhct two distinct weirs fonoed of 
polea and willow stkks quite across the river, 
approaching each other obliquely with an aper- 
ture in each side near the angle. This is made by 
^ylng a number of poles together at the top, in

parMta ot three, which mre then set op in ft tri- 
ongalv fbrm at the Imm, two of Uie poles bring 
in the range deriied for the weir, and the tUrd 
down the ■tream. To these poles two ranges of 
other poles an next lashed horliontaOj', with iril- 
low boA and wjthes, and wlUow stl^ joined in 
with these erosewise, so as to form a kind of 
wicker-work from the bottom of the rirer to the 
iwight of three or fbnr fbet above the snrftce of 
the wat«r. This is so thick as to prerent the flsh 
from pasting, and even in some parte with the 
hdp of a little graTsl and eome stone enables 
tbem to gire an^ directdon which thej wish to the 
water. These two weirs bdng placed near toeaeh 
other, one for the purpose of catching the flsh as 
they ascend, the other as the^ go down the river, 
Is proTided with two basket* made In the fonn 
alreadf described, and which are placed at the 
apertarestrfthewdr. After examining these eurl- 
ons objects, he returned to the lodges, and soon 
passed the river to the left, where an Indian 
broDght him a tomahawk which he said he had 
fonnd In the grass, neu the lodge where captain 
Lewis had staTed on his first visit to the viUage. 
This was a tomahawk which had been missed at 
the time, and supposed to be stolm; it was how* 
ever tite onl; article which had been lost in our 
intercourse with the nation, and as even that was 
returned the Inference Is highl; honourable to the 
Integritj of the Bhoshonees. On leaving the lodges 
captain Clark crossed to the left side of the river, 
and despatched five men to the forks of it, in 
search of the man left behind jesterdsy, who pro- 
cured a horse and passed by another road as they 
learnt, to the forks. At the distance of fourteen 
mUea they killed a very large salmon, two and a 
holfbet long, in a creek six mUas below the fbrks: 
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and attet traTelUiig about twenty miles throng^ 
the vallej.rollowliig the comae of the rirer, whkh 
miu nenrl; northwest, halted In a email meadow 
on the light aide, nnder a cliff of rocks. Here they 
were joined by the fire men who had gone In qneat 
of Cnwatte. They had been to tlie forks of the 
rirer, where the natiTea neort In gnat nnmbera 
for the porpoee (rf gigging fleh, of which they 
made onr men a preeent of Are ft«eb salmon. In 
addition to thia food, one deer was killed to^ay. 
The weatran branch of thla rirer li mach larger 
than the eastern, and after we paaeed the junc- 
tion we fbnnd the rim about one hundred yaida 
in width, rapid and ihoaly, bnt containing only a 
■mall qoaatity of timber. As captain Lewie was 
the first wUte roan who Tisited Its waters, cap- 
tain CLuk gaTc ft the name of Lewie's rlTer. The 
low grounds through which he had passed to-day 
were rich and wide, bnt at his camp this evening 
the hills b^cin to assume a formidable aspect. 
The clilT nnder which belay le of a reddish brown 
colour, the rocks which have fhllen from it are a 
dark brown flintstone. Near the place are gnlleys 
at white sandstone, and qnantittes of a fine sand, 
of a snowy whiteness : the mountains on each side 
are high and mgged, with some pine trees scat- 
tered over them. 

Tbnrad^f 32.— Ha soon began to perceive that 
tin Indian aeconnte had not exaggerated : at the 
distance t^a mile be poased a small creek, and the 
pointe of fbur moontains, which were rocky, and 
■o hif^ that it seemed dmost impossible to cross 
them with bones. The road lay over the sharp 
fragments of rocks which had fUlen from the 
mountains, and were strewed in heaps for miles 
together, yet the horses altogether nnehod, trav- 
elled across them as Ihst as the men, and without 
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detaining them a moment. They paand two 
bold-raonliig Rtreame, and reached the entrance of 
a amall river, where a few Indian fkmilies redded. 
They had not been previooaly acquainted with tha 
arriTal of the wbitea, the guide wa« behind, and 
the wood eo thick that we came upon them an- 
obaerred, till at a very short distance. Aji Boon aa 
they saw ns, the women and children fled In great 
coDstemation; the men ofiered as every thing they 
had, the fish on the scaffolds, the dried tMrries and 
the collars of elk's toshea worn by the ehUdieiL 
We took only a small quantity of the food, and 
gave them In return some small artlclea which 
conduced very much to paci^ Uiem. The guide 
now coming up, explained to them who we were, 
and the object of onr visit, which seemed to re- 
Uere the fean, but still a number of the women 
and children did not recover firom their flight, but 
cried during onr stay, which lasted about an 
honr. The guide, whom we found a very Intelli- 
gent friendly old man, informed us that up this 
river there was a road which led over the mona- 
tains to the Hlssonri. On reauming his route, be 
went along the steep side of a monntain about 
three mliea, and then reached the rivw near K 
smeJ] island, at tlie lower part of whlcfa Ite en- 
camped ; he here attempted to gig some fish, but 
could only obt^n one small salmon. The river Is 
here shoal and rapid, with many rocks scattend 
In various directions through its bed. On tbe 
side* of tbe mountains are some scattered pines, 
and of those on tbe l«ft the tops are covered with 
tbem; tliere are however but few in tbe low 
grounds through which they passed, indeed they 
have seen only a sin^ tree fit to make a canoe, 
aad even that was smalL The country has an 
abuidant growth of berries, and we met sertral 
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women and children gathering tliem who be- 
■towed them upon ns with great liberality. 
Among the woods captain Clark obeerred a ape- 
des of woodpecker, the beak and teJl of which 
were wUte, ttw winga Uaek, and evtrj other part 
(^tbe body ofa dark brown; ita aiiewae that of 
the roUn, and It fed on the eeede oT the pine. 

Fiidaj as.— Captain Clark eet off very early, 
bnt M hie ronte lay along the eteep side of a 
mountain, over irregular and broken mwce of 
rocks, which wonnded the horaee' feet, he waa 
obliged to proceed alowly. At the distance of four 
milee be reached the rirer, bnt the rocks here be- 
came BO steep, and projected «o for Into the rirer, 
that there was no mode of passing, except 
throQgh the water. This he did for some distance, 
though the river waa very rapid, and so deep that 
they were fbrced to swim their homes. After fol- 
lowing the edge of the water for about a mile 
nnder this steep cliff, he reached a small meadow, 
below which the whole current of the riTer beat 
against the right shore on which he was, and 
which was fbrmed of a solid rock perfectly Inoe- 
ceosible to horses. Here too, the little track which 
he had been pursuing terminated. He therefore 
reaolTed to leave the horses and the greater port 
(rf'tbe men at this place, and examine the ri-nr 
still farther, in order to deteratine if there were 
any poeeibllity of descending It in canoes. Having 
killed nothing exeept a single goose to-day, and 
the whole of onr provision being consnmed lost 
evening, it was by no means advisable to rem^n 
any length of time where thej were. He now 
directed the men to fish and hnnt at this place till 
lUa rertnm, and then with his guide and three men 
he proceeded, clambering over immense rocks, and 
along the sides of lofty precipices wUcb bordered 
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the rlvw, when %t about twelve miles distajice he 
reached a small meadow, the first he hthd seen on 
the river duce he left his party. A little below 
thta meadow, a large creek twelve jarda wide, 
and of acme depth, diechorgee itoelf from the 
north. Here were some recent stgns of an Indian 
encampment, and the Iracks of & nnmber of 
horeee, who must have come along a plwn Indian 
path, which he now saw following the conrae of 
the creeh. Thla stream his gnide said led towards 
a large river running to the north, and was fr»- 
qnent«d bj another nation for the purpose of 
catching fish. He remajjied here two hours, and 
having taken some small fish, made a dinner on 
them with the addition of a few berries. Prom 
the place where he had left the part/, to the 
month of this creek. It presents one continued 
rapid, in which are five shoals, neither of which 
conld be passed with loaded canoes; and the bag- 
gage must therefore be Ivtuuported for a consider- 
able distance over the steep mountains, where It 
would be Impossible to emplojhorsee for the relief 
of the men. Even the empty canoes must be let 
down the rapids by means of cords, and notevenln 
that way without great risk both to the canoes as 
well as to the men. At one of these shoals, indeed 
the rocks rise so perpendicnlorlj from the water 
as to leave no hope of a passage or even a port- 
age without great labour In removing rocks, and 
In »ome instances cutting away the earth. To 
surmottut these difficulties would exhaust tbs 
strength of the party, and what Is equally dis- 
couraging would waste our time and consume 
our provisions, of neither of which have we much 
to spare. The season is now fhr advanced, and 
the Indians tell us we shall shortly have snow: the 
salmon too have so fhf declined that the natlTM 
M 
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themadTM a» hutenlng from th« conntr^, and 
Dot an (udmal otaay Und laxger than a pheuant 
or a «qiiiml, and of eren theae a fbv oalj irill 
then be wen In tUs part of the mountoinj): after 
iThkh we shall be obliged to rely on oar own 
stock of proTUom, which will not snpport na 
more than ten daye. Then drennntaneeB eom- 
Hbb to render a paeaage by water impracticable 
In oar preaent iltnation. To deaeend the coarw of 
the river on horseback Is the other altematiTe, 
and scarcely a more inviting one. The rivw is so 
deep that there are only a few places where it can 
be forded, and the rocka approach so near the 
water aa to render it impossible to moke a ronte 
along the water's edge. In crossing the moun- 
tains tbemadvea we should have to enconnter, 
beeidea tbelr steepness, one barren snrfhce of 
broken masses of rock, down whlefa In certain 
seaaona the torrenta sweep vast qnantitiee of 
stone into the river. Theae rocks are <^a whitiah 
brown, and towafds the base of a gray coloor, 
and Bo bard, that on striking them with steel, 
tbey yield a fire like flint. This sombre appear- 
ance is in some places scarcely relieved by a single 
bee, thongh near the river and on the creeks 
there is more timber, among which are some tall 
[dite: Bevra«l of tbeae might be made into canoes, 
and by lashing two of them together, one of 
tolerable site mi^t be formed. 

Alter dinner he continaed bis roat«, and at the 
diatuiee of ludf a mile pawed another creek abont 
Ave yards wide. Here Mb goide informed him that 
by ascending the creek fbr eome distance he wonld 
have a better road, and cat off* a considerable 
bend of the river towards the sontfa. He there- 
fore parsaed a well-beaten Indian track np this 
creek for about six miles, when leaving the creek 
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to tbe rlj^t he paawd over a ridge, tuid after 
walking a mile ag^n met the rim, where It flows 
through a meadow of abont eighty acr«t In ex- 
tent. Thia ibaj paaeed and then aaoended a high 
and Btoep point of a moDDtalD, from which tbe 
gnide now pointed out where the river broke 
through tbe monntaine abont twoity mllss dis- 
tant. Near the bam of the monntatni a email 
river fUls In from tbe Bonth : tlkia view waa termi- 
nated by one of the loftieet monntaina captain 
Clark bad ever ieen, which was perfbetly covned 
with enow. Towards thia formidable barrier the 
river went directly on, and there it was, aa the 
guide obaerved.that tlie difilcnltiee and dangers of 
whkh he and Cameahwait had apoken com- 
menced. After reaching the monnt^n, lie aald, 
the liver continnea itm conrae towaida the north 
for many mllea, between high perpendicnlor rocka, 
whkh were acattered through ita bed: it then 
penetrated the mountain through a narrow gap, 
on each ride of which fu^Me perpendicularly a rock 
aa high aa the top of the mountain before them ; 
tiiat the river then made a bend which concealed 
itn ftatnre courae from view, and aa it waa alike 
impoadble to descend the river or clamber over 
that vast mountain, eternally covered with enow, 
neither he nor any of hia nation tiad ever been 
lower than at a place where they coold see tbe 
gap made by the river on entering the monntain. 
To that place he said he would conduct captain 
Clark if he deelred It by tbe nest evening. But ha 
waa In need of no tbrther evidence to convince him 
of the atter impracticabflity of t*« route before 
him. He liad already witneeeed the difflcnltiea of 
part ot the road, yet after all these dangers hia 
guide, whose intelligence and fidelity he could not 
doubt, now osanred him that the difflcuitiea were 
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onlj eommeDcdDg, &iid what he uw htCon him 
tooeleAriyeonTiDcedhlmofthelndlAii'i vcradty. 
He thereA>r« determbiied to ab&ndon thia roots, 
■md retoroed to the npper part of the U«t creek 
we had paned, and reaching It an hoar atta daik 
encamped fbr tbe night: on this crvek he had aeen 
in the morning an Indian road coming In from the 
north. Diaappointed in Ondlng a route by water, 
captain Clark now questioned hie guide more par- 
ttenlarlj aa to the direelion of thie road which he 
•eenwd to understand perfectly. He drew a map 
on tlw sand, and represented this road as wdl as 
that we passed jestorda^ on Ben; creek as both 
leading towarde two forks of the same gT«at 
rirer, where resided a nation called Toshepaws, 
who having no salmon on thdr rirer, came by 
tbcM roads to the fleh welre on Lewie's rlTer. He 
had himsdf been among these Tnshepaws, and 
having once accompanied them on a flshing party 
to aaoth^ river he had there eeen Indians who 
had come across the rocky mountains. Alter a 
great deal of conversation, or rather dgns, and a 
second and more particnlar map from his guide, 
certain Clark fUt penmaded that his golde knew 
at a road from the Bhoshonee village they had 
left, to the great river to the north, withont com- 
ing BO low down as this on a route ImpracticiAle 
fbr horses. He was deeirona of inurt^"i'"e hie re- 
turn, and therefore set out early, 

SxtardAfM, and after deaceiullng the creek to 
the river, stopped to breakfttet on berrfas In the 
meadow above the second creek. He then went 
on, bnt nnlbrtunately M from a rock and injured 
his 1^ very much; be however walked on as rap- 
Idly as he could, and at four In the afternoon re- 
Icrined his men. During Ma absence they bad 
kOled one of the mountain cocks, a tbw pbeasanta, 
T<d. IL-7 97 
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and Bonn small fish, on whicl) with ham and «er- 
TiceberrlM they had snbdated. Captain Clark 
tmmedlatety sent forward a man on horseback 
with a note to captain Lewis, apprising him of 
the r«ealt of his inqnirlea, and late In the after* 
noon set ont witb the rest of the party and 
eneamped at the distance of two miles. The men 
were much disheartened at the bad prospect of 
escaping from the monntains, and having nothing 
to eat but a few berries which have made several 
of them sick, they all passed a disagreeable ni^t, 
which was rendered more nncomibrtable by a 
heavy dew. 

Sunday 3S.—Tb6 want of proviMona urged cap- 
tain Clark to retom as soon as possible; he there- 
fore set out early, and hAJted an hour In paaslng 
the Indian camp near the flsh weirs. These peoide 
treated them with great kindness, and though 
poor and dirty they willlnglj ^ve what little they 
possess ; they gave the whole party boiled stimon 
and dried berries, which were not however in 
snfflcient qnontitiefl to appease their trnngor. 
They soon resumed their old road, but as the 
abstinence or strange diet had given one of the 
men a very severe illnesa, they were detained very 
much on hie aceonnt, and it was not till late In 
the day they reached the cUlT under which they 
had encamped on the twenty-flrsL They immedi- 
ately began to flsh and hunt, in order to procnre 
a meal We caught several small flsh, and by 
means of our guide, obtained two salmon fh>m a 
smaJl party of women and children, who, witb 
one man, were going below to gather berries. 
This supplied ns with about half a meal, but after 
dark we were regaled with a beaver which one of 
the hunters brought in. The other game seen in 
the course of the day were one deer, and a party 
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of fllk unong the plnM on the aldoi of the movii- 

Monday ^.— The morning wa« fine, and thrM 
mtm were dwpatched Ahead to hunt, whUe the 
rest were detained nntil nine o'clock. In order to 
retire some horaea which had atraTed aw^ dnr^ 
ing the night. They then proceeded along the 
route br the forks of the rlTer, till they reached 
the lower Indian camp where they flrat wen when 
we met them. The whole camp immediately 
flocked around him with great appearance of 
cordiality, bnt all the epare food of the village did 
not amonnt to more than two salmon, which they 
gave to eaptfdn Clark, who dletribnted them 
among hie men. The hnnten had not bees able 
to kin any thing, nor had captain Clark or the 
gieater part of the men any food during the 
twenty-foDT honra, till towarde erening one of 
them eliot a ealmon in the river, and a ftw unall 
flah weve eong^t, wUch ftimiihed them with a 
Kanty meal. The only animale they had seen 
were & Aw pigeons, eome very wild haree, a great 
number of the large black grasshopper, and a 
quantity of gronnd Uiards. 

Tuegd&y 27.—Th» men, who were engaged last 
ni^ tn mending their moeeaatne, all except one, 
went oat hnntlng, bnt no gome was to be pro- 
eoied. One of the men however killed a small 
salmon, and the Indiana made a preeent of an- 
other, on which the whole party made a very 
alight lireaUhst. These Indians, to wiiom this life 
la itunillar, seem contented, although they depend 
for rabaistence on the acaotj prodnctione of the 
flaheiy. Bat oar men who are nsed to hardships, 
trot baTS been aeenatomed to have the first wants 
of nature regularly enpplied, fbel very sensibly 
thetr wretched dtuatlon ; thdr strength is wasting 
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airs;; thej begin to ezpreos tbdr ftpprphenatoiuor 
being without fbod in a coontr; perftcti; destitute 
ot anj means of mpporting life, except a few flnh. 
In tbe eonrae of the daj an Indian brought Into 
the cuop five aalmon, two of whleb captain Clark 
bought, and made a supper for the part;. 

Wedneodiv 23.— Then was a frost a^dn this 
morning. The Indians gave the part; two sal- 
mon out of seTSral which the; caught In their 
traps, and having purchased two more, the part; 
was enabled to subsist on them dnring the da;. 
A cunp oT about fort; Indians from tbe west 
fork passed us to-da;, on thedr route to the east- 
ward. Our prospect of proTisionB is getting 
worse ever; da;: the hunters who had ranged 
through the conntr; In ever; direction where 
game might be reasonabl; expected, have aeen 
nothing. Tbe flsher; Is scarce]; more prodoctiTe, 
for an Indian who was out all da; with Us gig 
killed onl; one salmon. Besides the fonr itah pro- 
cured from the Indians, captain Clark obtained 
some flshroe in exchange for three small Ash- 
hooks, tbe use of which he taught them, and 
which the; ver; readil; comprehended. Ail the 
men who are not engaged in hunting, are occulted 
in making pack-saddles for tbe horses whieh cai^ 
tain Lewis Informed us he had bought. 

Aagtiat 20.— Two hunters were despatehed eari; 
In tbe morning, but the; returned without UUing 
an; thing, and the onl; gams we procured was a 
beaver, who was caught last night In a tttip 
which he carried off two miles before he was 
fonnd. The t\ir of this animal is as good as an; 
we have ever seen, nor does it In foet appetu* to 
beeveroutofseasonon the npper branches of tiM 
Missouri. This beaver, with several dosen of One 
trout, gave ns a plentiftal sabalstence for tbe da;. 
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The ptuttj were oeenirfed ebia&j In mftUnc pack- 
uddlM, In the mannfbetnre of Thkh we nippl^ 
th« plac« ot oalb and boarde, bj enhvldtating for 
the first tbonga of rav hide, whieb aiwwer vtry 
inO ; and for boarda we nM the handlee of our 
OAT*, and the plank of some boxes, the contend 
of which ^n empty into eaeka of rav hldee made 
for the pvrpon. The Indiana who Tialt ns behaTe 
with the greatest deconun, and the women are 
bmdly ttwaoed in TnAking and mending the moee^ 
rfna of the party. Aa we had still some rapnUn- 
ovs baggage which would be too heavy to cany 
acroOB the monntaina, it became neeewary to 
make a eacbe or depoelt. For thia purpose we 
■deetcid a «pot on the bank of tlie rivw, tliree 
qaartve of a mile below the camp, and tbne men 
were aet to dig it, with a aentinel In the ueigb- 
bonrhood, who wu ordered if the natirea were to 
straggle that way, to fire a vignal for the work- 
men to desist and separate. Towards eWning the 
cache was completed without being percelTed by 
the Indians, and the packages prepared for da- 
poA. 
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Aonra to-n, be uune niddenly npon fta ladUa 
camp, ftt vbkb ven on old nuui, ■ y onng one, 
time women, and a boj: thej eboved no eiuprlM 
at the eight of Urn, and he tbwefore rode np to 
thrat, and after taming his horee looee to graie 
■at down and began to eooTene with them by 
■Ign*. Thej had just finiohed a lepaat on some 
foote, and in aboat twenty mlnotee one of the 
women epoke to the rest of tlie party, who imme- 
diately went ont, eoUected their horeee and bq[an 
to eaddle thenL Having Rated himself, Drewyer 
thonght that be would continue his hiut, and ris- 
ing went to catch his hoiM who was at a short 
distance, forgetting at tbe moment to take np his 
liHe. Be had scarcely gone more than fifty paces 
when the Indians mounted tlwir horses, the yonng 
man snatched np the rifle, and leaving all th^ 
baggage, whipped their horses, and set off at ftiU 
speed towards the passes of the monntains: 
Drewyer instantly ]nmped on his horse and pnr- 
soed them. After numlng aboat ten miles the 
horses of the women nearly gave out, and the 
women finding Drewyer gain on them raised 
dreadfU cries, which Indoced the yoong man to 
slacken Ms pace, and being moosted on a very 
fleet korae rode round tbem at a short distance. 
Drewyer now came up with the women, and by 
slgms pwsaaded them tliat he did not mean to 
knrt tlwm: they then stopped, and as the yonng 
man cams towards them Drewyer asked Idm fbr 
bis rifle, but tlie only part of the answer which he 
understood was Pahkee, the name by which they 
esll their enemies, the Hlnnetarees of fort de 
Prairie. While they were thns engaged In talking, 
Dnwyer watched his opportunity, and seeing the 
Indian off his gnard, galloped np to him and 
seised his rifle: the Indian struggled for some time, 
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bat finding Ttnwjm getting too strong for Um, 
luid the preMuee of mind to open the pan and let 
the priming fitU ont: be then let go Ub hold, 
and giving hie horee tlie irhip eeeaped at ftall 
•peed, leaving the vomen to the ntercj at the 
■ conqneror. Dicwrer then returned to where he 
had flnt eeen tlwm, where he found that tbdr 
baggage had been Mt behind, and bronght it to 
eamp with Um. 

Tbvradaj, 22.— Ti^ morning early two men 
were cent to complete tlie coTerlng of the cache, 
which eonld not be ao perftctly done daring the 
night as to dnde the ae&rch of the Indiana. On 
*"*■"'"' "g the spoils which Drewycr had obtained, 
tbc? were found to eonslBt of sereral dreseed and 
nndienedskinB; two bags wore with the bark of 
tbe ailk-graMi Mcta eontalning a boshel of dried 
Morlceberriea, and abont tbe same qnantlty of 
roota; ait Inetnunent made of bone for mannlke- 
tortag the flinta Into heada for arrows; and a 
nomber of flinte thenuelTea; theoe were mnefa of 
the same colour and neailf as traupanot as 
common blaek glass, and when cut detached Itself 
Into flakes, leaving a rer; sharp edge. 

The roota wwe of three kinds, and folded aap- 
arate from each In hides at bnfiUo made into 
parchment. The first is a ftadform root rix Indies 
long, and abont the siie trf' a man's finger at tJw 
largest end, with radicles larger than Is nsnal in 
roots ot the ftulform sort: the rind Is white and 
thin, the body is also white, mealj, and eadly 
reducible, by ponnding, to a substance resembling 
floor, like which it thickens by boiling, and is of 
an agreeable fiavour: it is eaten frequently in ite 
raw state «dther green or dried. The second 
apedes was much mutilated, bnt appeared to be 
fibrous; it li of a cylindrical form abont the ilas 
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t€ B bbiaD qidll, hard and brittle. A part of tiw 
rind 'wtdeh hod not been detached In the propane 
tlon WM hard and black, bnt the rest of the root 
vaa peribcUf irhlte; this the Indlani informed oa 
waa alw^i boiled befbre eating; and on mt-Hig 
the experlioatt we fonnd that it became perftetlj 
•oft, bnt bad a bitter taate, which waa naoaeotu 
to oor taate, bnt which the Indiane eecmcd to 
leUeb; for on 0Ting the roote to them thej wen 
TVj hMrtOj awallowed. 

The third apedea waa a small nnt about the die 
of a nntmog, of an irregnlarlj rounded form, 
BomeUiijiff hVh f.hA amaUeat of the Jwiaiem arti* 
chokea, which, on boiUnc, we fonnd them to re- 
eemble also in flavonr, and la eartainlr the beat 
root we haTe nen in nee among the Indians. On 
Inquiring of the Indiana from what plant theae 
roota were procured, tbe^ informed na that none 
of them grew near this place. 

The m«n were chiefly emplored In dreaalng tiie 
•klne belonging to the party who accompanied 
ci^itatn Clart. Abont eleven o'clock Chabonean 
aod Ua wife retomed with Cameahwolt, accom- 
panied by abont fifty men with thedr women and 
children. After they had encamped near ns and 
turned looae thdr honea, we called a conndl of all 
the ehleft and warriors and addressed them in a 
speech: additional presents wen then distribnted, 
partiealarlj to tbe two seeond ehieft, who had 
agreeably to tirir promisea eicrted themsdTes Id 
onr fbTonr. The eonndl was then adjonmed. and 
all the TniHftnf wen treated with an abnndant 
meal of boiled Indian com and beans. The poor 
wietehaa, who had no animal food and scarcely any 
thing bnt a law flsh, had been almost starred, and 
neAvta this new Inxniy with great thankfUneee. 
Oat oreompUmeot to tl>e chief we gave him a Aw 
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dried •qoMhee whicli we had brought from the 
M&nd&iu, (ud he declared It was the beet food he 
had ever taated except sngar, a nnall Inmp of 
wUeh he had recdved from hia rieter; he now 
decland how happ; the; ehoald all be to live in 
a eoontrj whkh produced ao man; good things, 
and we told him that it would not be long before 
the white men wonld pnt it in their power to U-n 
below the monntaiiu, where they might them- 
■elvee coltiTate all these kinds of food instead of 
wandering in the monntaine. He appeared to t>a 
much pleased with this information, and the 
whole party being now in excellent temper aft«r 
thdr repast, we began oar purchase of horsea. 
We soon obtained Are very good ones on very 
rcasonairfe terms; that is, bj giving for each mer- 
chandise which cost ns originally about six dol- 
lars. We have again to admire the perfect deeencj- 
and propriety of their conduct; for althoogh so 
namerooB, they do not attempt to crowd round 
our camp or take any thing which they see lying 
about, and whenever they borrow knlTes or ket- 
tles or any other article from the men, they return 
them with great fidelity. 

Towards evening we formed a drag of bnshee, 
and In about two hoars caught five hundred and 
twenty-dght very good fish most of them large 
troat. Among them we observed for the flrsttime 
ten or twelve trout of a white or dlvery eoloar, 
except on the back and head where they are of a 
bluish cast: lo appearance and shape they resem- 
ble exactly tlie speckled trout, except tiiat tbsy 
are not quite eo large, thongb the sealea are 
much larger, and the flavottr equally good. The 
greater part of the fish was distributed among

on M Ibr fiwd, and am the state of oar prorUoiu 
obUges na to be conAil oC our remaintDg vtock <^ 
com and flonr, thii waa an additional r«Mon fbr 
niginf onr departnre; bnt CameahwaJt nqoMted 
na to wait tiD the aniTal of another partj otiiM 
natian who wet« expected to-day. Knowing that 
tt wonld be in rain to oppoee his wish, we con- 
aented, and two bnnten were aent out with 
ordcn to go ftartha up the eontheaat fbrk than 
th«T had hitherto been. At the aame time the 
chief waa informed t^ the low et&te of our pro- 
TWons, and adTlaed to eend oat hia yottng men to 
bnnt. Thia he recommended them to do, and 
moat of them aet ont : we then maak onr eaaoea 
b7 mnnwi ot atonea to the bottom of the rirer, a 
tftoation which better than any otber aecnred 
tbam against the elfecte of the high waters, sjid the 
frequent flres ot the plains; the Indians having 
promised not to disturb them dnring onr absence, 
a pmmisn we beUere Uie more readil;, as tlwy are 
almoat too Itmj to take the trouble of raising 
tbem fbr fl»-wood. We were deeirons of punhaa- 
lag some more horaes, but they declined selling 
any nntil we reached their camp In the moun- 
tains. Soon after starting the Indian hunters dia- 
eonnd a mule bnd^ and twelre of tlicdr horsemen 
pursued It, for four miles. We saw the chase, 
whteh was verr entertaining, and at length thej 
rode It down and killed it. This mnle buck was 
the largest dew ctf anj kind we hare seen, bting 
nearly as large aa a doe elk. Beddea this thej 
brought In anothw deer and tliree goats; bnt in- 
stead ci a gencdral distribution of the meat, and 
aneh as we liaTs hitlierto seen among all tribes of 
Indiuis, we obserred that some fhmilies had a 
large share, while others received none. On en- 
quiring of Cameahwait the leaaon of this custom, 
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be said that meat among tbem waa aearae, that 
each hunter Konred what be killed for the nee ot 
himnlf and hla own ftunUy, none of the net bar- 
ing anj claim on what be choM to keep. Our 
hnnten retnmed aooD after with two mole deer 
and three common deer, three of which we di»- 
Aribnted among the fluulliea who had recdred 
none of the gome ot their own banters. Abont 
three o'clock tbe expected party comdetlng t^Bttj 
men, womrat and children arrived. We now learnt 
that moot ctftiie Indiana were on their way down 
the ToUey towarde tbe bnlEtlo conntrj*, and aome 
onxietj to accompany them appeared to preroil 
among thoee who hod promlaed to aeatst na in 
eroMlng tbe monntoine. We oaraelrea were not 
witbont aome apprehension that thej might leave 
HI, but ae tbey eontinaed to say that they would 
tetDTD with ui nothing waa eald npon tbe Babject. 
We were, however, resolved to move early in the 
morning, and therefore despatched two men to 
hunt in the cove and leave the game on tbe route 
we should pass to-morrow. 

Satnrd^ 34.— Am the Indians wbo arrived yes- 
terday had a nnmber of spore horaea, we tbonght 
it probable they might be wQling to dispose of 
them, and desired tbe chief to apeak to them for 
that pnrpoae. Tbcty declined giving any podtlve 
answer, bat reqnesMd to see tbe goods which we 
proposed to exchange. We then produced some 
battl»axee which we had made at fort Handan, 
and a quantity of knives ; with both c^ which they 
appeared very mnch pleased ; and we wen soon 
able to purchase three boreee by giving tor each 
an axe, a knife, a handkerchief and a little point. 
To this we were obliged to add a second knif^ » 
abirt, a handkerchief and a pair oC leggings ; and 
aueh la the estimation In which those onlmols on 
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held, that erm at thl* pHee, wbkh vu double 
that for a horse, tlie Mow who sold him took 
npon hlnuelf great merit Id li&Tliig g^Ten awar a 
mnk to na. They now uid that they had no 
more horeee for sale, and ■• we had now nine of 
onr own, two hired horaee, and a mole, we began 
loading them aa lieaTily aa waa pmdent, and 
placing the rest on the ahoolden of the Indian 
women, leA onr camp at twelve o'eloek. We wen 
ail on foot, except Bacajawea, for whom her hoe- 
band liad porchaaed a horse with aome artidee 
which we gare him for that porpoee; an Indian 
howerer had the politeneae to oflbr captain Lewia 
one of faia horaee to ride, which he accepted la 
ordw better to direct tlM march cf tlie part;. We 
eroseed the river below the forka, directing onr 
eonree towards the eoTe by the ronte already 
paased, and had Just reached the lower part of the 
core whoi an Indian rode np to captain Lewia to 
inform him that one of Us men waa Ter; eick, 
and nnaUe to conu on. The partj waa InunedU 
ately halted at a mn which foils Into the creek on 
the left, and e^tain Lewis rode back two mike, 
and found Wiser wenrdj afflicted with the colic: 
bj giving him some of tlie essence of peppermint 
and landannm, he recovered soSlciently to ride 
the horse ttf captain Lewis, who then rejoined the 
party on foot. When he arrived he found that the 
Indiana who had been impatiently expecting his 
rettim, at last nnloaded their horses and tamed 
them loose, and had now made their camp for the 
night It wonid have been frnitieae to remon- 
steate, and not prndoit to excite any irritation, 
and therefore, altbongh tlie sun was still hi|^, 
and we had made only six miles, we thonght It 
best to remain with tiiem: after we had encamped 
tliere fell a slight shower of rain. One of tiie men 
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ean^t MTval flne teont; bnt Drtnrjte hod been 
■ent oat to hunt withoat h&vliig killed any thing. 
We therefore gave a little com to thow of the 
Indlami who wtxe aetaoUj engaged in carrying 
onr baggage, and who had abaolately notJiing to 
eat. We also adviaed Cameabwait, aa v« conM 
not supply all hiji people with proviaioDB, to 
recommend to all who were not a— irting na, to 
go on before ne to tbeir camp. This be did : but 
in the morning, 

SuBdar 26, a fbw only followed his advice, tiu 
rest accompanying as at some distan c e on each 
side. We set out at sunrise and after going sereO' 
teen miles baited for dinner within two miles of 
tlie narrow pass In the monntains. The Indians 
who were on the ddes of onr party had started 
some antelopes, bnt were obliged after a pnnoit 
of eewal hoars to abandon the chaae: oor hunt- 
ers had In the meantime brongbt in three deer, tbe 
greater part of which was dlBtriboted aiooiig tbe 
Indiana. Whilst at dinner we learnt by means c^ 
Sacalawea, that the young men who left oa this 
morning, carried a request fi^m the chief, that the 
Tillage wonld break np Ita encampment and meet 
thia party to-morrow, when they would all go 
down the Missouri into the bnllUo conntry. 
Alarmed at thia new caprice of the Indiana which, 
if not counteracted, threatened to leave onrselTes 
and onr baggage on the monntains, or eren if we 
reached the waters of the Colambia, prevent onr 
obtaining horses to go on ftarther, captain Lewia 
immediately called tbe three chleA together. After 
amoUng a pipe he aaked them if they were men of 
their words, and if we can rely on their promiaea. 
They readily answered in the afflrmatlTe. He 
then asked, if they had not agreed to aadst as in 
carrying oor ba^age over the mountains. Tq 
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thk tbsf aJao anairand jva; and wbj then, uld 
be, ban jon reqoeatad jonr people to meet lu to- 
morroir, where it will be Impossible fbr ne to 
trade for boraae, am joa promlnd we ihould. If, 
be eo&tinsed, joa had not promlaed to help na in 
tranaporting onr gooda orer the moantaina, we 
diould not hare attempted It, bnt hare retoroed 
down the rivn, after which no white men would 
erer hare come into joar conntry . If 700 wiah 
the whltea to be your frienda, and to bring jon 
anna and protect jon from yonr enemiea, jon 
■honld new promiae what fon do not mean to 
perform: when I flrtt met 70a, 70a doubted what 
I said, jet 70a afterwards »aw that I told 70a 
the truth. How thoefore can 70a doubt wliat I 
now tell;on;7oaaeethat I haTsdiTided amonget 
70a the meat which mj hnnten kill, and I prom- 
iae to give aU who aaatst ua a share of whatever 
we have to eat. If therefore 70U intend to keep 
7onr promiae, eend one of the yonag men imme- 
diately to ordw the people to remain at the tU- 
lage till we anive. 

The two inftrior cbtaA tliea eald, that they had 
wished to keep their words and to aealst ns; that 
tbe7 bad not sent for the people, bat on the con* 
txatj had dIaapproTed of the measure which was 
done wholly by the first chief. Cameabwait re- 
mained silent for some time: at last be said that 
he knew he had done wrong, bnt that aeeingUa 
peoirie all in want of proTlsions, he had wished to 
hasten their departure for the country where thdr 
wania might be supplied. He however now de- 
clared, that having passed his word he would never 
violateit,andcouQterordeni were Immediately sent 
to the village by a young man, to whom we gave 
a handkerchief in order to e 
fldeUty. 
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TUm dlfflenltr beang now adjnated, our mareh 
waa reanmed vitb an nnnmial degree of alacritr 
on tha part of the Indiana. We paawd a spot, 
wbere aix jeaia ago tlie Shoahoneea anfibred a 
Terj aerere dcftat from the Hinnetareea; and late 
in the erenlng we reached the nppw patt of tlie 
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she had Jtut Mopped to Ue in, but wonld soon 
overtake tu. In Act, we were ostonlabed to see 
ber in about an hour's time come on with htr 
new bom lo&nt and paM ns on her way to the 
camp, apparently in perftet health. 

This wonderftd fbdlitf with which the Indian 
women bring fbrth thdr children, neeme rather 
•ome benevolent gift of nature, In exempting them 
from paina which their savage state wontd render 
donblj grievooa, than an; rcenlt of habit. If, m 
baa been Imagined, a pnre dr; air or a cold and 
elevated eonntr; an obetaclee to easy deUverj, 
ever; difflenlty incident to that operation might 
be expected in thia part of the continent: nor can 
anotlier reason, the habit of carrying heavy bar- 
dene daring pregnancy, be at all applicable to tbe 
Bhoabonee women, who rarely carry any bardene, 
rince tbeir nation poeaeeeee an abondance of 
boreea. We have indeed been aeveral timea in- 
formed by thoae conversant with Indian mannera, 
and who aaaerted tlieir knowledge of the Act, 
that Indian women pregnant by white men ez- 
perieoee more diffleolty In child-l^rtb than when 
the fhtb^ la an Indiuu If thia account be tme, 
tt may contrlbate to atrengthen the belief, that 
the eaay delivery of Uie Indian women la wboUy 
eonatttntionaL 

The topa otibo high irregnlar monntaina to the 
weatward are still entirely covered with anow; 
and tbe cooIsms which tbe air aeqalrea in passing 
them, la a very agreeable relief flroro tbe beat, 
which baa dried np tiie herbage on tbe aides of tbe 
bills. While we stopped, the women wwe bnsUy 
employed in collecting the root of a plant with 
wbkb they fbed tbdr children, who like their 
motben are nearly half starved and in a wretched 
condition. It is a species of fennel which grows in 
Vol. IL-8 118 
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the moiat gronnda ; the radix ia of the knob kind, 
of a long OTBte form, termmatinK in a aiDgle 
radicle, the whole bdng three or foor inches long, 
and the thickeet part aboat the com of a man's 
little finger: when freeb, it is white, firm, and 
crisp; and when dried and pounded make* afine 
white meaL Ite flaTonr Is not nnllke that of 
aniMed, though lees pungent. IiVom one to four 
of these knobbed roots are attached to a tingle 
vtem whkh rieee to the height of three or foor 
ftet, and is Jointed, smooth, crllndric, and has 
several small pedoncles, one at each Joint above 
the ftiiB*t.hiiig Isaf. Ita colour is a deep green, sa 
is aJso that of the leaf, which is aima.*-.iiiiigj sessile, 
Mtd poSpaitite, the divisions being long and nar~ 
row. The flowers, which are now In bloom, are 
•mall and nnmerons, with white andmnbelliftooaa 
petals: there are no root leaves. As soon as the 
seeds have matured, the roots of the present jear 
as wril as the stem decline, and are renewed in the 
succeeding spring Horn the little knot which unites 
the roots. The eonflower is slso abundant here, 
and the seeds, which are now ripe, are gath- 
ered In considerable quantities, aad after bdng 
ponnded and rubbed between emootJi stones, form 
a kind of meal, which is a fhvoarlte dish among 
the lodiaiui. 

After dinner we continued our route and were 
soon met bf a party of young men on horseback, 
who tamed with ua and went to the village. As 
soon OS we were within sight of it, Cameahwait 
requested that we would discharge our guns; tiie 
men were therefore drawn up in a single rook, 
aod gave a running Are of two rounds, to the 
great satisfoction of the Indians. We then pro- 
ceeded to the encampment where we arrived abont 
■Ix o'clock, and were conducted to the leathern 
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lodge 1b the eoitn of thlrtj-two oOttn made of 
tMneh. The baggage was arranged near tUa tent, 
which captain Lewis oeenpied, and muronnded by 
thoae at the men so ae to aecnre H from pillage. 
This camp waa in a beantiftil unooth meadow 
near the rlTer, and about tliree mlka above their 
camp when we flrtt Tialted the Indiana. We here 
found Colter, who had been aent b; captain 
Clark with a note apprisbig ne that there were no 
hopes of a paaeage by water, and that the moat 
practicable route seemed to be that mentjoned bj 
hie guide, towards the north. Whaterer road we 
meant to take, it waa now ncccwary to provide 
onraelrea with boraea; we therefore informed 
Cameahwalt of our intention o( going to tbe 
great river bejooA the moontaine, and that we 
wonld wlah to pnrehaae twentj more horaea: be 
•aid the Mlnnetareea bad stolen a great nnmber c^ 
thdr horaea this spring, but he atill hoped they 
could apare na that nnmber. In order not to 
loae Uie present &Tonrable mom«)t, and to kec^ 
the Indiana aa cheeribl aa poaalble, the violina 
were brought ont and oar men danced to the 
great divenian of the Indiana. Thia mirth waa 
the more welcome beeanae our idtuatlon waa not 
predadj that which wonld moat dlspoae us for 
gaiety, for we have only a little parched com to 
eat, and onr meana of anbaiBtence or of soeceaa, 
depend on the wav»ing temper of the natives, 
who may change tluir minda to-morrow. 

The Shoehoneee are a small tribe of the nation 
eaQed Snake Indians, a vagne denomination, 
which embraces at once tbe inhabltauts c^ tiie 
sontheni parts c^tbe Bocky mountains and of the 
plains on each side. The Bboehonees with whom 
we now are, amount to about one hundred war- 
riors, and three times that nnmber of women and 
US 
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ehlldnn. ^thin their own ncoUeetion thej fop- 
merif Uved la the plalne, but the^ ham been 
driT«n into the mODntaiua bj the Pawkeee, or tiw 
roTlng Indi&ne of the Baecatohaw^n, and arenow 
obliged to visit occadonally, and b; ateoltb, t)w 
conntrr of th«jr ancevton. Tlieir Uvea we indeed 
migratory. From the middle oT Hay to the be- 
ginning of Beptember, tber reside on the waters <^ 
the Colnmbia, where they coneider tliemaelTes 
perfectlj aecnre from the Pawkeee who have never 
yet fonnd their wftf to that retraat. Dnring thia 
time the; mibeivt chiefly on salmon, and as that 
fish dlsappeorw on the approach of aotnmn, 'Uwj 
are obliged to eeek snbsistenee elsewhere. Tb^ 
then croaB the ridge to the waters of the Hinonrl, 
down which they proceed slowly and coutioasly, 
till they are Joined near the three forks by other 
bands, dther of their own nation or of the Flat- 
heads, with whom they assodate ag^nst the 
common enemy. Being now strong In nnmbers, 
they venture to bnnt bniblo in the plains eoat- 
wud of the monntadne, near which they spend the 
winter, till the ratom of the salmon invitee them 
to the Colnmbia. Bat snch Is th^ terror of the 
Pawkeee, that a« long as they can obtain the 
seantieet rabsistence, they do not leave the in- 
terior of the mountains ; and as soon as they col- 
lect a large stock of dried meat, they again re- 
treat, and thus altematdy obtaining their food at 
the hasard of thdr lives, and hiding tiiemsdvee to 
consume it. In this loose and wandering existence 
ttuiy sufibr the extremes of want; for two-thlrdsof 
the year they are forced to live in the mountains, 
passing whole weeke witboht meat, and with 
nothing to eat but a few fleb and roots. Nor can 
any thing be imagined more wretched than their 
condition at the present time, when the salmon is 
US 
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that retiring, Them roots an becoming acaree, and 
tltey have not jet aeqnlred strongth to haiard an 
•oeonnt^ wi'Ui their ""miT, So inaeuaible are 
tlnj howeTier to thew calamlttw, that the Blio- 
ahoneea are not onlf eheertU but ereo gAj ; and 
their character, which is more intereMiug than 
that <rf anf Indiana we have Men, haa in it much 
(rftlw dignity t^ miafbrtune. In their interconrae 
with strangen they are ft«nk and commnnleatiTe, 
in their de^inga perftctly (Ur, nor haT« we had 
during our atay with them, any reoaon to anapeet 
tliat the diaplay of all our new and vaJnable 
wealth, haa tempted them into a aiu^ act of 
diahoneaty. While they hare generally shared 
with na the little they poaacaa, they haTe always 
abataiaed from beg^ng any thing from na. With 
th^ UTeUneea of t«mpM-, they are fbnd of gandy 
dreeeee, and of all aorta of amnaementa, paiticii- 
larly to gamee of h&iard ; and like moat Indiaiw 
fbnd of boaattog of tb^ own warlike exploits, 
whether real or flctitioiu. In thdr condaet to- 
wards ODrselTW, they were kind and oblii^ng, and 
thoQ^ on one ocearion they aeemed willing to 
ne^eet as, yet we acareely knew bow to blame 
the treatment by which we aofibred, when we 
recoQeeted how Aw eivlllsed chleA wonld have 
haaarded the comforts or the anbalatenee of their 
people for tiie aake of A fbw strangen. Thla man- 
iineaa of ctiaraeter mayvaose or it may be formed 
by the natnre of their govamment, which la per> 
feetly free from any reetr^nt. Each indiTidnal ia 
hia own maater, and the only control to which 
hia eondnct la aDbfected, la the advice of a chitf 
sapported by his inflnenre over the opinlona of the 
nrt (rf* the tribe. The chief himself ia In foct no 
more than the most confidential person among 
the warriors, a rank neither distinguished by any 
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external honor, nor InTeated b; anf eeremooft 
bnt grodaaJlj acquired from the good wishea <tf 
hie compaufomi and b; eaperior merit. Bneli an 
officer has therefore atrictlr do power; lie maj - 
recommend or advlee or InflnwHM, but hie eom- 
mands hare no effict on thoee irho incline to dis- 
obey, and who may at aaj time withdraw from 
thdr Toluntarj allegiance. Hi« shadowy aathor- 
ity which cannot aurriTe the conBdenee which 
■npporte it, often decays with the peraonol Tigonr 
ot the chief, or ia tran^brred to »ome more fbi>- 
tnnate or &Tonrite hero. 

In their domestic economy, the man It equally 
•orereign. The man ia the sole proprietor of hii 
wives and daaghtere, and can barter them aw^y, 
or dispose of them in any manner tie may think 
propw. The children aie seldom corrected; the 
boje, particolorly, soon become their own mas- 
ters ; they are never whipped, for they say that it 
breaks their epirit, and that after being flogged 
they never recovw thdr independence of mind, 
even when they grow to manhood. A ptnrali^ 
ofwives is very common; but these an not gener^ 
ally Biatere, as among the Minnetarees and Man- 
dona, bnt are pnrchoaed of different fothera. 1^ 
injiant dangbtera are often betrothed by the fether 
to men who are grown, dther for themselves or 
for their aona, for whom they are dedrooe of pro- 
viding wives. The compensation to the ttttitw ia 
nsnally made in horses or males; and the glri 
remaina with her parents till the age ofpubnty, 
which ia thirteen or fourteen, when ihe Is sur- 
rendered to her husband. At the same time the 
Ather often makes a present to the husband equal 
to what he had formerly received as Uie price of 
his danghter, though this return Is optional with 
her parent. Socajawea had been contracted ia 
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thii W47 before she waa tftken prisoner, And when 
we bronght her back, her b«trothed waa still 11t- 
ing. Althongb be was double the age of Saca- 
jawea, and had two other wlrea, he claimed her, 
bat on finding that she bad a child by her new 
hnaband, Chabonean, he raUnqoished hLi preten- 
done and mM he did not want hw. 

The cbaatltf of the women does not appear to 
be held in moch eetimation. The htuband will for 
a trifling present lend his wife for a night to a 
stranger, and the loan may be protracted by in- 
creasing the valne of the present. Yet strange as 
it may seem, notwithstanding this IhcHity, any 
connection of this kind not anthorised by the hus- 
band, is conddered highly ofibnaiTe and qnite as 
disgraeeAil to his character as the same tieentions- 
neee in ciTilised sodetka. The Shoshonees are not 
BO importunate in volunteering the services of 
their wives a« we fonud the Slom were; and 
indeed we observed among them some women 
who appeared to be held in more reepeet than 
those of any nation we had seen. But the mass 
of the ftmaka are condenuied, M among all savage 
nations, to the lowest and most laborious dradg- 
wy. When tbs tribe Is stationary, they collect the 
roots, and cook ; they build the hnta, dress the 
skins and make clothing; collect the wood, and 
assist in taking care of the horses on the route; 
they load the horses and have the charge of all 
the baggage. The only bnsinees of the man Is to 
fight; he therefore takes on himself the care of his 
horse, the companion of his warfare i bnt he will 
descend to no other labour than to hunt and to 
fish. He would consider himself degraded by be- 
ing compelled to walk any distance; and were he 
BO poor as to pococes only two horses, he would 
lide the best of them, and leave the other for his

iriTea knd chfldren and thcdr baggage; sad tf he 
has too man; wives or too mncb baggage fbr the 
horsey the wires have no altematiTe but to follow 
him on foot; they an not howerw often redoced 
to thoM extremities, for their stock of hortee la 
▼err ample. Notwithstanding their losiM thia 
spring thef still have at least seven hnndted, 
among which slk about fortj colts, and half that 
nnmber of mules. There are no horses beie which 
can be considered as wild ; we have seen two oalf 
on this side of the UuscIesheU river which were 
without ownns, and even those although ahj, 
showed ever; mark of having been once in the 
possession of man. The original stock was pro- 
cored from the Spaniards, but the; now raise 
their own. The horsea are generally ver; fine, of 
a good else, vigorous and patient of fUdgoe as 
well as hunger. Elach warrior has one or two 
tied to a stake near hla hut both da; and night, 
so as to be always prepared for action. The 
mnlee are obtained in the eonrse of trade from the 
Spaniards, with whose brands several <tf them are 
marked, or stolen from them b; the frontier In- 
dians. The; are the finest ftnimniM of that kind 
we have ever seen, and at this distance from the 
Spanish eolonlM are very highly valued. The 
worst are conddered as worth Ute price <tf two 
horses, and a good mole cannot be obtained for 
less than three and sometimes four horses. 

We also saw a bridle bit, stirrups and several 
other articlee which, like tiie mnlee, came from the 
Spanish colonies. The Shoehoneee say that the; 
can reach those settlements in ten da;s' march b; 
the roat« of the Yellowstone river; but we readily 
pereeiTe that the Spaniards are b; no means 
&vonrites. They complain that tlie Spaniards 
riAise to let thun have fire arms under preteoes 
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thM* thate dangaroiu we^miis will onlf induce 
tiMm to km each other. In the meantime, b&t tbe 
Shoahoneee, we Are left to the mwej of the Hin- 
aetaraea, who bftving «rma, plnnder them of their 
horaea, and pnt them to death without mutj. 
"Bat tlda ahonld not be," aajd C&meahwait 
flertely, "If we had gaoB, <Ti«t«mi o[ hiding our- 
aetvea in the monntaiiia and Uring like the bean 
on roota and berriea, we wonld then go down and 
Ure in tiie bnHUo conntr; In aplte ototir w<™)tf , 
whom we nem Aar when we meet on eqnal 
temiB." 

Aa war la the chief ooenpation, brarery la the 
Urat vlrtne among the Shoahoneea. None can 
hope to be diatingniahed without having given 
prooft of it, nor can there be any preArment, or 
influence tunoog tbe nation, without aome war- 
Uka aehterement. TboM Important event* which 
give reputation to a warrior, and which entitle 
iiiiw to a new «*ip *, u^ niHng a white bear, 
ateaUng individaaUj the horaea of the enemy, 
l«ft^i"g ont a partj who happen to be Bneceerital 
(tther in plundering horaea or deabvjing tiie 
enemy, and laaUy aealping a warrior. Theae aetm 
aeem at nearly equal dignity, but the laat, that of 
tjLHiig 411 floemy'B acalp, ia ui honour quite ind^ 
pendent of tiie act of vanquiahing him. To MB 
your adveraary ia of no importance unleaa the 
aealp is brought from tiie Beld of battle, and were 
a warrior to alay any number of his esamiea in 
action, and otbera were to obtain the acalpa or 
fitat touch the dead, they would have all tbe 
honoun, aince they have borne off the trophy. 

Although thus op[wcaaed by the Minuetareea, 

tbe Shoahoneea are stiU a very military people. 

Their cold and mgged country inutea tbem to 

fidigue; thdr long abetlnence makes tbem rapport 
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the dangers of mountain waiftre, Mid worn down 
am we saw them, bj want of mutenauce, h&*e a 
look of fierce and odrentnroiu courage. The Sho- 
ahonee wanior alwaja flgbta on horaeback; he 
poMBMei a fbw bad gnne, which are reaured ex- 
dnalTely for war, bat hie common ^^na are the 
bow and arrow, a ahidd, a buce and a weapon 
caOed b^ the GhippewaTi, bj whom it waa for- 
mari; aaed, the poggamoggon. The bow la made 
of cedar or i^ne covered on the onter aide with 
alnewB and glue. It ia aboot two and a half ftet 
long, and doee not diSte in ahape from those naed 
bj the Soox, Mandana and Minnetoreea. Bome- 
timea, however, the bow ia made of a aingle piece 
of the horn of an elk, covered on the bock like 
thoae of wood with rinewa and ^ne, and ocea- 
atonallr ornamented by a atroitd wrought of por- 
cupine qnilla aod ainewa, which ia wra4>ped round 
tlie horn near ita two ende. The bows made of 
the home of the bighorn, are atQl more priied, and 
an fbrmed bjr cementing with glne flat i^ecea of 
the horn togetiier, covering the bock with ainewa 
and glne, oad loading the whole with an unuaaal 
qnantlt; of ornaments. The arrows reaemble 
those of the other Indians except In being more 
dender than aoj we have seen. The^ are con- 
tained, with the implements (br striking Are, in a 
narrow quiver fbrmed of diSbrent Unda of skin, 
thoDgh that of the otter seems to be preferred. It 
ie Just long enough to protect the arrows from the 
weather, and ia worn on the back bjr means of a 
■trap paasing over the right ahoulder and under 
the left arm. The ahield is a drcnlar piece of buf- 
fUo hide abont two ftet four or five iDchea In 
diameter, omomeattd with ftathere, and a Muge 
ronnd it of dressed leather, and adorned or de- 
formed with paintings of strooge flguw. The 
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bnllklo hide k perftetly proof agalnat anj arrow, 
bat In the minds of th« ShoBhoneeo, Its power to 
protect tbem is efaieflj derived from the Tlrtnea 
whkh ate commiuilcat»d to It bj the oM men and 
fagi^ten. To make a shield is Indeed one of their 
most important eenmonlM: it begins b; a ftest 
to wUeb all the vanlon, old men and joffilers 
are inTtted. After the repast a hole is dug in the 
fronnd about eighteen inches In depth and of the 
same diameter ■■ the intended shield; into this 
hole red hot stones are thrown and water poured 
over them, till they emit a verj strong hot steam. 
The bnAlo skin, which most be the mtjre hide of 
a male two years old, and nerer snfibred to drj 
dnee it was taken from the animal, is now laid 
across the hole, with the flesbf side to the ground, 
and stretched in every direction by as many as 
eaa take hold of It. As the skin becomes heat«d, 
the hair separates and is taken off by the hand ; 
till at last the skin is contracted into the compass 
dedgned for the shield. It is then taken off and 
placed on a hide prepared into parehmoit, and 
then pounded daring the rest of the ftetlral by the 
bare beek of those who are invited to it. This 
operation sometimes eonUnnes for several days, 
after which it is delivered to the proprietor, and 
declared by the old men and Jugglers to be a 
security against arrows; and provided the fbost 
has been satisfoctory, ag^nst even the bullets of 
thdr enemies. Snch is the delusion, that many of 
the Indians Implieltly believe that this ceremony 
has given to the shield supernatural powers, and 
tliat they have no longer to fbar any weapons of 
their *n«mi<« 

The paggamoggon is (ui instmment, consisting 

oT a handle twenty-two inches long, made erf" 

wood, covered with dressed leather about the sise 

13& 
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ofa vhlp-hondle; at one end la a thong erf' tiro 
incbM in lengUi, which is tied to a ronnd stoiis 
weighing two ponnde and held in a cover of 
leather: at tlie other end ie a loop of the lame 
material, which is passed ronnd the wrist so as to 
swore the hold of the Insbnment, with which thej 
■trlke a verj severe blow. 

Besides these, thejr have a kind of armonr some- 
thing like a coat of mail, which is formed by a 
great man^ folds of dressed antelope skins, united 
bj means of a mixtnre of glne and sand. Mth 
this the; eover their own bodies and those of tbdr 
bones, and find it imperrlons to the arrow. 

The caparison of their horses is a halter and a 
•addle: the first is either a rope of rix or seven 
strands of bn&Uo hair plaited or twisted to- 
gether, about the •!» of a miui'e finger and of 
great strength; or merel; a thong of raw hide, 
made pliant bj pounding and robbing ; though the 
first kind is much prefbrred. The halter is verj 
loDg, and Is never taken from the neck of the 
horse when In constant nse. One end of it is first 
tied ronnd the neck in a knot and then brought 
down to the nnder jaw, round which It la formed 
Into a simple noose, paadng through the month: 
it is then drawn np on the right aide and held b; 
the rider in his kA hand, while the rest trails after 
him to some distance. At other times the knot is 
fbrmed at a little distanee from one of the ends, 
so OS to let that end serve aa a bridle, while the 
other tr^Is on the ground. With these cords 
dangling along side of them the horse is put to 
his fliU speed without ftar of fhUing, and when he 
is turned to graie the noose i» mereljr taken from 
his mouth. The saddle le formed like the pack- 
saddles used bj the French and Spaniards, of two 
flat thin boards which fit the sides of the horse. 
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and are kept togetiter bj two eroM ^eoM, one 
befbre oad the other beUnd, which riM to a con- 
riderable hedight, ending eometimei Is a flat point 
extending outwards, and bIwats making the tad- 
die deep and narrow. Under thit a pleee of buF- 
Mo skin, with the h^ on, is placed eo aa to 
prevent the robbing of the boards, and when thej 
mount the; throw a piece of skin or robe over the 
saddle, which baa no permanent cotet. When 
■tlrmpfl are need, thej conrist of wood eoTered 
with leather; bat stlmips and saddles are con- 
Tenieneea resorved for (rid men and women. The 
fonng warriors rarelj nee aaj thing except a 
small leather pad etnflU with hair, and seenred 
by a girth made of a leathern thong. In this waj 
thej ride with great oxp e rtn ess, and thej have a 
partlenlar dexterity in catching the horse when he 
is mnning at large. If he will not immediatelj 
snbmit when they wish to take him, thejr make a 
noose in the rope, and althoagh the horse majr be 
at a distance, or even mnning, rarely (Ut to flx It 
on his neck; and each is the doeiUtj oftiie animal, 
that howe'nr nnmlj he majr seem, he snrrendeni 
as soon as he ftela the rope on him. This cord le 
so naeAi] in this way that It Is nerer dispensed 
with, even when they nse the Spanish bridle, 
which tbey preAr, and ^ways proenre when they 
have H in their power. The horse becomes almost 
an ob|eet ctf attachment: a fl»onrtte is fteqnently 
painted and his ears cnt into Tarlons shapes : the 
mane and tail, which are nerer drawn nor 
trimmed, are decorated with fbatbera of birds, and 
sometimes a warrior snspesds at the breast of his 
horse the finest ornaments he poss n ss M . 

Thus armed and mounted the Bhosbonee ie a 

ibrmidable enemy, even with the feeble weapons 

which he is still obliged to nse. When they attack 
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ftt flill speed they bend ibrward &nd cover tbdr 
bodies with the shield, while with the right hand 
thef shoot under the horses neck. 

The onlj articles of metal which the Bhoshonees 
possess are a few had knives, some brass kettles, 
some bracelets or armbands of iron and brass, a 
few buttons worn as onuvmeots in tb^ hair, one 
or two spears about a foot in length, and some 
heads fbr arrows made of iron and brass. All 
tbeae thej had obtained in trading with the Crow 
or Rocky monntaln Inilians, who live on the T^ 
towstone. The few bridle-Uts and etirrupe they 
procnied from the Spanish colonies. 

The instrument which supplies the place of a 
knife SJnong them, Is a piece of flint witii no 
r^^olar form, and the sharp part of It not more 
than one or two Inchea long: the edge of this is 
renewed, and the flint itself is formed into beads 
for arrows, bj means of the point of a deer or elk 
horn, an instmment which they use with great 
art and ingennitj. There are no axes or hatchets; 
all the wood being cut with flint or dk-hom, the 
lattw of which is always nsed as a wedge In 
splitting wood. Their utensils consist, besides the 
brass kettles, of pots in the fbrm of a Jar, made 
either of earth, or of a stone found in the hills 
between Madison and Jefferson rivers, which, 
though soft and white in its nataj«l state, be- 
eomee rery hard and black aAer exposure to the 
fin. The horns of the buflhlo and the bighorn 
supply them with spoons. 

The fire is always kindled by means of a blunt 
arrow, and a piece of well-eeasonfd wood of a 
soft spongy Und, such ss the willow or cotton- 
wood. 

The Bhoshonees are of a diminutive stature, 
with thick flat feet and ankles, crooked legs, and 
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an, geatniUj speaUng, worw formed than tuij 
nation of Indiana we haTe nen. Thdrcomptoxlon 
reMmblea that of the Slooz, and !■ darkw than 
tJiat of tlie MtametanM, Uandaaa, or ShawoeM. 
The hair In both wxee ia mlftred to fUl looael; 
OT«r tlM bee and down the Bhonldera: some men, 
however, divide it hj meana of tbonga of dreeaed 
leather or otter akin into two eqnal queun, which 
hang over the ears and are drawn in front of the 
body ; bnt at the preeent moment, wlien the na- 
tdon la afflicted by the loaa of ao many relationa 
killed In war, mo«t of tbem have the hair cnt 
quite abort in the neck, and Cameahwalt haa the 
hair cnt short all over hit head, thia being tbe 
enatomary monrning for a deceaaed kindred. 

The dreaa of the men conaieta of a robe, a tippet, 
a shirt, long l^^ginga and moecaahu. The robe is 
formed moat eommonlj' of the akina of antelope, 
bighorn, or deer, though when it can be procnred, 
the bnfiUo hide ia prefbrred. Sometimea too they 
are made of beaver, moonaz, and amall wolvca, 
and fireqoently during the aammer of elk eUn. 
Tbeae are dreeaed with the hair on, and reach 
abont aa low as the middle of tbe leg. They are 
worn loosdy over the shoulders, the iddes being 
at pleasnre either left open or drawn together by 
the hand, and in cold weather kept close by a 
girdle ronnd the walat. Thia robe anawera tbe 
purpose of a cloak dnring tbe day, and at night 
is tbeir only covering. 

The tippet ia the moat elegant article of Indian 
dress we have evw aem. The neck or collar of it 
la a strip abont foor or five Inches wide, cat from 
tbe back of the otter akin, the noae and eyes form- 
ing one extremity, uid the tall another. Thia 
bdng dressed with the for on, they attach to one 
edge of It from one hundred to two hundred and fifty 
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Uttle rolls of erminB •Uu, begiinning at the Mtr, and 
proeeedioK towards the taU. Theae ermine sUiia 
an the aame kind of narrow itripe from tbe back 
ctf that animal, whkh ai« aewed round a nnall 
cord of twiated ailkgraM thick enongh to make 
the lUn tapw tovardi the tail wUeh hangs from 
the end, and are generally aboat the «1m of a 
large qiUlL Them are tied at the head into little 
hnndlM, of two, three or more according to the 
caprlc« of the wearer, and then anepended from 
the collar, and a hroad fUnge of ermine eUn i» 
Hzed eo ■■ to cover the parte where the; onite, 
which might hare a coarse appearance. little 
taHela of fringe of the same materials are also 
fbstened to the extremltiea of the tail, so aa to 
show ita hiack colour to greater advantage. The 
eentreof the collar is ftirther ornamented with the 
shells of the pearl ojster. Thos adorned, the col- 
lar is worn cloae round the neck, and the little 
rolle fUl down over the ehonlders neari; to the 
waist, ao aa to form a sort of short cloi^ which 
baa a ver; handsome appearance. Tbeae tippeta 
are verr highly esteemed, uid are given or dis- 
posed ot on important occasions only. The er- 
mine is the ftar known to the northwest tiadera 
bj the name of the white weaad, bnt Is tbe gcnn- 
Ine ermine ; and bj enconraglng the Indians to 
take them, might no douht be rendered a valnaUe 
branch of trade. These animals must be ver; 
abondant, for the tippets are in great nnmhers, 
and the constmetjon of each requires at least one 
hundred skins. 

The shirt Is a covering of dreaaed skin without 
the hair, and fbrmed of the hide of the antdope, deer, 
U^om, or elk, though the last is more rarelr 
used than an; otber for this pnrpoee. It flta the 
bod; looself, and reaches half wa; down the 
U8 
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thigh. The apotnra at tlw top i» wide coongh to 
admit tlw bmd, and boa do collar, bnt la dtlur 
left aqnare, or moat htqueatiy torminatea in the 
taa or the animal, wbicli la Mt entire, bo aa to 
fold ontwuda, though aometimea the edgea are 
est into a fHnge, and omammted vith qnills of 
tlte porcnpine. The eeama of the ahlrt are on the 
rfdea, and are riclilj Mnged and adorned with 
porcupine qoillB, tiU within five or mr incliea of tiie 
aleere, wliere it is left open, aa is also the nndn 
ride of the ileeve from tlie ahonlder to the elbow, 
wliere it flti doeelr round the arm aa low aa the 
wriat, and baa no fringe like the aidea, and the 
nnder part of the ileere abOTe the elbow. It ia 
kept np bj wide ahonider atrapa, on which the 
mannihctarer diaplaTs hie taate bj the Tariety of 
llgnrea wroo^t with porcnpine qolllB of dl^ent 
colonn, and aometimea b; beada when thejr can 
be obtained. The lower end of the shirt retaina 
the oatoral abape of the fbre legs and neck of the 
iUn, with the addition ofaaligbtftinge; the htdr 
too ia left on the tail and near tlie hoofb, part of 
wbkb laet ia retained and i^lit Into a fHnge. 

The legi^nge on generallj made of antelope 
■Una, dreeaed without the hair, and with the l^a, 
tall and neck hanging to tlksm. Each legging ia 
formed of a skin nearly entire, and reaelwa from 
ibe ankle to the upper part of the thigh, and the 
lega of tlie akin are tucked before and behind under 
a girdle ronnd the waiat. It fits doaelf to the 
leg, the tail' being worn upwuda, and the neck 
highly ornamented with fringe and porcupine 
qnilla, draga on the gronnd behind the heda. Aa 
the lega of the animal are tied round the girdle, 
the wide part of the akin la drawn so high aa to 
conceal the parta usuallj kept from view, in which 
reapect their dreaa ia much more decent than that 
ToL IL— 9 U» 
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of anj nMdon of Indians on the kOMonri. Tha 
ee&mB of the laggings dovn the ddea, are aleo 
fringed and ornamented, and occadonallj deco- 
rated with tnfta of hair taken from wflrniwi whom 
tbey have elaiii. In m^ing all theee dreena, *-^H r 
onlj thread ie the elnew taken from the baeka and 
loina of deer, elk, boSMo, or fvaj other "-"tmai 

The moccaaln Is of the deer, elk, or bofiUo skin, 
dreeead withoat tha hair, though in winter the; 
use the bo&Uo skin vlth the htirj dde Inward, as 
do most of the Indians who inhabit tha bnibJo 
conntr;. Like the Haudan moccasin, it Is mode 
with a dD^e seam on the outer edge, and sewed 
np behind, a hole bdng left at the Instep to admit 
the foot. It is varionslj ornamented with Bgoies 
wrought with porcupine qoUle, and sonMtinws the 
foong mem most fond (tf dress eo-nr it with tlw 
sUn of a polecat, and traU at their heels tJie tail 
of the animal. 

The dress of the women conslBta <rf the same 
artieles as that of their hosbands. The robs 
though smaller is worn in the sams waj: the 
moceodns are precisely similar. The shirt or 
chemise reaches half way down the 1^, is in tbs 
same form, sxcspt that there Is no shonld^-strap, 
tiis seam coming qnlts np to the shonldar ; though 
for women who give sock both sides are open, 
almost down to tha waist. It is also ornamented 
In the same waj with the addition of little patches 
<tf red cloth, edged round with beads at the skirts. 
The chieforuamratiB over the breast, where there 
an curious figures made with the usual luxury of 
ponupine quills. Like the men they hare a girdle 
round the waist, aud when either sex wishes to 
disengage the arm. It is drawn up through the 
hole near the shoulder, and the lower part of the 
•leeTB thrown behind tiia bodj. 
ISO 
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CUUim bIodb irMtr twinrtw round thdr oecki; 
grown penoD8 of both mxm prefer them ns- 
ptoded in little bnnefaM from the ear, and aome- 
ttatm intannixed with triaagnlar [rieeea of the 
diell of the peari ojetar. SometiDMe the men tie 
them in the wine way to the h«ir of the fonpart 
4tf the head, and incroaee the beaatf of It bj 
ad&is the wlnga and tails of biide, (uid partien- 
lari^ the fbathers of the great eagle or ealnmet 
bird, of which they are extremely fbnd. The eol- 
lan are formed either of eea shells procured from 
their rations to the aonthwest, or of the sweet- 
neoted graai which grows In the ndghboarhood, 
and whieh the; twist or plait together, to the 
tUckneia of a man's finger, and then cow with 
pcMcnpiiie quills of variooa colours. The first of 
Uiese is worn indiscriminatelj by both esses, the 
«eond principally confined to the men, while a 
string <tfelk's tasks Is a collar almost peenliar to 
the women and children. Another collar worn by 
the mm is a string of ronnd bonee like the joints 
of a fish's back, bnt the collar most preferred, 
beeanse moat honourable, is one of the claws of 
the brown bear. To kill one of these uniinaiT [g 
as dlstingoished an aehierement as to have pnt to 
dsath an enemy, and in fhet with thdr weapons 
is a more dangerous trial <rfeourage. These claws 
an sospsoded on a tbong of dressed leather, and 
bring ornamented with beads, are worn round the 
neek by the warriors with great pride. The men 
also frequently wear the skin of a fox, or a strip 
cS otter skin ronnd the bead in the form of a 



In short, the drees of the Sboshonees Is as eon- 
Tsolent and deesnt as that of any Indians we have 
Men. 

Tbiv haTS many mors children than might hare 
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been expected, conridcring thdr precorioiis meani 
of rapport and thdr wandering llA. Thia tauKm- 
TNileiice ie bowever balanced bj the wonderiU 
ftdlltr with which tbcir fbmolee undergo theopero- 
tlone (€ child-birth. In the most advanced «tat« 
of pregnancy they continne tbeir neoaJ oecnpo- 
tiont, which are Karcdj Interrapted longer than 
tbe men tdme of brins^ng the cbild into the 
world. 

The old men ore ftw In number, and do not 
appear to be treated with mneh tanderatM or 
reapect. 

The tobacco ued by the Bhoehonees le not 
cottiTated among them, bat obtained from the 
Indiana of tbe Rocky monntalna, and from aoma 
ot the bande of their own nation who live aooth 
of them : It la the e&me plant which la in naa 
among the Hinnetar«ee, Mondona, and lUcaraa. 

Tbelr ehl«f Intercomw with other nationa aeema 
to condat in their aaeodation with other Snake 
Indiana, and with the Flatheada when thej go 
eastward to hunt bnfihlo, and in the occaaional 
Tielta made by the Flatbeads to the waters of 
the Colombia for the porpoee of flahing. Their 
interconrae with tbe Spaniorda la mnch more rare, 
and it ftimiahes them with a few orticlea, anch aa 
mnlee, and aome bridlea, and other ornaments for 
horsM, which, aa well aa »ome of their kitchen 
nteneila, ore alao ftamiahed by the btoAM of Snake 
Indians from tbe Yellowatone. The peari orna- 
ments which they esteem so highly come from 
other bonda, whom they represent as their friends 
and rations, living to the aoathwest beyond the 
barren plains on tbe other aide of the monntains: 
tiiese relations they say inhaUt a good eonnlry, 
abonnding with dk, deer, bear, and antelope, 
where horses and mnlee are mnch more obandant 
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than thej are here, or to oae thdr own exprcMloit, 
aa namerouB am the grBsa of the plains. 

The namea of the Indiaiu variea in the coorae of 
thdr Ufb: orlglnallf giren In childhood, from the 
mem neeeosltf of distdngnlahlng ob}ecto, or from 
■ome acddeotal resemblance to external obfecta, 
the joimg warrior is Impatient to charge it by 
Bome achierenient of Ma own. Any Important 
erent, the stealing of horaea, tiie acaliring an 
enemy, or fc<iHTig iv brown bear, entitlea ^W itt 
once to a new name which he then aelecta for him- 
aetf, asd it is confirmed by the nation. Some- 
time* tlw two namea aobaiat together: thna, the 
chirf Cameahwait, which meana, "one who never 
walks," haa the war name of Tooetteeooe, or 
"black gon," which he acquired when he first 
signalised himself. As each new action gives a 
warrior a right to change hia name, many of them 
have had aeveral in the coorae of their Uvea. To 
give to a friend hla own name ia an act of high 
conrteay, and a pledge Bke that of pnlliDg off the 
moecaaln of ehicerity and hoapltalitiy. The chief 
in this way gare hie name to captain Clark when 
be flivt arrived, and he was afterwarda known 
among the Bhoahonees by the name of Cameah- 
wait. 

The dlseaaes incident to thia state of lift may be 
snpposed to be flrw, and chiefly the leanlt of aed- 
dents. We wete particularly uudoiu to ascertain 
whether they had any knowledge of the venweal 
disorder. After Inqnlring by meana of the inter- 
preter and hia wift, we learnt that they aome- 
timea anllbred from it, and that they most oaoally 
die with it; nor conld we diacover what was their 
ramedy. It is poaalble that this disease may have 
readied them In their drcoltons communications 
wHb the whites throngh the intermediate Indians;

CHAPTER XVn. 




Angaet 37.— Wo mn now ottajAtii In det«niilit- 
iDg oar route and procuring hortea from the In- 
diMU. The old goide who had been amt on by 
^■pt^iti Clark, now confirmed, by meana f^ oar 
Interpreter, what he had alreadj aaaerted, trf'a 
road np Btnj creek whkh woald lead to Indian 
eatabUahmenta on another branch of the Colnm- 
Ua: hia reporta howerer wa« contradicted bj all 
the Shoshoneea. This repreeentatlon we ascribed 
to a wish on their port to keep na with them 
dniinf the winWr, ae well for the protection we 
mif^t aObrd agalnat their enemlee, ae for the par- 
poee <tf eonaomlng our nii»diaiidlae amongat 
them ; and aa the old man promiaed to conduct na 
Umaelf, that route eeemed to be the most eligible. 
We were able to procure lome horeee, though not 
mon^ for all our porpoaee. Thla traffic, and oar 
inqniriea and conndla with the Indiana, conaamed 
the remainder of the day. 

Angagt 28.— The pnrchaae of horeee waa r^ 

■omed, and oar atock raiaed to twenty-two. 
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HftTing now eroMed mora than onu the conntrj 
wUeh separatM the head waters of the MiMonri 
from tboee of the ColumUa, we c&n designate the 
MriMt and moat ezpeditlone ronte for a portage: 
It is aa fbUowa : 

From the forks of the riTv north 60* west, fire 
milea to the point of a hill on the riglit.' then 
eontb 80° weat, tan mllea to a apot where the 
eraek ia tan mlka wide, and tlie highi*iii4» up. 
proach witUn two hnndred jarda ; aoatbweet five 
mlka to a narrow part of the bottom; then tnnir 
Ing aouth 70° west, two milea to a ereelt on the 
ri^t: thence south 80 weat, tl>ree mllea to a 
roek^ point opposite to a thicket <tf pinea on the 
bft: from that plaee woat, three miles to the gap 
where te the fountain of the Mlaeonri; on leaving 
this fountain south SO" west, six mlka aeroaa the 
dlTidlng ridge, to a mn ttom the right poadng 
aerval amalt atreama north 80° weat, fonr mllea 
orer hilly ground to the east fork of Lewie's riTcr, 
which ia here fort; ;arda wide. 

Tbnradaj £9.— Capttdn Clark loined na this 
morning, and we continued oar bargains for 
horaea. The late ndafortones of the Shoahoneea 
make the laice Idgber than common, so that one 
bOTaa cost a ^st<d, one hnndred twUs, some pow- 
der and a knift ; another was changed tar a mus- 
ket, and in thla way we olrtalned twentj-niae. 
The boraea themaelree are jonng uid vigorona, 
bat they ore very poor, and moat of tiiem have 
•ore backa in conaeqoenoe of the roughneaa of the 
Shoshonee aoddte. We are theaefora afraid of 
loading them too beaTily and an anzioas to ob- 
tain one at least for each man, to cany the iag- 
gage, or the man himself, or in the last reaonree 
to aerre aa food ; but with all onr exertions we 
coald not provide all our meo wltb horseSb We 
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ham, bomiTa', been (brtniiate Id obt^ning for the 
last three d«7i a raffident mpplf of flesh, our 
hniiten having killed two or three deer ererf 
day. 

Fiiday SO.— The weather waa fine, and havlDg 
now made aD our pnrchaaea, we loaded oor 
hrana, and pr^wied to start The greater part 
of the band who had delayed their joomej on our 
•eeonnt, were ^eo read; to depart. We then took 
onr Ibatb of the Shoehoneee, who eet out on their 
Tidt to the Hieeouri at the eame time that we 
aeeompanled b; the old gnlde, hie fonr aoni, and 
anotlwr Indian, began the deeeent of the river, 
along Htb aante road which captain Clark had 
pnrloiMl; pomted. After riding twelve milea we 
oteamped on the eonth bank of the river, and aa 
the hnnten had Inonght in three deer early in tlie 
morning we did not feel the want of proviaiona. 

SAtnrd»y Sl.—kt annrlee we reanmed our Jonr- 
nqy, and hatted for three honra on Salmon creek 
to let the hoieee graw. We then proceeded to the 
abeam called Berry ered sixteen milee ftom the 
camp (tf laat night: aa we paeaed along, the vaUeya 
and praiilea wen on Are In aeveral jdaeea, in order 
to collect the bands <tf the Shoehoneea and the 
Hatheada, tbr their fonmey to the MieeonrL The 
weather waa warm and anltry, bnt the only In- 
eooTenience which we apprehend is a dearth of 
food, of whkh we had to-day an abundance, 
having procured a deer, a gooae, one dnck, and a 
pr^rle fowl. On reaching Tower creek we left the 
former track of captain Clark, and began to ex- 
plore the new ronte, which is onr last hope of 
getting out of the mountains. For four milee the 
road, which is tolerably plain, led ns along Berry 
creek to some old Ini^an lodges where we en- 
camped for tbe nig^t; the next day, 
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Snnd»f, September 2, 280S, we foUowed Hut 
aame rood which here kA the creek and tnmed to 
the northwest ncroee the hille. During ftD da; we 
were riding orer theoe hillo, from which are man; 
drains and email etreama running into the rirer to 
the left, and at the distance of eighteen mike, 
came to a large ere^ called Hsh cred amptring 
Into the ColiHnbia which is aboat eix mike from 
VM. It had rained In the cooree of the day, and 
commenced raining again toward* evening. We 
therefore determined not to leave the low gronnde 
to night, and after g(4ng ap fleh creek four milee 
formed our encampment. The countr; onr which 
we paeetd ii wdl walked, but poor and ragged 
or aton;, except the bottoms trf* I^sh creek, and 
even theae are narrow. Two men were sent to 
pordtaw fish of the Indians at the mouth of the 
creek, and witii the dried flsb which the; obtained, 
and a deer and a few salmon killed b; the part;, 
we were still weU supiAed. Two bear also were 
woonded but we could procure netUier of them. 

MoDde^ £.— This morning all the Indians left) ns, 
except the old guide, who now conducted ns up 
fish creek: at one mile and a half we passed a 
branch of the river coming in through a low 
ground eovmd with i^ne on the kft^ and two 
and a half miles fhrther is a second branch from 
the right; after continuing our route along the 
bills covered with pine, and a low ground of the 
same growth, we arrived at the distance of three 
and a half miles at the forks of the creek. The 
road which we were following now tnmed up the 
east dde trf* theae forks, and as our guide informed 
us led to the Missouri. We wwe therefore kft 
wtthont an; toaek; but as no time was to be 
lost we began to cut our road up the west branch 
of the creek. This we efibeted with much diffl* 
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vaUj; the ttdekvta c^ tnee and bnuh throngh 
-wUeh WA ■wtxo obUged to eat oar way required 
great l&bonr; the road Itaelf wM orer the iteep 
and rocky aldee erf* the hilla where the hoTMS could 
not moTe wiUiont danger of aHpidiig dowo, while 
tiuir tet were bmiaed by tlw roeka and BtniDpe ot 
mm. Acdutomed as tlwee anlmala were to this 
kind oTUfe thej ralltoed wraely, wbntai of them 
ftU to aoiM dirtaiwe down the aidM cf the hill% 
aome tamed orer with the baggage, one waa crip- 
iried, and two gave out exhaiuted with tbtigue. 
After erooalng the creek aerend timea we at laot 
made flTe mlka, with great ftttigne and labour, 
and ancamped on tbe leA side of the creek In a 
mall atony low ground. It was not, howenr, 
tm after dark that the whole party waa collected, 
Bad then, aa it r^ned, and we killed nothing, we 
paaaed an nneomfbrtable night. The party had 
been too bnally oeenirfed with the horaea to make 
any banting exenraion, and though b« we came 
along flah creek we aaw many beaver d&mi we 
•aw none of tbe ■^"'"■■i" themadTee. In tbe 
Esorning, 

Taeed»y 8, the horHs wen Tery stiff and weary. 
We aent back two men fbr tlw load of the hone 
iriUeh bad been cripj^ed yeaterday, and whkh we 
bad been fbreed to lean two milea behind. On 
tbdr retnm we eet oat at dg^t o'clock, and pro- 
ceeded ap the creek, making a paaaage throng 
the bnuh and timber along ita borders. The 
coontoy la generally soppUed with [dne, and in the 
lowgroandsiaagreat abundance of fir treee, and 
under boshes. The mountains are high and rag- 
ged, and thoae to tbe eaat of as, covered with 
■now. With all onr precaationa the horaea were 
vary mneh injared In paaaing over tbe rldgea and 
ataep pointa of the hUla, and to add to tbe dlffl- 
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niltj, «t the dlitABce of elerai milM, tbe hlj^ 
moustaliu elond the creek, m that we wera 
obliged to laaTe the enek to tbe ri|^t, and enm 
the mooDtain abrapljy. The aeeent wm hen m> 
ateep, that Mreral erf" tbe bofMa ellpped and hnrt 
themwlTee, bnt at laat we neeeeded in aomSMtg 
tlw mountain, and encamped on a maD branch of 
Flab ereek. We had now made fourteen mllea in a 
direction neariy north from tlie river; bat thle dia- 
tanee, tliongh short, was Ytrj fhtlgnlng, and ren- 
dered BtiU more disagreeable b; the rain which 
began at Uiree o'clock. At dosk it commenced 
snowing, and continned tiU the groond was cov- 
ered to the depth of two inches, when it cbanged 
Into a sleet We lure met with a serlons mlirfbr- 
tone the last o£ oni thermometen being brokoi 
b; aeddent. After making a scanty snpper on a 
little com and a tew pheasants killed In tbe eonne 
Cft tbe da;, we laid down to deep, and next 
morniDg, 

Wedae&day 4,ttMBA tmry thing fronn,' and the 
groond cowed with snow. We wwe obliged to 
wait aome time in order to thaw the covov of the 
baggage, aAv which we began oar lonmey at 
el^t o'clock. We crossed a high mountain which 
fbrma the dividing ridge between tbe waters of tbe 
eraek we had bean ascending, and those rannlng 
to the north and west. We had not gone mora 
than six mUes over the snow, when we reached 
the head of a stream from the right, which di- 
rected Its coarse more to the westward. We 
descended tbe steep sides of tbe hilla along ita 
border, and at the distance of three mllea fbnnd a 
amaO branch coming in ttom tbe eastward. We 
■aw sevaral of the argalia, bat th^ wwe too ahy 
to be killed, and we tbei«A>ra made a dinner from 
a deer shot b; one of tbe hiintera. Then we pnr- 
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■wd tha confae of the ■treom fbr three mUea, till 
UamptieditMiriiito a river from the east. In the 
iride TaDey at their jnnetion, we dieeorered a 
large encampment of Indiau: whrai ire had 
nached tbem and alighted from onr hones, we 
vere leceiTed with great cordialitj. A eoondl 
wae immediately aaeembled, whHs robe* wen 
thrown orer our ^onldov, and the pipe of peaM 
tnbodneed. After this ceremony, aa it was too 
late to go any ftirther, we oicamped, and eontin- 
ned nuoUng and conveoving with the chiA till a 
late hour. The next morning, 

Tbmwfv 5, we aaeembled the cbicA sad war- 
liofa, and infonned them who we were, and the 
pwpooe for which we vldted their country. All 
tide waa howeTcr conveyed to them through eo 
many difltnnt langnagee, that it waa not com- 
prehended without difficulty. We therefora pro- 
ceeded to the more intelUgibie langnage (rf* pi«a- 
eota, and made fonr chieft by giving a medal and 
a amaQ quantity of tobacco to each. We received 
In torn &«m the prindpaJ chief, a preeent conaiat- 
ing of the akiDB of a braro, an otter, aad two 
aotdopea, and were treated by the women to 
aome dried roote and borlee. We then bt^an to 
trafBc for horeee, and aoeeeeded in exchaagiiig 
aeven, pnrehaalng eleven, fbr which we gave a ftw 
artielea of merchaadlae, 

Thia encampment conabrta of thirty-three tests. 
In which were aboat four hundred aoola, among 
whom eighty were men. They are called Ootla- 
aboota, and repreaent themadvee aa one band of a 
nation called Tnahepawa, a nnmerona people of 
fonr hundred and fifty traita, residing on the haada 
of the Miaeouri and Columbia rivers, and aoms (rf 
tliem lower down the latter river. In peraontheae 
Indiane are atont, and their complexion Ugbtcr 
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titAn that common among TiiJia.n« The hair of 
the men is worn Id qneoea of otter lUn, fUling 
in flroot OTor the shonlden. A ahirt of dreand 
■Un coT«ra the bod; to the knee, and on thie is 
worn oceaoloiiellj a robe. To tJieee wen added, 
leg^nge and moccaaine. The women mlbr their 
hair to foli in dieorder over the ftoe and thonldn*, 
and their chief (uticle of corerlng la a long ahlrt of 
■Un, reaching down to the anklee, and tied ronnd 
the w^nt. In other reepecte, «• also In the ftw 
omamenta which the; poeeeee, thdr appearanee 
ia similar to that of the Sboehoneee ; there la how- 
ever a difl%t«nce between the language of theae 
people wbkb Is still fhj-ther Increased bj the Tei; 
extraordinarjr pronunciation of the Ootlaahoota. 
Their worda have all a remarkably guttaral 
sound, and there ia nothing which eeems to rei»e- 
ewt the tone of their speaking more ezactly than 
the ducking of a fbwl, or the noise of a parrot. 
This pecnliaritT renders their voices scaicel; audi- 
ble, except at a short distance, and when many of 
them are talking, forms a strange confliaion of 
sounds. The common conversation we overheard, 
Gonalated of low guttaral sounds occadonaU; 
broken bjalond word or two, after which it would 
relapse and Bcareety be dlstlngaiahed. The; seem 
kind and Mendl; and wilUngl; shared with na 
berries and roots, which formed their onl; atoek 
irf proviaioaa. Their onl; wealth is their horsea, 
wUeh are vetr flue, and ao numerous that this 
part; bad wlUi them at least five htindred. 

Fiida^ 6.— We continned this morning with the 
Ootlaobooto, fhim whom we pnrehaaed two more 
honee, and proented a vocabolar; of their tao- 
goage. The Ootlaahoota est off about twoo'dock 
to ]oln the diflkent bands who were collecting at 
the three fbrks of the UissourL We onnelvea pro- 
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eeedad ftt tlw uune tima, and taking a diiwHon 
N. 80 W. croaaed witUn tbe distance of one mfle 
KBd a half, a small rlrer from the right, end a 
cnA coming in from the north. Thla rirer la the 
main atmam, and when it reaches the end irfthe 
TallB7, wbece tba mountains close tn npon it, la 
itrined by the rirer on Trhleh we encamped laat 
evening, aa w^ as b; the creek Jnat mentioned. 
To the rtrer thus fonned we gave the name of 
captain Clark, he b«dng the first white man who 
kad ever vielted Its waters. At the end of &n 
miles on this eonrae we had croaaed the vaUe^, 
and reached the top <^ a mountain eovraed with 
jHoe; thia we deeeended along the steep sidea ud 
ravinea for a mile and a half, when we came to a 
■pot on the river, where the Ootiaehoots had en- 
camped a fbw daje before. We then followed tbe 
eonne ot the river, which ie fhim twenty-five to 
thirty yards wide, shallow, stony, and the low 
gronnds on Ita bordera narrow. Within the dl» 
tanee of three and a half miles, we croaaed it 
■ertral timM, and after paaaing a mn on each 
ride, encamped on its right bank, after »n*ViTig ten 
hSm dnring the afternoon. The horaea were 
turned out to graae, bnt those we had lately 
boogfat w<Bre aeenred and watched, leat they 
■bonld eaeape, or be atolen by their former ownera. 
Onr stock of floor waa now ezhanated, and we 
had bnt little com, and aa our hnntera had kllkd 
nothii^ except two phettaantw, onr enpper con- 
dated chiefly of benlea. 

SatnrdMj, T.— The greater part of the day the 
weather waa dwk and rainy: we continnsd 
through tiw narrow low groonds along the river, 
tin at the dlataoee of eiz mllee we came to a large 
ereek from the left, ^ter whkb the bottoma widen. 
Foot mHea lower la anotho: cieek on the aame 
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■Ide, imd the ralley now extends from one to three 
milee, the mountains on the leA being high And 
bald, with enovr oa the sammita, while the conn- 
Iry to the right is open and hiUj. Four milea 
beyond thie-in a creek ninning from the enow- 
top'd monntaJna, and eeveral nins on both ddea 
of the river. Two milee from this laat ie another 
creek on the left. The afternoon waa now &r 
advanced, bat not being able to find a fit place 
to encamp we continoed six mileo ftirtlter till after 
dark, when we halted for the night. The river 
here is stUl shallow and etony, bat it Increased to 
the width of Ottj yards. The vanay tJirongji 
which we paawd is of a poor loil, and Its ftrtility 
injured by the qnantitj' of stone ecatttfed over it. 
We met two borsea which had strayed from tiie 
Indians and were now quite wild. No flsh was to 
be seen in the river, bat we obtained a wy agre» 
able BDpplj of two deer, two cranes, and two 
pheasant*. 

Snndaj S.— We set out earlj: the snow-top'd 
hills on the Uft approach the river near onr camp, 
bat we soon reached a valley fonr or Ave miles 
wide, throogh which we foQowed the coarse of the 
river in a direction dne north. We passed three 
creeks on the right, and eeveral runs emptying 
themselves into the oppodte side ctf the river. At 
the distance of eleven miles the rivw tnrned more 
towards tbe west : we parsned it fbr twrive mllea, 
and encamped near a large creek coming in from 
the right, which, from Ita being divided into tbor 
difibrent channels, we called Bcatt^ing creek. The 
valley continnes to be a poor stony land, wltli 
scarcely any timber, except some [tee trees along 
the wat«rs and partially scattered on the bills to 
the rif^t, which, as well as those on the Wt, have 
snow on them. The plant which fbrees itself most 
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on oar attmtion I« a ipedes of prickly pear mj 
eommon on tUi part of the river: it growi In 
ehuters, in an oval fbrm about the riie of a 
pjgetm'a egg, and it« thorns are to etrong and 
bearded, that when tt penetratee onr feet it brings 
away tlw pear itself. We saw two mans and a 
eolt, which, like tlie horses seen jesterday, seemed 
to liave lost thenu^ves and become wild. Our 
game to-daj consisted of two deer, an elk, and a 
iratriefowL 

Monday, 9.—Vv reenmed onr jonmef throng^ 
the TaDey, and leaving Uto road on onr right 
eroesed the Scattering eraek, and halted at the 
distance of twelve milea on a small mn from the 
east, where we breakfasted on the remans of 
jtsterdaT's hunt: we bete took a meridian alti- 
tude, which gave the latitnde of 40° 41' 88' 9: 
we tiien eontlnned, and at the dlstamce of four 
milm passed ovk to the kfl bank of the river, 
where we fbnnd a large road throngh the vellef . 
At tUs ^aee is a handsome slnam of very dear 
water, a bnndred yards wide with low banks, and 
a bed iiMmed entiiely of gravd : tt has every ^- 
pearaaee of being navigable, but as it contains no 
salmon, we presnme there most be some All be- 
low wUeh obstmcts their passage. Onr guide 
conld not inform ns where this river discharged 
Iti waters; he said that as Our as he knew Its 
eoorse it ran along the monntains to the north, 
and that not br from our present position it was 
foliHd by another stream nearly ss large as itself, 
wUeh rises In the mountains to the east near the 
Mlssonri, and Hows throngh an eztoidve vaU^ 
or open prairie. Throngh this prairie Is the great 
Indian road to the waters (rf'tbeMlMonri; and so 
direct Is the ronte, that in ftanr days* jonm^ 
from tUs idaee we mi^t reach the Missouri about 
Voi n.— 10 146

thlrtr ihUm AboTS what we colled tbe GMea of the 
Boeky monntalos, or tbe epot where the Talter of 
that rirer wldena into aa extenalTe plain on enter- 
ing tbe chain of moontaJuB. At ten mllea from 
oar camp ia a amall creek fUling In from the east- 
ward, fire mike below which we halted at a large 
■beam which empdee Itaelf on tbe west aide trf tha 
rtTer. It la a fine bold cnek of clear wat^ about 
twenty yarda wide, and we called it TrureBar'g- 
rest creek ; for ae our guide told as that ve ahoold 
ben leave tbe river, we determined to remain for 
the pnrpom of making celeetial obeerratlona and 
coUeeting some food, ae tbe eonntrjrtbroogh which 
we are to paee baa no game fbr a great dletance. 

The Talley <£ the liTcr throngh which we have 
been paaringiagenerallj a prairie from flte to dx 
milM In width, and with a cold gravellr white 
■oil The timber which It poaeeeees Is almost ex- 
cloeiTdy pine, chiefl; of tbe long-leaAd kind, with 
•ome apmce, and a apedee of fir reoembllng tbe 
Scotch fir: near the water conraea are alao eeen a 
fbw narrow-leaibd cottonwood treee, and the onlj 
underbmah ia the redwood, honeTanckle, and roee- 
boabea. Oar game was fbnr deer, three geeoe, 
fbar docks, and three prairie fbwla: one of the 
hanten brought In a red-headed woodpecker of 
the large kind common In tim United State*, bat 
tJw first of tbe kind we baTe eeen aince leaving tbe 



Taeaduf, 10.— Tbe morning being fbir all the 
hontere were aent ont, and the reet of tbe party 
employed in rep^ring their clothes: two of them 
were aent to tbe jauction of the river from the 
eaat, along which the Indluu go to the HlMoari: 
it is aboat seven miles below Travellu'e-nst 
creek; the country at the forks li seven or eight 
miles wide, level (uod open, bat with littie timber: 
US 
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Hb eoune ta to the north, and we ineHne to be- 
Ben that thie is the river vhkh theMinnetareM 
had dMcribed to ue aa nuining from aonth to 
north along the wett dde of the Rockj monn- 
talna, not fhr ftom the •ooreea of Hedidne rivtr: 
ttwre Is moreover reaeon to rappoae, that after 
going aa ihr northward aa the bead-waters c^ 
that river it tnma to the wcetward and loins the 
Taeootehetonee. Towards evening one of the 
hnntwe returned with three Indians, whom behad 
met In his esennion up Traveller's-reat creek: aa 
•oon as ther saw lilm ther prepared to attack 
Um vHb arrows, but be qnieted tliem by laying 
down his gnn and advancing towards tliem, and 
soon pereoaded tliem to come to the camp. Onr 
Sioaltoaee goide conld not speak the language of 
these people, bnt by the universal language of 
dgna and geatieulations, which is perfectly intelli- 
gible among the Indians, he found that these were 
three Tnshspaw Flatheads In pursuit of two men, 
supposed to be Shoshonees, who had stolen 
twenty-three of their horses: we gave them some 
bcdied vcoleon and a Ibw presents; such as a flsh- 
liook, a steel to sMke llie, and a Uttle powdar; 
Init they seemed better pleased with a piece of 
ribbon which we tied in the hair of each of them. 
They vrere however in such haste, lest thdr hones 
should be carried off, that two of them set off 
after sunset in quest (rf* the robbers: the third 
however woe persuaded to remain wHh us and 
conduct ns to his telations: these he said wete 
anmeorons, and resided on the Columbia In the 
fdidn below the mountains. From that plaee he 
added, the river was navigable to tiie ocean ; that 
some of his relations had been there last fhll and 
seen an old white man who resided there by him- 
sdf) and who gave them eome handkwchieft like 
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those we baTe. The distanee from thli place is 
Ave ileepe or daje' ionmej. Whoi our hontera 
had all Joined ne we found our proTWons con- 
sisted of fonr deer, a beaver, and three groase. 

The obaerration of ta4a; gave 46° 48' 38' m 
the latitnde of Travdler'S'reBt creek. 

Wednaedajf JI.— Two of oor horses having 
strayed away ws were detained alH the morning 
before they were caoght. In the meantime our 
Tnghepaw Indian became impatient of the delay, 
and set ont to return home alone. As nsoal we 
had despatched four of onr beet huntm ahead, 
and as we hoped with their aid and onr present 
stock of provirione to enbaiBt on the route, we 
proceeded at three o'clock ap the ri^t aide of the 
creek, and encamped under some old Indian hnta 
at the distance of aeven mllea. The road was 
plain and good: the valley ia however narrower 
than that which we leA and bordered by high and 
ragged hiUs to the right, while the monntaina on 
the Mt were covered with snow. The day was 
&ir and warm, the wind from the northwest. 

Thurada^ 12.— Then was a white frost tUs 
morning. We proceeded at eeven o'clock and soon 
paased a stream falling in on the right, near which 
was an old Indian camp with a bath or sweating- 
bouse covered with earth. At two miles distance 
we ascended a high, and thence cootinned throng 
a hilly and thickly timbered country fbr nine miles, 
when we came to the forks of the creek, where the 
road branches up each fork. We fbllowed the 
weetem route, and finding that the creek made a 
eonald^able bend at the distance of fbnr mlks, 
croBBed a high mountain In order to avoid the 
drcnit. The road had been very bad during the 
firet put of the day, bnt the paasage o[ the 
monntain, which was eight mlka across, was very 
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painflU to the boraw, aa we were obliged to go 
over vteep vtony aldea of bills and along the hol- 
lowa and ravinea, rendered mora disagreeable b^ 
the fUlen timber, chiefly pine, epmce pine and fir. 
We at kngth reached the creek, having made 
twentj-three mile* of a ronte eo difflcalt that 
•ome of the party did not join ne before tai 
o'clock. We found the aeconnt of the acantlneM of 
game but too tme, as we were not able to pro- 
etire an; thing during the whole of yeaterdaj, and 
to-da; we UOed only a eingle pheaa&nt. Along 
the road we obiNTed many of the pine treea 
peeled off, which ie done bj Uie Indians to procure 
the inner bark for food In the spring. 

Friday lS.~Two of the horses strayed away 
dnring the night, and one of them being captain 
Lewis's, he remained with four men to search for 
them while we proceeded up the creek: at the dis- 
tance of two mOes we came to sererai springs 
issuing from large rocks of a coarse hud grit, 
and nearly boiling hot. These seem to be much 
frequented a* there are several paths made by elk, 
deer and other uiimiUs, and near one of the 
springs a hole or Indian bath, and roads leading 
in diflbrent directions. These embarraseed our 
guide, who mistaking the road took ns three miles 
ont of the proper couree over an exceedingly bad 
route. We then fell into the right road, and pro- 
ceeded on very well, when having made five miles 
we stopped to refresh the horeee. Captain Lewis 
here Joined us, bat not having been able to find 
his horse, two men were sent back to continue the 
search. We then proceeded along the same kind of 
country which we passed yesterday, and after 
crosaing a mountain and leaving the sources (^ 
the Traveller' B-rest creek on the left, reached after 
five miles riding a small creek which also caow in

froin the leA h&nd, pMiriTif through open gladea, 
some of which were half s mile wide. The road 
which had beea as hboaI nigged (uid atonj, be- 
came firm, plain and level after qoitting the head 
of Traveller'B-rest. We fbllowed the eonm of thia 
new creek for two mile* and encamped at a spot 
where the monntaios eloee on each aide. OtJur 
monnt^na coTered with mow are in view to the 
soDtheaat and sonthweat. We wen somewhat 
more fortonate to-day in kUling a deer and aereral 
pheaaants which were of the common epeciea, ex- 
cept that the tail waa black. 

Saturday 14.— The day waa twj cloudy with 
rain and hall in the valleys, while on the top o( 
the monutaina some snow ML We proceeded 
early, and eontinning along the right side of CMade 
creek crossed a high mountain, Mid at the dis- 
tance of six miles reached the place where it is 
joined by another branch of eqool siae from the 
right. Near the forks the Toshepaws have had on 
encampment which is bat recently abandoned, for 
the grass is entirely destroyed by horses, and two 
Ash weln across the creek are still remaining; no 
fleh were however to be seen. We here pmsed 
over to the l€A; aide of the creek and began tha 
ascent of a very high and steep moont^n nine 
miles across. On reaching the other aide we fonnd 
a large branch from the left, which seems to rise 
ia the snowy monntains to the sonth and sonth- 
esst. We contlnned along the ereek two miles 
Airther, when night coming on we encamped oppo- 
slts a small island at tike month of a branch on 
the right side of the river. The moontains whkh 
we crossed to^ay were much more difflenit than 
those of yesterday; the last was particularly 
fUJgning, being steep and stony, broken by fUlsn 
timber, wtd thickly o Wgrown by pine, sproesv Br, 
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hackmatack and tamsraek. AHhonghwehadnutde 
only ierenteen milea we were all vwy wear^. The 
whole stock of *nim»i tttoi waa now ezhaiuted, 
and we therefore killed a colt, on which we made 
a hearty eappw. From thle Ineideat we called the 
last creek we hod passed from the soath Colt- 
killed creek. The rivw itedf is eighty yaida wld^ 
with a flwlft current, and a atony I'hftnnri Its 
Indian name la Kooekooakee. 

Sondaiy iff.— At an early honr we proceeded 
along the right side ctf the Kooekooekee over iteep 
rocky point* of land, till at the dlatanee of fonr 
milea we reached an old Indian flshing place: the 
road here turned to the rl^^t of the water, and 
began to aacend a mountain: trat the fire and 
wind had proob-ated or dried almoet all the tim- 
btf on the Boath ^e, uid the aacenta were ao 
■teep that we were forced to wind In every direc- 
tion round the high knoba which constantly im- 
peded onr progress. Bereral of the horaee lost 
thdr foot-bold and eUpped : one of them which 
was loaded with a deak and small trunk, rolled 
over and over for forty yarda, till Us fUl wae 
■topped by a tree. The deek was broken ; but the 
poor animal escaped without maeh injury. After 
clambering in this way fbr fonr miles, we came to 
a high enowy part vf the monntain where was a 
spring of water, at which we baited two honrs to 
refresh onr horses. 

On tearing the Mprlag the road continued tm bad 
as it was below, and th^ timber more abundant. 
At fonr miles we reached the top of the mountain, 
and fo i ea edn g no chance of meeting with water, 
we encamped on the northern side of the rnotm- 
taln, near an old bank of snow, three fbet deep. 
Some of this we melted, and sapped on the re- 
mahiscrf'the colt killed yesterday. Onronlygama 
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to-d»f wa> two pbeaaante, and tbe honM on 
which we fatenlated as a iMt rMonrce begls to 
fUt tu, for two of them were eo poor, aad won 
ont with fiitigne, that we were obliged to leare 
them bdilnd. All aromid ue an hi^ nigged 
monntalu, among which !• a loAy range from 
iOBtheett to northwest, whow tope are without 
timber, and In eome places coTered with snow. 
The night was cloudy and tht cold, and three 
hours befbre daybreak, 

Moztdtij 18, it began to snow, and continued all 
day, lo that by erening it was dx or ei^t Inches 
deep. Thii eovered the track so eompletely, that 
we wwe obUged eonstaotly to halt and "»'"*^ 
last we should lose tJte route. In many idaees we 
had nothing to guide us taaepb the bnuKbes <tf the 
tnes which, being low, have been rubbed by tbe 
burdens of tbe Indian horses. The road was, like 
that of yesterday, along steep hill aides, ob- 
stmeted with fUlen timber, and a growth of ei^t 
different species of pine, eo thickly strewed that 
the snow &lls from them as we pass, and keeps 
US eontinuaUy wet to the sUn, and so cold, that 
we are anxlone leet onr Aet should be fromi, ae 
we ham only t.Mn moocaalns to defbnd them. 

At noon we halted to let the horses fted on 
some long graaa on the south dde of the moun- 
tains, and eodeaTonred by ■"*""g fires to keep 
onrselT«a warm. As soon as the horses were i»- 
freshed, eiqittdn Clark wmt ahead with one man, 
and at tint distance oS lAx miles reached a stream 
from the right, and prepared fires by the time of 
onr arriTal at duek. We ha« encamped In a pleee 
oflow ground, thickly timbraed, bnt scandy large 
enough to permit as to Ue lerd. We had now 
made thirteen mlka. We wwe all very wet, cold. 
and hungry; but ^though befi»e sstUng ont tUa 
IfiS 
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war^ag, m had aeen fimr deer, yet we conld not 
proesn uij d tbatn, and were obliged to kUl a 
neond eolt for onr rapper. 

Taeadaj 17.— Our horme became ao miieh eeat- 
ttred dnring tbe nljlit, that we were dvtaiaed till 
om o'eloek before the; were aU collected. We 
tlm eontinned our route over high rough knoba, 
and ■ereral dralna and •prlnga, and along a ridge 
of eoanlrj aeparatlBg the waters of two email 
riiwa. Tbe road wae etJU dlfflcolt, and aereral of 



so Uiat we were nnable to adTaoee more than ten 
mllea to a email stream, on which we encamped. 

We had Ulled a ftrw pheaaante, hot theae being 
tnaoOcient fbr onr anbelMtance, we killed another 
of the coHa. Thla want of jvoTlelana, and the 
^:treme fktigna to whkh we were rabjected, aad 
the drearf proapecta befoie na, began to dlaiMt 
the man. It waa UiereAire agreed that capt^n 
Clark ahonld go on ahead with tdx hnntera, and 
■DdeATOV to kill aomethlng fbr the mpport of the 
par^. He thereAiie aet ont, 

Wadamday IS, eailjr is the morning in hopea of 
UtiMng a lerel eountrj'' from which he might aend 
back aome game. Hie roste lay 8. 86° W. along 
the aame high dlTlding ridge, and the road waa 
•till Tery bad; but he moved on raiddl;, and at 
the dtotance of twaatj milea waa lejoieed on dia- 
eorering fkv off an arteudTe ^ain towards tbe 
weak and aonthweat, bonnded b; a hl|^ mona- 
taln. He halted an hour to let tbe horsee eat a 
litUe graaa on Uie hill ddea, and then went on 
twelve Bad a half mllea tUl be reached a bold 
tmk, running to tb6 Mt, on which he encamped. 
To thia stream he gave the verjr appropriate name 
of Himgr; creek; for baring procured no game, 
the; had nothing to eat. 
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In the meBntinw we were dstftined till atttr 
wigbA o'clock bj the Iom of one of our horwa 
whkh had atrAjei a,wa,y and eoold not be foond. 
We then ivoeeeded, but hftTlng eoon flniahed the 
remAlndtf ot tJte colt killed jmleria,j, Mt the 
want of proTUona, Thkh wom more aendble from 
onr meeting wtth no water, tiU toward* nlghliUl 
we found eome in a ravine among the hiile. By 
polling on cnir horeee almoet to their ntmoet 
atrength, we made d^^teen milea. 

We then melted aonte onow, and anpped on a 
little portable aonp, a ftweanlaten<tf width, with 
about twenty weight of bear'a oD, are our only 
remaining wuymii gf mbaiatenoe. Oor gnna are 
aearcelj of any anrice, fbr tiien ia no living 



pheaaanta, a amall apedea of gray aqnirrd, and a 
blue Urd of the vnltore kind abont the inte of a 
turtle dove or fay, and even theae are difficult to 
ahoat. 

liandaf 19.— Cttptain Clark proceeded up the 
creek, al<Mig wtieh the road woa more etaep and 
atonj than any he had jet pawed. At alx milea 
dlataoce he reached a amall plain, in which he 
fortnnatelj foond a horae, on which he break- 
ftated, and hnng the rest on a Iree for the part; 
in the rear. Two mika beyond thia he kft the 
creek, and eroaaed three hi^ monntaina, rendered 
almoat impoaaable from the ataepneaa of theaaeent 
and the quantity of follen timber. Aiter clamber 
log over theae ildgea and moontalna, and rtunriniT 
tlie heada of aome branchea of Hnngry creek, he 
came to a luge creek mnning weatwatd. This he 
followed fbr fonr milea, than turned to the right 
down the mountain, till he came to a small creek 
to the leA. Here he halted, having made twenty- 
two mHaa on hla eouw, aonth eighty degiaai 
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mat, though tiw winding route over th« monn- 
Mni almoot donbkd the distance. On deaeending 
the lamt mountain, the lieftt became much more 
acoalble after the extzeme cold he liad experienced 
for acmral daja past. Bealdeethebraakfhatlntlw 
morning, tvo pheaaaate wm their only fbod dur- 
ing the day, and the onlj kindi oTbirdfl the; aaw 
were the bine laj, a unall whlto-heoded hawk, a 
larger hawk, erowe, and raTene. 

We fbDowed aoon aA«r annriae. At iix milee the 
tldge terminated and w« had before na the cheer- 
ing proqieet at the large plain to the aonthweat. 
On leftTiog the r1dg» w« ag^n aacended and went 
down aerwal mountains, and iix mllea flirther 
came to Hungry creek when it was flfteen yards 
wld^ and receJTed the wat«ra of a branch from 
the north. We went np It on a courae nearly due 
weat, and at tliree miles croaaed a second branch 
iowing from the same qnarter. The country is 
ttiickly eoTcred with pine timber, oT which we 
have ennmerated eight distinct species. Three 
milea beyond this last br&ivh of Hungry creek we 
encamped, atter a fbtigolng route of eighteen 
milea. The road along tlie creek Is a narrow 
rocky path near the borders of very high pred- 
pieea, from which a fUl seems almost Ineritable 
destiiiiedon. One of our horses slipped and rolling 
over with bin load down the hill side, which was 
nearly perpendicular and strewed with large Ir- 
regular rocks, nearly a hundred yarda, and did 
not atop till he fell into the creek : we all expected 
be was UDed, but to our aatoniehment, on taking 
oirblB load, he roBe,'and seemed bnt little injured, 
and in twenty minntos jHoceeded with his load. 
Having no other provlrion we took some portable 
•oup, our only refteshment during the day. This 
•battoenee, Joined with fhtigue, haa a Tlilbie efitet 
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on our health. The men ue growing weak and 
losing their flesh rerr fiwt: Mveral ttn afflicted 
with the dyaento';, and ernptioni of the lUn an 



F^a^y ro.— Captain Clark went on throngh a 
eonntry aa ragged as nsnal, till on paaaing a low 
monntain he came at the distance of fbnr miles to 
the forks of a large creek. Down this he kept on 
a conrse sonth 60° west for two miles, then tam- 
ing to the right, continned oni a dividing rUgv 
where were the heads of aereral little atreaou, and 
at twelve milea distance descended the laat of the 
roekj monnt^na and reached the level conntr;. 
A beantUhl open plain partially supplied with pine 
now presented itodf. He continued for Ave miles 
when he discovered three Indian boys, who, on 
observing the party, ran off and hid themselves in 
the grass. Captain Clark immediately alij^ted, 
and giving his horse and gnn to one of the men 
went after the boys. He soon relieved their ap- 
prehensions and sent them forward to the village 
about a mile off with presents of small pieces of 
ribbon. Soon after the hojs had reached home, a 
man cune oat to meet the party, with great cau- 
tion, but he conducted them to a large tent in the 
village, and aQ the inhabitants gathered ronnd to 
view vritb a mixture of tbar and pleasure theee 
wonderftal strangers. The cond actor now in- 
formed e^>tain Clark by signe, that the spadona 
tent was the residence of the great chief, who had 
set out three days ago with all the warriors to 
attack some of their enemies towards the south- 
west; that he would not return before fifteen or 
eighteen days, and that in the meantime there 
were only a ftw men left to guard the women and 
children. They now set before them a small [dece 
of bnfiUo meat, some dried salmon, berries, and 
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■ercnl kinds of roota. Among Uum lact It one 
wUeh la ronnd «nd mnch Uke an onion In ap- 
pearance and cweet to the taete: It !■ called 
qntunaoh, and it eaten either In Ita natural etatA, 
or boiled Into a kind of aonp or made Into a cake, 
whkh ie then called paaheco. After the long ^>- 
etinence title waa a enmptnoni treat; ■we retomed 
the kindueae of the people by a few small presents, 
and then went on In company with one of the 
ehieft to a second Tillage in the same plain, at the 
diatanceof two mllea. Here the party waa treated 
with great kindneaa and paaeed the nlgiit. The 
hnnters wwe sent ont, bat ttaonf^ they saw eome 
tracks of dear wve not abie to procure any 
thing. 

We were detained till ten o'clock before we conld 
eoQeet onr aeattered horaea; we then proeeeded fbr 
two mllea, when to onr great joy we fbond the 
horse whkh captain Clark had kiUed, and a note 
apprbdng ne of bla Intention of going to the plains 
towards ths southwest, and collect proviMona by 
the time we reached him. At one o'clock we 
halted on a amoll atream, and made a hearty 
meal of horse flesh. On examination it now ap- 
pearad that one of the horaea was missing, and 
the man in whose charge he had been, was di- 
rected to retnm and learch fbr him. He came 
bock in abont two faonra without harlng been 
able to find the horse; bnt aa the load was 
too ralaabls to bs lost, two of the beet woods- 
men were directed to continne the search while we 
pt>eseded. Onr general coarse was aonth 35° 
west throngh a thick (breat of large pine, which 
has fUlen In many placee, and very much ob- 
strncta the road, ^ter making abont fifteen miles 
we encamped on a ridge whwe we conld find bnt 
Bttla graaa and no water. We ancceeded, howsrer, 
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In procuiiig a little trota a distance, and mippad 
on the nmalndflr of th« bone. 

On deacending the bdghts of the moontoina tlie 
•oil becomes grodualij more fertile, and the land 
throng which we passed this evening. Is of ut 
excellent qntdit^. It has a dark gri^ boD, though 
Tef7 broken, and with large m nnae a of gray Qree- 
stone above the ground in many places. Among 
the T^retable prodoctions we distinguished the 
older, honeTBuckle, and huckleberry, common in 
the United States, and a species of honeTsockle, 
known only westward of the Bockj monntaios, 
which rises to the height of aboat fonr feet, aod 
bears a whiw berry. There Is also a plant resem- 
bling the chokecherry, which grows in thick 
dumps ei^t or ten feet Ugh, and bears a black 
berry with a sin^ stone of a sveetlsh tostit 
Tbs arbor vltae too, is very common, and grows 
to a great sise, being from two to six feet in 



Saturday 21.— The free nse of food, to whieb be 
bad not been accostomed, mode captain Clark 
very sick both yesterday evening and daring the 
whole of to-day. He therefore sent oat aU the 
hunters and remained himself at the village, as 
well on Bceoont of his sickness ss fbr the porpose 
of avoiding suspicion and collecting infbrmAtion 
from the Indians as to the route. 

The two villages conafet of about thirty doable 
tents, and the Inhabltonbi call themselves Chopan- 
nish or Pierced-nose. The chief drew a chart of 
the river, and explained, that a greater chlsf thui 
himself, who governed this village and was cajled 
the Twlated-hair, was now fishing at the Mmtjinrt, 
of half a day's ride down the river: his chart made 
the Kooskooskee fork a little below his camp, a 
sectmd fbrk below, still fhrtber on a large braoeh 
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flowed In on each dde, below which the river 
pueed the monntains: hare wm a great fUl of 
water, near which lired white people, fh>m whom 
were im)CDi«d the white beoda and brav orna- 
menta worn bj the women. 

A chief of another band made a TUt tUa mors- 
ing, and smoked with captain Clark. Thehnnteca 
ntomed wtthont having been able to klD an; 
thing; captain Clark pnrchaaed aa mnch dried 
•abnon, roots and berries aa he eoald, with the 
few artlclee he chanced to hare in hie pocket*, (u>d 
having sent them bj one of the men and a hired 
Indian back to captain Lewie, he went on to- 
wards the camp of the Twlsted-halr. It was four 
o'clock before he aet out, and the night aoon came 
on; bnt haring met aa Indian coming from the 
itnt, they engaged him b; a present of a neck- 
cloth, to guide them to the Twiated-hair'a camp. 
For twelve miles the; proceeded through the plain 
before the; reached the river hOls, which are ver; 
Ugh and steep. The whole valle; from these hills 
to the Bock; mountain i« a beaatlM level coon- 
toy, with a rich soil covered with grass; there is 
however, bnt little timber, and the ground is 
badl; wata«d : the plain Is so mucb lower than 
the sarToaitdlng hillt, or so much sheltered b; 
them, that the weather 1» quite warm, while the 
cold of the monntains was extoeme. From the 
top of the river hillB the; proceeded down for 
three milea till the; reached the water dde, be- 
tween dBvea and twdve o'clock at night: here we 
found a small camp of five equaws and three chil- 
dren, the chief himself bdng encamped, with two 
others, on a small island In the riw: the gnlde 
called to him and he soon came over. Captain 
Clark gave him a medal, and the; a 
gether till one o'clock. 

ISB 
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We could not met out till titma o'clock, beeooM 
bdng obliged in the erening to looaea our honM 
to eiuible them to find mibriatence, it !■ alwars 
difflcnlt to collect them in the morning. At that 
hoar we continued along the ridge on which we 
bad elept, and at a mile and a half reached a 
large creek ranning to our kA, Juat ahove it* 
jnnction with one of ila branches. We proceeded 
down the low groonds of thie creek, which are 
leTel, wide, and heavilj timbered, bat tamed to 
the right at the distance of two and a halfmilee, 
and b^an to paea tlie broken and hill; conntij; 
bnt the thick timber had Alien in eo maaj plana 
that we could aearcelr make our way. After go- 
ing five miles we paased the creek on which cf^ 
tain Clark had encamped during the night of the 
ItHih, and continued five toilea ftarther over the 
aame kind of road, till we came to thefbrkaofa 
large creek. We croeeed the northern bruich of 
tiiie etream, and proceeded down It on the west 
dde Ibr a mile ; here we fonnd a amall pl^n wheta 
there waa tolerable graae ibr the honea, and 
thwefbre remained during the night, having mmii* 
fifteen mlka on a coarse S. 80* W. 

The arbor vltae increaaee In Bin and qnanti^ 
at we advance: eome of the treee we paeaed to- 
Any being capable of forming periogues at leoat 
fbrt7-flve feet in length. We were to fbrtunata 
also a« to kill a fbw pheaaaate and a prairie wolt 
which, with tbe remainder of the boras, enppUed 
na with one meal, the laat of our provWona, onr 
food fbr the morrow bdng wholly dependent on 
the chance of onr gnne. 

SuDfJaj', .?^.— Captain Claik paaaed over to the 

ieland with the Twisted-hair, who aeemed to be 

cheerflil and mncere in hie eondnct. The rlv«r at 

thla place ia about one hundred and aiztf yarda 
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-wide, bat tm e r r upl ed by shoals, and the loir 
gnnndfl on ite bord<n on uutot. The hnnten 
broogfat in three deer; after whkh captain Clark 
left his portj, and accompanied by the Twisted- 
hata and his son, rode hack to the village, irhera 
be aniTed ahont sunset: they then walked np to- 
gether to the second village, where we hod jnst 
orriTfid. We had intended to set ont early, but 
one of the men having neglected to hobble his 
horse he strayed away, and we were obliged to 
wait till nearly twelve o'clock. We then proceeded 
on a western course for two and a half miles, 
when we met the hant«rs sent by tafUihi Clark 
from the village, seven and a half miles distant, 
with jffovlsionB. This supply was most seasona- 
ble, OS we had tasted nothing rinee last night, 
and the fish, and roots, and berries, in addition to 
a crow which we killed on the roate, completely 
■atisfled onr hnnger. Afbex this rtftesbment we 
inoeeeded in mncb better spirits, and at a tbw 
mUee were overtaken by the two men who had 
been sent back sAer a horse on the 30th. Th^ 
were perftetly exhausted with the fbljgne of walk- 
ing and the want of fbod ; bnt aa we had two 
^aie horses they were monnted and brought on 
to the village. 

They hod set out aboat three o'clock in the 
•ftvnoon of the 20tb with one horse between - 
them : atier erosdng the monntain they came to 
the place where we bod eaten the horse. Hera 
ttey encamped, and having no food made a flra 
and roasted the head of the horse, which even our 
appetites had spared, and sapped on the ears, 
lUn, lips, Ac of the animal. The next morning, 
SlBt, tliey fbnnd the track of the horee, and pnr- 
solng it recovered the saddle-bags, ajid at length 
obont eleven o'clock, the horee himeel£ Bdng 
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now both moimted, they Mt oat to return and 
tlept at a imntll Btretun l daring the dor tliej K ft ^ f 
nothing at all except two pheasants, which were 
•o torn to pieces bj the shot, that the Iwad and 
legs were the only parta flt fbr food. In this ritn- 
ation they found th« next morning, 32d, that 
daring the nlgbt their hortea bad nm awaj from 
them or been stolen by the Indiana. They 
searched for them until nine o'clock, when seedng 
that they coold not recover them and fbarflil irf" 
starring if they remaned where they wen, they 
set ont on foot to join ns, carrying the saddle- 
bags altamatdy. They walked aa fhat aa they 
could during the day, till they reached ua in a 
deplorable state of weakness and inanition. 

ka we approached the Tillage, most of the 
women, thongb apprised of onr being expected, 
fled with their children Into the uedghbonrlng 
wtKids. The men, bowerer, rec^ved us withont 
any apprehension, and gave na a plenUfbl supply 
of proTislons. The plains were now crowded with 
Indians, who came to see the persons of the 
whites, and the strange things they brooght with 
them: but aa our guide was perftetly a stranger 
to their language we conld convene by slgna 
only. Our Inquiries wen chiefly directed to the 
situation of the country, the conrsee of the riveTs, 
and the Indian Tillages, of all which we recdved 
information ftom several of the Indians, and aa 
their accounts varied but little from each other, 
we wen induced to place confldence in them. 
Among otben, the Twleted-balr drew a chart of 
the river on a white elk sUn. According to this, 
the Kooakooekee forks a Aw miles from this 
place; two days towards tiie south is another and 
larger fork on which the Shoshonee or Snake In- 
diana fish: five days' ]oumey fhrther is a lai^ 
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liTH from ttie northwest into which Clark'i H-nr 
emptiM itaelT: from the mooth of that river to the 
fltllB le five dajB' lonmef ftartlMr: on aJl the forks 
aa well a« on the main river great nombere of 
Indiana reaide, and at the folia an eetablishments 
ofwhltaa. HtlawaathestorroftheTwlBted-hair. 
Moaday 23. — The chieft and warriora were all 
aaaembted tbia morning, and we explained to them 
where we came from, the obiecta of onr vlaiting 
them, and oar padfie intentioni toworda all tha 
Indiana. Thle b^g conveTed bj elgna, might not 
hare been perfbctlj comprehended, bat appeared 
to give perftct aatisfliction. We now gave a medal 
to two of the chieft, e, abirt in addition to the 
medal already recdved bj the Twiated-balr, and 
delivered a flag and a handkerchief fbr the grand 
chief on his retom. To theae were added a knlfb, 
a handkerchief and a amall piece of tobacco for 
each chief. The Inhabltanta did not give oa anj 
provlaiona gratnltoualf. We therefore porcbaaed 
a qnuttitr of flab, berrlea (chleflf red bawa) and 
roota ; and In the aAemoon went on to the second 
village. The Twiated-halr Introduced oa into hia 
own tent, which conaiated however of nothing 
more than pine boahea and bark, and gave na 
aome dried ealmon boiled. We contlnoed onr pnr- 
ehaaea, and obtained aa mnch provlalon aa onr 
boraee coold carry in their present weak condi- 
tion as for aa the river. The men exchanged a 
few old caniatera for dreseed elk aklne, of which 
the; made shirte: great crowds of the nativea are 
round na all night, but we have not jet misaed 
any thing except a knlA and a few other article* 
Stolen yesterday from a ahot poach. At dark we 
had a hard wind from the aoathwest accompanied 
with rain which lasted half an hoar, bat in the 
morning, 
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Taeadny S4, the wMther vm fUr. We Mot 
baek Colt^ in ee&reh of the hones loat Id the 
monntalns, and haTing collected the net let oat 
at ten o'clock along the eame route already paawd 
by captain Clark towards the rlTcr. All round 
the Tillage the women are biuily employed la 
gathering and dreealng the paeheco root, of which 
large qnantitiea are heaped np In pike over the 
plain. We now felt aemely the conseqnence of 
eating heartily after onr late prlTatione : captain 
Lewie and two of the men were taken very lU 
lact eTening, and to-day he could acanely alt on 
Ue faoree^ while others were obliged to be pnt on 
horaeback. and tome from extreme weaknees and 
pain, were forced to lie down along dde of 
the road for eome time. At enneet we reached the 
island wbcce the hnntara had been Ittk on the 
S3d. They had been onsncceerftal, hariug killed 
only two deer since that time, tuid two of them 
are very cdek. A little below this island Is a 
larger ooe on whkh we encamped, and adminis- 
ttni Buh's pUIs to the sick. 

Wednwday 25.— The weather was vwy hot, and 
oppresdre to the party, most of whom are now 
complaining of sickneae. Onr altnation indeed, 
rendered it necessary to hnsband onr remaining 
strength, and it was determined to proceed down 
the river In canoee. Captain Clark therefore eet 
oat with the Twisted-hair and two yoang men. In 
qnest of timbw for canoee. Ae he went down the 
river he crossed at the distance of a mile a creek 
from the right, which from the rocks that ob- 
stmcted its passage, he called Bockdam river. 
The hills along the river are high and steep: the 
low gronnds are narrow, and the aavigatioa of 
the river embarrassed by two rapids. At the dis- 
taoce of three miles flirther he reached two nearly 
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equal fbrka of the river, one of which floored In 
from the north. Here he reated fbr cm hour, and 
cooked a few ealmon whkh one of the Indiau 
canj^t with a gig. Hwe too, he wae Joined b^ 
two canoee of Indiana from below: Oiey were 
long, steady, and loaded with the fttmitnre and 
proTlrione of two fkmiUea. He now eroased the 
Booth fork, BJid retomed to the camp ou tlte eontb 
■ide, through a narrow pine bottom the greater 
part of the waj, in which wae fonnd much fine 
timber fbr canoes. One of the Indian boats wtth 
two men, set out at the same time, and snch wm 
tbelr dexterity In managing the pole, that tbey 
reached camp within fifteen minatea after kim, al- 
thoDgb tliej had to drag the canoe om three 
rapida. He found captain I^ewia, and sereral of 
the men still very elck; and diatrlbnted to anch aa 
were in need of it, aalta and tartar emetic. 

Tbtmdaj' 26. — Having resolved to go down to 
aome spot ealcniated for bnilding canoea, we aet 
out earl; this morning and proceeded five mHea, 
and encamped on low gronnd on the south, oppo- 
eite the forks of the river. Bat so weak were the 
men that eeveral were taken elck in coming down; 
the weather being oppressively hot. Two chieft 
and their femiliea followed ns, and encamped with 
agreatnamberorhoraea near ne: and soon aft«r 
our arrival we were ]<dned by two Indians, who 
came down the norUi fork on a raft. We pnr- 
ehaaed aome freah salmon, and having distribnted 
azea, and portioned off the labour of the party, 

Friday 27, at an early honr, the preparationa 
for making five canoea. Bnt ftw of the men, how- 
ever, were able to work, and of these several were 
soon taken ill, as the day proved very hot. The 
hnnten too, returned withont any game, and 
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■erionilf indispoaed, tc that neartr the whols 
party waa now 111. We proeored Bome fnab mI- 
mon; and Colter, who now returned with one of 
the horaea, brought half a deer, which wa« t««7 
nonriahlng to the invalida: aeTerat Indiana from 
a camp below, eame np to aee na. 

Satnrdajr SS.^Tbe men conttnne ill, thoogh 
■ome of tboM flrat attacked are recovering. Thdr 
genwal complaint is a faeaTineaa at the atomach, 
and A lax, which la rendered more painfiil bj the 
heat of the weather, and the diet of flab and roota, 
to which the; are confined, aa no game la to be 
procnred. A nnmber of Indiana collect oboat na 
in the conrae of the daj to gaie at the atrang* 
appearance of every thing belonging to na. 

SundOiy 29.— Tho morning waa cool, the wind 
from the aonthweat ; but In the afternoon the heat 
retomed. Tbe men continue ill ; bnt ail thoae who 
are able to work are occupied at tlie canoea. Tbe 
epirlta of the party were mnch recruited by three 
deer bron^t in by the hnntera ; and the next day, 

Monday SOtb, the alck began to recroit tlieir 
■trength, tlie morning being tail and pleoaont. 
The Indiana paaa in great nnmbera np and down 
the rivw, and we obaerre large qnontitiea of amall 
dnck going down thia morning. 

Tueedaj, October 1, 3505,— The morning waa 
cool, the wind eoaterly, bat the latter part of the 
day waa warm. We were rlsited by aereral In- 
diana from the tribea below, and othera from the 
main aoath fbrk. To two of the moat dietin- 
gniabed men we made preaento of a ring and 
brooch, and to flre othera a piece of ribbon, a 
little tobacco, and the flith part of a neckcloth. 
We now dried onr elothea and other artlclea, and 
aeleeted aome articlee ancb aa tbe Indiana admire, 
in order to pnrcbaae aome proTlaiona, oa we have 
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nothing UA except a little dried flsh, which oper- 
ates M a complete pnrgatiTe. 

Wedaeaday 2.~-tb» &a,j In -nrj warm. Two 
men were sent to the village with a qnantitf of 
theee articlee to pnrchaae food. We are now re- 
dnced to roots, which produce violent palna in the 
Btomacb. Ottr work continned aa nenaJ, and 
msnf of the party an couvaleeeent. The hnntera 
retnined in the afternoon with nothing bnt a 
■mall prairie-wolf, ao that onr proviaionB being 
exhausted, we fclUed one of the borsea to eat, and 
provide aonp for the aick. 

Tbunday 5.— -The fine cool morning and eaat- 
tr\y wind had an agreeable eflbct upon the party, 
moet of whom are now able to work. The In- 
diana from below left tu, and we were viMted bj 
others from different qnartera. 

Frid&y 4. — Again we had a cool east wind from 
the mountains. The men were now mneh better, 
and captain Lewis himself so for recovered as to 
walk about a tittle. Three Indians arrived to-day 
from the Great river to the sonth. The two men 
also returned from the village with roots and 
fish, and as Ute flesh of the horse killed jeeterdaj 
was exhausted, we were confined to that diet, 
ahbongb nuwholeeome as well as unpleasant. 
The afternoon was warm. 

S&tard&y 5.— The wind eaet«rly, and the 
weather eooL The canoes being nearly finished It 
became neceaaory to diapoae of onr horwe. They 
were therefore collected to the nnmber of thirty- 
edght, and being branded and marked were deliv- 
ered to three Indians, the two brothers and the 
son of a chief, who promisee to accompany us 
down the river. To each of these men we gave a 
knifb and some small articles, and they agreed to 
take good care of the horses till onr return. The 
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hnoten with all thdr diUgenn ub mubte to UH 
anj thing, the hills beliig high and ragged, and 
the woodm too drj to hont deer, which Is the 
only game in the eoontrr. We therefore continoe 
to eat dried Aib and roota, which are pnrchaaed 
from the aqoawi, by nwaiw <tf nnaD preemts, but 
ehMj white beads, of which thej are exteara- 
gantly fond. Some of theie roota eeem to poowee 
very acttn properties, for after sopping on them 
tills evening, we were swelled to sneh a degree as 
to be scored able to breatlie for seTeral bonrs. 
Towards night we laonched two canoes wliieh 
ptT)Ted to be TCTj good. 

Samiay S.— This morning is again cool, and tiie 
wind eoaterl;. The general course of tin winds 
seems to reeemble that which we obserred on the 
east side of the moautaln. While on the head 
waters of the Hlaeoari, we bad everj- morning a 
cool wind from the west. At this place a cool 
breeie springs np during the lattw part of the 
night, or near darbrwok, and eontlnnes till aeren 
or eight o'clock, when It subsides, and the latter 
part of the day la warm. Captain Lewie is not 
so well OS be was, and captaLa Clark was alao 
taken UL We had all our saddlee buried In a 
cache near the rlTer, about half a mile below, and 
deposited at the some time « canistw of powder, 
and a bag of baQs. The time which could be 
spared from onr labours on the canoes, was de- 
ToMd to some astronomical obeerratjons. The 
latitude of our camp as deduced from the mean of 
two obeerrationa la 46° 84' 56' 8 north. 

Mondaj 7.— Thia momiog all the c&noea were 
put In the water and loaded, the oara fixed, and 
erery preparation made for aettdng out, but when 
.we were all ready, the two chJeb who had prom- 
ised to accompaiyr ua, were not to be found, aad

■t the noM ttnw we ipImbiI a pipe tom&hawk. 
We thenfoie proceeded without tbem. Below the 
fcrte ttaie river ie called the Kooekooekee, and ie 
aelearr^ridetreua, wttbaniimbworehoale and 
arnuntt places. For eome milee the hills are eteep, 
tlie low sronade narrow, bat then aueeeeda an 
open eouitrjr with a fbw treee ecattered along tiie 
river. At the dlitaaee of nine mllee 1» a amall 
cfeek on the left. We paeeed in the eonne of the 
daj ten rapide, In deecendlog which, one of the 
eaooea etnwfc a rock, and epmng a leak; we how- 
ever eoBtinued fiw nineteen miles, and encamped 
on the left dde of the river, oppodte to the month 
of a fTi|**J1 mn. Here t-^* canoe waa unloaded and 
npaired, and two lead canUten of powder de- 
parted; nrcral campe of Indiana were on the 
ridM of the river, but we had little intereonree 
with tMj of tbem. 

Tamd^ S.— We Mt ont at nine o'clock. At 
€l|^ and a half milea we paeeed an island : (bnr 
and a half mllca lower a second Island, opposite a 
snuil eiesk on the left dde of the river. Rve 
wOm lower Is another island on the left : a mile 
and a half bdow which le a fourth. At a short 
distance from this Is a large creek from tlie right, 
to wUeh we gave the name of Colter's oeek, 
from Cotter one of the men. We had left this 
enck about a mUe and a lial^ and wete pasdng 
tiwlMst of fifteen nqdds which we had been fbr^ 
tuate enongb to ese^ie, when one of the canoes 
•track, and a hole being made in her side, she 
immediately filled and sunk. The men, several at 
whom CouU not swim, elnng to the boat tiU one 
of onr canoes conld be unloaded, and with the 
nsiistsnfr of an Indian boat, they wen all 
brooi^t to shore. All the goods were so much 
wet, that we wen obliged to halt for the night, 
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and spread tliem ont to irj. While sll thia n 
exhibited, it waa neeeMary to i^aee two m 
OT«r tlie mecehandiae, fbr we fboud that the In- 
diana, thongh Und and diapoaed to give ua eray 
aid dnriag oar diatreaa, eoold not realat tlM temp- 
tation of pUftring; aome of the amaU artielea. We 
paaaed dtuiog our roate of twentj' miles to-daj, 
aeTeral encampments of Indiana oa the islands, 
and near the rapids, which places are ehoaan aa 
moat conTenient for taJdng salmon. At one ctf 
thaw eampa we found onr two ehieft, who after 
promising to deaeend the river with na, had left 
ns; they howeTer wllllngl)' eame on board after 
we liad gone throngh the ceremtm; of amoking. 

Wedaeaday 9. — The morning waaaananaljcool; 
but as tlie weather both jreaterday aod to-daj 
was clondjr, our merehandlae dried bot slowly. 
The boat, thongh mnch injured, waa repaired by 
ten o'dock ao aa to be perftctlj fit for swice; 
bnt we were obliged to remain daring the dajr till 
the articles were saffidently dry to be rdoaded : 
the Interval we employed in porchaslng floh fi>r 
the voyage and coDveraing with the Indians. In 
the afternoon we were aarpriaed at toarlng that 
our old Bhoshonee guide and hia aon had left oa, 
and been aeen running up the river several milea 
above. Aa be had never givm any notice of hia 
intention, nor had even received his pay for gnid- 
ing ns, we could not imagine the eaose oThlade- 
aertion, nor did he evw return to explain hia eon- 
doet. We requested the chief to aend a horaeman 
after bim to request that he would return and 
lecelve what we owed him. From this however 
he dksvaded ns, and said very frankly, that his 
nation, the Chopnnniah, would take from the oU 
man any pr c s e nta that he might have on passing 
their camp, 
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Tbe Indlftu came about our camp at night, and 
mm wj gay and good-hamoored with the men. 
Among other exhlbitioiia wom that of a aqoaw 
who appeared to be crazy: she sang In a wild 
Ineohnent manner, and would oSer to tbe epec- 
tatora all the Uttle articlea ehe poawMed, ecarify- 
Ing herself in a horrid mannw IT any one rcAued 
her pnmBot: ahe eeemed to be an object of pitj 
among the Indiane, who mfibred her to do aa she 
plcMcd withont interniption. 

Tbnradaj, 10.— k fine morning. We loaded tbe 
easoea and aet off at aeren o'clock. At the dle- 
taaeaoftwoaudahalfmilea wehad paaeed three 
talande, the last of which la opposite to a amall 
atnam on the right. Within the following three 
and a half milea la another island and a creek on 
the left, with wMe low groonds, containing wil- 
low and Cottonwood treea, on which were three 
tanta of Indiana. Two milea lower ie the head of 
a large Idand, and aiz and a half milea fiirther we 
halted at an meampment of eight lodgee on the 
kft, in order to view a rapid before na: we had 
already paaaed dght, and some of them difficult; 
but this waa worae than any of them, being a 
Te>7 bacardona ripple atrewed with rocks: we 
bete pnrchaaed roots and dined with the Indians. 
Among them waa a man from the fUls, who says 
that be saw white people at that place, and la 
Tery dealrona of going down with ns; an ofibr 
which however we declined. Jnat above this 
camp we had paaaed a tent, near which was an 
Indian bathing himself in a small pond or hole of 
water, warmed by throwing in hot stonM. After 
tplfhjn g our meal we descended the rapid with . no 
bilory, except to one of our boate which ran 
against a rock, but to the eonrse of an hour waa 
Imragbt off with only a small split in her ildei 
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TUa ripple, from lt> Bppear&iiee and difflraltr, in 
named the Biigg«d rapid. We went on over five 
other rspida ctf a leM dangeroufl kind, and ftt the 
diatance of five mlka reached a large fork of the 
river from the eonth; and after coming twratr 
mUee, halted bdow the jonctloii on the right ride 
oftho ilTer: onr aniTal eoon attracted the atten- 
tion of the Indians, who flocked In all dliectiona 
to eee ne. In the evening the Indian from the 
lUli, whom we had mco at the Baesi*^ rapid. 
Joined na with hia aon In a small canoe, and in- 
■tated on aceompanjlng na to the fhlla. Being 
again reduced to flah and roota we made an ex- 
periment to rarj onr food br pnrehadng a fbw 
doga, and after having been acenatomed to horae- 
fleab, Alt no diardlah to thia new diah. The 
Chopnnniah have great nnmbera of doga which 
tbej emido7 fbr domeatie pnrpoeea, bat aevM- eat; 
and onr ndng the fleah of that animal eoon 
brought na Into ridknle aa dog-eatere. 

Tbe eonntrj at the Jnnelion of the two rivera ia 
an opm plain on aO aidea, broken towarda the 
lift b; a diatant ridge of highland, thlnlj covered 
with timber: thia la the onlj body of timber which 
tbe conntrjr poaaeaaea ; for at the fbrka there ia not 
a tree to be aeco, and daring ahnoat the whole 
deacent of alxtj n^ea down the Kooakooakee 
from Ha forks there an vtry few. TUa aoothem 
branch la in fhct the main stream of Lewia'a river 
on which we encamped when among the Shosho- 
neea. The Indiana inform na that it is navigable 
fbr aixtj miles; that not tar from Its month it 
nedves a branch from the aonth; and a second 
and larger branch, two days' march ap, and 
nearif parallel to the flrat Chopnnnish villages, 
we OMt near the monntaina. Thia branch la called 
Pawnaahte, and la the reeidenes of a chief, who, 
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ttcordliig to their expnadon, hat mon horaes 
than h» can eoont. Tho river hai mamf raplda, 
near whkh an dtaated auayj flaUng eampa; 
tiiere being ten ertablishnienti of this bcfbre reach- 
ing the flntaoathan branch; one on thatBtream, 
Are between that and the Pawnaahto; one on 
that river, and tiro above it; bcaldea manr other 
TniliMMi irho reaide high np on the mora distant 
vatesa ot this riv«r. AH tbeae Indiana bdong to 
the Cbopnnniah nation, and Un In tenta of an 
oblong form, covered with flat rooft. 

At ita montii Lewia*! river la abont two ban- 
died and flfly farda wide, and Ha water la of a 
greenlah blue eolonr. Tlie Kooakooakee, whoae 
watera are dear oa cryetal, one hundred and ORj 
jarda in width, and after the nnlon tiie river en- 
larges to the Bpaee of three hondred jarda: at the 
point of tlte nnion la on Indian cabin, and in 
Lewia'a river a email ieland. 

Tbe Cbopnnniah or Piweed-noae nation, who 
ndde on the Kooakooakee and Lewia'a rtvera, are 
is person atont, portly, well-looking men: the 
women are amall, with good fbatnrea, and gener- 
ally handsome, though the complexion of both 
aexea ia darker than that of the Toahcfiawa. In 
dreaa they resemble that nation, bdng fond of dia- 
Idaying thor omamenta. The bu&lo or dk-sUn 
robe decorated with beada, aea-aliidta, chiefly 
motiwr-crf'-peari, attached to an otter-akin collar 
and hung in the hair, which fUle in front in two 
qoeoca; fbathen, pidnts of difflrent kinds, prin- 
dpally white, green, and light bine, all of which 
they find in their own coontry: theae are the chief 
omamenta they nae. In the winter they wear a 
abort ehirt of dreaaed skina, long painted h^ginga 
and moccaaina, and a plait of twisted graas round 
the neck. 
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The iitm of the women le more idmple, oon- 
liBUiig of a long shirt of argalia or ibex Ma, 
reaching down to the aaUee wlthoat a girdle: to 
tUa are tied little i^ecee of braae and ihdle and 
other emtril artielee; bnt the bead ia not at ail 
ornamented. The drew of the Ibmale b indeed 
more modest, and more Btndlonal; ao than as; 
we have obsNTod, though the other eex ia eardem 
of the indelicaej of expoanre. 

The Ghoponnleh have verjr fbw amuaementa, for 
tiieir lift ia painlUl and laboriona; and all their 
exNtlona are neceoaarf to earn eren their {trecari- 
one aabidatence. During the anmmer and antamn 
the; are bnail; oecnpied in flahing for aalmon, and 
collecting thdr winter atore of roota. In the win- 
ter thei; hunt the ioet on anow ahoea over the 
plaina, and towarda apring croee the monntaina 
to the Hiaaonri for the pnrpoee of trafficking for 
bnllUo robee. The InconTenieneee of that eom- 
fbrtleaa Ufe are increaaed b; fl«qnent encoantera 
with tbcir eneioiea firom the weet, who drive them 
OTer the monnt^na with the loaa of their boraea, 
and aometlmea the Uvea of man; of the nation. 
Though originaUjr the eame people, their dialect 
varlea rer; perceptibi; from that of the Toshe' 
pawa : their treatment to na di^red mnch from 
the kind and cMntereated aerrioea of the fihoaho- 
neee: the; are indeed aelfiah and avariciona ; the; 
part Ter; relnctontl; with ever; article of fbod or 
clothing; and while the; expect a recompenae for 
ever; aerrice however small, do not concern tbem~ 
■elves about reciprocating on; presenta we ma; 
give them. 

They are generall; health;— the onl; diaorden 

which we have had occaaion to remark being 

of a acroftalona kind, and for theee, aa well aa 

for the omoaement of thoae who are In good 
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heattli, hot and eold bathing la Terj eommonlf 
iiKd. 

The aoll of these prairlea is of a light jelloir 
elaf Intwmized with amaJl smooth gran : It la 
barren, and prodneee little more than a bearded 
graoa abont three inchee high, and a prickly pear, 
<a which we now fbond three epedea : the first U 
of the broad-leatbd kind, common to the MiwonrL 
The second baa the leaf of a globular form, and is 
also frequent on the apper part of the Mlaaonrl, 
particnlarlr after it eaters the Rocky mountains. 
The third ia peenliar to this eonntry, and is much 
mora Ineonyenieiit thsjk the other two : it eonaist* 
of smaU thick leave* of a drcuJor fbrm, which 
grow from the margin of esch other a« la the 
broad-leaftd pear oTtheMissoori: these leaves an 
onoed with a greater number of thorns, which 
are stronger, and appear to be barbed ; and as the 
leaf itself la rery slightlj attached to the stem, as 
eoon as one thorn touches the moecaaiii it adheres 
and I»ing8 with it the leaf, which is aecompaaied 
t of thorns.

Frida:y, October 11, 15(75.— Thk morniiig the 
wind vaa from tbe east, and the weather eload^. 
We let oat early, and at the divtanee of ft mfle 
and a half reached a point of rocka in a bend of 
the river towarda the left, near to which woa on 
old Indian honae, and ti meadow on tbe oppoeite 
b&nk. Here the hills came down towarda the 
water, and fbnned bj the rocks, which hare (Utei 
from their sides, a rapid over which we dragged 
tbe canoes. We passed, a mile and a half ftarthar, 
two Indian lodges in a bend towarda the ri|^t, 
and at six milee from onr camp of last evening 
reached the month of a brook on the left. Jnat 
above this stream we stopped fbr breakfhet at a 
laigeencampmeutoflndiansontbeaameelde: we 
sooQ began to trade with them for a stock of pro- 
visions, and were so fortonaW as to purchase 
seven dogs and all the fish thej would spare: 
while this traffic was going on, we obaerved a 
vapour bath or aweating house in a different 
fbrm frt>m that used on the frvntiera of the United 
States, or in the Bock; monntalns. It was a hol- 

in 
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loir sqiun of rix or dgbt ftet dMf>, fbrmed Id the 
liter book bjr damming op wltb mod the otbtr 
thne aides, tuid eoTerlng the whole eompletely 
except an apeotnre about two feet wide at the 
top. The bathen descend b^ thle hole, taking 
wltli them a nnmber of heated etonee, and Jagt of 
water; and after being seated roond the room, 
throw the water on tlw etonea till the ateam be- 
eomee of a temperatoie nfitdentlT Ugh for thdr 
pnrpoeea. The baths of the Indiane In the Boek^ 
mountains is ctf ditteent rites, the most oommon 
bdng made of mnd and sticks Uke an OTen, bat 
the mode of rairing the steam Is exactly the same. 
Among both these n&tloiis It Is wj nneommon 
fbr a man to baths alone, he is generally aeeom- 
paaled by one or sometjmea sereral of Ui bc> 
qnalntaQOM; Indeed It is so csaantlall; a eodal 
amusement, that to decline going in to bathe 
when Invfted by a Mend la one of the hlgheet ht- 
dignttles which can be oftred to hiim. The In- 
dians on the flxintlers generally ose a bath which 
win accommodate only one person, and Is formed 
of a wtokered work of willows about fonr ftet 
Ugh, arched at the top, and coT«>«d with sktne. 
In this the patient dts till by means of the heated 
stones and water he has perspired saffldently. 
Almoat nniTersally these baths are In the nelgh- 
bonriiood of mnning water, into which the In- 
dians idnnge Immediately on coming ont of the 
Taponr bath, and someUmea retnm ag^n, and 
rabfeet themselvea to a second perspiration. This 
practice is, however, leas freqnent among our 
neighbonring natloni than those to the westward. 
This bath is employed either for pleosue or for 
health, and ia oaed Indiaeriminately for rhenma- 
tlam, venereal, or in short for aO Unde of diseases. 
On leaving this encampment we passed two 
ToL n.— la 177 
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more rapid*, and «ome awift water, and at ttw 
dlitance of four and a half milca i«aebed one 
which wM mach more difficult to pass. Three 
mike beyond this rapid, are three hnte of Indiana 
on the right, vhere we stopped and obtained in 
exchange for a ftw trlflw Bomepaaluco roots, 
five doge and a amall qaaDtity of dried AbIl We 
made ottr diimer of part of each ctf theee artielee, 
and then proceeded on wlthoDt any obetanctlon, 
till after making twelve and & half mike we came 
to a atonjr island on the right eide of the rlTer, 
oppodte to whkh le a rapid, and a second at its 
lower point. About three and a half milee beyond 
the ieland ia a email brook which empties iteelf 
Into ft beod on the right, where we encamped at 
two Indian bnte, which are now Inhabited. Ha« 
we met two Indiaae belonging to a nation who 
redde at the month of this rtver. We had made 
thirty-one mJlea to-day, although the w«atha-waa 
warm, and we found the current obetnieted by 
nine diSbrent rapide, more or k« difficult to pass. 
All theee rapide are flahlng placee of great reeort 
in the season, and ae we paeeed we obaerred near 
them alabe and pieces of split timber r^sed from 
the ground, and some entire housea whfch an 
vacant at preemt, bnt wiU be occupied as soon aa 
tite Indians retom from the plains on both sides 
of the river, where our chief infbrms us they are 
now hunting the antelope. Near each of tfaeae 
houeee is a small collection of graves, the bnrial 
places of those who freqnent theee establlshmenta. 
The dead are wrapped up in robes of skins, and 
deposited In graves, which are covered over with 
earth and marked or secured by little pickets or 
pieces of wood, stack promiscuously over and 
around it. The country on both sides, after 
mounting a steep aaceot of about two hondred 
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ftet, becomea ui open, lerd and ftrtile plain, whkh 
li, hoverer, aa well aa the borden i^ tbe rirer it- 
■elf, perftctlj deetitnte oT anj kind of timber ; and 
the ehirf growth which we observed coiisirted of 
a lew low blackberrlea. We killed Bome g«e«e and 
docks. The wind in the alter part of the dar 
changed to the eonthweat and became high, but is 
the morning, 

S»tnrday 12, it ehifted to the eaat, and we had 
a fUr cool morning. After pnrehasing aO the 
proTifliona these Indiana woold apare, which 
amonnted to oolj three doga and a few flah, we 
lotMseeded. We soon reached a email ieland, and 
in the eoorae of three milea passed three other 
islands nearl7 oppoaite to each other, and a bad 
rapid on the left In the neighbourhood of them. 
Within the following seven milea we paased a 
small rapid, and an Ieland on the left, another 
stony ieland and a rapid on the right, jnat below 
which a brook comes in on the same side, and 
came to a bend towards the right opposite to a 
small Island. From tUa place w« saw some In- 
diana on the hills, bat thej were too fttr off fbr na 
to have any intercourse, and showed no disposi- 
tion to approach us. After going on two milea to 
a bend towards the leA, we fonnd the plains, 
whkh till now had formed mgged cllfi over the 
river, leaving small and narrow bottoms, become 
mneh lower on both aides, and the river itself 
widens to the apace of fbnr hnndred yards, and 
contlnnes for the same width, the country rising 
by a gentle ascent towards the high plains. At 
two and a half milea is a small creek on the kA 
opposite to an Island. For the three following 
milea, the country is low and open on both sides, 
after which it gradoolly rlsM till we reached a 
botd of the river towards the right, three and a 
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half mllM ftirther, in the eonne of vbkb we 
puwd a rapid and an ialand. Tlw wind now 
changed to the aonthweet, and tiecame violent. 
We paond an island at the distance of Ibnr milee, 
another one mile beyond it, wliere the water waa 
■wiA and gliallow, and two milee ftirther, a rapid 
at the upper point of a email etonjr island. We 
went along tMe island b; tlie month of a brook 
on tlie right, and encamped on the same fdde 
oppotite to a small island close under the kA 
shore. Onr day's Journey had been tliirty miles, 
and we might have gone still ftarther, but aa the 
evening was coming on we halted at the head of 
a rapid, which the Indiana represented as danger- 
ous to paes, for the purpose of examining it before 
we set oat in the morning. The cODntry haa 
much the same appearance as that we passed 
yeffterday. consisting of open pl^ns, which when 
they approach the wator are fhced with a dark- 
coloured rugged atone. The river is fts oanal 
much obatrncted by ialanda and rapids, some of 
which are difficult to pasa. Ndtlier tbe plains nor 
the bordara of the river poeaees any timber, except 
a few hackberry buahea and willows, and aa there 
la not much driftwood, Ihel in vny scarce. 

Snoda^ M.—Ths morning waa windy and dark, 
and the rain which began before dayli^t, con- 
tinned till near twelve o'clock. Having viewed 
very accurately the whole of this rapid we set 
ont, the Indiana going on before us to pilot the 
canoee. We found it, as had been reported, a very 
dangerous rapid, about two mllea In length, and 
strewed with rocks in every direction, so aa to 
require great dexterity to avoid running against 
them. We however passed through the ehann^ 
which is towards the leA, and about the cuitre of 
the rapid, without meeting with any accident. 
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Two milM bdow it we had another bad raptd, k 
mile iKjond which is a large creek in a bend to 
the kft. This we called Kimooenim creek. 

On teaving it the rirer booh became crowded 
with roogh black rocks, till at the distance of a 
mile It forms a rapid which continnea fbr four 
milea, and daring the l&tter part of it for a mile 
and a half, the whole rlrer is compressed into a 
narrow channel, not more than twent^-Sve yards 
wide. The water happened to be low oa we 
passed, but during the high waters, the naviga- 
tion must be very dlfflenlt. Immedlatalf at the 
«nd of this rapid. Is a large stream In a bend to 
the right, which we called Drewyer's river, after 
George Drewyer one of the party. A little below 
the month of this river is a large fishing estab- 
lishment, where there are the scaffolds and timbers 
of several honsee piled np against each other, and 
the meadow adjoining contains a namber of holes, 
which seem to have been osed as places of depodta 
for flsh for a great length of time. There were no 
entire houses standing, and we saw only two 
Indians who had visited the narrows, bntwe were 
overtaken by two others, who accompanied as on 
horseback down the river, informing as that they 
meant to proceed by land down to the great 
river. Nine and a helf miles below Drewyer's 
river, we passed anothw rapid, and three and a 
half miles itother reached some high cUffl in a 
bend to the Ult, Here alter passing the timbers 
of a boose, which were preeerved on forks, we en- 
camped on the right side, near a collection of 
graves, each as we had seen above. The country 
was still an open plain without timber, and oar 
day's jonmey bad no variety, except the fishing 
houses which are scattered near the sitnations 
convenient Jbr fishing, but ore now empty. Oar 
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two ImdlAn companiona spent tbe night with 

lU. 

Moadtty 14.— Tb» wind waa high ttom the 
•onthwest dniing the evening, and this morning 
It elianged to the weet, and tli« weather became 
Ttay cold ontU abont twelve o'cloek, when it 
■hiftod to the eonthweat, and eontinned in that 
quarter during the rest of tiie daj. We eet out 
earl^, and after paealng eonie swift water, reached 
at two and a half mllee a rock of a rer; elngnlar 
appearance. It waa aitoated on a point to the 
IcA, at some distance from the aocending conntry, 
ver; high and large, and reeembUng In its shape 
the hoU of a ship. At five miles we passed a 
rapid ; at eight another rapid, and a small island 
on the right, and at ten and a half a small island 
on the right. We halted a mile and a half below 
for the porpoae of examining a mneh larger and 
more dangerons rapid than thoee we bad jvt 
passed. It la three miles in length, and ytrj diffi- 
cnlt to navigate. We had eearcely set ont, when 
three of the canoes stuck fhst In endeavouring to 
avoid the rocks In the "himnal ^ soon after In pass- 
ing two small rockjr islands, one of the canoes 
struck a rock, but was prevented Bntn apeettlng, 
and fbrtnnatelj we all arrived safe at the lower 
end of the rapid. Here we dined, and then pro- 
ceeded, and soon reached another rapid on both 
aides of the river, which was divided by an island. 

As we were descending it one of the boats was 
driven crosswise agfdnst a rock in the middle of 
tiie current. The cr«w attempted to get her off, 
but the waves dashed over her, and she soon 
filled; they got ont on the rock and held her 
above water with great eiwtion, till another 
canoe was unloaded and seat to her relief; but 
thej conld not prevent a great deal of her bac- 
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gag« from floating down tiu stzeun. Aa bood (w 
■he wa« lightened, she was hurled down the 
ehaimel leaving tiie crew on the rock. The/ we 
brought off hj the reet of the partjr, and the 
canoe itmU; and nearij all that had been waahed 
oTtrboard wa« recovwed. Tbe chief low waa the 
bedding of two of the men, a tomahawk, and 
some amaU arttelea. Bnt all the reet wen wet, 
and thongh by drTing we wen able to save tbe 
powder, all tbe looae packages of which wore in 
this boat, yet we loot all the roota and other pro- 
TlMons, which are apollt by the water, tn order 
to dindnieh the loae oa &r aa waa in onr power, 
we halted fbr the night on an island, and exposed 
ererf thing to dry. On inTii<iiig we fonnd some 
epBt timber fbr honsee whkh the Indians had very 
securely coToed with stone, and also a place 
where they had deposited tiiedr flsh. We have 
hitherto abstained eempnlotuly fh>in t^lng any 
tiling belonging to tbe Indians; bnt on this oeea- 
■k>n we were compelled to depart from tUs mle ; 
and as tbete waa no other timber to be fbnnd in 
any direction fbr firewood, and no owner ap- 
pewed from whom ft conid be pnrehaaed, we need 
a part of these split planks, bearing in mind onr 
obligation to repay the proprietor wheDerer we 
should diaeoTer him. Theonly game whlehweob- 
serred were geeae and dncks, of tbe lattor we 
killed some, and a Ibw of the blue-winged teal. 
Onr jonn^y waa fifteen miles la tongth. 

Tneedaj 1£.— The morning was fUr, and bring 
obliged to remain for iit» purpose of drying the 
baggage, we sent out the hunters to the plains, 
bnt they returned at ten o'clock, without having 
Men even the tracks of any large game, but 
broDi^t in three geeae and two ducks. The plains 
an waving, and as we walked in tbetn, we could 
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plainlr dlaeonr a range of monntaina bearing 
Mutheaot and northwMt, becoming hlg^ur aa thej 
advaneed tovarda the north, the naarat point 
bearing aonth abont >lztj miles from ne. Our 
■toree bdng nifilefenttr di; to be reloaded, and aa 
we ahall be obliged to atop for the pnrpoae of 
making aome eolcrtlal obaBrratlona at the month 
cf the rirer, whieh cannot be at a great dlatance, 
m eoneladied to anbark and complete the drTlng 
at that ^aee: we tbn«A>re aet out at two o'clock. 
For the flrat fbnr mllee we pnaeod three ialanda, at 
the loww point! of which were the aame nnmbtr 
of nqiida, beaidea a fbnrtb at a dlatance from 
them. During the next ten miles we paased d^t 
ialanda and tliree more raplda, and ro a c h o d a 
point of roeka on the left aide. The ialanda were 
of Tariona dwa, bnt were all eompoaed of round 
atone and aand : the r^da were in many places 
difficult and dangenma to paaa. About title place 
the couutrj' becomea lower than naual, the ground 
over the rlTcr not bdng higher than nioetj or a 
hundred fbet, and extending back Into a waring 
plain. Soon after leaving thla point of roeka, we 
entved a narrow channel formed by the projecting 
cUSk of the bank, which riae nearif pwpendlcular 
from the watn. The river la not howew rapid, 
bnt ganUe and amooth during Its coullnwnent, 
whkh laata fbr three mllea, when it fUla, or rather 
widena into a kind of baaln neaiijr ronnd, and 
without aaj perceptible cnrrutt. After paaaing 
through thia baain, we were Joined bj the three 
Indiana who had piloted us through the rapids 
since we UA the forks, and who tn eompamr vlth 
our two chka bad gone before na. They had now 
halted here to warn ua of a dangerous rapid, 
which beglna at the lower point of the baaiu. Aa 
the dar was too tkr apent to descHid It, we ds- 
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e b«fbT« we attempted it, and 
therefore landed near an lelaad at the bead of the 
rapid, and studied partdcnlarij aJl ite nartow and 
difflenlt parte. Tlie ipot wliere we landed wae an 
old flefaing eatabliehment, of wUch there yet m- 
mained the timben of a honee canAillj raieed on 
Maffolde to protect them againet the spring tide. 
Not being able to procore ao^ other fbel, and the 
night being eold, we were again obliged to nee 
the property irfthe Indiana, who etUl romalnin the 
plalna honting the antelope. Our progress was 
only twentj miles in eonaeqnenee ofthedlffienltr 
of paMing the ra]dda. Oar game eonaleted of two 
teaL 

Wedamd^y, id.— Having examined the raidds, 
which we fbond more difficult than the leport of 
the Indiana had Indneed ns to beliere, we set oat 
eariy, and putting oar Indian gnide in front, oar 
BmaUest canoe next, and the rest In eoceeesloD, 
began the deaeent : the paaeage proved to be Terj 
diaagreeabk ; aa there ia a continoatlon of ahoala 
extending from bank to bank for the djatance erf 
three mika, during which the ehannd ia narrow 
and crooked, and obatmcted bj large rocks in 
ertoy direction, ao aa to require great dexterity to 
avoid being daahed on them. We got throogh the 
rapida witii no injnry to any of the boate exrapt 
the Mndmoat, which ran on a rock; bat by the 
Baatatance of the other boata, and of the Indiana 
who wei« very ahrt, ahe eaeaped, thoagh the 
baggage ahe contained wae wet. Within three 
mika after leaving the rapid we paaaed three amall 
lalanda, on one of which were tiie parta of a hooae 
pnt on acaffolda aa naaal, and soon alter came to 
a rapid at the lower extremity of three small 
lalanda; and a aecond at the diatanee of a mile 
and a half below them ; reaching dx milea below 
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the great rapid a point or rocks at a rapid oppo- 
Ate to the upper point of a amall ialand on the 
leA. Three mike ftarther is another rapid; and 
two milea beyond tliis a very bad rapid, or ratlier 
aiUl ofthe river: this, on examination, proved bo 
difficult to pass, that we thought it imprudent to 
attempt, and therefore unloaded ttie canoes uid 
made a portage of tliree quarters of a mile. The 
rapid, which is of about the same extent, ia much 
broken bj rocks and shoals, and has a small 
Island in It on the right side. Aiter croedng by 
land we halted for dinnw, and whilst we were 
eating were visited by five Indiana, who came up 
the river on foot in great haste: we received them 
Undly, smoked with them, and gave tbwa a piece 
of tobacco to smoke with thdrtrUte: on receiving 
the present they get out to return, and continued 
running as (hat aa they could while they remained 
in sight. Their curiosity had been excited by the 
accounts of our two chieft, who had gone on in 
order to apprise the tribes of our approach and of 
our ftiendly dispositions iowarit them. Aiter 
dinner we reloaded the canoes and proceeded : we 
soon passed a rapid opposite to the nppcr point 
of a sandy island on the left, which has a smaller 
Island near it. At three miles is a gravelly bar in 
tike river : fonr miles beyond this the Kimooenim 
empties itself into the Colombia, and at Its month 
has an island just below a small rapid. We halted 
above the point of junction on Uie Kimooenim to 
confer with the Indians, who had collected in 
great numbers to receive us. On landing we wece 
met by oar two chl^, to whoee good offleea we 
were indebted ik>r this reception, uid also the two 
Indians who had paeeed us a few days since on 
horsebaek^ one of whom appeared to be a man of 
Influence, and harangued the Indians on our ar- 
ise 
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itraL AAer amoUng wl^ the Indians, we formed 
B camp at the point where the two rirers nnite, 
near to whkh we found eome driftwood, and were 
■applied bj our two old cUdh with tiie stalks of 
willows and some small bnsbea fbr ftael. We had 
eeareelf fixed the camp and got the flrM pnpared, 
when a ehief came from the Indian camp abont a 
qnarter of a mile np the Colombia, at the head of 
nearljr two hundred men; thej formed a regular 
procesdon, keeping time to the nolte, rather the 
mn^ of their drums, which thej accompanied 
with their Toicee. As thej advaneed thef Tomied 
a semidrcle round ns, and contlnned singing for 
some time: we then smoked with them all, and 
eommimieat«d, as well as we could hy rigns, our 
ftiendlr intentions towards all nations, and onr 
]o7 at finding ourselves sarrounded bj onr chil- 
dren: we then proceeded to diatribnte preeente to 
them, giving the principal chieT a large medal, a 
■hirt and handkerchief; to the second chief, a 
medal of a smaller slie, and to a third chief wlio 
eame down from tome of the opper villages, a 
■mall medal and a handkerchief. This ceremonj 
bcdng coudnded thej left ne ; bnt in ttie coarse (MT 
the afternoon several of them returned and re- 
mained with us till a Iat« hour. Aiter thej had 
di«penwd we proceeded to pnrcba«e provieioDa, 
and were enabled to collect seven dogs, to which 
some of the Indians added small presents of Qah, 
and one of them gave ns twenty poondfl of fbt 
dried horseflesh, 

Tbvraditf, October 17,— The day being ftiir we 
were occnpled Jn making the neceeearj observa- 
tions for determining onr longitnde, and obtained 
a meridian altitude, from which it appewed that 
we wer« in latitude 46" 15' 18' 9. We also 
measured the two rivers by angle«, andfbund that 
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at the jimctlon Um Columbia 1b nine hundred and 
■Ixtf jarda vide, and Lewla'a rlTor flre hnndred 
and wTenty-fiTe; but soon after the/ nnlte, the 
formw widens to the apace of from one to three 
milea, Inclading the lalands. From the point of 
Jonetioa the eonntiy la a eontlnned plidn, which ia 
low near the water, from which It rioea gradnally, 
and the only eleratlon to be aeen ia a range of 
high cotmtrj running flrom the northeaat towards 
the sonthwast, where it joins a range of moun- 
tains from the southwest, and ia on the oppodte 
side about two miles from the Colnmbia. There 
is through this plain no tree and scarcely any 
shrub, except a ftw willow boshes ; and even of 
smaller plants there Is not much more than the 
prleUj pear, which is In great abundance, and Is 
eren more thorny and troublesome than any we 
hare yet seen. Dnringthls time the princlpalchlef 
came down with Bereral of his warriors and 
amolud with us ; we were also vielted by several 
men and women, who oRbred dogs and fish for 
sale, but aa the flih was out of season, and at 
present abundant in the river, we contented our- 
selves with purchasing all the dogs we could ob- 
tain. The nation among which we now are call 
themselves Soknlke ; and with them are united a 
fbw of another nation, who reside on a western 
branch, emptying itself into the Colnmbia a ftw 
miles above the mouth of the latter river, and 
whose name is Chlmnapum. The language of 
both these nations, of each of which we obtained 
a vocabulary, differs but little from each other, or 
from that of the Chopnnnleh who inhabit the 
Eooskooskee and Lewis's river. In their dress 
and gener^ appearance also they resemble much 
those nations; the men wearing a robe of deer or 
antelope sUn, under which a ftw of tlmn haTS a 
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■hort lesthem ahirl The moat atriUng difibntiM 
between them ia among the ftmaka, the Soknlk 
voman being mora inclined to corpnlenej' than 
Boj we hkre yet aetn: IJieir atatnre la low, thedr 
fteea broBd, uid tbedr heoda flattened in anch a 
manner that the fbrahead ia in a atraight line flrom 
the noee to the crown of the head : thdir ejea an 
of a dirty aable, their hair too ia coarae and 
black, and braided aa above without ornament of 
any Und : tnmt»KA of wearing, aa do the Chopnn- 
nloh, long leathern ahlrta, highly decorated with 
bsada and ahella, the Bokulk ftmalea hare no other 
eoTcrlDg but a tmaa or piece of leather tied ronnd 
the hlpa and then drawn tight between the lege. 
Tb» omamenta nenally worn by both nze* are 
large bine or white beada, dttter pendent from 
their ears, or round the neeka, wriata, and arma : 
they have likewise bracel«t« of braae, copper, and 
horn, and eome trinketo of ahella, flah bonea, and 
cnriona feathere. The houaes of the Boknika are 
made of large mat* of niahea, and are generally of 
a aqnare or oblong form, varying in length from 
fifteen to aizty ftot, and supported in the inalde by 
poke or Ibrka about alx ffaet high: the top ia cov- 
ered with mata, leaving a apace of twelve or fif- 
teen inebea the whole length of the bonae, for the 
purpose of admitting the light and anf&ring the 
amoke to pass through : the roof la nearly flat, 
whieli seema to tndicat« that raina an not com- 
mon in this open coontiy, and the honae ia not 
divided into apartments, the flr« being ia the mid- 
dle of the large room, and immediately under the 
hole tn the roof: the rooms are ornamented with 
tJMir nets, ^ga, and other fishing tackle, as well 
as the bow for each inhabitant, and a larg« 
qnlrer of arrowa, which ara headed with flint 
stones.

LEWIS AND CLARK'S EXPEDITION 

Tb» Boknlla bmhi to bo of a mild and peaeesbls 
dispoaHdoii, and lire In a itate of comparative 
happinen. The men like those on the Kinumenim, 
are said to content themeelrea with a single wifb, 
with whom we obaerve the hnsband Bharee th« 
labonn of procuring snbslatenee mnch more than 
is oanal among aaTagea. What maj be conMdered 
ae an oBeqaiTocal proof oftheirgooddiapoiition. 
Is the great respect which wae ihown to old age. 
Among other marks of It, we obsuitd in one of 
the hoDsee an old woman praftctij blind, and who 
we were informed had lived more than a hundred 
winters. In this state of decrepitade, she oecn- 
iried the best position in the honse, seemed to be 
treated with great UndneM, and what«Tff she 
said wa« listened to with much attention. They 
are bj no means introMve, and as thdr fiBheTie0 
aapplj them with a competent, if not an abun- 
dant snbaistenee, although they receive thankfhllf 
whatever we choose to give, they do not Impor- 
tune ns by begging. The flsh is, indeed, their chief 
food, except the roots, and the casual mippli«e of 
the antelope, which to those who have only bows 
and arrows, must be very scanty. This diet may 
be the direct or the remote cause of the chief dis- 
order which prevails among them, u well as 
among tb» Flattieads, on the Kooakooskee and 
Lewis's riv^. With all theee Indians a bad sore- 
ness of the e;es is a very common disorder, which 
is soared to ripen by n^lect, till many are de- 
prived of one of their eyes, and some have totally 
lost the nee of both. This dreadAil calamity may 
reasonably, we think, be imputed to the constant 
reflection of the sun on the waters where they are 
constantly fishing in the spring, summer and (Ul, 
and during the rest of ttie year on the snows of a 
country which afibrds no object to relieve tbs 
ISO 
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right. Among the SokuUu too, and indeed unoDg 
all the tribes whow chief labclsteDce ia flah, w« 
hare obaerred ttiat bad teeth are verj general: 
some baT« the teeth, parttenlarl; thoae of the 
npper Jav, worn down to the gtuna, and man^ of 
both aexea, and eren of middle age, hare lost 
them almost entirelT. Thli decay of the teeth la a 
drcnmstanee ▼erj' nnnaoal among the Indiana, 
tdtber of the mauntaine or the pladtie, and wenu 
peculiar to the Inhabitanta of tiie Colambia. We 
cannot avoid regarding aa one principal canae of 
ft, the manner in which thej eat thdr food. The 
rootfl are awallowed aa they are dag ftom the 
gronnd, freqnently nearly comed with a gritty 
•and : so little idea hare Utey that this la ofienalTe, 
that aJl the roots they ofSa ne for aale are in the 
same conditioii. A eeeond and a principal canae 
may be their great nee of the dried ealmon, the 
bad efibeta of which are most probably increased 
by their mode of cooking It, which ia aimply to 
warm, and then awallow the rind, ecalee and 
flesh withont any preparation. The Soknlks pos- 
sesa bat few horsee, the greater part of their 
labonra bebig performed in canoes. Their amtise- 
menti are simiiar to those of the Mlasonri Indiana. 
In the course of the day captain Clark, In a 
small canoe with two men, aacended the Colnm- 
Us. At the distance of Are mike he passed an 
island in the middle of the rirer, at the bead of 
which la a small and not a dangerons rapid. On 
the Mt bank of the river opposite to this river is 
a flahing plaee, coneiating of three mat honaea. 
Here were great quantities of salmon drying on 
aeaffolds: and indeed fh>m the month of the river 
upwards he saw immense nombere of dead salmon 
Blmwed along the ehora or floating on the sDrfhee 
of the water, which is so clear that the salmon 
191 
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may be aeen awimming In the water at the dqptii 
of flfteen or tweotjr ftet. The Indiaiu who hod 
collected on tb« banka to Tlew him, now joined 
him in eighteen canoee, and accompanied him np 
the river. A mile above the rapide he came to the 
lower point of an island where the conrm of the 
riw, which had been ttota its monUi north 88* 
west, now became dae west. He proceeded in 
that direction, when obaerving three honee* of 
mate at a abort diatance he landed to vlait them. 
On entering one of the honoM he fbnnd It crowded 
with men, women and children, who immediate!; 
provided a mat for him to eit on, and one of the 
part J ondertook to prepare iomething to eat. He 
beg;ao by bringing in a piece of pine wood that 
had drift«d down the river, which he apUt into 
email pieces, with a wedge made of the elka' horn, 
bj means of a mallet of atone cnrional; carved. 
The pieces were then laid on the fire, and aeveral 
roond atones placed npon them : one of tbeequaws 
now brought a backet of water, in which was a 
large salmon about half dried, and as the atones 
became heated, they were put into the bocket till 
tlie salmon waa enfficientlj' boUed for use. It was 
then taken ont, pnt on a platter of mshes neatir 
made, and laid before c^t^n Clark, and another 
was boiled for each of hla men. Dnrlng these 
preparations he smoked with those abont him 
who wonld accept of tobacco, but ver; tbw were 
deidrons of smoking, a cnstom which is not gen- 
eral among them, and chiefly need as a matter of 
form in great ceremonies. Ailer eating the fish, 
which was of an excellent flavoor, captain Clark 
set ont, and at the distance of fbnr miles fh>m the 
last island, came to the lower point of another 
near the left shore, where be halted at two large 
mat honses. Here as at the three honsw below, 
19a 
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tlie Inhabitaitti wtn occupied In spUtttng and 
drying Mdmon. The maltitndM of tlds fish on 
almo«t ineoncelTable. Tbe water li lo clear that 
thejr can reodllr be Mm at the depth of flfteaa 
or twenty ftet, bat at this eeaeon they float In 
mch qnaatttlee down the etream, and are drifted 
oibore, that the Indians have onlr to colleet, ^ilit 
and dry them on the seafiblds. Where they pro- 
eon the timb« of wlilch these seallblds are eom- 
posed lie eonld not team, bnt as ther« are nothing 
bat willow boshes to be seen ibr a great dlsMnee 
from the plaee, it rendered very probable, what 
the Indians asmred him by signs, that tiny <rften 
nsed dried fleh as ftaet fbr the common oeeadons 
of cooking. From thia island they showed him 
the entrance of a western branch of the Colnmbla, 
called the T^teal, which as br as eoold be seen 
bean nearly west, and empttas Itself aboot right 
mOeeaboTstntotJieColnmbia J the genera] eonrse 
of whkh is northwest: towards the southwest a 
range of hii^iland runs parallel to the riTor, at 
the distance of two miles on the left, while on the 
right side the country is low and co'vnred with the 
prickly pear, and a weed or plant two or three 
ftet high resembling whins. To the eastward Is a 
range of mountains abont Kty or sixty mQes di^ 
tant, which bear north and sonth ; bnt neither In 
the tow groonds, nor in the highlands is any tim- 
ber to be seen. The evening coming on he deter- 
mined not to proceed fhrther than the island, aod 
tiurefore returned to camp, accompanied by three 
canoes, which contained twenty Indians. In the 
course of his excursion he shot sereral grouse and 
ducks, and reodTed some preeents of fish, for 
which he gave in retnm small piecee of ribbon. 
He also killed a praiiie cock, an animal of the 
pleasant kind, but abont the die of a small 
YcA. IL-U l»a 
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d from tha beak to the end ot 
the toe tro ftet «ix iocliee and three-qnarten, 
ftum the extremity of the wings thtee fbet rix 
Indiee, and the fbathere or tiM t^ were thirteen 
loehee long. This bird we h&Ts eeen noirha« 
except on this river. Ita cliief food U the graee- 
hopper, and the eeed of the wild plant wliich \» 
peeoUar to tide riTsr and the nppw parti of the 
Hlaeonri. 

Tlw men aTuled tliemaelTee of tliia daT*! net to 
mend their clothes, dreesiiig etlmi, and pnttlng 
tlKlr anne in complete ordw, an object always of 
piimarr concern, bat particnlarlr at a moment 
when we ate anrronnded by so many ab-angers. 

Friday 18. — We were visited this morning by 
eereral canoes of Indians, who Joined thoae who 
were already with ns, and aoon opened a nnmer- 
ona cooncil. We Informed them as we had done 
aD tiie other Indian nations of onr ftieudahip for 
them, and of our desire to promote peace among 
all onr red children in tbie cooatry. This was 
conreyed by dgns through the meana (tf onr two 
chleft, and seemed to be perftctly ondentood. We 
tiien made a second chief, and gare to all the 
chleA a string of wampam, in remembrance of 
what we had said. Whilst the eontbrenoe was go- 
ing on four men came in a canoe from a laige 
encampment on an island aboot eight miles below, 
bat after staying a fbw minutes Tetnnied without 
saying a word to as. We now proeored from the 
principal chief and one of the Cnimnapam nation 
a sketch of the Colombia, and the tribes of hia 
nation living along its banks and ^oee of the 
Tapteet. They drew it with a pieee of coal on a 
robe, and aa we afterwards tranafbrred to paper, 
it exhiUited aTalnable specimen of Indian delinea- 
tion. 
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Having eompleted the purpoBM of onr wtaj, ire 
■oir began to lay In our atone, and fleh being 
ont of eeaeon, pnrchaeed forty do^ fbr which we 
fttve mnall articlM, aneh aa belle, thlmUea, knlt- 
Ung-needke, braea wire, and a ftw beads, an ex- 
change with whkh they all aeemed perftetlf eatU- 
led. Theee doga, with aix prairie cocks killed 
thie morning, formed a plentiful snpply for the 
present. We hue hA oar guide and the two 
jonng men who had accompanied him, two of the 
three not being wiUjDg to go any ftirther, and the 
third could be of no nee ae he was not acquainted 
with the rlTer below. We therefore took no In- 
dians bat our two cUeA, and reauned onr Jour- 
ney in the presence of many of the Sokolks, who 
eanie to witness oar departore. The morning was 
cool and fUr, and the wind from the sontheaet. 
Boon after proceeding, 

We pasaed the ialand in the month of IikWIm 
liTV, and at eight mlka reached a larger island, 
which extends three mika In length. On going 
down by this Island there ia another on the ri^t, 
which commences abont the middle of it, and con- 
tinnee fbr three and a half miles. While they con- 
timie parallel to each other, they occasion a 
rapid near the lower extremity of the flret island, 
opposite to which on the second Island are nine 
lodges buitt of mats, and intended fbr the accom- 
modation of the flabermen, of whom we saw 
great nnmbere, and vaet qnantitiea of dried fish 
on thdr fcafiblds. 

On reaching the lower point of the Island, we 
landed to examine a bod rapid, and then nnder- 
took the passage which la very difBcnlt, oa the 
ftiMinal lies between two sm^ islands, with two 
others stall amaller near the left side of the rlTW. 
Here an two Indian hoasea, the inhabitants of 
196 
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vUeh wen a» vmui drjing fiih. W« paand the 
nqiU witbont injoTT', and fbtuteen aad a half 
milea from th« month of Levia'artrw.eame to oa 
iiland ne^ the right shore, on which were two 
other hon>M of Tndlatui, pnrming the eottomory 
oeenpatioiL One mile and a half beyond thia 
place, la a month of a amall brook under a hi^ 
hUl on the ML It aeema to mn during iU whola 
eoniae through the high eountrr, whkh at thia 
Idaee begina, and rising to the bd|^t of two hut- 
died ftet forma ellflb of ragged black roeka wUeb 
project a conalderable diatanee Into the rirer. At 
thia [dan too we ohaerred m mountain to the 
S. W. the form of which la conical, and Its top 
eoTered with mow. We followed the rirer aa It 
eiitved thcfle tii gJiiAniia^ uid at the dlatUKO ot 
two milea reached three ialanda, one on each aide 
of the riT«r, and a third in the middle, onwUeh 
warn two houea, whem the Indiana wen drying 
flah opporite a email rajM. Near theae a fourth 
ialand begins, doee to the ii|^t ahor^ where were 
niaa lodges of Indians, all employed with their 
flsh. Aa we paaaed they called to ua to land, but 
as night was coming on, and there waa no ^>- 
pearance of wood in the neli^boariiood, we went 
on about a mile flirthv, till obserrlng a log that 
lud drifted down the riw, we landed near It on 
the leA aide, and formed our camp under a high 
hill, after having made twenty miles to-day. Di< 
reetly opposite to ua are fire houses of Indiana, 
who were drying flah on the aame island where we 
had passed tlie nine lodgee, and on the other aide 
of the river we aaw a number of horses ftoding. 
Soon aiter landing, we were informed by our 
chieA that the large camp of nine houses, be- 
limged to the Brat chief of aU the tribes in this 
quvter, and that ha bad called to request na to 
IM 
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land ODd paai the nlgbt wltti him m be hAd 
plMitj of wood for tu. Thia liitdligaiiM wonld 
bare been vary acceptable If It bad been explained 
•ooner, for we wer« obliged to nee dried wIUowb 
fbr ftaal to eook witb, not being able to bom the 
dritt-k^ whicb had tempted tu to land. We now 
■ent the two ehkft along the left itde of the rlnr 
to in-rite the great ehkf down to ipend the night 
with na. He came at a late honr, accompanied bj 
twent7 man, bringing a baafcet of ntaahed berrlea 
which he Mt aa a preaent for na, and formed a 
camp at a ahort diatanee from na. The next

IniMor cUeA, and a third belonginc to a bamd on 
tlte rlTcr below, made tu a viait at a Jtrj earif 
honr. The flrat of theae b> caUed Tall^plt, a 
handaome well proportioned man, abont flre Aet 
eight inehea high, and thirty-flTe Teara of age, 
with a hold and dignified conntenanee; the reat 
were not dlatingnished in their appearanee. We 
amoked with them, and titter making a apeeeh 
gave a medal, a handkerchief, and a atring of 
wampnm to TeUepplt, and a atring of wampum 
only to the inferior chieft. He reqnealed iu to 
remain till the middle of the day, in order that all 
his nation might come and see tu, but we exeiued 
onraelvea by telling him that on our return we 
would apend two or three days with him. This 
conference detuned tu till nine o'clock, by which 
time great numbers of the Indiana had come down 
to Tiait tu. On leaving them, we went on for 
tif^X milea, when we came to an ialaad near the 
Mt ehore which continued eix milee In length. At 
the lower extremity of it Is a small island on 
which are fire houses, at present vacant, thon^^ 
the aoaSblds of ftah are aa tutial abundant. A

diort distance bdow, are two more lalandi, one of 
them naar the middle of the river. On thin there 
were wven hoiuea; bnt «• bood as tlie Indians, 
who were drying flsh, aaw na, they fled to their 
hoonea, and not one of them appeajed till w« had 
pnnnnd. when tliey came oat in greater nnmb^ 
than ia usual for hoosM of IJiat Bise, which in- 
dnced as to thtok that tite inhabitants of the fire 
lodges bad been alarmed at our approach and 
taken rtflige with them. We wern wy deairons of 
lp.niitng in order to rellere tb«ir apprdwnsions, 
bnt as there was a bad rapid along the island, 
all onr core was neceesary to prevent injury to the 
canoes. At the foot of this rapid is a rock, on the 
Mt shore, which Is fourte«n miles from our camp 
of last nifl^t, and resembles a bat In ita shape. 

Four milee beyond this island we came to a 
rapid, fh>m the appearance of which it was judged 
prudent to examine it. After JMu^ing for thatpur^ 
pose on the left aide, we began to enter the ehao- 
nd which is close nnder the opposite shore. It is a 
very dangeroos rapid, stfeived with high rocks 
and rooky islands, and in many places obetmcted 
by shoals, over which the canoes weve to be 
hauled, so that we we«e more than two hours in 
passing through the rapide, which extend for the 
same number of miles. The rapid has sev««l 
small ialande, and banks of muscleehells are spread 
along the river in several places. In order to 
lighten the boats, captain Clark, wltb tbe two 
chkA, the interpreter, and his wiA, had walked 
across tiie low grounds on the leA to the foot of 
tiie rapids. On the way, captain Clark ascended 
a cliff about two hundred feet above tin water, 
flrom which he saw that the conntry on both sides 
of the river immediately from its ellfi, was low, 
and spreads itself into a level plain, extending for 
198 
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a gnat disbuwe on all ddea. To the mat at the 
tUgfaiTiM of abont one hnndred uid fifty mJlea, Is a 
Ter7 high mountain corered with anow, and from 
ttB dinetion and appearance, he snppoeed to be 
the motmt St. Hetooa, laid down by VaneoDm, oa 
Tialbtefhim the month of the Columbia: there la 
also another motmtBin of a conkal fbrm, whose 
top is coveted with mow, in a sonthweat diree- 
tioD. , As captain Clark arrived at the lower end 
of the rapid before aaj, except one of Ute email 
canoea, he eat down on a rock to wait fbr them, 
and aedng a crane fl; acroaa the rlrer, ahot it, 
uid It fell near KiTn , Beverai TiMtiane had been b^ 
fbre thia paaalng on the oppoaite ride towarda ttia 
r^ida, and aome ftw who had been nearij in 
front oS him, being dther alarmed at hie ^)pear- 
anee or tiw report of the gun, fled to thdr bouna. 
Captain Clark was afraid that theae people had 
not yet heard that white men were coming, and 
therefttre, in order to allay their vneasiseaB before 
the whole partj ahonld arriTe, he got into the 
amall canoe with three men and rowed over to- 
warde the hoDsea, and while eroaring, shot a dock, 
which fbil into the water. Aa he approached, no 
person waa to be seen except three men in the 
plains, and they too fled as he came near the 
shore. He lauded before five houses dose to each 
other, bat no one appeared, and the doors, which 
wen of mat, wereckwed. He went towards one 
of them with a pipe in his hand, and poshing 
aride the mat entered the lodge, where he fbund 
thirty-two persons, chiefly men and women, with 
a ftw children, all In the greateet consternation; 
some JifcnHng down their heads, others ciTingand 
wringing their hands. He went ap to them all 
and shook hands with tliem in the most fi'ieudly 
■njMimB- ■ bat their apprdwnsions, which had fbr a 
IM 
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moment Babdded, rorlTed on bit taUng ost » 
biirnlDg-glaM, e» then wm no roof to the booM^ 
and lighting hia pipe: be then oArad it to Mvwal 
of tbe men, and diatriboted among the women 
and childran some email trinkete which he carried 
about with him, and gradnallf raatored some 
tranqnillitT among them. He then left this houM^ 
and directing each of the men to go into a honw^ 
went himeelf to a second : here he fonnd the in- 
habitants more terrified than those he bad first 
seen ; bat he sacceeded in padding them, and then 
visited the other hoosm, where the men hod been 
equally BncMeeflil. Aitor leaving tbe houses be 
went ont to sit on a rock, and beckoned to some 
ot the men to come and smoke with Um ; but 
none of tiwm ventured to Join bim till the fnnom 
arrived with the two chieA, who Immediatdj «<• 
plained onr pacific intentions towards them. 
Soon after the interpreter's wiA landed, and hw 
preaence dissipated all donbts c^ onr being wdl- 
dispoeed, since in this country, no woman ever 
accompanies a war party: they theredbre all came 
out and seemed perfectly reconciled ; nor could we 
Indeed blame them for thdr terrors, which wei« 
perfbctly natnral. They told the two ehieft that 
they knew we were not men, for they had seen na 
fUl from the clonds: In fhct, nnperedved by tbem, 
captain Clark had shot the white crane, which 
they had seen fhU just before he appeared to tbetr 
eyes: the dock which he hod killed also iUl close 
by biro, and as there were a ftw clouds flying 
over at the moment, they connected the {Ul of the 
birds and his sudden appearance, and believed 
that be had himsdf dropped from the douds ; the 
noise of the rlfie, which they had never heard be- 
fore, being considered merely as the sound to an- 
nounce BO extraordinary an event. Thia belief 
300 
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vaa rtgrngthanndi when on entering the room be 
bronght down Bra from ihe bekTens hj meant of 
his bnrning^ciaM: we toon eonTineed them wtie- 
betoiily that we were onlj mortalo, and after one 
of onr chkA had explained our hlatorj and ob- 
Jeete, we all smoked together in great harmony. 
Tbaee people do not iiwak predeely the same 
IftiignBge BM tJw TmHima aboTe, bnt nndentuid 
them in eonnnation. In a aliort time we were 
Joined bj many of the inhabitants from below, 
•crreral of them on horaebaek, and all pleaaed to 
Me ns, and to exelkange their fleb and berriee Ibr 
m taw trinket*. We ramaioed here to dine, and 
then proeeeded. At half a mile the IiUIt conntry 
on the ri^t aide of the rirer eeaaed: at eleven 
mHea we foond a amall rapid, and a mile ftarther 
eame to a email Iilaud on the leA, wher« tbera an 
■onu willowa. Since we had left the five lodgM, 
m psmed twentj more, diapereed along the river 
at dlflhrent parte of the valley on the right; bnt 
aa they wera now apprleed of our coming they 
showed no signs of alarm. On leaving the island 
we passed three mike ftarther along a coontry 
which is low on both sides of the river, and en- 
camped onder some willow trees on the Mt, haT- 
lug made thlrty-slz milee to-day. Immediate 
oppodte to na is an island close to the Mt shore, 
and another in the middle of the river, oo which 
ara twenty-four hoiuea of Indians, all engaged in 
drying fish. We had scarcely l[inded befora aboat 
a hundred of them eame over in their boats to 
visit ns, bringing with them a present of some 
wood, which was very acceptable: we received 
them in ae kind a manner as we could— smoked 
with all of them, and gave the principal chief a 
atafing of wampum ; bnt the highest satisfhetion 
they enjoyed was the mask of two of onr vioUu^ 
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with which th^ seemed mnch delighted : tluT k- 
mained all night at our flres. This tribe i« a 
branch of the nation called Pishqnitpaws, aad 
can raiae about three hundred and fifty men. In 
dreea they resemble the Indiana near the fork* of 
Um Colnmbia, except that their robea are amaJkr 
and do not reach lower than the waiat; indeed, 
thiee-fbnrtha of them haTe eearcely any robes at 
all. The dress of the fbmales Is equally seantj; 
fbr they wear only a emfdl piece of a robe which 
eoTen their shoalders and neck, and reaches down 
the back to the waist, wh»e it is attached by a 
piece of leather tied tight round the body: their 
breasts, which are thus exposed to view, ore lafge, 
ill-shaped, and are suffered to hang down Tvy 
low ; tb^ cheek-bones high, th^ heads flattraed, 
and their persons in general adorned with seoicely 
any ornaments. Both eeiea are employed in cur- 
ing fish, of which they have great qnoatitka on 
their seafiblds. 

SantJaf 20.— The morning was eool, tlie wind 
fi^m the southwest. Our appearance bad exdtsd 
the eorioeity of the neighbonrhood so much, that 
before we set oat abont two hundred Indiana bad 
collected to see ns, and as we were desiroos of 
conciliating their friendsMp, we remained to smoke 
and coni^ with them till breakfhsL Wethutook 
onr repast, which consisted whoUy of dog-flesh, 
and proceeded. We passed thiee vacant ktmsea 
near oar camp, and at Or miles reached the bead 
of a rapid, on descending which we soon came 
to another, very difflcnlt and dangwoos. It is 
formed bj a chain of large black roeks, stratching 
from the right ride of tiie river, and with aeveral 
small islands on the left, nearly choldng the chan- 
nel of the river. To this place we gave the name 
of the Pelican rapid, ttom seeing a number of peU- 
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cau aad black eormoranU about it. Jnvt below 
It ia a small ielaiul near the right shon, Then 
are four hoiuea of IndioiiB, all busy ia drying 
fish. At eirteen mitea from our camp we reached 
a bend to tiu left oppocdte to a large island, and 
at one o'clock halted for dinner on the lower 
pcnnt of an Island on the right side of the chan- 
Dd. Close to this was a larger laland on the 
same dde, and on the left bank of the rirer a 
small one, a little beloi^. We landed near some 
Indian hata, and counted on this dneter of three 
islaade, seventeen of their hoosee filled with In- 
hatdtonta, reaembllng in ererr respect thoee higher 
np the rirer ; like the inhabitanU, thej were buaj 
In preparing fish. We purchased of them some 
dried floh, which were not good, and a few ber- 
ries, on which we dined, and then walked to the 
head of tiu island for the pnrpose of examining a 
Tanlt, wbieb we had marked in coming along. 
This place. In which the dead are depoeited, ie a 
building about sixt; feet long and twelre feet 
wide, aad ia formed b; placing in the gronnd 
ptdea or forks dz feet hig^ acroes wUkb a long 
pole ia extended the whole length of the a:biictiue. 
Against this ridge-pole are placed broad boards, 
and pieces of eanoee, in a alanting direction, so as 
to form a shed. It standa east and west, and 
neither of the extremitiee are cloaed. On entering 
the weetem end we obserred a number of bodiee 
wr^ped carefliUy in leather robes, and arranged 
in rows on boards, which were then covered with 
a mat. Thia was the part destined for those who 
had recently died ; a Uttie fhrther on, the bones 
half decayed were scattered about, and in the 
centre (rf the building was a large pile of them 
he^wd promiscuously on each other. At the 
eastern extremity was a mat, on which twenty- 
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one ■gdUi were placed in & dreular form, the mode 
of interment bdng first to wrap the bodj In 
robee, and m it decaya the bonea are thrown into 
the heap, and the acnila placed together. From 
the different boarda and pieces of canoea which 
fbrm the vanH, were anspended on the inride fiab- 
ing-nete, baaket*, wooden-bowla, robea, aklna, 
trenchers, and trlnketa of Tariona kinda, obTi- 
onal J intended aa offiringa rf auction to decaaaed 
relatiTM. On the ontaide of the Tftult wwe the 
akeletons of aeveral horsea, and great qnantitiM of 
bonea In the neighbourhood, which induced aa to 
believe that theae animala were moat probably 
aacrlfleed at ttie flineral rltea of their maateta. 
Having dined we proceeded paat a email ialand, 
where were four hnta of Indiana, and at the lowtr 
extremit7 a bad rapid. Half a mile beyond thla, 
and at tiie diatance of twentj-fbor from onr camp, 
we came to the eommeoeement of ths hlghlanda 
on the right, which are the first we have aeenon 
that aide alnee near the Hoacleabell raplda, leaving 
a valley fbrt; mllea in extent. F^ht miloe lower 
we paaaed a large ialand in the middle of the 
river, below which are rieven email ialanda, five on 
the right, the aame number on the left and one in 
the middle of the atream. A brook lUla In on the 
right aide, and a email rivnlet emptiea itatf be- 
hind one of the islanda. The country on the ri^^t 
conaiata of high and mgged bills; the left la a low 
plain with no timber on either aide, except a few 
am^l wlllow-bnshea along the banka; thoo^ a 
few miles after leaving theae ialanda the country on 
the left riaes to the aame height with that oppo- 
aite to it, and beeomea an andnlating plain. Two 
milea after paaalng a email rapid we reached a 
point of highland in a bend towards the ri^t, 
and encamped fbr the evening, after a jonm^ of 
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fbr^two mUM. The river has been about a 
quarter of a mile in wMth, -with a enrrait mneb 
more nolfonn than it waa doring the la*t two 
daya. We kllkd two ipeeUed gnlle, and Mreral 
doeka of a delkiona fl&Tonr.

Moodny 21j~-Tb» morning waM tool, and ths 
wind from the southwest. At Are and a half 
miles ire p«MMd a small Island, and one mile and 
a half ftirtber, another In the midSle of the rlTer, 
which has some rapid water near its head, and 
opposite to its low«r extremitr are right cablmi of 
Indiana on the right side. We landed sear them 
to breaUhst; bat sncb Is the scardtr of wood, 
that laat erening we had not been able to collect 
any thing except dry willows, and cf these not 
more than barely saffldent to eook onr sapper, 
and this morning we conld not And enongh even 
to prepare breakfast. The Indians received ns 
with great kindness, and examined eTery thing 
they saw with mnch attmtion. In thdr appear- 
ance and employments, as well aa In their lan- 
gaage, they do not difibr from those higher np the 
river. The dress too is nearly the same ; that of 
the men consisting of nothing bnt a short robe of 
deer or goat skin ; while the women wear only a 
piece of dressed skin, foiling from the neck so as to 
cover the front of the body aa low as the waist; 
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« bandage tM ronad the bodj and paadng be- 
tween the legs; and over tiiL) a abort robe of d«er 
and antdope ddn ia oeeaaioiially tbrown. Hen 
we saw two blanketa of eeariet, and one of bine 
doth, and also a •ailor'a rotmd jacket; bat we 
obtained onl; a ftw pounded rooti, and some 
fish, for whicb we of eoniee paid them. Among 
otfaer thingH we observed some aeoms, the fhiit cX 
the white oak. Theoe they use ae fbod edtber raw 
or roasted, and on enqniiy informed as that tbej 
woe proenred from the Indians who Utb near the 
great Mis. Tbia place ttwy designate bj a name 
ray common]/ (q>plied to it bj the Indians, and 
hi^ilf expreseiTe, iba word Timm, wliich tbsj 
prononnee so as to make it pettBctij represent tlie 
•oond of a distant cataract. After breokfltst we 
resumed onr Joiinw7, and in tJu coarse of three 
miks passed a rapid wti^ large rocks wers 
steewed across the rirer, and at tlM head of wlilch 
on tite right shore were two bats (^'Indians. We 
stopped ben fbr tlM parpose of examining it, as 
we always do whenerer aaj danger ie to be appre- 
hended, and send roond by land all those who 
cannot swim. Fire milM ftartber la another rapid, 
Ibrmed by Urge rocka projecting from each side, 
above which were five hnta of Indiana on the right 
ride, oecai^ed Uke those we bad already seen, In 
drying flab. One mile below this is the lower 
point of an island dose to the right aide, oppoute 
to which on that ahore, are two Indian hats. 

On the Mt ride of the river at this place, are 
inunense irfles of rocks, which seem to have sUpped 
from the elifi vaAer which they lie ; they continue 
till spreading still fhrther into the riw, at the 
distance of a mUe from the island, tbey occasion a 
very dangerous rapid ; a little below which on the 
il^t aide are five huta. For many mHea the rivw 
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!• DOW oMTOtv and obctruictod with -nrj lorga 
roeka thrown Into its ehajind ; the hilla eontinBe 
higb and coTered, oa is vtrj rarely the caae, with 
a few low pine traea on their topa. Between three 
and fbnr mitee below the last rapid oeettra a 
ncond, which ii also difficult, and three miles be- 
low it li a email rirer, which eeema to riw In the 
open plains to the eoutheaat, and fUls In on the 
ML It 1> forty jarde wide at its month; but 
dieehargee onlj a emaU qaantit; of water at 
preaeot: we gave it the name oT Lepage's riTer 
from Lepage one of our company. Near this Uttle 
itver and Immedlatelj below it, we hod to en- 
counter a new rapid. The river Is crowded in 
erwy direction, with large rocks and small rocky 
islands; the passage crooked and dlSIeiilt, and for 
two milea we were obliged to wind with great 
care along the narrow channels and between the 
hnge rocks. At the end of this rapid are four hnta 
of Indians on the right, and two miles below Are 
more huts on the same side. Hera we landed and 
paaaed the night, after making thirty-three miW i 
The Inhabitants of these huts explained to us that 
they were the relations of those who lire at the 
great fUts. They appear to be of the same nation 
with those we have seen abore, whom, indeed, 
they resemble In every thing except that titelr 
langnage, although the same, has some words 
dUferent. They have all pierced noses, and the 
men when in foil dress wear a long tapering piece 
of shell or bead pnt throogh the nose. These peo- 
ple did not, however, receive na with the same 
cordiality to which we have been accoatomed. 
Tbey are poor; bnt we were able to porchase 
from them eome wood to make a fire for supper, 
of whiefa tJiey have bnt little, and which they s^y 
tbey bring from tha great foUa. The hills In tUs 
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nelghbaiirliood an high Mid nigged, uid & (bw 
aeattered trees, either small pine or acrabby white 
oak, are oeeaeioiuUIr nea on tlum. From the 
last r^)idB we also obeored tlie conical mountain 
towards the soathwest, wliieh tlie Indians say is 
not fbr to the leA of the great fUIs. From its 
Ttelnltf to that place we called it the Timm or 
Falls monntain. The country through which we 
passed is Itamished with sereral fine springs, which 
rise dther high ap the sides of the hills or else in 
the river meadows, and discharge themselves Into 
the Colombia. We eoold not help remarking that 
almost nnlTenallj the fishing establishments of 
the Indians, both on the Columbia and the waters 
of Lewis's river, are on the right bank. On en- 
quiry we ware led to believe that the reaeon maj 
be fbond in thdr fbar of the Snake Indiana ; be- 
tween whom and themselves, considering the 
warlike temper of that people, and the peaeeAil 
habits of the river tribes, it is very natural that 
UiB latter should be anxious to interpose so good 
a barrier. These Indians are described aa residing 
on a gr«at river to the south, and always at war 
with the people of this nelghbonrhood. One of 
our chMb pointed out to-day a spot on the left 
whsre, not many years ago, a great battle was 
Ibn^t, in which numbers of both nations wne 
killed. We were agreeably surprised this evening 
by & present (rf some very good beer, made out of 
lite remans of the bread, composed of the Faahe- 
coqnamash, part of the etorea we hod laid in at 
the bead of the Eooskooekee, and which by fi«- 
quent exposure becomes sour and moulded. 

Taeadny ££.— The morning was tbir and calm. 

We left our camp at nine o'clock, and after going 

on for six miles came to the head of an island, 

aad a Teiy bad rapid, where the roeks an seat- 
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twed nurlj aeroM the river. Just aboTe tbfai and 
on the right dde are six hnta of Indians. At the 
dManee of two milee bdow, are fire more hate; 
the inhabitants oT wliich an all engaged In diTing 
flsh, and some of them in thedr eanoee IdlUiig &8l> 
irith gigsi opposite to this cetabHshment Is • 
smallialandinabend towards the right, on which 
there were each qnantitiea offish that we connted 
tw«ntf stacks of dried and ponnded salmon. This 
small island is at the upper point of one mnch 
largw, the eides of whkh ore high oneTBn rocks. 
Jotting over the water: here there is a bad rapid. 
The Island continues fbr fbnr mike, and at the 
middle of it is a large tivw, whidi (4)peaia to 
come from the aontheast, and empties itself on the 
kA. We landed jnet abore its mouth in order to 
examine it, and soon fbnnd the route intercepted 
b; a deep, narrow channel, running into the 
Colombia abore the large entrance, so as to form 
a dry and rich Island about 400 yards wide and 
dght hundred long. Here as along the grounds of 
tiie river, the natives had been digging large 
qoantltiee of roots, aa the soil was turned up in 
many places. We reached the river about a quar- 
ter of a mile above Its month, at a place where a 
large body a£ water la compressed within a chan- 
nel of about two bandred yards in widt^ when* 
It foams ova- rocks, many of which are above the 
sorjbce of the water, These outowb are tite end 
of a rapid which extends two miles back, whwe 
the river is closely eonSned between two high 
hills, below which it Is divided by numbers of 
large rocks and small islands, covered with & low 
growth of timber. This river, which is called by 
Uie Tiifllii.n« Towahnahiooks, is two hundred 
yards wide at its month, has a vwy rapid cur- 
rent, and contributes about one fourth as mnch 
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vMer aa tbft Colnmbift pniBCWci befbn Uw Jone- 
tlon. Immediately at the entruice are three •and 
{■lands, and near it Hbt bead of an Island which 
nuts parallel to the larg« rocky island. We aotr 
retomed to onr boats, and passing the month of 
the Towahnahlooks went between the islands. 
At the distance erf' two miles we reached the lower 
end of this rock; Island, where were dght hnts of 
Indians. Here too, we saw some large logs of 
wood, which were most probably rafted down the 
Towahnahiooks; and a mile below, on the tight 
bank, were nxteen lodges of Indians, with whom 
we stopped to smoke. Then at the distance of 
abont a mile passed six more hots on tjie same 
side, nearly opposite the lower extremity of the 
island, which has Its apper end In the month of 
the Towahnahiooks. Two mike below we came 
a huto on tiie right side cf the rlrer, 
1 at the eommeneement of the pitch which 
inelndes the great foils. Here we halted, and im- 
mediately on lATifUng walked down, accompanied 
by an old Indian from the hnts, In order to ex- 
amine the fUls, and aseerttdn on which side we 
conld make a portage most easily. We soon dis- 
covered that the nearest ronte was on the ri^t 
aide, and therefore dropped down to the bead of 
the rapid, unloaded the canoes and took all the 
baggage oTer by land to tbe foot of tiw rapid. 
The distance Is twelve hundred yards. On setting 
ont we crossed a solid rock, abont one tlilrd of 
tiie whole distance; then reached a space of two 
hnndred yards wide, wlilch fbrms a hollow, where 
the looee sand from the low grounds has bem 
driven by the winds, and is steep and loose, and 
therefore disagreeable to pass; the rest of the 
route is over firm and solid ground. The labour 
f would hare been very inconTeniant, if 
2U 
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tiwlndbuu had not airivtad aa In carrTliig aomB 
of tha heavy artlelM on tbdr honM;bntforthli 
nrrlee tbey repaid tiwmMlvM bo adroitly, that on 
naeUng tiie foot <^ tiie ravine yn formed a camp 
In a position which might aeeore na from the j^ 
ferln|[ oT tlie natiTe«, wliich we a^iprehend mnch 
more tlian we do th^ hoatilltiea. Near onr camp 
are five large hnta of Indiana engaged in drying 
flah and preparing it for the market. The manner 
at doing thla, is by first opening the flah and ex- 
poring It to the son on tiielr scaSblda. When It la 
Bofflelently dried It is poonded fine between two 
ftonea till It la pnlreriaed, and ia then placed in a 
baaket about two ftet long and one in diameter, 
neatly made of graaa and mahee, and lined with 
the skin of a aalmoa atietehed and dried for the 
purpose. Here tliey aie pieaaed down aa hard aa 
poadble, and ttte top eoTored with akina of fiah 
which an aeeoied by eorda through the hoke of 
thebaakeL Theaebaakets are then placed in aome 
dry ritoation, tiie corded part apwarda, seven be- 
ing uinally plaeed as oloae as they can be pot to- 
grtber, and five on the top <tf them. The wh<^ la 
then wnqiped op In mate, and made that by 
eorda, over whlish mala an again thrown. 
Twelve of these baaketa, each of which eontaina 
from ninety to a hondred ponnda, form a stack, 
which is now kft exposed tiU it is sent to mar- 
ket; the flsh thna preserved are kept sound and 
sweet fbr several years, and great quantities of it, 
ibej Inform us, are sent to the Indians who live 
below the fhlla, whence it flnda its way to the 
whites who vieit the month of the Colombia. We 
obanrre both near the lodges and on the rocka 
In the river, great nomben of atacka <^ these 
ponnded fish. 
Bflsldea flah, theae people snp^ied oa with fll- 
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berti and benks, and we pnrehoMd » dog be 
topper; bnt it warn with maeh dlfflenttr that we 
wen able to bnj wood enough to cook it. In tlM 
eoQiM of the daj we were Tidted hj bmdj Ib- 
diana, from whom we komt that the principal 
chirfk of tiie bands, reeldlng in thi>n«dghbonrbood, 
an now bnnting in the moontajiu toward* tba 
aonthwMt. On that aide of the river none of tba 
Indiana hare anj permanent habitatione, and on 
enqaitT we were confirmed in onr belitf that it 
waa for Aar of attacks from tlu Snake Indiaos 
wtth whom tliey are at war. This nation Hmj 
npreaent as Ter; nnmerons, and redding In a 
great nnmber of vltlaga on the Towabnahiooka, 
whoTO the; liT« principal]; on sidmon. That rirer 
the; add Is not obatmeted b; rapid* aboT» ita 
montli, bat there becomes large and nachea to a 
contfderable dirtanee: the flnt Tillages of the 
Snake Indians on that tint being twelve daja* 
jonme; on a coarse about sootheast from thla 
plaea. 

WedBeaday ^a.—Having aaeett^ned from tha 
Indians, and b; aetoal examination, the beat 
mode of bringing down the c&noea, it waa foond 
neeeaaar;, as the river waa divided into aevend 
narrow channels, b; rocks and islands, to follow 
the ronte adopted b; the Indians themselvea. 
Thin operation captain Clark began this morning, 
and after croesing to the other aide of ttie river, 
baaled the canoes over a point of land, so aa to 
avoid a perpendienlar fUl of twent; feet. At the 
distance of fonr hondred and flft;-aeven ;ardB we 
reached the water, and embarked at a place where 
a long rock; island compreeees the channel of the 
riw within the space of a hundred and fifty 
;«rds, so as to form nearl; a semicircle. On 
having this rock; Island the channd Is aoraewhat 
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wider, bat a meond and moeh luger iaUuid of 
luurd black rock, «tlll divides it from 1^ main 
streaio, while om the Mt ahore it is doedj bor- 
dered bj pnpendknlar rotka. Eaviiig deeeended 
in thla -waj tor a mile^ we reached a pitch of the 
river, which bedng fivlded bj two large roeka, 
descends with great rapidity down a fhll edgbt 
feet in hei^t: aa the boats eonld not be nari- 
gftted down this steep descrait, we were obliged to 
land and let them down as slowlj as possible by 
atrong ropes of dk akin, which we had prepared 
Ibr the porpoae. They all paaaed in aaftty except 
one, which being looaed b; the breaking of the 
ropea, was driven down, bat waa recovered by the 
Indiana below. With tbia ra.pid ende tbe first 
pitch of the great fblls, which ia not great in 
point of height, and remarkable only for the 
ringnlar manna in which the rocks have divided 
Ita channeL From tbe maAe every whwe per- 
eeJTabla at the fUls, it Is obvions that in high 
flooda, which most be in the spring, the water 
below the fblla rlaea neariy to a level with that 
above them. Of this rlae, which is occasioned by 
aome obatroctiona which we do not as yet know, 
the salmon must avail themaelvea to pass ap the 
river in snch mnltjtndes, that that flab ia almoet 
tb6 only one eangfat In great abnndanoe above the 
foils ; bnt below that place, we observe the s^mon 
trout, and the heads of a species of trout smaller 
than tbe salmon tront, which is in great qnan- 
UtiM, and which they are now burying to be naed 
aa tbeir winter fbod. A bole of any siie being 
dug, tbe sides and bottom are lined with straw, 
ov«r which skins are laid : on these tlie fish, after 
b«ing well dried, is laid, covered with other skins, 
and the bole closed with a layer of earth twdve 
or fifteen lac ea de^. Abont three o'clock we 
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raftehed the lower c&mp, bnt our \oj at havliic 
aeeompliihed thi« object warn aomewlwt dimin- 
iBfaed, b7 the petseeutioii of ft new Kqa^nbutce. 
On reoddnff the upper point of the partsge, w 
tbnsd that the Indians had been encamped there 
not long linm, and had kA behind tliem mnlti- 
tndea of Seaa. Tbeae ugadoos »"t"'*i'' woe so 
pleased to ezcbaoge the straw and flah eUna, in 
which the^ had been Uring, for some better nti- 
dence, that we were eoon eoveied with them, and 
during the portage the mm were obliged to etrlp 
to the skin, in order to bmah them fh>m their 
bodka. Thef were not, howerer, bo easi^ die- 
lodged from onr clothee, and accompanied as Is 
great unmben to our camp. 

We saw no game except a sea otter, wUeh was 
shot in the narrow channel as we came down, 
but wecoold not get it. EaTing thotfore seaieel/ 
onj provisions, we ponihaaed eight small fttdoga, 
a fbod to which we are now compelled to hare 
reconrse, for the Indians are verj anwilUng to sell 
Dfl any of their good fish, which they reeerre ftir 
the market below. FortnnatBly, however, the 
baUt of using this animal has completely orer- 
eotna tbe repnguanee hieh we fUt at first, and 
the dog, If not a fiiTonrito dish, la alwajv an ac- 
ceptable one. The meridian altitude of to-day 
gives 45° 43' 67' 8-10 north, as the latitude of 
onr camp. 

On the beach near tiie Indian hots, we obeored 
two eauoea of a dlSteent shape and siie from anj 
wbleh we bad hitherto seen: one of these we got 
in exchange for onr smallest canoe, giving a 
hatcbet and a few trhtketa to tbe owner, who 
aaii he had pnrehaaed it from a white man bdow 
the fUls, b; gMng him a horse. These canoes an 
Tsr; beantiftillj made; thej are wide in tbe tai& 
ai6 
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dl« ud tsperlng towarda each «nd, with enriooi 
flgUTM earred on the bow. The; aie tUn, but 
being Btrangthened by croM ban, abont an inch 
in diameter, which are tied with itrong pieces of 
bark throagh holea in the tides, are able to bear 
voy heaT7 burdens, and aeem ealcalat«d to Utb in 
the roDghest water. 

A great namber of Indlani both from aboT« and 
below the fUlt virited ne to-da;, and towards 
erenlng we were inibnned b; one of the chieAwho 
bad accompanied na, that he had oTcrheard that 
the Indians below Intended to attack ns as we 
went down the river: being at all times ready fbr 
any attempt of that sort, we were not onder 
greater apprehenMons than nsaal at this IntaOl- 
genes: we, therefore, only reexamined our arms 
and Increased the ammnnition to one bnndrad 
ronnds. Onr chieA, who had not the same mo- 
tives oTconfldenee, wen by no means so mneh at 
their ease, and when at night they saw the In- 
dians toave OS earlier than nsusi, their snspldons 
of an intended attack were confirmed, and they 
were very much alarmed. The next morning 

TbnTBdny 24, the Indians approached ns wiHt 
apparent caation, and behared with more than 
nsttal reeerre. Our two chleO, by whom these 
drcnmstanees were not nnobeerred, now told ns 
that they wished to return home; that they eoold 
be no longer of aqy soriee to as, and they could 
not nnderstand the language of the people below 
the mis; that those people formed a dlBhrent 
nation from their own; that the two people had 
been at war with each other, and as the Indians 
had expressed a resolution to attack ns, they 
would certainly kill them. We endeavonred to 
qoiet their fbars, and requested them to stay two 
nl^ts longer, in which time w» would sas the 
S16 
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TixH— ■ below, and maka a peaea between the two 
natlone. They rqdied that they wen anxioiu to 
retom and eee their horeee; we howenr incieted 
on their remalaliig with na, not onlj' In bopei of 
Mugliig about an aeeommodation between them 
and thdr eoamiea, bat beeanae tii^ ml^t be able 
to detect any hostile derigna ag^nat na, and alao 
aariat na in paaaing the next fUla, whkh are not 
flw ofi^ and le p i ea ente d aa ■wmj dlfflenlt: they at 
kocth, agreed to atSLj with na two nii^ta longer. 
About nine o'eloek we proeeeded, and on leaTlng 
our eamp near the lower fUl, fonnd tbo ifrer 
about fbiir hondred yards wtde, with a ennent 
mon r^ild than uaoaJ, though wtth no perceptible 
deaeent. At the distance of two and a half mflea, 
the rfner widened into a large beod or baiin oa 
the right, at the be^nning of which am three hnta 
of Indiana. At tlie eztremhy of ♦■*■<■ baain stands 
a hi^ black rock, which, rising perpendlenlarlr 
from the tidbit shore, seems to mn wholly across 
the river; so totally Indeed doee it appear to atop 
tiw paaaage, that we conld not see where the 
water eecaped, exeept Uiat the current appeared 
to be drawn with more tiian nansl velocity to the 
loft ot the rock, where was a great roaring. We 
landed at the hnta of the Indians, who went witii 
nsto the top ctf this rock, from which we saw all 
the diiBeaHdes of the channel We were no longer 
at a loea to aeeonnt fbr the rising of the river at 
tiie fhlla, for thia tnmendoos rock stretches across 
the river, to meet the high hills of the left shore, 
leaving a channel of only forty-five yards wide, 
through which the whole body of the Colnmbia 
must prese its way. The water thus forced Into 
so narrow a channel. Is thrown into whirls, and 
Bwdls and boils In every part with the wildcat 
a^tation. But the altematiTe of carrying the 
317 
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boati over this Ugh rock waa olmoct Impoiribto 
In our pnaent aitaatioii, and aa the chief danger 
■eemed to be not from any rode In the chMnal, 
bnt &i}m the great wa-vw and wbirlpoola, we re- 
■olfed to try the paMage In onr boats. In hope* 
of being aUe b; dexterone tteering to escape. 
This we attempted, and with great care were sUe 
to get throngb, to the astonishment of all the 
Indians of the hnto we had ]ast passed, who now 
collected to see ns from tbe top of the rock. The 
ohfcwnri continnee ttaos confined within a space of 
abont half a mik^ when the rock ceased. We 
passed a ringle Indian hnt at the fiwt of It, where 
the river again enlarges itself to the width of two 
handrsd jards, and at the distance ofamlleand 
a half stopped to Tiew a very bad rapid ; this is 
Ibnned by two rocky islands which divide the 
channel, the lower and larger of which Is in the 
middle of the river. The appearance of this place 
was BO unpromising, that we unloaded all ths 
most valuable artielee, such as gnns, ammunition, 
onr ptqwrs, Ac and sent them by land with all 
the men that could not swim to the extremity of 
the rapids. We then descended with the canoes 
two at a time, and though the canoes took in 
some water, we all went through saftly; aft«r 
which we made two miles, and stopped la a deep 
bend of the river towards the right, and encamped 
a little above a large village of twenty-one booses. 
Hera we landed, and as it was late befbie all the 
canoes foiiwd ns, we were obliged to remain here 
this evening, the dlfSenltlM of tbe navigation hav- 
ing permitted ns to m^e only ^ miles. This 
village Is situated at the extremity of a deep bend 
towards tbe right, and immediately above a ledge 
of high rocks, twenty fbet above ti» marks of the 
highest flood, bnt tm>ken in several places, so as 
218 
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to fbrm filMMwaiM wUgIi ue at ptnwmt dtj, ex- 
tending neftriyaeroMthBiiTBr; thla rorm* the Ke- 
ond fUl, or the place moit probably which tibe 
Indiaiu indicate bj tbB word Tlmm. While the 
canoee wen eomtaig on, certain Clark walked 
with two men down to wmntim theee ■■h^mnJ^, 
On tbeee roeke the Indiana are accnstomed to dry 
Sab, and aa tbe nason for that pnrpoee ia now 
OTer, the polM which tiiej nee are tied np tvj 
Mcnreljr in boadlee, and placed on the ecaffolde. 
The atoek ot fleh dried and poonded were ao 
abnndaot that he eonnted one hundred and aerea 
of them makiBg more than ten thooeond ponnda 
of that proTialon. After «T*«iiiiiiig tlM narrowa 
oe wdl aa the iBteneaa of the hour would permit, 
he returned to the Tillage thongh a rock; opm 
BonntrT-, infteted with poleeata. Thia Tillage, the 
reaideoee t^ a tribe called the Kebeloote, conriste 
of twen^-one honeee, acattered promiBCUOtialj 
over an derated eitnatlon, near a mound about 
thirty ftet abore the common lerel, which haa 
•ome remalne erf honaee on it, and beara emrj 
Mvpeiuaiice of bcdng ^rtifld^ 

The honeee, which are the first wooden buildinga 
we haTe aeen alnee leaTing the Dlinoia country, 
are neariy equal in rise, and exhibit a Tery dngo- 
lar appearance. A large hole, twenty feet wide 
and thirty in length, is dug to the depth of aix 
feet. The ddee are then lined with split pieeea of 
timbw, rising jnat aboTe the snrfttce of the ground, 
which are emoothed to the same width by burn- 
ing, or ehaTed with small iron oxea. Theee tlm- 
ben are secured in their wect position by a pol^ 
stretched along the aide of the boUdlng near the 
eaTcs, and supported on a strong post fixed at 
each comet. The timbers at the gable ends rlee 
gradually higher, the middle pieces being the 
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broadett At Uie top of Uhm 1b ft wnt of waaA- 
dnle, made to netin ft ridge-pole, the Thole 
knfth of the honae, propped by on addltionftl 
poet In the middle, and fbrming the top of the 
roof. From thia ridge-pole to the eane of the 
honM, are placed a nnmbcr of small poke or 
rafters, aeenred at each end by fibres of the oedar. 
On these poka, which are connected by small 
bansTtose bars ofwood, is laid a covering of tha 
white cedar, or arbor ritae, kept on by the 
stnmds of the cedar fibres: but a sm^ distance 
along the whole length of tiw ridge-pole Is left 
nncoTned fbr the porpose of Ug^t, and permitting 
the smoke to pass throogfa. Tha roof thus formed 
has ft descemt ftbout eqoal to that eommoB 
amongst ns, and near the earea Is poforated wUb 
ft nnmber of sm^ holes, made moat [wobably to 
dJaeharge their arrom in eaae (tf an attack. The 
only entrance is by ft small door at the giAle tod, 
eat ont of the middle {deee of Umber, tweu^-ninft 
and ft half iuchee Ugh, and fourteen laches broad, 
and reaching only eighteen Inehea aboTs the earth. 
Before this hole is bang a mat, and on pushing it 
a^e and crawling through, the deaeant is by a 
•mftll wooden ladder, made In tia ttirra of those 
need amongst ns. Onehalf of the Inside is nsed a» 
a place of deposit for their dried fish, of which 
tiiere are large quantities stored away, and with 
a ftw baskets of berries form the only OLmily pro- 
visions; the other half adjoining the door, remains 
for the accommodation of the temily. On each 
aide ore arranged near the walls, small beds c^ 
mats placed on little aeafiblde or bedsteads, raised 
from eighteen inches to three feet fi^m Uie ground, 
and in tlie middle of the vacant space is the fire, or 
■ometimea two or three fires, whan, aa is indeed 
nsoaUy tha caae, the hooM contains three ihmllles. 
330 
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n« iDhatdtMiti reednd us with great Hiiflmi 
^Bvtted DS to tbdr honBM, aod in the emnlng, 
after oor camp liad been fbrmed, came la great 
luimben to aee oe: aMompanjing them was a 
pctaidpal ehleC and aereral of the warriora ta the 
aation below the great nairowB. We made tu» of 
tUa opportonitr to attempt a recondUation be- 
tween them and oor two chkA, and to pnt an end 
to the war which had dlBtnrbed the two nations. 
Bj i immwuiUng to tlie eliiea the erOs which the 
war inJlieted on tbem, and Ute wants and prlra- 
tions to which H snbjeeta tbem, they soon became 
diqKMed to conciliate with each otiier, and we 
had aome reason to be satislled with the slnceri^ 
of the mutual profeaeions that the war should no 
longer eonttnne, and that in Aitare they would 
Hre in peace with each other. On eonclading this 
negotiation we proceeded to Invest tlie chief with 
the <™rfgTii* of command, a medal and some small 
artielea of clothing; after which the TioUn was 
psodaeed, and oor men danced to the great d^lgbt 
of the Indians, who remained with us till a late 
how. 

Fiidity, SB.— We walked down with sereral of 
the Indiana to riew the part of the narrows which 
they represented as most dangerous : we found it 
Tcry difflcnlt, but, as with our large canoes the 
portage was impraetieable, we concluded on car- 
rying our mo«t ratoable artielee by land, and 
then hauwdlng the passage. We therefore re- 
turned to the TUlage, and after sending some of 
the party with onr beat stores to make a portage, 
and fixed othera on the rock to assist with ropes 
the canoea that might meet with any difficulty, 
we be^^an the descent, in the presence of great 
Bombers of TinHii.n« who had colIeet«d to witness 
this ezphrit. The channel for three miles Is worn

thiDDgh A hard roogli black rock from Utj to 
one hundred yards wide. In whkh the water 
•walk and boils ta a trMneudooa manner. The 
three tint eanoM escaped vary well; the foortb, 
howerer, had neariy filled with wat«r; the fifth 
pawed throng with only a email qoantity of 
water over her. At half a mile we had got 
throoi^ the worst part, and haTing reloaded onr 
canoes went on Tery well fbr two and a half 
miles, except that one of the boats was neariy 
lost by running against a rock. At the end Ot 
<Jiia channel of three miles, in which the TniH<mff 
inftirm oB they catch tts many salmon as they 
wish, we reached a deep basin or bend of the rirer 
towards the right, near the entrance of which are 
two rocka. We crossed the bacdn, which has a 
quiet and genth carreot, and at tin distance of a 
mile from its commmoement, and a little below 
where the ri-nr resnmes its channel, reached a 
roek which diridee it. At this place we met onr 
old chfaft, who, when we began the portage, had 
walked down to a Tillage bdow to smoke a pipe 
(tf fltendabip on the renewal of peace. Jnst after 
onr meeting we saw a chkf of the TiUage abon^ 
with a party who had been ont hunting, and wefe 
then crossing the rirer with their horses on their 
way home. We landed to smoke with this chief, 
whom we fbnnd a bold looking man of a pieamng 
appearance, about fifty yean of age, and dressed 
In a war jacket, a cap, leggings and moccasins: 
we presented him with a medal and other small 
artlclee, and he gare ns some meat, ^ which he 
had been able to procure but Ut^; fbr on hla 
route he had met with a war party of lodiaas 
bom the Towahnahlooks, between whom there 
was a battie. We here smoked a parting pipe 
with our two fUthftd friends, the chieO, who had 

aaa 
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1 na from the heads of tiie rinr, and 
who sow bad each bongfat a hone. Intending to 
go home bf land. On leaving this rock the rircr 
ie gcotle, but etiewed with a great nambw <rf 
roeka for a few milea, wbco it becomes a beoatifti] 
atUI stream about half a mile wide. At Htb miles 
from tbo large bend we came to tike moath of a 
tnek twenty 7ards wide, heading is the range of 
monntaine whkh run 8. 8. W. and B. W. fbr a 
long distance, and discharging a considerable 
quantity of water; it is called by the T.iHt».i>« 
Qoenett. We halted below It under a hi^ point 
of rocks on the kft; and as It was necessary to 
make some celestial obswrations, we fbrmed a 
camp on the top of these rocks. This dtnation la 
perfectly well calculated fbr deAnee in case the 
Indiana should incline to attack ns, fbr the rocks 
fbrm a sort of natural fortiflcation with the aid of 
the river and creek, and is convenient to bunt 
along the fbot of the monntaine to the west and 
sonthwest, where there are serwal spedes of tim- 
ber which form fine coverts fbr game. From this 
rock, the plnsaele of the round monnt^n covered 
with snow, which we had seen a short dlstapce 
below the fbrks of the Columbia, and which we 
had called the Falls or Timm monnt^n, is south 
48° west, and about thirty-seven miks distant. 
The fhee <rf tlie conntry on both sides of the river 
above and below the fUls is steep, mgged, and 
rocky, with a very email proportion of herbage, 
and no timber, except a fbw bushes; the hills, 
however, to the west, have some scattered pine, 
white oak and othra kinds of trees. All the tim- 
ber used by the people at the upper fUle is rafted 
down the Towohnahlooks; and those who live at 
the bead of the narrows we have Juet passed, 
Iwlng their wood in tbe eame way from this 
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enek to tb» lower part of the narroirs, from 
which it is carried three milee bj land to thdr 
baiAtUkoam. 

Both above and below, aa well aa in the nar- 
rowB, we aaw a great nnmbw of eek-otter or 
aeolB, aad this erening one deer waa killed, and 
gnat aigne of that "''"'■i seen near the camp. 
In the creek we ahot a gooee, and saw mnch ap- 
pearance of beaver, and one t^the party oleo saw 
a flBh, which he took to be a dnun-fliUL Among 
the willowa we fbnnd aeveral enares, aet bj the 
BBtiTea Ibr tbe pnrpoae <tf catctilng wolvea. 

Sutarday, 20.— Tbe moratng waa fine: we aent 
•tx men to hunt and to eolleet reain to pitch the 
conoee, wliich, by being frequently haoled over 
roeka, have become very leaky. The canoes were 
also brought out to dry, and on examination it 
waa fonnd that many ot tbe artlclee had become 
■polled by being repeatedly wet. We wen oeeo- 
[ded with the obeerrationB neecoaory to determine 
our lon^tnde, and with confereneee among the 
Indiana, many of whom come on horseback to tbe ■ 
oppoaite ebon in the (brapart of the day, and 
■bowed some anxiety to croaa over to na: we did 
not however think it propw to aend fbr them, bat 
towarda evening two chieA with fifteen men cMne 
over In a small canoe ; they imtved to be the two 
principal cbiefii <^ the tribes at and above the 
fUla, who had been abarat on a hunting excnndon 
as we paaaed their reddenee: each of them on their 
arrival made na a preenit ot deer'a fleak, and 
email white cakes made of roota. Being anxlona 
to ingratiate ooraelvea In th^ Ibvour ao aa to 
enanre a friendly reception on our return, we 
Seated them with aH the klndneea we could 
■bow; we acknowledge the ehlcA, gave a medal 
of the email alae, a red silk handkerchief, on arm- 
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band, a knH^ and & irfeee of paint to each eU< 
•nd amall praemtB to Bereral of the partj, and 
h^a deer: theae attentiona were not loot on tba 
Indiana, who appeamd Ter^ well pleaaed with 
tiiem. At night a fire waa made in the middle of 
onr camp, and aa the Indiana aat round it onr 
men daneed to the moele of the TioUn, which ao 
deflected them tiiat sereral naolred to remain 
irithnaaUul^t: tbeRatcroaaed therivM. AH 
the tribe* in tUs neigbbonrtiood an at war with 
the Snake Indians, whom thej all deeeribe a* Ut- 
fng on the Towahnahlooks, and whoae Bearcat 
town is aaid to be four dajra* maieh from thla 
plaee, and in a direction nearly aonthweat: there 
baa lately been a battle between theae trlbea, bnt 
we eonM not aaeertaln the loae on edther aidoL 
The water roae to^aj eight incbes, a rise which 
we oonld only ascribe to the circamstance of the 
wind's having been np the rlrer for the lost 
twentj-fonr hours, since the inflnmoe of the tide 
eumot be aenaible hoe on account of the fUla 
below. The hnntera returned in the evening; they 
bad seen the tracks of dk and benr in the rnonn- 
talna, and killed five deer, fonr very large grsf 
eqoirrela, and a gronae: they Inform ne that the 
country off the river is broken, atony, and thinly 
timbered with pine and white oak ; beaidea theae 
deUcadee one of the men killed with a gig a sal- 
mon trout, which, being fried in some bear's oH, 
which had been given to ua by the chief whom we 
bad met this morning bdow the narrows, for- 
niibed a dish of a very ddightital flavour. A 
number of white cranes were also seen Sylag in 
diffirent directions, bnt at soch a height tiiat we 
could not procure any of them. 

The fleas, with whom we had eontzocted an 
intimacy at the fUls, are ao nnwllling to leave n% 
Vol n.— IB 336 
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tiwt the men am obliged to throw off all thdr 
dothee, in order to reUere themaelvM ftom their 
pereecntion, 

Sandaj 27.—Tbei wind wm blfift ttota the w«at- 
ward during laat night &nd this morning, bat ttM 
waather being fbir we contlnned our ceievtial ob- 
■errationB. The two chieA who remained with 
na, were Joined by aeren Indiana, who came in a 
canoe from below. To these men we were rery 
particular in our attentions; we amoked and eat 
with tiiem ; bnt aome of them who were tempted 
by the eight oToor gooda expoaed to dry, wiahed 
to take Ubertiee with them; to which we wen nn- 
der the neeeedty or putting an Inunediate check; 
this reeti'aint displeased them >o much, that tii^ 
retnmed down the river in a very ill hnmonr. 
The two chieft however remained with na till the 
evening, when tiiey croaaed the river to their 
party. Before they went we procnredfrom them a 
voeabnlaiy of the Echeloot, tb^ native language, 
and on compariaon were aorprieed at Ita difibrenea 
fi>om that of the Eneeshur tongue. In {hct al- 
thoogh the Echeloota, who live at the great 
narrowa, are not more than dz miles from the 
Eneeehnra or reaidenta at and above the great 
fiolla, the two people are aeparated by a broad 
diatinction of language. The Eneeehnra arennder- 
atood by all the taibee rwading on the Colombia, 
above the fUla; bnt at that place they meet with 
tiieiminteUigible language of the Echeloota, which 
then deacenda the river to a conaiderable tHafai.iMi 
Tet the variation may poaaibly be rather a deq> 
ahade of dialect than a radical di&rence, ainea 
among both many worda are the same, and the 
identity cannot be accounted for by anppoaing 
that their neoghboorbood baa interwoven them 
into their daily conversationa, becanae the aame 
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■woTJM Me eqoally flwnlHur among aU the fT»iJiw>d 
bands which we hare paaaed. To aU these tribea 
too the strange clacking or guttural noiae which 
flret etmck oe is common. Tlie; also flatten tb» 
hftwin of the children in nearly tlte same majuwir, 
bnt we now begin to obeeire that tlie lieada of 
tlie males, as well a« of the otlier eez, an anb- 
)eeted to tliia operation, wlmeaa among the 
monnttUna the enatom haa confined it almost to 
tike fbmalee. The hnntera brought home fbor deer, 
one gronae, and a eqainel. 

Monday 28.—Th% morning waa again cool and 
windy. Having dried onr goods, we were about 
getting ont, when three eanoea came from abOTa 
to rlat OS, and at the same lame two otlien 
flvm below arrlTed for the same porpoee. Among 
these last was an Indian who wore his hidr in a 
qnene, and bad on a round hat and a saflor'a 
jacket, which be said he had obtcuned from the 
people bdow the great raidda, who bought them 
from the whit«a. This interrlew detained ue till 
nine o'clock, when we proceeded down the river, 
wlilch is now bordwed with cllffli of loose dark 
coloured rocks about ninety fbet high, with a thin 
covering of pine and oUht small tzeee. At the 
distance of four miles we reached a small Tillage 
(tf eight houses vxAtr some hl^ rocks on the 
right, with a small ueek on the opporite side of 
the river. We landed and found the bouses simitar 
to those we bad seen at the great nanowi: on 
entering one t€ them we saw a British mnakert, a 
entlaas, and sevoral brass teakettles, of which 
they seemed to be very fond. There were flgnrea 
of men, birds, and di^rant tniwJ", which were 
cot and painted on the boards which form the 
iddes of the room, and though the workmanship 
of these uncouth flgnies was ray rough, they 
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mn M hl^ily flstrnmad bj the Indisna M Oa 
fluartfreKOeaofmoredTillaed people. TUs Mb* 
te called theChillwkltteqii&w, aadtbdrUngtiagA 
ahhoDgh eomewhat difeent from that of tlw 
Eebeloots, haa 111U17 of the eame word*, and la 
■BlDeiHitir Intelligible to the aelc^bourtng In- 
dlaae. We procured from them a vocabalaiT', and 
then after buying fire email dogs, some dried her- 
riee, and a white bread or cake made of roots, we 
Wt them. The wind however roae bo hlgji, that 
we were obliged after going one mile to Und on 
the kA ride oppoaite to a rocky leluid, and paoi 
Uie day then. We formed oar camp In a niche 
abore a point of high rocka, and aa It waa the 
only aaA harbour we conld find, snbmltted to tba 
laconventonce of lying on tbe aand, expoaed to 
ttiewlDdandralndiiringaUtbeeTenlng. Thehlg^ 
wind, which obliged as to cousnlt the eaftty of 
our boata by not venturing ftirther, did not at all 
ptarrot tbe Indiana from navigating tbe river. 
We had not been long on shore, before a canoe 
with a man, hie wife and two ch]ldi«o, came 
from below through the hlf^ wavea with a fbw 
roota to sell; and eoon after ire were vialted br 
moity Indiana from the village above, with whom 
we amoked and converaed. The eanoea need bj 
theae people are like thoee already deecribed, bnilt 
of irtiite eedar or pine, very light, wide in the 
middle, and tapering towarda the ends, tba bow 
being raiaed and omammted with carvings of the 
heads of animals. Aa the eanoa la the vehicle of 
teansportation, the Indians have acquired graat 
dexterity in the management of it, and guide tt 
safely ova the hi^ieat wavee. They have among 
their ntanMla bowls and baaketa very neaUy made 
of small bark and graaa, in which they boil thdr 
proviaions. The only game seen to-day were two 
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deer, of which onlr one iraa kDled, 11m other WM 
wonnded bvt caeaped. 

TntadAf 29.—X)» morning vm itlll dondf, ud 
tho wind from the weet, bat m it had abated tti 
Tiolenoe, we aet out at darUi^t. At tin dietance 
of fbor mllei we paeeed a creek on the rii^t, one 
mile bdow wliich la a Tillage of eeren hon^ (» 
the eame tide. Thia ia the reddenee of the prin- 
etpa) chief of the CbUlncldtteqnaw nation, whom 
we now fbond to be t^ aame between whom and 
onr two chMb we had made a peace at the Echa- 
loot Tillage. He reoeiTed ns rery Undlj, and eat 
bcAire qa ponnded flah, fllberta, nato, the berriee of 
Um Baeaeommla, and white bread made of roots. 
We gave in return a braedet of ribbon to each of 
tlie woman of the honae, with wliieh thetr wen 
Ter7 mnch pleaaed. Theehkf had aemal artklca, 
rach aa acarbt and blue doth, a awoid, a Jacket 
and bat, wlilch moat have been proenred frcon the 
whitea, and on one aide of the room ware two 
wide aplit boards placed togetiter, ao aa to make 
apace ft>r a mde figore c^ a ntan cot and painted 
on them. On pelting to tUi and aaUng them 
irtiat H meant, he said eoroethlng, of which all we 
mideratood waa "good," and then atepped to IJie 
image and brought out his bow and qnlrar, 
wlileh, with eome other warlike inatrnmenta, wet« 
kept behind it. The chief then directed hie wUb to 
hand tit"! hia medicine-bag, from which he brought 
oat foorteen fbre-flngere, which he told oa had 
once belonged to the aame nnmber of his enemlea, 
whom he had IdDed in flirting with the natlona 
to the eontbeaat, to wbieb place he pointed, allnd- 
Ing no doubt to the Soalw Indiana, the common 
enem^ of tlte nations on the Columbia. Thia bag 
is about two ftet in length, cont^nlng roots, 
ponnded dirt, Ac which the Indiana onij know 
SiW 
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faow to ^tpneUte. It ii aa^MBded Is the ndddls 
of the lodge, and it la rappond to be a epeciea of 
— erflege to be touched bj any bat the owner. It 
to an object of raUgioiu fear, and it Le front tte 
MBCti^ tiie aafeat place to depoeit thdr medala 
and their more Tsliiable artielee. The Indians 
have likewise amaU bage which ther pR«rre In 
tiwir gfeat medidae-bag, from wbraee they are 
taken and worn around their walMe and necks aa 
amnkte againat any real or imnghtflrTTflt Thia 
waa the Brat time we had erer known the Indiana 
to eany from the Add any other trophy exeeipi 
the aealp. Tb«y were ahown with great exalta- 
tion, and after an harangne which we were leA to 
preaama waa in praiae of hia ezploitB, the flngeta 
weae eanAiUy replaced among the TalnaUe emt- 
teota of the red medidne-bag. Thla village being 
part of the same nation with the village we 
poaaed above, the language <^ tba two is tiie 
name, and thdr honaea of similar fbrm and mate- 
rials, and catetUated to contain about thir^ 
soola. The inhabltanbi were annanally hoapltable 
and good-hnmonred, ao that we gave to the plaee 
the name oTthe Frioidly village. We t»«akfosted 
here^ and aiter pnrchaaing twdve dogs, four sacks 
of flsh, and a tew dried berries, proceeded on onr 
Joom^. The hills as we paseed are high with 
steep and rocky aidea, and eome pine and white 
oak, and an nndwgrowth of shrube scattered over 
them. Fonr milee below this village Is a email 
river on the right aide; imntedlatdy below la a 
village of ChiUnckitteqnawB, consisting of devm 
honaee. Hwe we landed and smoked a pipe with 
the inhahitanta, who were very cheerftil and 
friendly. They as well as the people of the lest 
village inform as, that this riT«r eomee a consid- 
erable diatance fW>m the N. N, E. that it has a 
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gnat munbw of fUla, -which pravHit the uIiikhi 
flrom psMing np, and that tiiere are ten o&tiona 
nridlng on it who enbaiBt on boriee, or mdi 
game as the; can procure with tbdr bowg and 
arrows. At its mouth tlie river is elzt; yards 
wide, and lias a deep and very rapid ehannsl. 
From the nnmber of AUs of which the Indians 
ttpoko, we gave it the name of Cataract rim. 
We purchased four doge, and then proceeded. 
The country as we advaaee is more rock; aod 
broken, and the pine and low white oak on the 
UHs ia cro aee in great quantitr. Three miles be- 
low Cataract rirer we pneeed three large rocks in 
the river; that in the middle Is large and longer 
than the rest, and from the drcnmstanee of Ita 
having seTeral square Tanlts on it, obtained tlw 
name of Sepulchre island. A short distance beloir 
are two hnte of Indituis on the right: the rirw 
now widens, and in three miles we came to two 
more honeee on the right; one mOe beyond whkh 
is a rocky inland in a bend of the river towards 
tiie left. Wltltin the next six mllea we passed fbnr- 
teen hnts of Indians, scattered on tiie rl|^t bank, 
and then reached the entrance of a river on tite 
Wt, which we called Labieshe's river, aAer Labfe- 
■he one of our party. Jnst above titU river U a 
low ground more thickly timbered than usual, 
and in ftont are fbor huts of Indians on the bank, 
which are tike first we have seen on that side of 
thA Columbia. The exception may be occasioned 
by this spof a being more than nsnally protected 
from the approach of their enemke, by the ere^ 
and the thick wood behind. 

We again embarked, and at the distance of a 
mUe passed the month of a rapid creek on the 
rii^t eighteen yards wide: In this ereek the In- 
dians whom we left take their fleh, and from the 
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nmnber of eanoM whkh vwe is it, ve called it 
Ctmoe ei«ek. Oppodto to thi» creek is & large 
aaodbu-, wbieb contiutiM fbr four milee along the 
left ride of the rlTer. Jntt below thia a beantiftil 
cascade tUle in on the Mt over a precipice of rock 
one hnndred Ibet In height. One mile ffarther are 
fbnr Indian hnte in the low gronnd on the Mt: 
Bad two mllM bejond thia a point of land on the 
right, where the monntalna become hi^ on both 
■idee, and ponowm more timbra and greater varie- 
ties of It than hitherto, and those on the ktt an 
covered with enow. One mile from thia point we 
halted fbr the night at three Indian hnte on the 
right, haTing made thirtj-two milea. On onr first 
arrlTBl they aeemed mrprieed, bnt not (darmed at 
onr appearance, and we eoon became intimate by 
means of smoking and oor foTOorite entertain- 
ment fbr the Indians, the violin. They gave ne 
frnit, some roote, and root-bread, and we pnr^ 
ebaaed from them tliree dogs. The honeea of tbeae 
people are similar to those of the Indians aboTt^ 
and thdr language the same : their drees also, con- 
•ieting of robee or skins of wolves, deer, elk, and 
wild-cat, is made nearly after the same model: 
their hair is worn In plute down each shoulder, 
and ronnd their neck Is pnt a strip of some sUn 
with the tail of tiie animal li*iigtng down awa the 
breast: like the Indians above they are fbnd of 
otter skins, and give a great price for them. We 
here saw the skin of a moantain efaeep, wUeh 
they say live among the rocks In the mountains: 
tiie skin was covered with white hair, the wool 
long, thick, and coarse, with long coarse hair on 
the top of the neck, and the back reeembllng 
somewhat the bristles of a goat. Immediately 
behind the village ia a pond, in which were grsM 
juunbers of small swan. 
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Wtdamd^y, 80.— k moderate r^n M daring on 
laat nigbt, bnt the morning wtm cool, and after 
taUng a Kanty breakfast of deer, we proceeded. 
The rivar ii now abont three^narten of a mile 
wide, with a enrrent lo gentje, that It doee not 
ozeeed one mile and a half an honr; bat Itecoane 
ta obameted by the projection of large rocka, 
vUeh Memed to have flUlen promlaeaoorir from 
the motmtatna Into the bed of the river. On the 
left dde fonr dl&rent etreame of water emptf 
tbnuMlTee in eaacadea from the iillla: what ie, 
howera', moat eingnlar ia, that there are stamps 
of pine tctm ecatteied to eome dlgtanm in the 
river, which has the appearance of bdng dammed 
bdow and fbreed to encroach on Uie ehore: theee 
obfltroctione continae till at the distance of twelve 
milee, wboi we eame to the moath of a river on 
the rl^t, where we landed: we found it ilxtr 
yarde wide, and Ita banks poMsee two kJnde of 
timber which we had not hitherto eeen : one ia a 
very large apeciee of ash ; the other reaembling in 
ite bark the beech ; bnt the tree iteelf, ae aleo the 
teavea, are smaller. We called thia stream Cm- 
■atte'i river, after Crasatte, one of onr men: 
opposite to ita month the Colnmbia widens to the 
distance of a mile, with a large sandbar, and 
large stones and rocks scattered through thechan- 
neL We here saw eeveral of the large bauuda, 
which are (tf the rise of tiie largest eagle, with the 
nnder part of their winga white: we ^so shot a 
deer and three dneks; on part of which we dined, 
and then continned down the Colnmbia. Above 
Crosatte's river the low groands are about three 
qoarters of a mile wide, rising gradaally to the 
hilli, and with a rich soil cohered with graea, Ibm, 
and other small ondergrowth; bnt below, the 
eonnby rises with a steep ascent, and toon the 
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monntttbiB t^proaeh to the rinr with >te^ rag- 
ged ddea, eovMed with a Ttrj thkk grovth oT 
pine, eedor, cottonwood, and oak. The river is 
still stFewed with large rocks. Two and a half 
miles Mow Crosatto's river Is a large creek on the 
right, with a small island In the month. Jnst 
below this creek we passed along the right side cf 
three small islands on the right bank ofthe tint, 
with a larger island on ths oppoaito side, and 
landed on an island rerr near the right shore at 
the head of the gnat shoot, and opposite two 
smaller islands at tiie &I1 or shoot itselC Just 
above the island on which we were encamped is a 
small village of eight large honses in a bend on 
the right, where the eonntrj, fh)m having been 
verj mountainous, becomes low for a short dis- 
tance. We had made fifteen miles to-day, dnring 
all which time we were kept eonstantlj w«t with 
the rain; bnt am we were able to get on this 
island some of tbe asb which we aaw for the first 
time to-day, and which makes a tolerable fire, we 
were as comfortable as the motstnees of tbe evco- 
Ing would permit. As soon M we landed, c^>tain 
Lewis went with five men to Ute village which is 
■Itnated near the river, with ponds in tike low 
grounds behind: tbe greater part of tbe inhabi- 
tants were abeoit collecting roota down the river: 
the ftw, however, who were at home, treated him 
Tery kindly, and gave him berries, nuts, and fish; 
and in the house were a gun and several articke 
which must have been procured from the whites; 
bnt not bdng able to procure any infbrmataon, be 
returned to the island. Captain Clark had in the 
meantinie gone down to examine tbe shoot, and 
to discover the best route for a portage. He fol- 
lowed an Indian path, which, at the distance of a 
mile, led to a village on an elevated dtoatlon, the 
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hoiUM tt vhieh had been l^rge, bat bnUt la » 
dlArent form from tay we had jet aeen, but 
which bad been lately abandoned, the great» 
part of the board! bdngpnt Into a pond near the 
Tillage : thii was most probably for the purpose of 
drowning the flea«, which were In immense qnan- 
titieB near the hooM*. After going abont three 
miles the night obliged him to retom to camp : 
he reaomed Ub aeareb in the morning, 

Tbaradaj, Slst, through the rain. At the ex- 
tremity of the bwdn, in whleh is gltnated the 
faland whrae we are encamped, nreral rocks and 
rocky ialands are inteniteraed throngh the bed of 
the riT^. The rocks on each side hare fUlen 
down from tiie monntaina; that on the left being 
high, and on the right the hill Itself, wUefa Is 
lower, aUp^iig into ths river ; so that the cnrrent 
is ken eomprwod within a space of one hnndred 
and fifty yards. Within this narrow limit it mns 
for the distance of four hnndred yards with great 
rapidity, swelling otw the rocks with a fUl of 
abont twenty feet: It then widens to two hnndred 
paces, and the cnrroit for a short distance be- 
comes gentle; bat at the distance of a mile and 
a half, and oppodM to the old village mentioned 
yesterday, it is obatmcted by a very bad rapid, 
where the waves are nnnsnally high, the river 
b^ng confined between large rocks, many ofwhich 
are at the snr&ce of the wat^. Captain Claik 
proceeded along the same path he had taken be- 
fore, which led him tbrongh a thick wood and 
along a bill side, till two and a half miles below 
the shoots, he struck the river at the place whence 
the lodioiis make their portage to the head of the 
shoot: he here sent Crosatte, the principal water- 
man, up the stream, to examine If it were praetl- 
eable to bring the canoes down the water. In the 
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meaatime, he, with Jowph Fieida, contliined hto 
ronte down tiie river, along which the r&pld* m^ 
to rtrateh M br aa he eonld aee. At half a mlk 
below the end of the portage, he came to a hooM, 
the onlj remiiant of a town, which, fhim lia ap- 
peftrance, mnat hare been of great antiqnltr. 
The hooM wa« nnlnhabited, and being old and 
deeajed, ha Alt no dlapoddon to encounter Um 
fieaa, which abound in every altnation of tlutt 
kind, and therrfore did not enter. About half a 
mile bdow tida honee, In a very thick part crf'the 
wooda, la an ancient bnrlal place: It consiatfl of 
dght vanlta made of pine or cedar boarda cloae(f 
connected, abont dght feet aqnare and alz In 
hdgfat; the top aerared, covered with wide boaida 
aloplng a little, ao aa to eonvejr off the rain : tha 
direction of all of them ia eaat and west, the ioot 
being on the eaatem aide, and partially atopped 
with wide boai^ decorated with mde ptetnrea of 
men and other anlmala. On entering we found la 
some of them four dead bodlea, c&reMly wrapped 
In aklna, tied with corda of graae and bark, lying 
on a mat in a direction eaat and weat; the other 
vaults contained only bonee, which wwe In bobw 
of them piled to the height irf* four feet: on the 
topa of the vaults, and on polea attached to 
them, hnng brass kettles and flrying-paos with 
boles lo thdr bottoms, baskets, bowls, eoa sheila, 
skins, pieces of cloth, bait, bags of trlnkete and 
small bonas, the ofibringa of fHend^p oraAetton, 
which have been saved by a ploua veneration from 
tiie ferocity of war, or tiie more dangeroua temp- 
tations of Individual gain: tlis whole of the walla 
aa well as the door were decorated with strange 
flgnrai cut and painted on them; and besides these 
woe several wooden Images of men, someof tiiem 
SO old and decayed aa to have almost lost thdr 
3W 
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ik^pe^ wUeb w«n all placed againat the Mtm d 
the Tanlta. Theee imageai, aa vrell aa thoae in the 
hoiuea we bare latelj eeoi, do not ^peor to be 
at aD the object* of adoration : in this place tb^ 
wwe moflt probably Intended aa reaembl&ncea of 
thoee wboee deceoae they Indicate; and when we 
obaerve them in hotueo, the; oecap; the moat 
conspietioaa part; bat an treated more like oma- 
BMuta than obieeta of worship. Near the Tonlts 
whkh are atanding, are the rem^na of othera on 
the groond eompletel; rotted and coveted with 
mooa; and aa they are formed of the moat durable 
pine and cedar timbw, tiiere ia vnxj a/pftanoMtib, 
that for a TC17 lone aeriee of reara thia letited 
apot baa been the depoaitor; for the Indiana near 
tUa place. After ara-mining thia place captain 
ClaA went on, and fonnd the rirer oa before 
atrewed with loige rocka, agunst which thewater 
ran with great rapiditj. Jnat below the vatilta 
the mountain, which is bnt low on the right aide, 
leavta the riTer, and ia aneceeded by an open 
atony lerd, which extenda down the river, while 
on tiia kA the mountain ia atill high and rugged. 
At two mlkfl distance ha come to a village of four 
bonsea, which were now vacant and the doora 
barred np: on looking in he saw the uaoal quan- 
tity of utenaila atill remaining, from whkh he con- 
dnded that tiie Inbabitanta wen at no great 
dlataaee colleeting roota or banting, in order to 
lay in tbelr aapply of food for the winter : he kA 
tbnn asd went on three mike to a difflenlt rocky 
rSi^d, which waa the laat In view. Here, on the 
right, are the remains of a large and ancient vil- 
lage, which eonld be plainly traced by the holea 
for the houaea and the deporite for flafa: after ha 
had examined theae nipida and the neighbouring 
eona^ he returned to camp by the aame roote; 
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the onlf gAme he had obtained was a miuihin 
crane. In the meantime we had been oecnpied in 
preparationi for making the portage, and in con- 
ftrence with the Indians, who came down from 
the Tillage to Tislt ne. Towatds eyening two 
eanoM anlTed from the Tillage at the month of 
Cataract riTer, loaded with fish and bean' grease 
for the market below: as soon as thej landed 
tbej unloaded the c&noea, tnmed tbem npcide 
down on the beach, and eoeamped under a shar- 
ing rock near onr camp. We had an opportnnlty 
of seeing to-daj the hardihood of the Indians of 
the neighbouring TiUag«: one of the men shot a 
goose, which fell Into the rlTer, and was floating 
rapidly towards the great shoot, when aa Indian 
observing it plunged in oAer it : the whole mass of 
the waters of the Colombia, just preparing to 
descend its narrow channel, carried the animal 
down with gt«at nqiiditj: the Indian followed it 
feoriGHlr to within one bandied and flftj ftei of 
the rocks, where he would inerltablr haTe been 
dashed to piecee; bvt sridng his prt^ he tnmed 
round and swam ashore with great eomposore. 
We Terj wlllingl; reUnqnlshed our ri^t to the 
bird in fhrour of the Indian who had thus 
eared it at the imminent hatard of his lift: he 
immediatelj set to work, and picked off about 
half the ftathen, and then without opening it 
nw a etfck throng it and carried it off to 
roaai. 

Friday, November 1, 1805.— Tbe morning was 
cool and the wind high from the northeast. The 
Indians who arrived last night, took their empty 
canoes on their ehoutdera and carried them below 
the great shoot, where they put them in the 
water and brought them down the rapid, till 
at the distance of two and a half miles tber 
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■tonwd to take In thdr loading, wlikh tbey had 
been afraid to tnut in the laat rapid, and bad 
thvefon carried by land from the bead of the 
■hoot. 

After thdr example we carried oar einall canoe, 
and aH the baggage acroH the lUpporr rocks, to 
the foot of the shoot. The fonr large canoes were 
next brought down, bj slipping them along poles, 
placed from one rock to another, and In some, 
places b^ naing partitdlf atreanu which escaped 
along side of the river. We were not, however, 
able to bring them acroae without three of them 
recedving injuries, which obliged ns to stop at the 
end of the shoot to repair them. At this shoot we 
saw great nambers of waK>tters; bnt the/ are so 
Oty that it is difflcolt to reach them with tbe 
musket: one of them that was wonnded to-day 
aonk and was lost. Having by this portage 
avoided the rapid and shoot of four hondred 
yards in length, we r&«mbarked, paseed at a mile 
and a half the bad rapid opposite to the old vil- 
lage on tbe right, and making onr way throogb 
the rocks, saw the house ]nst below the end of tbe 
portage; tbedght vaalta near it; andatthedis- 
tuiee ot four miles from tlie head of the shoot, 
reached a high rock, which fbrms the npper part 
of aa island near the kft shore. Between this 
island and the right shore we proceeded, leaving 
at the distance of a mile and a half, the village of 
fonr hoDSM on onr right, and a mile and a half 
lower came to the head of a rapid near the village 
on the right. Here we halted for the night, hav- 
ing made only seven miles from the head of tbe 
shoot. Dnring tbe whole of the passage the river 
is very much obstructed by rocks. The island, 
which is about three mllee long, reaches to the 
rapid whkh Its lower extremity contributes to 
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(brm. The meridian ftltitnd« of today gaT«u1lM 
laUtnde of 45° 44' 8' north. As we paMed Htb 
Tillage of fonr bonees, we found that tiw inhaU- 
tantii had ntnrned, and stopped to virit tbem. 
The honaee are rimilar to thoae already deMribed, 
bnt larger, from thirtr-flTe to flftj feet long, aad 
thirty Itet wide, beiiig nnk in the gronnd about 
riz fbet, and raised the same height abore. Their 
beds an raised abont fonr ftet and a half aboTe 
the floor, ajid the ascent is by a new painted lad- 
der, with which every fkmilj is provided, and 
onder them are stored their dried fish, whUe the 
apace between the part of the bed on which tiwy 
lie and the wan of the hoose is oecapied by the 
UQts, roots, berries, and other provialone, whkh 
are spread on mats. The flreplaoe is abont eight 
feet long, and six feet wide, snnk a foot below the 
floor, aecnred by a frame, with mats plaeed 
oronnd for the fhmily to ait on. In all of the 
booses ore Images of men of difflrent shapes, and 
plaeed as ornaments In the parts of the boose 
where they are most seen. They gave ns nnts, 
berries, and some dried fleh to eat, and we pnr- 
chased, among other articles, a hat made after 
theb own taste, soch as they wear, withont a 
brim. They ask high prices for all that they sell, 
obswrring that the whites below, pay dearly Ibr 
all which they carry there. We cannot learn pre- 
daely the nature of the trade carried on by the 
Indians with the inhabitants below. Bat as thdr 
knowledge of the whites seems to be very impw- 
ftct, and tho only articles which they carry to 
market, sneh as poonded fish, beor-graas and 
roots, cannot be on object of mneb foreign traffic, 
thdr interconrse appears to be an intermediate 
trade with the natives near the month of the 
Colombia : from them these people obtain in «x- 
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change for their flab, roote and bear-groai, bhN 
and white beads, copper tea-kettlee, braM arm- 
bando, eome aearlet ud blue robe*, and a ftw 
artielnt^oldEaropeandothing. But their great 
object is to obtain heads, an article which holds 
the first place in thdr ideas <^ lelatiYe value, and 
to procure which they will sacrifice tb^ last arti- 
cle oT clothing or the last moothftil of food. In- 
dependently of thdr fondness for them as an 
ornament, these beads are the medinm of trade^ 
by which they obtain from the Indians still hi^ier 
up the rtrer, robes, sUus, chappelel bread, beaiv 
grass, Ac. Those Indians in torn, employ them to 
IRt>CDre from the Indians in the Rocky monntalns, 
bear-grass, pachko, roots, robes, Sx. 

These Indians are rather below the common 
aise, with liigh cheek-bones, their noses pieieed, 
and in ftill dress, onuunented with a tapering 
piece of white shell or wampum about two Inches 
long, Thdr eyes are exceedingly sore and weak, 
many of them have only a dnglo eye, .-md some 
perftctly blind. Their teeth prematnrely decayed, 
•od in frequent iTiafai.ni'Mi, altogether worn away. 
Thdr general health, however, seems to be good, 
the only disorder we ht^ve remarked, bdng 
tumours In difikrent parte of tbo body. Tbs 
women are small and homely in their appearance, 
their legs and thighs mndi swelled, and their 
knees remarkably large; deformities, which aie no 
doobt owing to the manner in which they set on 
tbdr bams. They go nearly naked, having only a 
I^ece of leather tied ronnd the breast, fidling 
tiience, neariy as low as the waist; a smaJl robe 
abont three feet square, and a piece of leather, 
which ill supplies the place of a cover, tied be- 
tween their legs. Their hair is snfibred to hang 
loose In evary direction; and in their persons, as

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mil am in tbejr cookeiy, thajr an iOtbj to & mort 
diflgiutiiig degree. We here obeetre that tbe 
women nnivenwllj have their headi fl&ttmed, and 
In many of the TJllngee, we have lat^ aeKt the 
Amole children undergo the operfttion. 
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jSatortf^, Noramber 2.— 
rapid below more partlenltu'lj, taiA the danger 
^tpe&ring to be too great for the loaded canoea, 
all those who could not swim were wnt with the 
baggage hj land. The canoea then poMcd aaftir, 
and were reloaded; at the foot of the raidd we 
took a meridian altltode of 59° 45' 45*. Jut aa 
we were setting out seven sqnaws arrived acrow 
the portage loaded with dried fish and bearj^BM, 
neatly packed in bundles, and soon after fonr 
Indiane came down the rapid in a large canoe. 
After breakfhsting we left oar camp at one o'clock, 
passed the upper point of an ioland which is 
separated ttom the right shore bj a narrow chan- 
nel, through which in high tides the water paasea. 
Bnt at preaent it contains no ninning water, and 
a creek which fhlla into It from the monntaina on 
the right, is in the same dry condition, though it 
baa the marks of discharging Immense torrents at 
aoote seaaona. The island thus made is three 
mllea in Inigth and abont one in width; its ritoa- 
3AS 
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tion la high and open, the land rich, and at thli 
time eorered with gram and a great anmbw of 
ttrnwherrj Tinea, from which we gave it the name 
of Strawberry lal&nd. In aeTeral placea we ob- 
aerred that the Indiana had been digging for 
roota, and indeed the whok island bears ererr 
appearance of having been at eome period in a 
atate of cnltiTation. On the Mt aide of ttie rirer 
the low groond la narrow and open: the rapid 
which w« have jtut paaaed la the laat of all the 
deMantsorthe CcJnmbla. At thla place the Bnt 
tld»-water commenoes, and the rirer in conae- 
qnenoa widened tnunediatel; below the rapid. An 
we deaeended, we reached at the distance of one 
mOe from the rapid a creek ondcr a bloff on the 
Mti at three milea is the lower point of Straw- 
ber^ ialand. To thla immediately ancceed three 
amall lalanda eorered with wood ; in the meadow 
to the right, and at eome distance from the hilla, 
•tanda a high perpendicular roch, abont eight hun- 
dred Ifaet high, and fonr boadred yards ronnd the 
baae; this we called the Beacon rock. Jnstbelow 
la an Indian village of nine honaea, dtnated be- 
tween two email cceeka. 

At this Tillage the rirer widena to neoj-ly a mils 
fn extent, the low grounds too become wider, and 
they as well aa the monntaina on each aide are 
covered with pine, apmoe-pine, cottonwood, a 
apedea of oah, and eome alder. Atier bdng ao 
long aecuatomed to the dreary nakedneee of the 
eounCry above, the change Is as graUftil to the 
«je, oa it ia oeefil In eapplying na with fhel. Foot 
mUes from the Tillage la a point of land on the 
right, where the hilla become lower, bat om atlll 
thickly timbered. The river is now abont two 
nHea wide^ the current amooth and gentle, and 
the effect of the tide baa been aenoible oinee learlag

the rapid. Six mUea lower it a rock riatng fttMO 
the middle of the river to the height of one hon- 
dnd feet, and about eight; yards at its base. We 
continued dz mliee (tarther, and halted for the 
ni^t onder a high projecting rock on the left ilde 
of the river oppodte the point of a large meadow. 
The monntaine, which ttom the great ehoot to 
thia place are high, ragged, and thickly covered 
with timber chiefly of the pine speciee, here leave 
the river on each lide; the river becomee two and 
a half mllea in width, and the low gronnde are 
eztaudve and weU mpplied with wood. The In- 
diana whom we kA at the portage paaoed ne, on 
their way down the river, and eeven others who 
were deeoending in a canoe for the porpoee of 
trading below, encamped vrith oe. We had made 
from the fbot of the great ehoot twenty-nine mike 
to-day. The ebb-tide rose at onr camp abont nine 
iBchee, the flood moet riee mneh higher. We aaw 
great nnmbov of watm-fowl, ench aa awan, geeae, 
dncka of varioua Unda, gnlla, plover, and the 
wbitB and grey brant, of which laat we killed 
eighteen. 

Snada^ S.—We were detained until ten o'eloek 
by a fog Bo thick that a man could not be dit- 
eemed at the distance of fifty steps. As toon as 
it cleared, off we aet ont In company with oor 
new Indian acquaintances, who came from a vil- 
lage near the great fells. The low gronnde along 
the river are covered ao thickly with mahee, vine*, 
and other email growth, that they are idmost 
impasaoble. At the distance of three miles we 
reached the month of a river on the left, which 
sjemed to lorn its waters In a sandbar opposite; 
the atieam itself being only a tbw incbea in depth. 
Bat on attempting to wade across, we dlacovoed 
that the bed was a very bad qnicksand, too dec^ 
345 
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to b« iiiiiiil OB fbot. We went np a mile «ad a 
half to BT*™!"* thia liTsr, wid found it to be at 
thle jUTt*™* a ynj eonelderable etraam one hnm- 
dnd utd twentf yards vide at iti uairowert 
part, with MToral anuJl Iriaade. Its eharaeter 
rwnmhlf veiy much that of the river Platte. It 
drlTea ite qniekaand over tlie low grounds with 
great impetooait;, and such is the qnantitj of 
eoarae eand which it dischargM, that the aeciuna- 
lation has formed a large sandbar or island, three 
miles long, and a mile and a half wide, which 
dividee the waters of the Quicksand river into two 
ehaonele. Thle sand leland compresses theColnm- 
bia within a space of half a mile, and throws 
its whole enrrent against the rlj^t shore. Oppo- 
site to this rlTw, which we call Qoicksand rinr, 
Is a large creek to which we gave the name of 
Seal river. The first appears to pass throngh the 
low eoontry, at the foot of the high range of 
moontains towards the southeast, while the 
second as well as all the large creeks on the right 
side of the Colombia, rise In the same ridge of 
monnt^ns N. K. B. from this place. The monn- 
tain, which we have enpposed to be the moont 
Hood of Tanconver, bears B. 85° E. aboat fbrtj- 
seven miles from the month of the Qoicksand 
river. After dinner we proceeded, and at the dis- 
tance of three miles reached the lower month of 
Qnicksand rtrer. On the opposite side a large 
creek fUls In near the head of an island, which 
extnids fbr three miles and a half down the river; 
It is a mile (ud a half in width, roekj at the 
opper end, baa some timber round its borders, bat 
Id the middle is open and baa several ponds. 
Half a mile lower is another island in the middle 
of the rirer, to which from its appeanuKe we gave 
the name of Diamond Island. Here we met fifteen 
3M 
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lodlaiu aseending the rim In tiro eanoos, but the 
oolf Information we eoold procure from them 
wa«, that they had aeen three veamls, irhlcb ire 
premime to be European, at the mouth of tlie 
Cohimbia. We went along its right aide for three 
mUea, and encamped oppoelte to it, After Duddng 
to-da; thirteen mike. A canoe aoon after arrired 
from the Tillage at the foot of the last raidd, with 
an Indian and hie fomilj, comriatlng of a wUb, 
three children, luid a woman who had been t« ^|ffii i 
prieoaer from the Snake Indiana, Uving on a rirer 
from the sonth, which we afl»rwards fbnnd to be 
Uie Holtnomah. Saci^t^wea wae immediately 1b- 
trodnced to bar, in hopn that bdng a Snake 
Indian alao, ther might ondasbvnd each otbv, 
but th«jr language was not suffldentlr tntdlif^ble 
to permit them to conTerse together. The Indian 
had a gnn wHh a brass barrel and coek, which he 
appeared to ralne very higblj. 

Below Quicksand river the couitry la low, rich 
and thicU; wooded on each side of the river: the 
islands have lees timber, but are ftamiahed with a 
number of ponds near which an vast quantities 
rf (bwls, such as swan, geese, brants, eranes, 
storks, white gnlls, cormorants wid plover. The 
rivo- is wide, and contains a great number of ae» 
otters. 

In the evening the hnnters brought in game for 
a sumptuoos supper, which we shaied with the 
Indians, both parttes of whom spent the nl^t 
with us. 

Monday 4.— The weather was cloudy and eool, 
and tbe wind from tbe weet. Dnriqg the night, 
the tide rose dgbtaen inches near our camp. We 
set out about eight o'clock, and at the distance t^ 
three milee came to the lower end of Diamond 
island. It Is dx miles long, nearl; three in width. 
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and like the otbo: lalaada, tUn^ coTcnd wttb 
timber, and haa a number otpouia or amall lakes 
■eattered otw its muAeeL Beaidee the ftwimAia 
alread J mentioned we ahot a deer on it thie mom- 
ing. Near the end of Diamond island are two 
othen, eeparattid bj a narrow channd fllkd at 
hi^ tides 011I7, which continQe on the right fi>r 
the distance of three milea, and like the adjaeeot 
low gronnde, are thickly covered with [dite. Ji»t 
below the last, we landed on the leA bank of tiie 
rirer, at a Tillage of twentr-five houses; aH of 
these wtn thatched with straw, and bnitt of 
bark, ezeept one which was about Ottj fbet Itm^ 
bnilt of boards in the fbrm of those higher np the 
river, from which it diAred howerer, in being 
complete! J above ground, and covered with broad 
split boards ; this village cont^ns abont two hnit- 
dred men of the Bkilloot nation, who ssem wdl 
provided with canoes, of which ttuoe were at 
least flity-two, and some of them ver; large^ 
drawn ap in front of the village. On landing we 
found the Indian from above, who Itad Mt ds this 
morning, and who now invited us into a lodge 
of which he appeared to own a part. Hne he 
treated na with a root, ronnd in sh^M, and aboat 
the siie of a small Irish potato, which they call 
wappatoo, it is the common arrowhead or saglt- 
tifolio, so mnch cnltivated by the Chinese, and 
when roasted In the embers till it becomee soft, 
has an agreeable taste, and is a yvty good snb- 
■tltnte for bread. After purchadng some more of 
this root, we reenmed onr jonmey, and at seven 
mQes distance came to tlie head of a large Island 
near the left. On the right shore Is a fine open 
prairie for abont a mile, back of which the conn* 
try rlsM, and Is supplied with timber, soeh as 
white oak, pine c^ difierent kinds, wild crab, and 
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wnnU wpadm of oadergrowtfa, whUe along the 
bordon <^ the riw, then an only a fbw cotton- 
irood and ash treea. In thia prairie vera alao 
rfgna of deer and elk. Wbea we landed for dlniwr, 
a number of Indiana from the Umt Tillage, cam* 
domi for the pnrpoae, aa we eappoaed, of paying 
na a Mendly vlaft, aa they had pat on theb 
bTODiite dieaaea. In addition to thdr naoal cot- 
•ctaig they had aeariet and blue blanketa, a^ora* 
iacketa and trowaen, ablrta and bata. They had 
an of tbem either war wxee, apeare and bow ai^ 
rown, or maaketa and platola, with tin powder 
flaaka. Weamoked withthemandendearonredto 
ahow them erery attention, bnt we aoon found 
tbem TaryaaMuaing and dlaagreeable companiona. 
WhUe ve wen eating they atole the pipe with 
which they wen amoUng, and the great eoat of 
one of the men. We immediately aearehed tbem 
all, and dlBCOvered the eoat atnffid nnder the root 
of a tree near when they were dtting; bnt the 
I^pe we eonld not recover. Finding oe determined 
not to mflbr any impoaition, and diacontented 
with them, tbey showed their diapleaaDre in the 
only way which they dared, by returning in wi ill 
haraonr to thdr village. We then proceeded and 
aoon met two canoea with twelve mra of the 
aame SUlloot nation, who wen on their way 
from bdow. The larger of the canoea waa orna- 
mented with the figure of a bear In the bow, and 
a man in the atraii, both nearly aa large as lift, 
both made of painted wood, and very neatly 
fixed to the boat. In the same canoe wen two 
Indiana finely dreaeed and with round hata. Thia 
eireamstanee induced us to give the name of Image 
canoe to the large Island, the lown end of which 
we now paaaed at the distance of nine mitea from 
ite head. We had seen two smaller ialanda to the 
349 
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right, (uid three mon near tta lower extiemltr. 
The Indians in the canoe bow made irigna that 
there waa a Tillage behind thoM ielanda, and in- 
deed m preenmed there vm a ehannd on that 
■ide of the river, for one of the canoea paaaed in 
that direction between the amall lelands, bat we 
were anxiona to preaa forward, and therefore did 
not etop to examine more minnteljr. The rirer 
waa now abont a mile and a half In width, with 
a gentle corrent, the bottom* extenaiTe and low, 
bnt not eabject to be oTCrfloved. Three mileB be- 
low the Image canoe iaiand we came to foor large 
hooMS on the kA aide, at which plaee we had a 
fhU view of the motmtain which we first eaw on 
the l&th of October, from the HaeeleeheU ra^d, 
and which we now find to be the monnt St. Helen 
of Tanconver. It bears north 25° east, abont 
ninetj milea distant; it rises in the form of a 
•ngoi^loaf to a Ytrj great hdght, and is corered 
with snow. A mile lower we paased a ain^ 
hotiM on the leA, anA another on the right. The 
Indians had now learnt so mach of ne, that tbeir 
cnriotftf waa without any miitore of teta, and 
thdr Tieita became verj fbeqoent and tronblesome. 
We therefore continned on till after night, in hopM 
of getting rid of them; bnt after pa«dng a village 
on each side, which on aceonnt of tiie lateneea of 
the boor we saw indistinct]/, we found there waa 
no eaeaping from thdr importnnltiea. We there- 
fbre landed at the divtanoe of seven mlks below 
Image eanoe Island, and encamped near a single 
honae on the right, having made during the iaj 
twenty-nine milea. 

The SkillootB whom we paaeed to-da/, qiaak a 
langnage somewhat diffirent from that of the 
Eobeloota or ChillneUtteqnawa near the long nai^ 
row*. Their dreaa is similar, except that the Skil- 
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looti poMNi more artfelea procured from the 
white traders; and there le fVirtheT ditfbrvnee be- 
tween them, inaamnch oa the Skllloota, bothmalM 
and ftmalee, have the head flattened. Their prht- 
dpol fbod ie fish, and wappatoo rootg, and some 
dk and deer, in killing which with their arrowi, 
tbof aeem verf expert, for during ttie short time 
we renudned at the Tillage three dew were 
brought In. We aleo obeerred th^e a tame 
brairo. 

As soon aa we landed we wen vieited by two 
canoes loaded with Indians, flrom whom we pnr- 
chased a few roots. The grounds along the river 
continue low and rich, and among the shmba 
which cover them is a large qnantltj of Tinea re- 
sembling the rospbenr. On the right the low 
gronuds an tenninated at the distance of BTe 
miles bj a range of high hilla covered with tall 
timber, and mnning southeast and northwest. 
The game aa osnal toj abnndant, and among 
other birds we obserre some white geese with a 
pajl of thcdr wings block. 

Taasda^, 5.— Onr choice of a camp had been 
very aufortnnate; for on a sand island oppodte 
^ to as were immense nnmbere of geese, swan-dneks, 
and other wild fowl, who, daring the whole night, 
serenaded ns with a conAision of noises which 
comptetelj prevented onr sleeping. During ths 
latter part of the night It rained, and we there- 
fore willing^ leA our encampment at an early 
honr. We poeeed at three milee a small prairie, 
where the river Is only three quarters of a mile tn 
width, and soon afl^r two houses on the left, half 
a mile distant from each other ; ftom one of which 
three men came in a canoe merely to look at tu, 
and having done so returned home. At eight 
miles we came to the lower point of an island, 
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Mparated from the rigfit aide by a lunoir efaaa- 
nel, on whkh, a abort diatuice above the end of 
the island, is eitaatod a large Tillage: it ia bnUi 
more compactly thao the generaUty or the Indian 
vfllageB, and the front baa foDrte^i honees, which 
arerangedibraqnartarofamile along the ehao- 
nel. Ab aoon as we were discovered aerea canoea 
came out to see mi, and atter aome traffic, daring 
whieb tbej seemed well-diapomd and orderij, 
accompanied va a ahort diatance below. Tberlver 
here again wldsna to the space of a mile and a 
half. Aa we descended we aoon obaerred, behind 
a sharp point of rocka, a channel a qnartff ctf a 
mile wide, which we anppoae mnst be the ons 
taken by the canoea yesterday on leaTing Imag^ 
canoe island. A mile below the channel ore aoma 
low cliA of rocks, near which is a large island on 
the right aide, and two email islands a little flu^ 
tber on. Hen we met two canoes ascending the 
river. At this place the shore on the right be- 
comes bold and rocky, and the bank la bordered 
by a range of high hills covered with a tJiIck 
growth of pine: on the other side IsanextmsivB 
low island, aeparated from the left aide by a nar- 
row cbonael. Here we atopped to dine, and 
fbund the ialand open, with an abundant growth 
of grass, and a number of ponda wdl anppUed 
with fowls ; and at the lower extremHy are the 
remalna of an old village. We procured a awan, 
several ducks, and a brant, and saw some deer on 
the ialand. Beeldes tbia Ialand, the loww ex- 
tremity of which la seventeen milea from the chan- 
nel just mentioned, we passed two ortfaree amallv 
ones in the same distance. Here the hills on the 
right retire from the river, leaving a high plain, 
between which, on the leA bank, a range of hl^ 
hills running sontheost and covered with pim^ 
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fomu & bold and rocky abon. At the fltrtMim of 
tAx miles, howerer, tbew hUk a(ain return and 
dom the tlTer on both mdes. We proceeded on, 
and at four milee reached a ct«ek on the right, 
about twenty yardg in width. Immediately below 
which ia an old village. Three milee ftarther, and 
at tiie <^ia«-.*niw of tiiirty-two miles from onr camp 
(rf* last night, we halted under a point of high- 
land, with thick pine trees on tiia Mt bank of the 
rirer. Before landing we met two canoes, the 
largest of which bad at the bow tbe image of a 
bear, and that of a man ontbestem: thnewcm 
twenty-flix Indians on board, but tbey all pro- 
eeeded npwarde, and we wwe leA, for tbe first 
time sliiM we reached tbe waters erf" the Columbia, 
without any of tiie natiTCs with us during ths 
night. Besides the game already mentioned, we 
killed a gronse much la^er than the common 
slw, and obaerred along tbe shore a number of 
striped snakes. Tbe river is here deep, and abont 
a mUe and a half in width. Here too the ridge 
cf low mountains running northwest and sonth- 
esst, cross tbe river, and form the western bound- 
aiy ot tbe plain through which vre have Just 
psMed. This gT«at plain or valley begins above 
tlM mouth of Quicksand river, and is about sixty 
mOes wide in a straight line, wUle on tbe right 
and leA it extends to a great distance: it is a 
fertile and delighttU conntiy, shaded by thick 
groves erf* tall timber, watered by small ponds, 
and mnning on both ddes of the river. The sol) 
Is rich, and capable of any species of culture; bnt 
In tbe [»esent condition of the Indians, its chief 
production Is the wappatoo root, which grows 
spontaneously and exclusively In this region. 
Bbeltered as it is on both rides, the temperature is 
much "tMiw than that of the surrounding conu- 
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trj; fbr even at this leaaon of the rear yn obmm 
ray little appeanuiM of froat DnriOB its whole 
extent it 1> inhabited b; nnmeronfl tribe* of In- 
diana, who dtbw realde In it pertnanentlr, or viait 
Ha watera in qsert of flah and wappatoo roota: 
we gare it the name of the Colnmbla vall^. 

Wedneeds^, 0.— The morning woa cool, wet, and 
niitj. We proceeded at an eorlj hour between 
the high hills on both aidee of the rlTer, till at the 
A^lf^lln^v. of fbnr milea we came to two tenta of 
Indiana in a amall plain on the Mt, when the hilla 
on the right recede a few mile* from the riTer, and 
a long narrow island etretehea along the right 
ahore. Behind tUe Island i« the mouth of a large 
river a hundred and fifty yards wide, and ealled 
by the Indiana, Cowdiake. We halted fbr dinner 
on the Island, but the red wood and green briars 
are so interwoTen with the pine, alder, aah, a ape- 
eiea of beech, and other tnea, that the wooda 
fbrm a thicket, which oar hunWra eonld not paw- 
Ixate. Below the month of the Cow^liske a ^vrj 
remarkable knob riaea from the wato*** edge to 
the height of eighty ffaet, being two hundred paeea 
roand the baae; and aa it la in a low part of the 
ial^uid, WiTtH some dlatanee from the high grounds, 
the appearance (rf it la very aiugnl^. On aetting 
oat after dinner we overtook two canoea going 
down to trade; one of the Indiana, who spokea 
few words of English, mentioned, that the princi- 
pal peiaon who traded with them was a Mr. 
Haley, and he ahowed a bow of iron and aeroral 
other things which he aaid Mr. Haley had given 
him. Nine milea below that river la a creek on the 
same; and between them three smaller islands; 
one on the left shore, the other about the middle 
<rf the river; and a thitd near the lower end of the 
laofi narrow island, and opposite a high cliff at 
2U 
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Uack roeks on the Mt, dxtem milea ftom oar 
camp. Here we were orertaken b7 the Indiaiu 
from the two tents we paeoed in the morning, 
from whom we now pnrehaMd wapptttoo roots, 
■almon, tront, and two beaver ekini, for which 
iMt we gave tre ■malt Oshbooke. At theae cliA 
tiie moootaino, which liad eontinDed high and 
ragged on the kft, retired from the river, and oa 
the hillB on the other ride had kft the water at 
the Coweliake, a beantiAil extenalTe plain now 
iveaoited iteeif before ne: for a ftw mllee we 
pa—od along eide of an Island a mile in width 
and three mllee long, below which la a emalkr 
iaiand, where the hi^ nigged hills, thicklrcoTered 
with timber, bord^ the right bank of tim rim, 
•nd tennlaate the low gronnda: theee were snp- 
plied with common mahea, graas, and nettlea; in 
the moiater puta with ballmahea and flaga, and 
along the water'a edge aome willows. Here also 
wete two andent villagea, now abandoned b; 
tbdr inhi^tanta, of whom no reatige remains, 
eoce^tt two amall dogs almost atarved, and a pro- 
digiona qaantit7 of fleaa. After eroaaing the plaJn 
and wi^-fcing five mika, we proceeded through the 
hillB fbr edg^ milea. The river la about a mile In 
width, and the hllla ao ateep that we conld not 
fbr aereral milea find a place eoffldentlr level to 
soSbr na to sleep In a level portion : at length, bj 
removing the large stonee, we cleared a place fit 
tbr onr purpose above the reach of the tide, and 
after a jonme; of twentf-nine milea slept among 
the amaller stonea nnder a monnt^n to the right. 
The weather waaralnydoringtbe whole daj; we 
thenfore made large Area to dry our bedding and 
to kiU the fleaa, who have acenmnlated upon oa at 
ereij old village we have passed. 
lliaTBday 7.— The morning was ralnf and the 
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Ibg M> thtek thftt ws could not we oerooi the 
riTcr. We obavred howtms, oppodte to oar 
eamp, the appw point erf an ialand, between which 
and the steep hilla on the right we proceeded for 
five miles. Three miles lower is the beginning of 
an idaod separated from the right shore b^ a 
narrow channel; down this we proceeded onder 
the diteetloD erf' wme Indi&ne whom we had jost 
met going sp the riTsr, and who returned in order 
to show na their village. It eonsiste of four 
houses only, situated on t-^if f»himnri behind ser- 
cral marshy islands formed b; two small creeks. 
On onr arriral thej gare ns some fish, and ws 
afterwards porchased wappatoo roots, flsh, three 
dogs, and two otter skins, for which we gave 
fishhooks chieflj, that being an article of which 
' they are verj fbnd. 

These people seem to be <rf a dUftosat nation 
ftom those we hare joat passed : they are low In 
stature, ill shaped, and all have their heads flat- 
tened. They call themselves Wahkiacnm, and their 
langnage diflbrs ttom that of the 'bribes aboTe, 
with whom they trade fbr wappatoo roots. The 
honses too are bnilt in a dllferenji style, being 
raised entirely above ground, with the eaves 
abont five feet high, and the door at the comer. 
Near the eud opposite to this door Is a single flra- 
plnce, round which an the beds, raised four ftot 
from the floor of earth ; over the fire are hung the 
fresh flsh, and when dried they are stowed away 
with the wappatoo roots under the beds. The 
dress of the men is like that of the people above, 
but the women are clad in a peculiar manner, the 
robe not reaching lower than the hip, and the 
body being covered in cold weather by a sort of 
corset of fhr, enriousiy plaited, and reaching from 
the arms to the hip; added to this ia a eort of 
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petticoat, or rather tiBsne of white cedar baA| 
braiaed or broken into imall strands, and wonn 
Into a girdle b; wTeral cords or the same mate- 
rial. Being tied round the middle, these strands 
bang down as low as the knee in front, and to 
midleg behind, and are of snffideot thidoMM to 
answer the purpose of concealment whilst the 
fbmale stands in an erect position, bat in any 
other attitude is bnt a very inefiectnol deAnce. 
Bometimee the tissue is staings of silk graee, 
twisted and knotted at the end. 

Aiter remaining with them abont an hour, we 
proceeded down the channel with an IndlAn 
drcased in a sailor's Jacket for oar pilot, and on 
reaching the main channel were viaited bj some 
Indians who have a temporary residence on a 
marshy island in the middle of the rirer, when la 
a great abnndance of water fowl. Heretbemonn- 
tainons eonntr; agt^n approaches the river on the 
left, and a higher mountain is distingnished to- 
wards the south weet. At a distance of twenty miles 
from our camp we halted at a village of Wahkia- 
cnms, eonriating of seven ill-looking houses, built 
in the same form witii those above, and ritnated 
at the foot of the high hills on the right, behind 
two small marshy islands. We merely stopped to 
purchase some food and two beaver skins, and 
then proceeded. Opposite to these islands the hills 
on the left retire, and the river widens Into a kind 
of bay crowded with low islands, enbfect to be 
overflowed occadonall; by the tide. We had not 
gone (&r from this village wbea the fog cleared 
oX, and we enjoyed the delightibl prospect of the 
ocean; that ocean, the object of all onr labours, 
tite reward of all oor anxietlea. This cheering 
view exhilarated the spirits of all the party, who 
were still more ddlghted on hearing the distant 
YoL IL— IT 267 
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roar of tiie brekken. We want on with grcftt 
cfaeerAilneH under the high movntolnoiu eoontry 
which continned along the right bank; the ehore 
waa howeTw ao bold and rocky, that we couM 
not, unto after going fonrteen milee from the la«t 
village, find any spot fit for an awampment. At 
titat distance, having made dnring the day thir^- 
fonr milM, we spread onr mate on the ground, 
and pawed tiie night In the rain. Here we were 
joined by onr email canoe, which had been sepa- 
rated from lu daring the fog this morning. Two 
Indiana from tbe last village also accompanied as 
to the camp, but, having detected them In stealing 
a knlA, they were sent oC 

Fridaj S.—lt rained this morning; and having 
changed the clothing which had been wet dnring 
yesterd^'s rain, we did not set oat till nine 
o'clock. Inunediatdy opposite onr camp is a rock 
at the distance of a mile in the river, abont 
twenty ftet in diameter and fifty in bei^t, and 
towards the eonthwest some high moontaias, one 
ot which ia covered with snow at tbe top. W« 
proceeded past several low islands in the bay or 
butd of the river to the IcA, which is ben five or 
■iz miles wide. We were here overtaken by three 
Indians in a canoe who had salmon to sdl. On 
the right side we passed an old village, and then, 
at the distance of three mCee, entered an Inlet or 
niche abont sfz milea across, and making a deep 
bend of ncoriy five miles into tbe hills on the right 
shore, where It receives tbe waters of several 
creeks. We coasted along this inlet, which, from 
its Uttle depth, we called Bballowbt^. and at ths 
bottom of It halted to dine near tbe remans (rf an 
old village, from which, however, we kept at a 
caDtlons distance, as it was occupied by great 
nombers of fieaa. At thla place we observed • 
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nsmbw of fi>vl, among whieb ire kiUed a gooM 
and two dneke, exactly KMrnbUng In appearanm 
and flaronr tbe canvaMback duck of the Stw- 
qoehannab. After dinner the time Indiana left lu^ 
and we then took advantage of tbe retoming tide, 
to go on about three milea to a point on the 
right, eight mile* distant from onr eamp ; bat liera 
tlw -waree ran so lilgh, and daahed aboat onr 
eanoM so mnch, that eereral of tlie men became 
■eoeick. It was tlMrefbre jndged impmdent to go 
on in the preeent state of the weather, and we 
landed at tlie point. Tlie ritnation was extremelr 
uncomfortable ; tbe high hille jntted in so doadj 
that there was not room fbr ne to lie lerel, nor to 
•eenie onr baggage free from tbe tide; and the 
watOT of the river is too salt to be nsed ; bnt the 
wATes increaaing erer^ moment so mneli, that we 
could not mote ttom tbe epot with saAtj: we 
tbraefore Dxed oorMlves on the beach left bj the 
ebb-tide, and having raised the baggage on poles, 
passed a disagreeable night, the rain daring the 
daj having wet as eompletel;, as Indeed we hava 
been for eome dajs pasL 

SAtnrdaj' 9.— Fortnnatelj for ns, 1^ tide did 
not rise as high as onr camp dnrlng tbe ni^t; 
bnt being accompanied bj high winds from the 
south, tbe eanoee, which we could not place be- 
fond its reach, were fitted with water, and wen 
saved witii mncb difficnltj : onr position was verj 
imcoDiibrtable, bat as it was impossible to move 
from it, we waited for a change of weathv. It 
rained, however, during the whole dajr, and at 
two o'clock in tbe afternoon, tbe flood tide set in, 
accompanied b; a bi^ wind from the eonth, 
whleb, aboat foor o'clock, shifted to the soatb- 
veat, and blew almost a gale directly from tbe 
■ea. The tmTnwuM waves now broke over ttie 
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TfiM» when ws were enc&mped, and the large 
tMM, •OHM <a them five or dx feet thiek, irUcb 
had todged at the point, w^n drifted ow our 
camp, and the ntmoet TJgUaiwe of ererr man 
eoold Kanelr iare onr cajioea from being enuhed 
to pteeat. We moalned in the water and drenched 
with rain during tiie rest of the d^; oar only 
ft>od bring some dried fleh, and some rain-water 
which we caogfat. Tet, thongh wet and cold, and 
•ome of them rick from nsing the eait-water, tba 
men are chenftd, and fUl of anzietr to eee more of 
the ocean. The rain eontinaed all night, and, 

8uiMi»yl0tb, the following morning, the wind, 
bowerar, Inlled, and the wan* not l»ing to high, 
we loaded our canoea and proceeded. Tlie monn- 
talna on the rlgftt are Itigb^ corered with timber, 
eUcdj pin^ and deaoend in a bold and rock; shore 
to the water. We went Uiroogh a deep niclie and 
wnral inleta on the right, while on tlie opporite 
ride ia a luge bay, above which the hilla are close 
on the river. At the distance of ten milea the 
wind rom from the northweat and the waveo 
became so high that we wwe fbrced to return (br 
two mike to a place where we conld with eaft^ 
nnload. Here we landed at the mouth of a small 
ran, and having placed onr baggage on a pile of 
drifted logs watted antn low water. The river 
then appeared more calm : we therefore started, 
but after g<dng a mile found tiie waves too high 
fl>r onr canoea and were obliged to pot to ebote. 
We unloaded the canoes, and having placed the 
baggage on a rock above the reach of the tide, 
encamped on some drift logs which formed the 
only place whrae we could lie, the hUla rlring ateep 
over onr heads to the height of five hundred ffeet 
AH our baggage oa well as ouraelvee wtt* tbor^ 
oo^ilr wet with the rain, which did not cease 
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during the day; it eontinned riokntly daring the 
slgAt, in the coone of which the tide reached the 
kiga on vhieh ve kiij, and nt them afloat. 

Monday, 11.— The vind was rtfll high Ihim the 
eoatbweet, and drore the waves against the shore 
with great ftiT7:ttiB rain too ftll in torrents, and 
not only drenched us to the skin, hot loosened the 
stones on the hill sides, which then came rolling 
down upon as. In this comfbrUeos sitnation we 
mnained all daj wet, cold, with nothing but dried 
fish to satisfy onr banger; the canoes In one place 
at the menj <tf the waves ; tbe baggage In an- 
other, and all the men scattered on floating logs, 
or sheltering tiwmselTes in tJie creriees of the 
rocks and hOl sides. A banter was despatched in 
hopes of finding some fresh meat, but the bills 
were so steep, and covered with undergrowth and 
fiUlen timber, that he conld not penetrate them, 
and be was forced to retnm. Aboat twdre 
o'clock we were visited bj five Indians in a canoe: 
thej came &«m above this place on the opposite 
ride of tbe river, and their language much resem- 
bles that of the WsJikiacnm: the; called them- 
selves C»tblaBiaba. In person they an small, HI 
made, and badlyelotbed; though one of them bad 
on a shot's ronnd Jacket and pantaloon*, which, 
as be explained by signs, be liad reeedved from the 
whites below tbe point: we parchased fh>m them 
thirtem red char, a fish wUch we found vecy 
exedlent. An«r some time thej went on board 
the boat, and eroeeed the river, which is here five 
miles wide, throngh a ver; heavy sea. 

Tuesday, I^.— About three o'clock a tremendons 
gale (tf wind arose, accompanied with lightning, 
thander, and ball: at elz it became light fbr • 
short time, bat a violent rain soon began and 
lasted during tbe daj. Daring this storm (me of 
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onr boftte, leeared by bting rank with great qiian- 
titin of atone, got loose, bat diifldng against a 
rock, waa reeovned irlthont baring recelTedmiicta 
injnij. Onr litnation became now mncli more 
dangffona, for the wavet were drfren with fhrj 
againct llie rocka and trees, which till now had 
afforded nireAige: we therefore took adrantage of 
a low tide, and moved aboat half a mile romid a 
point to a smiUl brook, wliich we liad not ob- 
eerred till now on aceonnt of the thick buehea aod 
driftwood which concealed its month. Hera we 
were more aafe ; bnt still cold and wet, onr dothei 
and bedding rotten aa well aa wet, oor baggage 
at a difltanee, and the canoes, onr only meana of 
eee^w from thia place, at the mercy erf the wavea: 
we were, howerer, fortonate enough to enjoy 
good health, and eren had the Inznry of getting 
Bome freah salmon aod three aalmon tront In the 
brook. Three of the men attempted to go ronnd 
a point In onr amall Indian canoe, but the high 
wane rendered her quite an manageable; these 
boats requiring the aeamanshlp of the nativea 
tiiemselTes to make them lire in ao roagh a sea. 

Wedaeadaj', J«.— During the night we had short 
Intervals of fhir weather, bnt It b^;an to rain in 
the morning, and continued tbrongh the day. In 
order to obtMs a view of the country below, 
captain Clark followed ap the conrae of the brook, 
and with much fbtigue, and after walking thies 
miles, asemded the first spur of the mountains. 
The whole lower coun^ was eorend with al- 
moat Impenetrable thicketa of small pine, with 
which is mixed a epedes of plant resembling ar- 
rowwood, twelre or fifteen ftet high, with a 
thorny stem, almost interwoTen with each other, 
and scattered among the Am and &Ilen timber; 
there Is ^so a red berry, somewhat lik« the aolo- 
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mon'a aeal, which it called by the natirea, Mdme^ 
and need ob an article of diet. This thick growth 
rendered traydllng almost Impoamble, and it woa 
rendered more Atiguing b^ the BteepaeH of tha 
monnt^n, which waa ao great a« to oblige him t« 
draw himtdf ap by means of the buebea. The 
timber on the hille ii chieflj of a large tall tpedM 
of pine, many irfthem eight or ten feet In diameter 
at the etump, and riMng aometlmee more than 
one hundred fbet in height The h^ which fell 
two nighto rinee la atill to be aeen on the monn- 
t^na: thne waa no game, and no 'bacea of anj, 
except aome old eigne of elk : the dondf weather 
prevented liia aeting to aa^ diatance, and he there- 
fine retomed to camp, and aent three men in the 
Indian canoe to try if they could double the point 
and find aome aalbr harbonr for onr canoea. A.% 
emy flood-tide the aeaa break in great awella 
agalnat the rocka, and drifta the treea among onr 
Mtabliahment, so aa to render ii wtj inaecnn. 
We were confined aa uaoal to dried fish, which la 
onr laat reaotu-ee. 

Tburadv, 14.— It rained without intermlnion 
during laat night and to-day: the wind too ia 
Tery Ugh, and one ofonreanoea much Injured by 
bdng dadied againat rocka. Fire Indiuta from 
below came to us in a canoe, and three of them 
having landed, Infbrmed na that they had aeen the 
men sent down yesterday. At thia moment one Of 
them arrived, and informed ua that these Indiana 
had Btolen his gig and basket: we therefore oi^ 
dered the two women who remained in the cano^ 
to fcctore them; bnt thia they reftiaed, till we 
threataned to shoot, wh»i they gave back tbe 
artidea, and we then ordered them to leave us. 
They were of the Wahkiacnm nation. The man 
now informed na that they had gone round tba 
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point M br M the high tea voald aaBx them In 
the caaoe, and then landed, and that in the night 
he bad separated from hie companions, who had 
gone fiirUur down: that at no great diatanee 
from wlMre we are Ii a beautilU aand beach and 
a good harbour. C^ttain Lewis concloded to ex- 
amine more ntinatel^ the lower part of the bay, and 
taking one <rftbe targe caaoee was landed at the 
point, wlience he proceeded b; land with four men, 
and the canoe retnmed nearly filled with water. 

Friday, 15.— It eontlnned raining all night, bat 
Intiie morning the weather became calm and fhir: 
we therefore began to prepare for setting oat, bnt 
before we were ready a high wind sprang np 
from the Bouthenst, ^nA obliged as to remnln. 
The snn shone antU one o'clock, and we were thus 
entiled to Arj oar bedding and examine oar bag- 
gage. The rain, which has continued for the last 
ten days without an interval of more than two 
bourt, baa completely wet all oar merehandiaet 
and spoiled some of oor flah, destroyed the robes, 
and rotted nearly one half of oar few remaining 
artidee of clothing, particularly the leather 
diessM. About three o'clock the wind Ml, and we 
Instantly loaded Uie canoes, and leA the miserable 
spot to which we hare been confined the last six 
days. On turning the point we came to the sand 
beach, through which ma a small atieam from 
the hUtoi at the month of which Is an aodent vil- 
lage of tiilrty-dx hoaees, which baa at present no 
inhabitants accept fleas. Here we met Shannon, 
who had been sent back to meet as by captain 
Lewis, The day Shannon left as in the canoe, be 
and V^llard proceeded on till they met a party of 
twenty Indians, who never having heard of us, 
did not know where they came from; they how- 
ew behaved with so much civility, and ecomed so 
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asxlotu that tbe men thonld go wtth them to- 
w&rde the no, th^ their aoBpldoiiB were excited, 
sod the7 deeUned going on r the Indiana, howerer, 
ironld not leave them, and the men being eon- 
flnned In tbdr nupieione, and fbarital if th^ went 
Into tbe wood* to sleep they would be ent to 
plena in the night, thought it beet to pan the 
nii^t in tbe midet <rf' the ladlaiu : the; UurtAire 
made a lire, and after talking with tbem to a 
late hoDT, laid down with thejr rlflee tinder thejr 
beads. As they awoke this morning the; found 
that the Indiana had stolen and concealed thdr 
guns: having demanded them in vain, Shannon 
■elnd a club, and waa about aaaanltlng one of the 
Indiana whom he enapeeted aa a thief, when an- 
oUiw Indian began to load a fowling piece with 
an intention at ahootlng him. He therefore 
■topped and explained by aigna, tii&t If they did 
not glre np tbe gone, a large part; wonld come 
down tbe river before tbe son rose to anch a 
height, and put evnj one of them to death. For- 
tonatel;, captain Lewla and hla parl^ appeared 
at this time, and tbe terrified Indiana immediately 
brought the guns, and five of them eame on with 
Shannon. To tlieae men we declared, that if ever 
any of their nation stole any thing from as be 
■boold be InstanUy ahot. They reside to the 
north of tUs place, and apeak a language difibrent 
(torn that of tbe people higher up the river. It 
was now apparent that the sea was at all times 
too rough for us to proceed ftirther down tbe bay 
by water: we therefore landed, and having chosen 
tbe best spot we could select, made our camp of 
boards from the old village. We were now ritn- 
ated comfortably, and being visited by four Wah- 
HAiniiYiif with wappatoo roote, woe enabled to 
make an agreeable addition to our food. 
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Satard&y IS.— The morning wom cImt and 
bMatifli]. We thercftire, pat oat all onr baggage 
to drj, and sent WTeral of the partj to hunt. 
Out camp !■ in ftill Tiew of the oeeaji, on the baj 
laid down bj Yancoarer, which we rtiaHngniah bj 
the name of Hater's baj, from a trader who 
vitdte the Indiana Itere, and it a great fbroorite 
among tlwni. The meridian altitude of tltis day 
gare 40* IB' 11' -fi, aa the latitude of onr camp. 
The wind was strong from the Bonthweot, and the 
wavee Terr high, yet the TtwHaiim were paning up 
and down the bay in eanoee, and eemal of them 
oicamped near ns. We amoked with them, bnt 
after onr recent expoienee of their thieriah diapo- 
■ition, treated tliem with eaatlon. Thoogh ao 
mneh expoaed to the bad weather, none of the 
party hare Buffered, except one, who haa a viotot 
cold, in conaeqaeoee of aleeping for aereral nighta 
in wet leatbw. The hnntera brought in two deer, . 
a crane, some geeae and dueka, and aereral bran^ 
three of which were white, except a black part ctf 
the wing, and much larger than the grey brant, 
which is itaelf a eiie beyond the dnck. 

Sand&jr 17. — A. fUr cool morning and eaaterly 
wind. The tide riaee at this place eight ibet six 
inches in height, and rolls otw the beach in great 

About one o'clock captain Lewla returned, after 
having coaated down Haley'a bay to e^>e Disap- 
pointmMit, and aome distance to the north along 
the sea coast He waa foUowed by aerer&l Chin- 
nooks, among whom were the principal chief and 
hia fhmily. They made us a present of a boiled 
root, Teoy much like the common Uqnarice In taste 
and die, and called culwbamo : in return we gave 
doable the value of thdr presmt, and now learnt 
the danger erf aeceptlng any thing fh>m them, 
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rfnce no ntom, even If ten tfmw the TtUne of their 
f^ cam tatiafy them. We were chiefly oecnpied In 
hnnting, and were able to proeoie tbree deer, four 
braat and two dacka, and also saw some tlgns of 
tSk.. Captain Clark now prepared for an eseor- 
don down the bay, and aceordinj^ started, 

Uoodaj' 18, at dajlight, accomptuiied bj elertm 
men. He proceeded along the beach one mile to a 
pcdnt of rocks about fbrtj fbet high, where the 
hole retire, te&vliig a wide beach, and a nnmber of 
ponds covered with water-fowl, between which and 
the mouotain is a narrow bottom of alder and small 
balsam trees. Seren miles from the rocks is the 
(mtranee of a creek, or rather drain from the 
ponds and hills, where is a cabin of Chinnooks. 
The cabin contained some children, and fonr 
women, one of whom wae In a moet miserable 
state, covered with nkers, proceeding aa we Im- 
a^ne, from the Tenereal dieeaee, with which sev- 
ttal of the Chinnooks we have seen appear to be 
afflicted. We were taken across in a canoe b; 
two squaws, to each of whom we gare a fish- 
hook, and then coasting along the baj, paesed at 
two miles the low bluff of a small hill, below 
which are the mina of some old hai*, and close to 
it the remains itf a whale. The country is low, 
open and m&rehj; interapereed with some high 
pine and a thick undergrowth. Fire miles from 
the creek, we came to a stream fortj yards wide 
at low water, which we called Chinnook river. 
The bins np this riTor and towards the bay are 
not hl^, but vny thickly covered with large pine 
of several speciee: in many placee phw trees, thres 
or four feet in thickness, are seen growing on the 
bodies of large trees, which though &llen and 
covered with moes, were In part eoond. Hen wa 
dined on some brant and plovw, killed as ws 
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e&me along, and after croMing In a bo^t lying in 
the sand near cauiB old hooBek, proceeded along a 
blnff of jelloT day and soft stone to a little bar 
or horboni, into irliieb a drain fh>m some ponda 
empties: at this harboor the land is lov, bnt aa 
m went on It roee to hiUi of eigbtj or ntoe^ 
feet above the water. At the dtotanee <tf one mllB 
la a aecond baj, and a mDe bejood it, a unaU 
rocky l^and in a deep bend, whldi seems to aSbrd 
a Ter; good harbour, and whe>« the natives in- 
form VM European vessels anchor for the purpose 
(tf trading. We went on ronnd another bay, In 
which la a second small Island of rocks, imd 
crossed a small stream, which rises in a pond near 
tlie sea coast, and after mnning tbroogh a low 
istiunns empties Into the bay. This narrow low 
ground, abont two or three hnndred yards wide, 
separates from the m^^n hills a kind <rfpemnsola, 
the s x tr e mity of which is two mQes from the 
aoehorlng place; and this spot, which was called 
cape Disappointment, is an etevated, circular 
knob, rising with a steep ascent one hundred and 
fifty or one hundred and sixty feet obovB tbe 
water, formed like the whole shore of the bay, as 
vdl OS of the seacoast, and covered with thick 
timber on the inner side, bnt open and grassy In 
the expoeore next the sea. From this tt^ a high 
point of land bears south 30° west, abont tw«ity- 
flve miles distant. In the range betwe^ these 
two eminences, is the oppodte point of the boj, a 
very low ground, which has been variously called 
cape Rond by Lapeyronse, and point Adams by 
Toncouver. The water for a i^eat distance off 
tbe month of the rlvw, appears very shallow, and 
within tlie mouth neare«t to point Adams, is a 
large sandbar, almost covered at high tide. We 
eoold not ascertain tbe direction of the dewiest 
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tJaanti, fbr the wstm break with tretBeodow 
fom the whole dlrtMice aeron the bay, bat the 
ladlttne point nearer to the oppotdte side at the 
beet pMUge. AAcr remirinbig for eome time on 
this deratloii, we descMided aoooa the low Uth- 
moo, and reaebed the ocean at the fbot of a high 
hill, abont a mile in dreamftrenee, and proiecting 
Into the MO. We eroeaed thle hlU, which is open 
and baa a growth of high eooree graas, and en- 
eamped on the north aide of U, baring made 
nlsetMn mllee. Beeides the pounded flsh ftfd 
brant, we bad for eappcr a flonnder, which we 
picked up on the beach. 

TuBBdaj 19.— la the nl^^t it began to rain, and 
costinDed till derem o'clock. Ttso hontere were 
amt on to kill eomething for breakfbot, and the 
net of the partj ^ter drying their blankelB soon 
followed. At three mllee we orertook thehantera, 
and breokftated on a amall deer, which they hod 
been fbrtnnate enough to kill. Tbio, like oil thoee 
we hare eeen on thia coast, ore much darker thou 
onr eomiDon dear. Thdr bodies too, ore deeper, 
tbdr legs shorter, and their tjtm larger. The 
brooebee of the boma ore similar, bat the apper 
port of the tail is black, from the root to the end, 
and thef do not leap, bat jomp like a sheep 
frightened. We then eonttnoed over ragged bills 
and steep hollows, near the sea, on a eonrse 
abont north 30° weat, In a direct line from the 
cope, till at the distance of Ave miles, we reached 
a point of high land, below which a aand; beach 
extends, in a direction north 10' west, to another 
UgA point about twent; rnOea distant. This emi- 
nence we distingnlahed by the name of point 
Lewis. It is thrae that the highlands, which at 
the commencement of the aandy beach, recede 
towards Chinnook riTer, again approach the 
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ocean. The intemwdUte eoim^ is low, witii 
ta»nj small ponde, crowded wHb birds, and 
watared by th« Chinnook, on the bordere of which 
reaidea the nabon of the eame name. We went 
foor mfiee along the eand; beach to a emaJI pine 
tree, on which captain Clark marked his name, 
with the year and day, and then retomed to the 
fbot of the hllle, paa^ig on the ehot« a etnrgeon 
ten ftet long, and eeveral joints of the back t>one 
of a whale, Imtli which seem to have been thrown 
ashore and fbnudered. Alter dining on the ra- 
maiae of th« small deer, we crossed in a sonth- 
eastwn direction to the bay, where we arrlred at 
the distance of two mike, then continued along 
the bay, croeeed Chinnook rlrer, and encamped 
on its npper ^e, in a saady bottonL 

Wednmdaj 20.— It rained In the conree of the 
nlf^t. A hnnter despatched early to kill some 
food, retnmed with eight dncke, on which we 
breakfhated, and then followed the coarse of the 
bay to the creek or oatlet of the ponds. It was 
now high tide, the stream three hundred yards 
wide, and no person in the cabin to take ne 
acroee. We therefore made a small raft, on which 
one of the men passed and bronght a canoe to 
carry as over. As we went along the beaUi we 
were overtaken by sevwal Indians, who gave ns 
dried atorgeon and wappatoo roots, and soon met 
several partdea of Chinnooks t«taming from the 
camp. When we arrived there we fband many 
Chlnnooks, and tyo of them being chkO, we went 
throngh the ea«mony of giving to each a medal, 
and to the most distingnished a flag. Theii 
names were Comcommoly and ChiUahlawH One 
of the Indians had a robe made of two sea-otter 
sUns, the ftir of which was the most beastmU we 
bad ever sees ; the owner resisted every tempta- 
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tion to port with it, bat at length could not re- 
aiat the ofite of a belt of bine beads which Chabo- 
nean'i wift wore roond her waist. Dnring oor 
^Mcnee the eunp bad been vieited by many In- 
dians, and the men who had been employed in 
hnntdng killed aereral deer, and a variety of wild 
fowls. 

Tbaradajr rj.—Tbe morning was clondy, and 
from noon till nig^t It rained. The wind too was 
high from the southeast, and the sea so rongh 
that the water reached our camp. Most of the 
Chinnooks returned home, bnt we were visited in 
the cooree of the day by people of diffirent bands 
in the neighbourhood, among whom are the 
Cliilts, a nation residing on the seacoast near 
Point Lewis, and the Clateops, who live imme- 
diately opposite on the sonth etde of the Colnm- 
Ua. A chief from the grand ra|^ also came to 
see ns, and we gare him a medal. To eaeh of onr 
Tiidtors we made a present of a small piece of 
ribbon, and purchased some cranberriee and some 
articles of their manoAtcture, snch as mats, and 
hooeehold fhmitore, for all which we paid high 
prices. After we had been relieved from these 
Indians, we were snrpriaed at a visit of a different 
kind ; an old woman who is the wift of a Chin- 
nook chief, came with rix young women, her 
daughters and nieces, and having deliberately en- 
camped near ns, proceeded to ealtivate an ioti- 
macy between our men and her fbir wards.

Fridaj/ 22.— It rained daring the whole ni^t, 
and oboDt dajlight a tremeudoni gaJe of wind 
rose from the B. 8. E. and eontlDned during the 
whole day with peat violence. The sea mna ao 
liigh that the water comes into our camp, which 
the rain prerentB n« fh>m leaving. We pnrchaaed 
from the old tqnaw for armhandn and rings, a 
ftw wappatoo roota, on which we mb^sted. 
They are nearly equal In flavonr to tiie Irish po- 
tato, and aSbrd a very good mbaijtate fbr 
bread. The bad weather has drlren aereral In- 
diana to our camp, bnt the; are still noder the 
terrors of the threat which we made on first see- 
ing them, and now behare with the greatest 



Saturday 23, — The rain continued throoj^ the 

ni^t, bat the morning was calm and clondj. 

The hunters wwe sent oat and killed three deer, 

Ibnr brant, and three dacks. Towards erenlag 
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mna CUtw>[« came orer in a eonoe with two 
•Una of the sea-otter. To tbia article the; attach 
aa extravagant yalne, and their demanda for It 
were ao lilgh tliat we were fbarM of ledocing oar 
imall Btocli of merchandise, on which we mn«t 
depend for anbdatence aa we retnm, to ventore on 
pnrchadng. To aocertaJn however th^ ideaa aa 
to the ralne of difiereut objeeta, we ofibred for one 
of Uie akdna a watch, a handberehler, an American 
dollar, and a bnnch of red beada; bntneitbeTtbe 
cnriona mecbaniem of the watch, nor eren the red 
beada conld tempt him ; he reAiaed the ofihr, hot 
aaked for tiacomoehack or chief beada, the mot 
common aort of eoarae bine-colonred beada, the 
article beyond all price in thdr eatimation. Of 
these bine beada we have bnt few, and therefore 
reserve them for more necesaitona drcnmatancea. 

Sttoday 24.— Tb» morning bdng fUr, we dried 
onr wet articka and aent out the hunters, but 
Hmj retomed with onlj a alngte brant. In the 
evBningachief and aeveral men of the Chinnooks 
came to see na; we amoked with them, and bought 
a ma-otter akin for aome bine beada. Having 
now examined the coaat, it becomes necessary to 
decide on the spot for onr wintering qoartera. 
The people of the conntrr anbsiat chiefly on dried 
flab and roots, bnt of thaw there does not eeem to 
be a anffldent quantity for onr sapport, even were 
we able to porcbase, and the extravagant prkea 
aa well as onr small atore of merchandise forbid 
UB to depend on that reaonree. We mnat therefore 
rdy for sabaietence on our arma, and be guided in 
the choice of our residence by the abundance vt 
game which any particular spot may oSbr. The 
Indians aay that the deer la moat numerona at 
aome dlatance above on the river, but tliat the 
eonntrr on the oppooite aide of tlie bay la better

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mppUed with elk, an ■■■'*"' *J moeli larger and 
more uaflj- Ulkd ttuu deer, wtth a bUii better 
fitted for elotUng, tud th« meat of vhich la mor» 
nntrittre during th« winter, when tbey are both 
poor. The eUniAte too la obvlonslr mnch milder 
here than above the first range of motrntains, for 
the Indian* are thlnl; clad, and ea; ther hare 
little mow ; indeed aince oar arrlTol the weather 
boa been vary warm, uid aometimea diaagTeeably 
eo: and dreaaed oa we ore altogether in lealliar, 
the cold wonld be very nnpleaaant If not Injnriooa 
The ndghbonrhood of the aea la moreoTer recom- 
mended bj the ftudlltf of eapplyingonraelrea with 
aalt, and the hope ofmeetingaome of the trading 
veaaela, who ore expected In about thtee montha, 
and from whom we may im>ean a fltoh aupplr of 
trinketa fbr our route homewardo. Theae eon- 
aiderationa Induced na to determine on visiting the 
oppoaile aide of the bay, and if there woa an ap- 
pearance of much gome to eatobliah onraelvee 
there during the winter. Next day, 

Moadaj 25, however, the wind waa too high to 
BoSer na to croaa the river, bnt oa it blew gener- 
allj from the eoat aontheaat, the coaat on the 
north woa in aome d^rae ahdtered bj tiw hlgh- 
lando. We thenfon aet out, and keei^iig near the 
•hore, halted for dinner in the shallow baj, and 
after dark, reached a apot near a rock, at some 
iil«4ATMM> in the river, and eloae to onr tbnatr camp 
of the 7th inat. On leaving onr camp, aavm 
Clatoopa accompanied na in a canoe, but after 
going a ftw milea eroaaed the bof through im- 
menae high wavee, leaving na in admiration, at 
the dexterity with whkh thej threw aolde each 
wave aa it threatened to come over 'Uielr canoa 
The evening waa cloudy, and in the morning, 

Tmada^ 2e, it rained. We aet out with the 
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wind from east northeaat, and a ihort dlttanee 
aboTe tbe rock, near oar camp, began to ctobs tho 
rlTW. We pawed betireen aome low, marshy 
islands, whkh we called tbe Seal Islands, and 
reached the wntb ride of the Colnmbia at a bot- 
tom three miles below a point, to which we gave 
the name of point SamneL After going along the 
shore for Atb miles, we entered a channel two 
hundred yards in width, which separatee from the 
main land a large, but low island. On this ehao- 
n^ and at the foot of some highlands, is a vlllagv 
where we landed. It eousieta of nine large woodoi 
houses, inhabited by a tribe called Cathlamahs, 
who seem to diffir neither in dran^ language, nor 
manners, from the Chinnooke and WahUaeumB: 
like whom they lire chiefly on flsh and wappatoo 
root*. We found, howevn', as we hoped, some dk 
meat: after dining on some ftesh flsh and roots, 
which we pniehoaed from them at an immodffate 
price, we coasted along a deep bend of the riTcr 
towards the sonth, and at night encamped nnder 
a high hill ; all the way from the village the land 
is high, and has a thick growth of pine balsam, 
and other timber; bat as it was still raining very 
hard, it was with difflenlty we proeored wood 
anongh to make fires. Soon aiUr we landed, three 
Indians from the Cathlamab village same down 
with wappatoo roota, some of which we pur- 
chased with fish-hooks. At daylight the next 
morning, 

Wedneadaj 27, eleven more came down with 
proviMons, skins and mats for sale, but the prices 
were too high for oar reduced finances, and we 
bought nothing. As we were preparing to set ont 
we missed an axe, which was fonnd nnder the 
robeofoneofthelndiaos, and they wn« all pro- 
hibited in conaeqaenee from (bUowing as. We 
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want on In the rain, whkti had eontinned throng 
tfae nlgbt, and pairing betweoi a numbs of 
Uaitdi eaaw to a nnall rinr, called by the In- 
diana Kekamahke. We altcfwarda eame to a ray 
ranaikaUe knob cS land, projeeting about a mila 
and a half towards Shallow bay, and about fbnr 
mOea round, while the neek of laitd which conneete 
M to the main ehon la not mon than fifty jarda 
wid& We went round thii projection, which we 
named point William; bat the wavee then became 
■o hi^ that we could not rentaie aay fluther, 
and m tberdbre landed <« a beontiftil ahore of 
pd>blea of Tarione eoloore, and encamped near an 
old Indian hot on the Isthmns. In drawing onr 
eanoM in shore, we had the miafbrtona to moke a 
qdlt two feet long in one of tbem. Thla isthmna 
oppoaed a formidable barrier to the aeo, for we 
now found that the watv below is aatt, while 
that alMTO is frcah and wdl tasted. It r^ned 
hard during the whole day; It eonttnoed all ul^it, 
imii In tlie morning, 

Umradaj 28, began more Tlotmtly, attmded 
with a high wind from the sonthweaL It was 
now impossible to proceed on so rough a aeo. We 
titenfoie aent sererat men to hunt, and the reat of 
■s remained during the daj. In a situation the 
most eheerleaa and uncomfortable. On thla little 
neck cS land we are exposed with a mlaerable 
aoTcring, whkh does not deaerve the name of a 
shelter to the violence of the winds ; all our bed- 
ding and stores, as well as our bodies are com- 
plete wet, our clotlMS rotting with constant 
exposnie, and no food exc«^ the dried fish 
tvonght from the fUls, to whkh we are again 
reduced. The hunters all returned hnngr?, and 
drenched with rain, having seen neither deer nor 
elk, and the swan and brant too ah; to be a^

prooehed. At noon the wind shifted to the north- 
wevt, and blew with meh tnmendoiu tarf that 
manj trees wwe blown down near ng. This gale 
lasted with short interrale during the whole 
ni^t; but towards morning, 

Fridtty, 2Btb, the wind hilled, thoogh the rain 
eontinned, and the waves were still hi^ Cap- 
tain Lewis took the Indian canoe, which is better 
ralmlated for rough weather, and with fire men 
went down to a small bar below as, where we 
expect to And tA, Three other men est ont at Urn 
same time to hunt In difibrent directions, and the 
rest remained roond the smoke of onr fires drying 
leather, in order to make some new clothes. The 
Bight broDght only a eontinnation of rain and 
h^ with short interrals <a fUr weather, till la 
the morning, 

SatnTday, SOtb, it cleared up abont nine o'clock, 
and the snn shone fbr several hours. Other hnnt- 
era were now sent ont, and we passed the re- 
mainder of the day in drying onr merchandise so 
long exposed. Bereral of the men complain of 
disordws In their bowels, which can be ascribed 
only to thdr diet of ponnded fleh mixed with 
salt-water: and they are theretbre directed to nse 
for that purpose, the fresh water abore the point. 
The hnnteta had seen three elk, bat could not ob- 
tain any of tbem ; they however brought In three 
hawks and a ftw black ducks, of a species com- 
mon in the United States, Uving in large flocks, 
and fteding on grass : they are dietinguiehed by a 
sharp white beak, toes separated, and by having 
no craw. BeBides theae wild fbwln, thwe are In 
this neighbourhood a large kind of bussard with 
white wings, the grey and the bald eagle, the 
large red-tailed hawk, the blue magpie, and great 
Bumbem of ravens and erows. We observe^ bow- 
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«T«r, tvw mnan Ufda, the one wUeh bam most at- 
tracted otir attentton being a email brown bird, 
which seema to frequent loga and the roots of 
trees. Of other imimiJa there is a great abun- 
danee. We see great qnaalltiea of makes, llsarda, 
worms, uid spiders, as wdl as email bugs, flies, 
And insects of difitrent kinds. The vegetable pro- 
dnctiona are also trnmcntiu. The hills along the 
coast are high and steep, and the general covering 
is a growth trfloltf pines of diArent spedes, aome 
of which rise more than two hnndred feet, and are 
ten or twtive feet in diameter near the root. Be- 
sides these trees we observe on the point a spedes 
of ash, the alder, the lanrd, one spedes of the 
wild crab, and several kinds ofnndetbnish, among 
which the rosriwsbM are conspienons. 

Sanda^, December 1, 1806.— Again we hod a 
cloudy day, oad the wind so high ttom the east, 
that having VMitared in a boat witii a view to 
hnnt at some dlotance, we wme obliged to return. 
We resumed our occupation of dreselng leather 
and mending our old clothes, in which we passed 
the day. The huntus come in with a n^rt of 
their having seen two herds of elk, but they could 
kill nothing, and we thereAire again fed upon 
dried flsh. At sunset It began to rain violoitly, 
and eontinued all nlgfa^ and 

Mondtty, 3d, the next day. This disagreeable 
fbod, pounded fish, has occasioned ao much sick- 
nsM among the men that It is now lUisolntely 
neceasary to vary it. Three hnnton therefore set 
out, and three more yrvn sent up the Kekemahka 
creek in search offish or birds. Towards evening 
one of them returned ; he had observed great ap- 
pearaucM of elk, and even seen two farads of 
them ; but It rained so hard that he could with 
difficulty get a shot: he had, however, at lost 
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UDed one, B>t the dirtftnw of ^ mflM from Um 
camp. Bad a e&noe wu dov wot to bring it. 
Tlu portj from KokMimhke cnek were kn me- 
MMAil:th^hadnennoflBh, aodoU the birds. In 
eoanqnenee probftbl; of being mveh honted bytlie 
IndiaM, wen too ebj to be approached, 

Taeadajr, 5.— The wiad wae from the eaat, oad 
the moraine ^^'i tint, as if a whole day of fine 
weather wae not pwmltted, towards ni||^ It be- 
gan to rain. Even this tnutsleDt glimpse of sou- 
shine rerlTed the spirits of the puty, wlio were 
still more pleased, when the dk killed Testerdar 
was bronght into euup. This was the flist ^ 
we had klUed on the west side of tiie Bock; moan- 
t^ns, imd condemned as we have been to the 
dried flsh, forms a most nouishlng fbod. After 
eating the marrow of the ihank-bonee, the sqnaw 
chopped them flne, aod by bolUng, extracted a 
pint of grease, superior to the tallow itsdf of the 
"ti™*! A canoe of ei^t Indians, who were ear- 
Tjiag down w^)patoo roots to trade with the 
Clatsopa, stopped at oar camp : we boogtit a ftw 
roots for small flsh-hooks, and tbej then Mt ns: 
bnt accDStomed as we aie to the right, we eonld 
not bnt view with admiration the wonderfU dex- 
terity with which they guide Uulr canoes over the 
most bolaterons seas; fbr thongh the wares were 
so high, that before they had gone half a mile the 
canoe was several times ont of eight, they pro- 
ceeded with the greatest calmnees and secnrity. 
Two of the hmiters who set out yesterday bad 
lo«t their way, and did not retom till this eren- 
Ing: they had seen In thejr ramble great signs of 
^, and had killed six elk, which they had butch- 
ered and left at a great distanee. A. party was 
sent in the morning, 

Wedaeada^, Deeembtr 4, to earr; the dk to a 
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Iwj, Kme (Urtftpce below, to vhteh plaee^ If tlw 
waaAber ptrmitted, we would all remove onreunp 
thia erening; but the rain whieb had continiied 
dnriDg tbe n^t laated all nert da^, and wu ae- 
eompaaied bj ao higji a wind from the aontheast 
aod south, titat we dared not riA oar eaooea on 
the water. It was high water at ^reo o'clock, 
when the spring-tide rose two feet hlgber than the 
eommon flood-tides. We paaaed the daf aronnd 
our flrea, and as we are so sitnated that the 
■moke will not immedlatdy leare the camp, we 
are very mneh incommoded, and onr ejce Injured 
b; it. No news has yet bqen reeeiTed from okip- 
tain Lewis, and we begin to hare moeb tinamiiiw 
for Us safe^. 

I^QiBcf^, December 6.— It rained daring the 
whole nlgfat, and thia morning the rain and hig^ 
wind eompdled na to remain at onr camp. B». 
ddea the InGonvenienee of being thna stopped on 
onr ronte, we now fonnd that all onr Bt<wea and 
bedding are again wet with raia. The high watar 
was at twelve o'clock, and rose two inehea be- 
yond tiiat of yesterday. In the afternoon we were 
rejcrfeed at the rotnm of captain Lewis, who came 
In a canoe with three of his men, the other two 
being kA to guard aix elk and five deer wbkh 
they had killed: he had examined the coast, and 
fbnnd a rlTer a short dlatanee below, on which we 
might encamp during the winter, with a anffl- 
dency of elk fbr onr anbalstenee within reach. 
This information was very satlafhctory, and we 
decided on going thither as aoon as we conld 
more from tbe point; bnt all nl^t and the fol- 
lowing day, 

Friday S, it rained, and the wind blew hard 
from the southwest, so that the aea was still too 
rough for na to proceed. The high-tide of to-day 
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roMthtrteai inehM bigbet tluu it OSA jtattriaj, 
and obliged ui to more our eamp to a high dtaa- 
tion. Hen we remAliLed waltbiK for better 
weather, till abont dark the wind ■htfted to the 
north, and the ikj waa clear. We bad now aome 
proapeet of being able to kare oar ritnation, and 
indeed althongh eome rain fW In the cooree of the 
sight, the next morning, 

Satardax 7> ^■* '^''i ^^ thercAtre loaded onr 
eanoee, and proceeded. Bnt the tide waa against 
na, and the wavee -nrj high, bo that we were 
obhged to proceed alowlf and eaationalf. We at 
length turned a point, and fonnd onraelTee in a 
deep baj; hen we landed for braakftwt, and wen 
Joined bj the part; aent out three dafa ago to 
look for the alx elk. In aeeUng for the elk tiwf 
had miaaed thedr war f^ ^ ^^7 ^^^^ ^ '>'^> '■■^ 
when the^ reached the place, fbond lite elk so 
mneh apoUed that ther broaght the aUna onlj <rf 
four of them. After hieakfhat we eoaated round 
the bar, wbleh la abont four mllea aeroaa, and 
reeedvea, bealdea aereral amall creeka, two rlTcn 
eaUed bj the Indiana, the one Kilhowanakel, the 
other NetoL We called tt Mcriwether'a bay, from 
the ehriatlan name of capt^n Lewia, who waa no 
donbt the flrat white man who anrrejed it. Aa 
we wmt along tiie wind waa high from the north- 
east, and in the middle of tiie da; It rained for 
two honis, and then cleared ofC On reaching the 
aovth ride of the baj, we aaeended the Netnl for 
three mllea to the first point of highland on ita 
weatem bank, and formed onr camp in a thick 
groTc of loftf pinea, abont two hundred jarda 
from the water, and thirty fbet above the level of 
the high tides. 

Sttodof fi.— This seemed the moat eligible apot 

for our winter eatabliahment. In order therefore 
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to find & place fbr irmMny uklt, and to exAmins 
the eonntrf ftartber, captain Clark nt out with 
five men, and pnrsniDg a coone south, 60° west, 
over a dividing ridge, through thick pine timber, 
much of which had bllen, pamoi the beads of 
two email brooka. In the ndf^bonrhood of tbeae 
the land wa« ewampj' and overflowed, and we 
waded knee-deep till we came to an open ridgy 
prairie, covered with the plant known on our 
flrontier by the name of sacacommis. Here ie a 
creek abont alxt; jarda wide, and running to- 
wards point Adama; tiief pnaned it on a email 
raft. At this place the; discovered a large herd of 
elk, and after pursuing tliem for time mika over 
bad swamps and small ponds, we killed one of 
them. The agilitj vrith which the elk crossed the 
swamps and bogs, seems almost incredible; m we 
followed their track, the ground for a vrhok acr« 
would shake at our tread, and sometimea we sank 
to our hips without flndin g any bottom. Over 
the snrlbce of these bogs is a spedes of mo«, 
among which are great numbers of cranberries, 
and occaeionallf there rise from tlie swamp steep 
and small knobs of earth, thickly covered with 
pine and lanreL On one of these we halted at 
night, bat it was scareel; large enough to snfier 
us to lie clear of the water, and had very little 
dry wood. We succeeded however in collecting 
enough to make a fire, and having stretched the 
elk skin to keep off the r^n, which stlU coutinned, 
slept till morning, 

Moadaj 9, when we rose, perfectly wet with 
r^n daring the night. Three men were then sent 
in porsait of the elk, while with the other three, 
captain Clark proceeded westward towards the 
sea. He passed over three swamps, and then ar- 
rived at a creek, which was too deep to ford, and 
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then ma no irood to make a raA. He tbenfbn 
proceeded down It for a short distance, till he 
fbnad that he waa between the fbrke of a creek. 
One branch of which he had paaeed Tssterdaj, 
tnma ronnd towarda the aoathweat to meet an- 
other of eqnal eiie from the aontb, and together 
tltej form a amall riTer, about seventy y arda wide. 
He returned to the plaee where he had left the 
raft, and having eioaood proceeded down abont a 
mile, when he met three Indiana, Thej were 
loaded with freah ealmon which thef had taken 
with a gig, and were now retnming to their vil- 
lage on the aeaeoaat, when the; Invited him to 
aceompany tltem. He agreed, and they brooght 
out a eanoe bid along the banks of the creek. In 
thia ther passed over the branch which he had 
Jnat eroeaed on a raft, and then carried the eanoe 
a qnarter of a mile to the other fork, which thej 
crossed and eontinned down to the month of the 
river. At this place it makes a great bend, where 
tin river ia seventy jarda wide; ]nat above, or 
to the south of which Is the village. We crossed 
over, and found that it conslated of three houses, 
inhabited by twelve bmilies of Clatsope. They 
were on the south exposure of a hill, and sunk 
abont fbor feet deep into the gronnd ; the walls^ 
roof, and gable-enda being formed of aplit pine 
bouda; the descent through a small door down a 
ladder. There are two Area in the middle of the 
room, and the beda disposed round the walla two 
or three fbet ftom the fUl, so aa to leave room 
under them for their bags, baaketa and household 
articles. The floor itself is covered with mats. 
Captain Clark waa received with much attention. 
Aa soon as he entered, clean mate were spread, 
and flah, berrka and roota aet before him on email 
neat plattera of mahea. Aiter he had eaten, the 
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men of ths other honaea came and amoked with 
him. The^ all appeared mnch neater In tbelr per- 
■onB and diet than Indlane gBBmMj are, and 
freqnentlf wash tbdr haiida and Rues, a tenmoaj 
by no means ftaquent eleewhefe. While be waa 
conTBTBing wHh them, a flock of brant Bitted on 
tbe watff, and ha wHh a amaU rifle ehot one of 
them at a great distance. They Immedlatelj 
jumped in, and brought It on shore, wj mnch 
astonished at the shot, which contribnted to make 
them Increase their attention. Towards erenlng 
It began to rain and blow Tery violently {h>m the 
aoathweet; and e&ptaln Cltu-k therefore, deter- 
mined to remain daring the night. When tbey 
tbonght ble appetite had returned, an old woman 
presented him In a bowl, made of light coloured 
bom, a kind of symp, pleasant to tbe taate, and 
made from a apedes of berry common in tiila 
country, about the siie of a cherry, and called by 
the Indians abelwel: of these berriea a bread la 
also prepared, which being boiled with roots 
(bnns a soup, which was aerred in neat woodeo 
trenchers r this, with aome cocklee, was his repaal 
The men of tbe Tillage now collected, and began 
to gamble. The moat common game, was one In 
which one of the company was bank», and 
played against all the rest. He had a piece of 
bone, about the slw of a large bean, and having 
agreed with any indlvidnal ae to the value of the 
stake, would pass the bone from one band to tbe 
other, with great dexterity, ringing at the same 
time, to divert the attention of his adveraary; and 
then holding it In bis hands, hie antagonist was 
challenged to guess in which of tbem tbe bone 
was, and lost or won aa he pointed to the right 
or wrong hand. To this game of hasard they 
abandoned themselves with great ardonr; som^ 
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timM 0TCIT tUDg ther poonw is saerlAeed to it, 
uid this erralngnTwalf^ the Indiana lo«t all ths 
beads whlcli thej had with them. This lasted fbr 
three honn, when captain Clark appearing dia- 
pooed to sleep, the toan vho had been most at- 
tentire, and whose name wm Cnskalah, spread 
two new mats near the fire, and ordering his wife 
to retire to her own bed, the n&t of the company 
dispersed at the same time. Captain Clark then 
lay down, but the Tiolenee with which the fleas 
attacked him, did not kave his rwt anbroken, and 
beroM^ 

Tneaday 10, early. The morning was clondy, 
with aome rain: he walked oat on the seashore, 
and obeerred the Indians walking up and dowa 
the creek and examining the shore: he was at a 
loss to nndnstand their object, till one of them 
came to him and explained that they were in 
■eareh ctf Bab which had been thrown on shore 
and kft by the tide, adding in K"gH-h, "etnigeon 
is Tvy good." There Is indeed, everr reason to 
snppose, that these Clateopa depend fbr their 
snbsistenee during the winter, chiefly on the fish 
thns casually thrown on the coattt. Aiter amus- 
ing HniMnif for some time on the beach, be re- 
tnnted towards the village, and shot on hU way 
two brant. As he came near the Tillage, one of 
the Indianfl asked bun to shoot a duck about 
thirty steps distant: he did so, and having aci^ 
dentally shot off its head, the bird was brought 
to the Tillage by the Indians, all of whom came 
round la aatonishment: they examined the duck, 
the musket, and the very small bnllet, which were 
a hundred to the pound, and thenesclaimed, Cloucb 
muaqnet, wake, commatax musquet : a good mns- 
ket, do not underatand this kind of musket. They 
now placed before Um their beet roots, flsh, and 
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iynip, after wUch he attempted to pnrchaM a 
■M-otter akin with eome red beads width he hap- 
praed to hare about him ; but thej^ deeUned trad- 
ing, aa thej valnad none except blae or whits 
beads : he thenfora booght nothing bnt a Uttle 
berry bread and a few roots In exchange fbr &sh- 
hooka, and then set oat to retnm by the same 
ronte on which he came. He was accompanied by 
Cnskalah and hlg brother as fbr oe the third 
creek, and then proceeded to the camp tlirongh a 
heavy rain. The whole party had been oecnpied 
dniing his abeence In cotttng down trees to make 
huts, and In hnntlag. 

VsdnasdVi iJ.— The rain contisoed last nl^t 
and the whole of this day. We were, bowerer, all 
employed In pntting np onr wintn cabins, which 
we are anxious to finish, as eeraal of the men are 
beginning to watBor from the exceeslTe dampness; 
four of them have very violent colds, one has a 
dysentery, a third bos tnmonrs on his legs, and 
two have been in|tired by dislocation and strolnr 
tng of their limbs. 

Tbandtty, 12.~-W« continued to work in the 
rain at our houses. In the evening there arrived 
two canoes of Clatsope, among whom was a prin- 
cipal chief, called ComowoL We gave him a 
medal, and treated his companions wi'Ui great 
attention; after which we began to bargain for a 
small seo-ottec skin, some wappatoo roots, and 
another spedee of root called shanataqne. We 
readily percdved that they were close dealers, 
fltiekled mnch for triOeei, and never closed the bor- 
g(^ ODtU they thought they hod the odTontage. 
The wappatoo is dear, as they themselves ore 
obliged to give a high price for it to the Indians 
above. Bine beads are the artidee most in re- 
qnest, the white occupy the next place In their 
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estimation; bnt thej do not valne mncb tboae of 
anj other colour. We moceeded at last in pnr- 
nhAjlng their whole cargo for a few figh-hooke and 
ft Bmoll sack of Indian tobacco, which we bod re- 
MiTSd from tlie Shoehoneee. The next momltig, 

Friday, 18tb, we treated them to a breakfiut on 
elk meat, of which thef seemed -vary fond, and 
liATing parehased from them two skins of tlie 
Incerria, and two robes made of the skin of an 
animal about the siw of a cat, tbey left as. Two 
banters returned with the plearing intelligence of 
their having killed dgbteen elk about six miles off 
Oar huts b^in to rise, for though it nUns all day 
we continae our labours, and are rejoiced to find 
that tiie beaatiflil balsam pine splits into ezcellant 
boards, more than two Ihet in width. In the CTen- 
ing three Indians came In a canoe with provisions 
and sldna for sale, and spent the night with us. 

Saturdtky, 24.— AgiUn it rained all day, but b7 
working constantif we finished the walls of our 
huts, and nearly completed a house for our pro- 
visions. The constant rains have completel; 
spoiled our last supply of elk; but notwithstand- 
ing that scaredj a man has been dry for agreat 
number of days, the sick are recowing. Fonr 
men were despatched to gnard tiie elk which were 
killed TSsterday, till a larger partf Joined them. 
Accordingly, 

Soodaj IS, captain Clark with sixteen men set 
out in three eanoee, and baring rowed Ibr three 
tuilea up the tlver turned op a large creek from the 
ri|^t, and after going three miles flirther landed 
about tbe height oftbe tide water. The men were 
then despatched in small parties to bring in the 
elk, each man returning with a quarter of the 
animal. In bringing the third and last load, 
neaiiy half the men missed thdr way, and did not 
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nrtnrn till after nlgbt; Are of tham indeed wars 
not able to find tbdr waj st all It had been 
dondr all daj, and in tbe nig^t began to rain, 
and as we bad no cover wera obliged to Mt np the 
greater part of the nl^t, for aa soon aa we la^ 
down tbe rain would come onder ne, and compel 
ne to rlae. It waa Indeed a moot DDcomlbrtable 
dtnatlon, but the fire men who Joined na in tbe 
nonilngi 

Monday 18, liad been moi« nnlnckj, for in addl< 
ttontoUte rain which had poui«d down apon them 
all ntg^t, the; had no fire, and drenched and cold aa 
titer were when the; reached na, exhibited a moat 
diatreeaing eigbt. The; had left their loade when 
tber ilept, and some men wen eent after them, 
while othera wen deapatcbed alter two more elk 
in another htaid of the creek, who alter inking 
tbeee laat on board, proceeded to osr camp. It 
rained and hailed doring the da;, and a Ug^ 
wind from the eontbeoat not onl; threw down 
treee aa we poaaed along, bat made Uie rifer eo 
rough that we proceeded with great riak. We 
now had the meat honae coTered, and idl onr 
game careAill; bang np in email pieeea. 

Tueadaj 17.— It rained all night, and thla morn- 
ing there waa a high wind, and hail ae well aa 
rain fell ; and on the top of a monntain about ten 
milee to the aontbeest of na we obaarved aome 
anow. The greater part erf' onr etorea la wet, and 
onr leathern tent ia ho rotten tiiat the alighteat 
toach makes a rent in it, and it will now acarcel; 
Bhelter a spot large enough for our beda. We wen 
all boar in flninhing the inaide of the huts. The 
after part of the day waa cool and fUr. Bnt thia 
reeplte waa of Tory abort duration, fbr all night 
it contJniiad raining and snowing altemate(r, and 
in the morning. 
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Wtdneaday IS.we had snow And bidl till twetn 
o'clock, after which it changed to rain. The air 
now became cool and disagreeahle, the wind high 
and anaettlcd, so that being thinlj dreaaed in 
leather, we were able to do verj little on the 
honesa. 

Tbured^ i9.— The rain eontinoed all night with 
short interralt, but the morning was fbjr and the 
wind from the aonthwwt. Bltnated as we are, 
onr onif ocCDpation ie to work aa diligently as we 
can on oar bonwa, and to watch the changea of 
the weather, on which ao mach of oar comfort 
depends. We aralled onreelTce of this gllmpae of 
SDDshine, to send acrooa Heriwether'e bay for the 
boafda of an old Indian house ; but before the 
par^ returned with them, the weather clonded, 
and we again had bail and rajn dnring the reat of 
tiM d^. Oar onlj- viMtore were two Indians who 
spmt a short time with as. 

Friday 30.— A aaceeadon of rain and hail daring 
the night. At ten o'clock It cleared off for a short 
time, hot the rain soon recommenced; we now 
covered in ibnr of onr hate; three Indiana came in 
a canoe with mate, roots, and the berriea ctf the 
aacacommia. Theae people proceed with a dex- 
teritj and finesse in their bargains, which, if they 
hare not learnt from their foreign Ttsitors, it maj 
show how nearlj allied is the conning of savages 
to the little arts of traffic They begin bj aaUng 
doable or treble the valae of what Uiej have to 
8^, and lower their demand In proportion to the 
greater or leaa degree of ardonrorknowledgeof the 
poiehasu', who with all his management la not 
able to procure the article for leaa than Its n»i 
valne, which the Indiana perftctty nnderstand. 
Onr chief mediam of trade consists of blue and 
white beads, files with which they sharpen their 
ToL n.-aO 389 
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tools, ftah-hookfl, and tobacco : but of all tbem 
artjelea bine beadi and tobacco an the moat 
Mteemed. 

SIsKonfjv Sl.—Aa nmal it rained bH n]|^t and 
eontlnaed withont intermlarion dnring the day. 
One of onr Indian Tidton waa detected in stealing 
a horn spoon, and tamed out of the camp. We 
find that the plaat called eacaeonunia forma an 
agreeable mixture with tobacco, and m tbwtttin 
despatched two men to the open lands near the 
ocean, in order to collect some of iti while the rest 
contlnned their work. 

Sandxiy 2£.— There was no interval in the rain 
last oight and to-day; so that we cannot go on 
nqridl; with onr buildings. Borne of the men (we 
indeed quite sick, others hare received brulaea, and 
sereral complain of biles. We discover too, tJtiat 
part of onr elk meat is spoiling in conseqaence of 
the warmth of the weatlier, though we have kept 
a constant smoke under it. 

Moodajr 33.— It continaed raining the whole 
day, with no variation except occasional thunder 
and hail. Two canoes of Clateops came to us 
with various article* for sale; we bought three 
mats and bags neatly made of flags and mahea, 
and also the skin of a panther seven fbet long, in- 
eluding the tall. For all these we gave six small 
fish-hooks, a worn-out flle, and some pounded flsh 
which had become so soft and mouldy by ex- 
posure, that we could not use it: it is, however, 
highly priied by tiie Indians of tiiis nedgbbour- 
hood. Although a very portable and convoiieut 
food, the mode of coring eeema known, or at least 
practised only by the Indians near the great fUla, 
and coming from such a distance, has an addi- 
tjonal value in the eyes of these people, who are 
anxious to possess some food teas precarious than 
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tbdr ordlnarj rabsiBteiiee. Among tbcM Clataopt 
wu a aecond chief to whom we gare a m«dal, 
and nnt Bome ponnded fish to Cnacalah, irho 
could not come to we ns, on aeeoant nf iriffcitw 
The next dfty, 

Tneadai^ 24, howerer, be came in a canoe with 
hiB Toniig brotiier and two aqoave. Having 
treated captain Clark ao kindl; at hia village we 
were pleaaed to aee him, and he gave as two mate 
and a parcel of roots. Theee we accepted, aa ft 
woold have been offensive to decline the ofitr bnt 
afterwarda two fllee were demanded in return for 
the preoente, and not being able to spare thoae 
articles, we restored tiu mats and roots. Cns- 
e^ah was a little displeased: In the evening how- 
vret he offired each of ns one of the sqnawe, and 
even this being declined, Cnscalafa as well as the 
whole partr of Indians were bi^Uj offended: the 
fbmales particnlarly seemed to be mnch Incensed at 
oar indifibrence abont their hvonre. The whole 
stock of meat being now completely spoiled, our 
ponnded fish became again onr chief dependence. 
It had rained constantly all daj, bnt we still con- 
tiaiied working and at last moved into onr hots. 

fTetfnwds^^S.— Wewere awaked at daylight by 
a disebaige of flrearms, which was followed by a 
song from the men, as a compliment to ns on the 
return of Christmas, which we have always been 
Bccnstomed to observe as a day of rejoicing- 
After breakfast we divided onr remaining stock of 
tobacco, which amonuted to twdve carrots, into 
two pui»; one of which we distriboted among 
snch of the party as made nse of it, making a 
preset of a handkerchief to the others. The re- 
mainder of the day was passed in good spirits, 
though there was nothing in our sttnatlon to 
exdte much gaiety. The rain confined ns to the 
301 
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konM^ and onr onij InxniiM in honour of tiM 
■eaaon, wen some poor elk, so mnch apoOed that 
m eat It throngfa mere neceadtj, a few roots, and 
•ome BpoQed ponnded fish. The next da;, 

linradv 36, brongbt a coutinnation of rain, 
accompanied vith thunder, and a high vlnd from 
the eontheast We were thwefote stUl obliged to 
remain In onr bats, and radeavoored to diy onr 
wet artktei before the fire. The fleas which as> 
nojed oa near the portage of the great fUlB, hare 
taken inch poweaslon oT our dotbee, that we 
are obliged to have a regular Beareh vnrj daf 
throngh onr blanketa aa a neceaaarjr pr^mlna(7 
to sleeping at night. These *niTnjii« indeed are so 
nnmeroos, that they are almost a calamitj to the 
Indiana of this conutrf. When they have once ob- 
tained the maatery of any honse It la Impossible 
to expel them, snd the Indiana have fregnently 
dlfibrent honaes, to which they reaort oecasionaUy 
when tile fleas have rendered their permanent resi- 
dence Intolerable ; yet in apite of these precautions, 
every Indian is constantly attended by mnltitndM 
of them, and no one comea into onr honan with- 
out iBATiDg behind him awarma of these torment- 
ing Insects. 

Fiidaf 27.— T^ rain did not cease last night, 
nor the greater part of the day. In the evening 
we were visited by Comowool, the chief, and fonr 
men of the Clatsop nation, who brought a very 
timely supply of roots and berries. Among these 
was one called culhomo, resembling liqnorlce in 
alse and taste, and which they roast like a po- 
tato; there was also the ahanataqne, a root of 
whicb thej are very fond. It is of a black colour, 
sweet to the taste, and is prepared for eating in a 
kUn, aa the Indiana ap the Colnmbia dry the 
pasheeo. Tliese as well as the shdlweU berries, 
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tb^ Tslne bigUj, bnt wen pwfeetlr wtkScd with 
the return we made them, conrirtJng of a amall 
piece of sheepskin, to wear round the chief's head, 
a pair of earbobs for his son, a smnil piece of 
brass, and a Uttle ribbon. In addition to onr oU 
snemiea tlie fleas, we obaerred two mosquitoes, or 
inseets so eomptotely resembling them, that wa 
ean pwecdve no liiffcwmM in tb^ shape and Kp- 



Satardaj, iS.— Again It rained dniing tbe 
greater part of last night, and eontlaaed all day. 
Hn men were sent ont to hunt, and Are otbns 
despatched to the seaside, each with a large ket- 
tle, In order to begin the mann&ctare of salt. 
The roate to the seaeoast is abont seven miles in 
length. In a direction nearly west. Five miles of 
the distance is throngh thick wood varied witii 
hills, ravines and swamps, tboagh tin land In 
general poeeeaees a rich blaek moold. The r» 
m*]n{ng two mlles Is formed of open waving 
prairies ot sand, with ridges running parallel to 
the river, and covered with green grass. Tbe rest 
of the men were employed In making [rieketa and 
gates for onr new fbrL Although we had no son, 
the weather was very warm. 

Sunday, 29.-1% rained the whole ni^t, bnt 
ceased this momiing, and bat little rain fell in the 
course of tbe da; ; still the weather was cloudy 
and the wind high from the southeast. The 
Clatsop chief and his party leA us, after begging 
fbr a great number of artlclee, which, as we 
could not spare them, we reAieed except a rasor. 
We were employed all day in plcketting tbe fbrt: 
In the evening a yoong Wahkalcum chief, with 
fbur men and two women, arrived with some 
dressed elk skin and w^ipatoo fbr sale. We pnr- 
-*■*?"* abont a bushel and a half of those roots 
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Ibr BoiiM red beftds, and tmall pfeees of bnai win 
and old check. The ehkf too made m a pnamt 
of half a baabe) mor^ A>r which we gave him a 
medal, and a ^eee of ribbon, to tie round hia hat. 
TbeM root! are extrenwlj grateAil, dnoe oar meAt 
haa become spoiled, and we irere denrona of pur- 
ehaalng the remainder; but the chief would not 
dispon of an^ more, aa he waa on hIa wa; to 
trade with the Clateopa. The; remained with na 
howeTW till the next day, 

Monday, SO, when they were joined by four 
mors of thedr countrTmoi, from the WahUacam 
village. Theae laat began by ofiMng oe eome 
roots; bnt aa we had now learned that thej al- 
wajB expect three or fbnr time* aa much In retnm, 
OB the real value of the artfdea, and are even 
diaaatiafled with that, we declined inch dangwona 
preeenta. Toworda evening the bnntera bronght 
in fbnr elk, and after a long eonree of abatinenee 
and miserable diet, we had a most snmptaona 
anpper oi elk'a tongnea and marrow. Besidee 
thia agreeable repoet, the etate of the weather 
bad been quite exhilarating. It had r^ned during 
the night, bnt in the moming, thongh the high 
wind contiDoed, we enjojed the fUrcst and moat 
pleaaant weather gince oor arrival; the annhaving 
ahone at intervale, and these being only three 
ehowera in the conree of the day. By enneet we 
bod completed the fortification, and now an- 
nounced to the Indiana that every day at that 
hour the gates wonld be closed, and they must 
leave the fbrt and not enter ft till ennriae. The 
WahUacnma, who had remained with us, and who 
are very forward in their deportment, complied very 
rdoctantly with thla order; bnt being exclnded 
from onr hooaea, formed a camp near na. 

Tnmday, SI.— Am tf it woe impoeaible to have 
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twtmtj-Tovx honra of pleOBant weather, the wkj 
laat erening elonded, fuid the rain began and con- 
tinued through tiie daj. In the morning tlier* 
eame down two canoM, one from the Wahkiacnm 
TlUage, the other contained three men and a aqnaw 
of the Skllloot nation. Tlief brought wappatoo, 
and altanataqne roote, dried flab, mate made 
of flags and niahee, dreMed elk skins and tobacco; 
fbr which, partjcnlarl; the eking, thej aaked a 
Tery extravagant price. We pnrchaaed aome wap- 
patoo, and a little tobacco, yery mnch like that 
we bad seen among the Shoehonees, pnt np in email 
neat baga made of nuhee. These we obt^ned in 
exchange for a few artidee, among which flah- 
hooksare the most Mteemed. One of the Bkilloota 
brought a gnn which wanted some repair, and 
liavlng pnt it In order, we received from him a 
present of about a peck of wappatoo ; we then 
gave him a piece of sheep akin and bine cloth, to 
cover the lock, and he very tbankftally offired a 
ftirther present of roots. There is, in ftMt, an 
obviooB snperloritjr in these SkUloots over the 
Wahklacnms, who are Intmsive, thievish, and Im- 
pertinent. Our new rqpilations, however, and the 
appearance of the sentinel, liave improved the 
behaviovr of all onr Indian viaitora. They left 
tbe fort before snnaet, even without btAng ordered. 

Besides the fleas, we observe a number of insecta 
in motion to-day. Snakes are yet to be seen; 
an^la too, without covers, are common. On the 
rivers, and along the aboies of Meriwether's bay, 
are many kinds of large water fowls, but at this 
period they are excessively wild. The early part 
of the night waa fUr. 

Wedneedaj, J&Baary 1, 1806.— V« were awaked 

at an early hour, by a discbarge of a volley of 

trnaH arms, to salute the new year. This is the 
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onlj mode of doing hononr to the day ^Ueh oar 
dtnation permits, for though w% hare reaaoD to 
be gayer than we were at Chriitmaa, our ool; 
dainties are the boiled elk and wappatoo, enlir- 
ened by dranghte of pure watw. W« won visited 
byafewClatBops, who cams by water, bringing 
roots and berries for sale. Among this nation wa 
have obwrred a man about twenty-flre yeus old, 
of a much lighter complexion than the Indians 
generally: hia fhca was even freckled, and his hiUr 
long, and of a colour in^iiniTig to red. He was in 
habits and manners perfbctly Indian; bat, thong^ 
he did not speak a word of JBnglish, he seemed to 
understand more than the others of his party; 
and, as we could obtain no seconnt of his origin, 
we conclnded that one of his parents, at least, 
mnst have been completely white. 

These Indians stayed with as dnring the nif^t, 
and Mt the fort next morning, 

T&DTsefay 2, baring disposed of their cargo for 
fishing-hooks and other trifling articles. The 
hunters brought in two elk, and we obtained 
from the traps another. This animal, as well as 
the beaver and the raccoon, are in plenty near the 
seaeoaet, and along the small creeks and rirers as 
high OS the grand rapids, and In this country 
possess an extremely good for. 

The birds which most strike our attention ara 
the large as well as the small or whistling swan, 
the sandhill crane, tite large and small geese, cor- 
morants, brown anQ white brant, dnck and mal- 
lard, the canvass and sereral other species of 
docks. There is also a small crow, the blue 
crested corms, and the smaller eorms with a 
white breast, the Uttle brown wren, a large 
brown sparrow, the bald eagle, and the beantiihl 
bastard (rfthe Colombia All these wild fowl eoor 
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tbine with ns, thoD|^ ther "^ ■><>( In mch nnm- 
beri aa on our first arriraJ in this nai{|AboDrhood. 
Friday 4.— At deren o'clock ire were viritod by 
our ndghbonr the Fia, or chief Comowool, who is 
aiao called Coon^ and idx Clataopa. Beaides 
rootB, and berriea, they broni^t for sale three 
dogs and aome fresh blabber. Having been ao 
long aeenatomed to live on the flesh of dogs, the 
greater part of nahaTB acquired a fondness fbr It, 
and our original averrion fbr It is OTercome, bj 
icOeeting that while we subristed on that fbod w» 
were ihtter, stronger, and in general mijoyed bet- 
ter health than at any peHod riuce leading the 
bufiUo country eastward of the mountains. The 
blnbber, which ie esteemed by the Indians ui ex- 
cellent food, has been obtained, they tell us, from 
tbedr nedghbonrs the Killamncks, a nation who 
Ere on the leacoast to the southeast, and near 
one of whose Tillages a whale had recently been 
thrown uid foundered. Three of the hunters who 
had been despatched on the SSth, returned about 
dark; they bad been fifteen miles up the river to 
tlie east of us, which fUls into Meriwether's bay, 
and had hunted a considerable distance to the 
east ; but they had not been able to kill more than 
a tfngle deer, and a few fowls, scarcely sufficient 
for their subststenee; an Incident which teaches us 
the necessity of keeping out several parties of 
hunters, in order to procure a supply against auy 



SAtnidar 4.— Comowool leA us this morning 
with his party, highly pleased with a present of 
an old pair of satin breeches. The hunters were 
aU sent in different directions, and we are now 
becoming more amions for their sueceae since oar 
store of wappatoo is all exhausted. 

SmtdAy 5.— Two of the five men who bad beat

despatcbed to malu salt rdtnmed. Tbtjbadean- 
fbllj examined the eoaat, bnt it vaa not till the 
fifth day after their departorv that they diaeoT- 
ered a eonrenlent dtaatioii for their mapnlhcture. 
At length they formed an establiahment i^ftont 
llfteen miles Bonthweat of the fort, near lome eeat- 
tared honaea of the Clateop and Killamock na- 
tion, where they erected a Gomfbrtabk camp, and 
had killed a stock of proTiMons. The Indians had 
Seated them very kindly, and made them a 
preaent of the blabber of the whale, aome of whieh 
the men bronght home. It was wUt« and not 
unlike the fot of pork, though of a eoaner and 
more epougy texture, and on being cooked was 
found to be tender and palatable, and In flavour 
resembling the bearer. The men also broogfat 
with them a gaUon of the salt, which was white, 
fine, and very good, but not so strong as the rock 
■alt common to the wertem parts of the United 
Btatea. It proves to be a moat agreeable addition 
to our food, and as the aaltmakera can maun- 
fhetnre three or four quarts a day, we have a 
prospect of a very plentlflil supply. The appear- 
anee of tiie whale seemed to be a matter of im- 
portance to all the neighbouring Indians, and aa 
we might be able to procure some of it for onr^ 
selves, or at least purchase blubber from the 
Indians, a small parcel of merchandise was pre- 
pared, and a party of the men held in readiness to 
set out In the morning. As soon as tills resolu- 
tion was known, Chaboneau and his wifb re- 
quested that they might be permitted to accom- 
pany us. The poor woman stated very earnestly 
that she had travelled a great way with ns to see 
the great water, yet she had never been down to 
the coast, and now that this monstrous fish was 
also to be seen, it seemed hard that she should 
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not be permitted to we neither the ocean nor the 
whole. So reMonable a request could not be 
denied ; they trwe therefore mfibred to accompanj 
ettptaia Clark, vho, 

Monday 6, after an early breakbat aet ont with 
twelre men In two canoe*. He proceeded down 
the Netnl Into Meriwether bay, Intending to go to 
tbe Clateop town, and there procure a guide 
through tbe creeks, which there waa reason to 
beliere communicated not onlj with the baj, but 
with a email river running towards tbe sea, near 
where our saltmakers were encamped. Before 
howeTer he conld reach the Clatsop village, the 
high wind from the northwest compelled Mm to 
pat into a small creek. He therefore resolved to 
attempt the paeeage without a guide, and pro- 
ceeded up the creek three mUes, to some high open 
land where he found a road. He therefore kA tbe 
canoes, and followed the path over three deep 
marebee to a pond about a mile long, and two 
hundred jarda wide. He kept on the left of this 
pond, and at length came to the creek which he 
had crossed on a raft, when he had virited Cus- 
calah'i Tillage on the ninth of December. He pro- 
ceeded down it, tilt he found a small canoe, Qt to 
hold three persons, in which the whole party 
crossed the creek. Here they saw a herd of elk, 
and the men were divided into small parties, and 
hooted them till after dark, when the; met again 
at the forks of the river. Three of the elk were 
wounded, bnt night prevented their taking more 
than one, which was brongbt to the camp, and 
cooked with some stdcke of jHne which had drilled 
down the creeks. Tbe weather was beantiiU, the 
sky clear, the moon ehone brightly, a circumstance 
the more agreeable as this is the first ftiir evening 
we have enjoyed for two months-

Tuead&f, f.— Then wu a froat titls momlng. 
We rose eiu-Ir, (ud taking di^t potutds of fleah. 
which were all the remains of Hie elk, proceeded 
np tiie south fork of the creek. At the dlatanee of 
two milea we {bnnd a pine tree, which had been 
ftlled bj one of onr saltmaken, and on which we 
croeeed 1^ deepest part of the eraek, and waded 
throngh the rest. We then west over an open 
rtds7 prairie, three qnarton of a mile, to the se»- 
beaeh; alter following which fbr tliree milea, we 
came to ttie month of a beantlftil river, witii a 
hold, rapid current, dghtj-flTe judm wide, and 
three ftet deep, in Its shallowest crossings. On ita 
northeast side are tiieremtdns of an old Tillage of 
Clatsops, inhabited bj onl; a single ftuniljr, who 
appeai«d miserably poor and dirty. We gave a 
man two fish-hooks, to fenr the party over tbe 
rirer, which, from the tribe on its banks, we called 
Clatsop riTer. The creek, which we had passed on a 
toes, approaches this riTBTWithinabont an hundred 
yards, and by means of a portage, supplies a 
800 
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aomminriMtioii with the rfllagM near Point 
Adanu. After going on for two miles, we fbond 
the MltmakerB encamped near four hooaee of Clat- 
■ops and Killamacka, who, thon^ poor, dirty, 
and eOTered with fleoa, aeemed kind ud wdl dia- 
poaed. We persoaded a joong Indian, b; a pree- 
e&t of a file, and a promloe of aome other artielea, 
to golde na to the spot where the whale lay. He 
led 01 fbr two and a half milee over the round 
■Hpperr etonea at the foot of a hi^ hill protecting 
fBtO the eea, and then niddttdr stopping, and 
trtteting the word peehaek or tad, eopl^ned by 
Hgna that we could no long» follow the coast, 
but must eroea the mountain. Thia pramlaed to 
be a moat laborions undertaking, for the dde is 
nearly perpendicular, and the top lost in clonds. 
He, however, followed an Indian path which 
wonnd along as much as possible, but still the 
aaoent was m steep, that at one place we drew 
OVnelTca for about an hundred ftet by means of 
bnibea and roots. At length, after two hours' 
iBboor, we reached the top of themountoin, when 
wn looked down with astonishmoit on tite pro- 
dlgloua hdght of ten or twelTe hundred feet, whkh 
we had aaeended. Immediately below us, in the 
ftee of thia predpiee, is a stratum of white ewth, 
used, as onr gnide informed na, as a paint by the 
nri^bonrlng Indiana. It obTionaly contains 
argile, and reeemblea the earth of which the 
E^ench porcelain la mode, thongh whether it 
contains ailex or mMgnwria., or in what propor- 
tiona, we could not obeore. We were here met 
by fourteen Indiana, loaded with oil and blubber, 
the apolls of the whale, which they were carrying 
In Tery heaTj burdens, over this rough mountain. 
On leaTing them, we proceeded ovor a bad road 
tin nii^t, when we encamped on a small ran: ws 
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were all mneh flitigned, bat Ute weatiicr waa 
pleawnt, and, for the flist time rince our aniTSl 
here, on entire da^ has paoeed withont r^n. In 
the morning, 

Wednesday, S, we eet ont earljand proceeded to 
tiie top of the motrntaln, tiie lii^>eet point at 
which is an open spot fodng the ocean. It fai 
■itnated abont thirty milee aoatheast of cape Dis- 
appointment, and projecta nearlj two and a half 
mDM into the sea. Here one oT the most ddlg^tfiil 
Tiewe in natnre praeenta IteelC Immediately In 
fWtnt ia the ocean, which breaks with ttirj on the 
eoaet, from the rocks of cape Disappointmeot as 
for as the eye can discern to the northwest, and 
against the highlands and irregolar piles of rock 
whkh diverrii^ the shore to tiie southeast To 
this boisterous scene, the Colombia, wiUi Its 
trlbntary waters, widening into bays as It ^> 
proBcbee the ocean, and stadded on both sides 
witii the Chinnook and Clatoop Tillages, forms a 
charming contrast; while Immediately beneatli 
onr ftet, are stretched the rich prairies, enllTened 
by three beantiftal streams, which condnct the eye 
to small lakes at the foot of the hills. We stopped 
to enjoy the romantic view from this place, whioh 
we distinguished by the name of Clark's Point of 
Tiew, and then followed onr guide down the 
monntaJn. The descent was steep and dangerooa : 
in many places the hill ddes, wUeh are formed 
prindpally of yellow day, baa been washed by the 
late rains, and is now slipping Into the sea, la 
large masses of fifty and an hnndred acres. In 
other parts, the path crosses the ragged perpen- 
dicnlar rocks which overhang the sea. Into which 
a fUse step wonld hare precipitated ns. The 
monnt^ns are covered with a Tery thick growtit 
of timber, chiefly phie and flr; some of whkh, near 
80a 
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(HaA'B Point of View, perftctl; sotmd and solid, 
rise to the belglit of two hundred and ten ftet, 
and are from eight to twelve In diameter. Inter- 
mixed le the white cedar, or arbor vltae, and a 
•maU qnantitf of black ^der, two or three feet 
thick, and rixty or aerentr in height. At length 
we reached a single honae, the remains of an old 
Eillamaek village, sitnated among lome rocks, in 
a baf Immediate; on the coast. We then coutin- 
ned for two miles along the sand beach ; and after 
croasliv a creek, eight; fards in width, near 
which are flT« cabins, reached the place wha« the 
waves had thrown the whale on shora. The 
animal had been placed between two KJlUunock 
villages, and sach had been thdr Indnetr;, that 
there now remained nothing more than the skele- 
ton, which we foand to be one hundred and five 
ft«t In length. Captt^ Clark then returned to the 
vfllage of five hots, on the creek, to which be gave 
the name of Ecola, or Whale cre^ The natives 
were all boaied in bcdling the blubber, in a large 
■qnare trough of wood, by means of heated 
stones, uid preserving the oil, thns extracted, in 
bladders and the entrails of the whale. The reftise 
of the blubber, which still contained a portion of 
oil, are hung up in large flitches, and when wanted 
for use, ore warmed on a wooden spit before the 
Are, and eaten edther alone, or dipped in oil, or 
with roots of the rush and shanataqne. These 
Kill&mueks, though the; had great quantities, 
parted with it relnctamti;, and at such high prices, 
that our whole stock of raerehandiae was ex- 
baueted in the purchase of about three hundred 
pounds of blabber, and a few gallons of oil. With 
these we set out to return ; and having cross e d 
Eeola creek, encamped on its bank, where then 
-was abundance of fine limber. We were soon 
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loined bj the men of the rUlage, vltii whom m 
■moked, and who gttn us all tJu infbrniAtion 
they poneaoed, relatiTe to their eoantiy. These 
KOIamnekB are part of a mnch larger nation oC 
the same name, and they now reside ehkfly In 
fbur Tillagca, each at the enbtwce of a creek, all 
oTvbkh fUl into a bay on the eonthwevt coast; 
that at which we now are, being the most north- 
ern, and at the dtotaaee of about tOrtj-tn milM 
•ovtheast c^Pcdnt Adanu. The rest of the nation 
are scattered along the coast, and on the buiks of 
a river, which, as we fbond it in their ddiiie»- 
tlona, we called Eillamnck's rlrer, emptTing itself 
in the same direction. Dnring the salmon season 
they catch great qoanUtiea of that fish, in the 
small creda, and when they fUl, their chief re- 
•ooree waa tiie storgeon and otlier flah stranded 
along the eoaat. The elk were rery namerona In 
the mountains, bat thej eonld not procure many 
of them with thdr arrows; and their principal 
eommnnication with strangers, waa bj means <rf 
the EiUamaek river, np which thej passed to the 
Shocatileitm (or Colambia) to trade fbrwappatoo 
roots. In their dras, appearance, and indeed 
vmrj drcnmatance of life, they diSbr very little 
from tiie CUnnooka, Clataopa, and other nations 
In the neighbonrhood. The chkf variation we 
have observed is In the mann^ of bnrjing the 
dead ; the bodies being secured in an oblong box 
of plank, which la placed In an open canoe, Ijing 
on the ground, with a paddle, and other amaU 
orticlea of the deceaaed by bis ride. 

Whjlat amoking with the Indiana, eapt^n Clark 
waa enrpriaed abont ten o'clock by a load ahrill 
ontcr; from the opposite village; on hearing 
which, all the Indiana immediatalf atarted np to 
cross the creek, *i«i the gnlde infbrmed hJTn that 
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■ome one had been Idlled. On exftminatlon, one 
of the men woe diacoTered to be abaent, and a 
gnord despatched, who met him croflsing the 
ereek in great haste. An Indian belonging to an- 
other band, and who happened to lie with tlte 
ElUamoeka tliat evening, had treated liim with 
mneh Undneee, and walked arm in arm with liim 
to a tent where onr man found a Clunnook 
eqnaw, who was an old acqn^ntonce. From the 
conTersation and Tnminar of the stronger, this 
woman dieeovered that his object was to mnrder 
the white man, for the sake of the few articles on 
his person, and when he rose, and pressed oar 
man to go to another tent where thej would find 
something better to eat, she held M'Neal by the 
blanket; not knowing her object, he freed bimsetf 
from her, and was going on with his pretended 
friend, when she ran oat and gave the shriek 
which broDght the mtat of the village over, and 
the Bteanger rui off before M'Neal knew what hod 
occasioned the alarm. 

Tbnrsdaj, 9, — The morning was fines the wind 
from the northeast ; and having divided onr stock 
of the blabber, we began at snnrlse to retoead 
onr steps, in order to reach fort Clatsop, at the 
distance of thirtj-flve mOes. We met several par- 
ties of Indians on their way to trade for blnbber 
and oil with the Killamncks; (onr route lay 
across the same monntalns which we had alreadj 
passed) wa also overtook a partj returning from 
the village, and could not but r^^ard with aston- 
ishment the beav7 loads which the women cany 
over these fhtiguing and dangerons paths. Asone 
of the women was descending a steep part of the 
mountain, her load slipped from her back, and she 
stood holding it by a strap with one hand, and 
with the other supporting hvself b; a bosh: enp-

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tain Clark betng near her, nndcrtook to n^fiaen 
the load, and found it almost aa much aa he could 
Bft, and above one hundred ponnda In irei^t. 
Loaded aa they were, the; kept pac« with ne, till 
ire teaebed the •altmakera' tenU, where wepoaaad 
the night, whOe the; continued thdr route. 

Friday, 10.— Ve proceeded acroas Clataop rlTW, 
to the place where we had left onr eanoea; and aa 
the tide wag coming in, immediate^ embwked for 
the ftirt, at which place we arriTed abont tea 
o'clock at night. During thdr absence, the men 
had been oeenpied in hunting and drening ekina, 
bat in thia tb^ were not vwj soeeeHftd, aa the 
deer have beeome acaiee^ and an. Indeed, aeen 
chiefl; near the pralrka and open gronnda, along 
the eoaat. Thia momtog, however, there came to 
the fbrt twdve Indiana, In a large canoe. Tb^ 
are of the Cathlamah natitm, onr nearest oeig^ 
bonra above^ on the aonth ^e of the river. The 
tia, or ehie^ whoae name waa Bhahawacap, hav- 
ing been absent on a banting ezenraion, aa we 
passed hla village, bad never yet seem ne, and we 
therefore showed him the honours of onr eoontr^, 
aa well as onr rednced Bnances wonld permit. We 
invested him with a small medal, and received a 
pment of Indian tobacco and a basket of wap- 
patoo in return, for which we gave him a small 
piece of onr tobacco, and thread for a flahlng net. 
The; had bronght dried salmon, wappatoo, dogs, 
and mats mode of mshea and flags: bat we 
bonght onl; some dogs and wappatoo. These 
Cathlamahs speak the same language as the 
Chinnooks and Clataops, whom tlie; also reseu' 
ble in dress and manners. 

8»tuid*y, II.— A. part; was sent oat to bring 

in some elk killed yeeterda;, and several were 

despatched after onr Indian eanoev which drifted 
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away last nli^t; bat, though the whole nd^ 
bonrhood waa dillgentl; Karcbed, we w«n unable 
to find tt. Thli ia a aerlouB loas, ae she fe moeh 
anperloF to oar own canoee, and ao light that fbor 
n>en can carry her readil; without fotigne, thoogh 
■he will carrj from ten to twelve hnndred poanda, 
beaidea a eiew of four. In the evening the Cathla- 
maha kA na, on their way to barter thdr -wapp^ 
too with the Clataopa, fbr aome blnbber uid oil, 
whleb theee laat have procured from the Kllla- 
macks, in exchange for beads and other artideo. 

Sanday, 12.~0nr meat iB now becoming eearee; 
we, thertfore, determined to jerk It, and ieaae it In 
■maU qnantitiea, In'rt'f*^ of diTlding it among the 
fbnr meaaee, and leaving to each tiie core of ita 
own proviaiona; a plan by which mnch ia loet, in 
consequence of tjia improvidence of the men. Two 
hantws had been despatched in the morning, and 
one of them, Diewyer, had before evening, killed 
aeven elk. We ahonld scarcely be able to anbriat, 
were it not fbr the exertiona of thla most eaeeUent 
liantar. The game fa scarce, and nothing ia now 
to be seen, except elk, which to almost all the 
men, are very difflcnlt to be procured : but Drew- 
jer, who Is the offlpring of a Canadian French- 
man, and an Indian woman, baa passed his lift in 
the woods, and unites, In a wonderful degree, the 
dexteronaaim of the frontier huntaman, with the In- 
tnitlTe sagadty of the Indian, In poreaing the 
ftlnt«st tracks through the forest. All oar men, 
bowerer, have indeed, become so expert with the 
rifle, that we are never under apprehensions as to 
food, aince, whenever there is game of any kind, 
we on almost certain of procvring it. 

Monday, i^.— Captain Lewis took all the men 

who could be spared, and brought in the seven 

tXk, whkh they had found untouched by the 
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woItw, (^whieh there are a few in the Deigfabomb 
hood. The la«t of the candles which wa bronght 
with na being exbaosted, we now began to make 
othen cf elk tallow. From all that we bare eeen 
and learnt of the Chinnooke, we hare been iadveed 
to eetimate the nation at at>ODt twen^-eigfat 
boDMa, and fbnr hundred eonle. Tbey leaida 
ehiefl7 along the buika of a rlrer, to wbkh we 
gare the same name; and which, nmnlng paralkl 
to the aeaeoaat, waton a low cotutry with auaj 
■tagnant ponda, and tiien empttoe itnlf Into 
H^T'b bay. The wild fowl of then ponda, and 
the elk and deer of the neighbourhood, fhmiah 
them with occasional Inxnriee ; but their chief sab- 
aieteuce ia deriTed from the ealmon and other fleh, 
which are caught in the email etreama, by meona 
of nets and giga, or thrown on shore by the tIo- 
lence of the tide. To these are added some roota* 
aneh am the wild llqnorioe, i^hlch ia the most com- 
mon, the shanataqne, and the wappatoo, bron^t 
down the rirer hj the traden. 

The men are low in statnre, rather o^, aod Ul 
made; their legs being small and crooked, their 
Ibet large, and their heads, Uke those o€ the 
women, flattened in a most di^nsttng dmuuht. 
Theae defbrmitlee are In part concealed by robsa 
made at aaa-ottar, deer, tSk, bearer, or fbx sUns. 
Thej also employ in their dreaa, robes of the akin 
of a eat pecnlior to this eontitry, and of another 
animal of the same die, which ia light and dura- 
ble, and sold at a high price by the Indiana, who 
bring it from above. In addition to these an 
worn Uankets, wrappers of red, bine, or spotted 
doth, and soms old sailors' clotbea, which wscb 
Tery highly prised. The greater part of the mcai 
have guns, powder, and hall. 

The women hara, in general, haadaoma ftaai^ 
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bvt >n low and dlaproporttoned, with Bmall ftet 
and Urge kga (ud thighs, occadoned, probably, 
bj strandB of beads, or rarlotu BtringB, drawn ao 
ti^t above the ankka, aa to prevent the drenla- 
tion of the blood. Their dreae, Hke that erf* the 
WahHacnme, coneiata of a short robe, and a tienie 
<tf cedar bark. Their h^ hangs loosdy down the 
shoulders and back; and their ear«, neck, and 
wrists ore ornamented with bine beads. Another 
deeoratlon which is verj highlj prised, eonslsta of 
figuree made bf pnnctnring the arms or legs; uid 
on the arm of one of the sqnaws, we obserred the 
name of J. Bowman, executed in the same wt^. 
In language, habits, and in almost ererj other 
partiealar, the; rewmbte the Clatsops, Cathla- 
mahs, and indeed all the people near tbe month ag 
tbe Columbia. The;, however, seam to be Inferior 
to their ndghbonra in honesty as well as spirit. 
No ill treattoent or indignity, on our part, seems 
to exdte any fteling, except fear ; nor, although 
better provided than their neighbours with arms, 
have they enterprise enough to use them advan- 
tageously against the animals of the forest, nor 
ofibnrively against iiaix neighbours; who owe 
thdr safety more to the timidity than the forbear- 
aoce of tbe Chlnnooka. We bad beard instances of 
pQfering whilst we were amongst them, and there- 
fore had a general order, ezclnding them from onr 
encampment; so that whenever an Indian wished 
to visit us, he began by calling out "No CUn- 
nook." It may be probable that this first impres- 
rion Mt a prejudice against them, rioee when we 
were among tiie Clatsops, and other tribes at tbe 
mouth of the Cotnmbia, the Indians had lees op- 
portunity of stealing, if they were eo disposed. 

Taeedity, 14, we were employed In Jerking th« 
meat of the elk, and searching for one of tbe 
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eonoM whkb bad been carried off bf the tide bwt 
night. Having fbond it, we now had tliree of 
tbem drawn np ont of reach of the water, and the 
' other Mcored bj a atrong cord, eo ae to be ready 
tor anj emergency. 

Aitw many inqniriee and much obeerration, we 
are at length enabled to obtain a connected Tiew 
oT tlu nations, who reidde along the coast, on 
both aidM of tiie Colombia. 

To the eonth, oar pereonal obeerration has not 
extended beyond the Killamncke ; bnt we obtained 
from those who were aeqnainted with the eeo- 
coast, a list of the Indian tribee, in the order in 
which they mcceed each other, to a conMderable 
diatanoe. The flret nation to tlie eonth are the 
Clataope, who redde on the eontbem side of the 
bay, and along the eeacoaat, on both eldee of 
Point Adama. They are represented aa the re- 
malna of a much larger nation ; bnt abont fbiir 
yeara ago, a diaorder, to which till then they were 
Btrangera, bnt which aeeme, from thdrdeecription, 
to have been the amall-pox, destroyed fonr chieA, 
and aereral hnndreda of the nation. Theae are 
deposited in eanoee, a few miles below na on the 
bay, and the annrivora do not number more than 
fourteen honaea, and abont two bnndred aonla. 
Next to them along the aontheaat eoaat, ia a 
mnch larger nation, tiie KiUamncka, who nnmber 
fifty honaes, and a tfaonaand aonla. Their first 
eatabliahment are the fbnr hnte at the month of 
Eeola creek, thirty-five miles from Point Adama; 
and twomileab^owareafewmorehnbii but the 
principal town is aitaated twenty mllee lower, at 
the entrance of a creek, called Nielee, into the bay, 
which we designate by the name of Killamncka 
bay. Into the aame bay empties a aecond creek, 
five miles ftarther, where ia a Killamnck village^ 
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eftOed Eilherhnnt ; at two mllw a third creek, and 
a town called KUhemer; and at the samedlstanee 
a town called Cbiabnck, at the mouth of Kllla- 
mnck river. Towerquotton and Cbncttin, iwe the 
names of two other towns, eitnated on creeks 
which empty into the bottom of the bay, th« la«t 
of which is serent; miles from Foint Adams. The 
KQlamnck rirer is abont one hundred j»ds wid^ 
and very ra^ ; bnt having no perpendicular foU, 
is the great avenue for trade. Then are two 
■mall Tillagee of Elllamncks settled above its 
month, and the whole trading part of the tribe 
ascend it, tiU by a short portage, they carry thedr 
canoes over to the Colombian valley, and descend 
the MoltDomah to Wappatoo island. Here they 
pnichase roots, which the; carry down theChock- 
aUlnm or Colnmhia; and, after trotBcking with 
the tribes on Its banks for the Tariooa articles 
whkb they require, cither retnra op the Colnmblo, 
or cross over through Uie conntry of the Clatsops. 
This trade, however, is obvioosly little more than 
a loose and irregnlar barter, on a very small 
scale; for the materials for commerce are so ex- 
tzemely sean^ and preearions, that the stranding 
of a whde was an important commercial incident, 
which Interested all the adjoining conntry. Thft 
Eillamncka have little pecnllar, either in character 
or manners, and resemble, in almost every par- 
ticnlar, the Clatsops and Chinnooks. 

Adjoining the KiUamocke, and in a direction 
S. S. B. are the Locktons, a small tribe Inhabiting 
tin eeacoaat. They epeak the same language as 
the Rillamucks, bnt do not belong to the same 
natioD. The same observation applies to the 
Eahnnkle nation, thdr immediate neighboors, 
who are supposed to conMst of abont foor him- 
dred souls, 
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Tbo Uekawla, k stUl more muneroiu nfttion, 
irtio hATe a large town of ri^t hnndred bdoIi. 

The Tookone nation, who Uts in Ttrj ]aigt 
hoiuw, and nnmber nreoi hnndred wnla. 

The Neeketo nation, of tJte aame nomlMr of 



The UIwAh nation, a amaU town of one hundred 
and flftr aonlB. 

The YonittB, a tzibe who ]in in a nnan town, 
containing not more than one hnndred tml flftj 

The Shioetaekle nation, who have a large town 
of nine hundred lonla. 

The Klllawate nation of flre hnndred aonle eol- 
leeted into one large town. 

With thie la«t nation enda the langnage of tin 
EitUniiicfca: and the coast, which then tone to- 
wards the aoothweat, la oecniried bj natiom 
whoee langnagea Y»rj from that of the KlDa- 
mncka, and from each other. Of theae, the fint in 
order are. 

The Cookooooee, a large nation of onethonaand 
five hnndred aoola, inhabiting the shore of the 
Padflc and the neighbonrlng monntaina. We hare 
■een sererat of thla nation who were taken pria- 
onera br the Clataopa and iriii*inni-fc« Thdr 
complexion WM mach fUrer than that a/ the 
Indiana near the mondi of the Colombia^ and 
their heads were not flattened. Next to theae an. 

The Hhalalaha, of whom we know nothing, ex- 
cept thdr nnmbera, which are computed at twelve 
hnndred aonla. Then fbllow, 

The Lnckaaoe, of about the same nomber, and 

The Hannakalals, whom we estimate at alz 
hnndred aonls. 

This is the extent of the Indian tnfbrmation, 

and jndging, as we can do, with considerabls ao- 
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cnner from the number ofaieBpa, or dftj* JooriMj', 
the «HrtMiCB which thSM tribea ocropj ktong thi 
coast, mBj be ntimAted at three hundred and 
Blxtj mike. 

On the north of the Colnmbia, we have already 
■era the Chlnnooka, of fbnr hondred eoiila, along 
the ihorea of Hale^'a bay, and the lov groondfl 
on CUanook rirv. Tbdr neanat neighboan to 



The EUlaxthokle, a nnall nation on the coast, 
of not more than right honsea, and a hnndnd 
■onk. To theee meeeed 

The Ch&ta, who reside abon Point Lewis, and 
who an estimated at seven hundred sonls, and 
thirtj-tdght honses. Of tliis natioo, we saw, 
traatfentlr, a ftw among the Chlnnooks, from 
whom thef did not appear to differ. Bejond the 
Chilts we hare seen none of the northwest Ii^ 
dlans, and all that we kamt, consisted of an 
enumeration of thcdr names and nnmbers. The 
nations next to the Chilts, are 

The Clamoitomish, of twelve houses, and two 
hundred and rixty eonls. 

The Potoashee^ often honses, and two htindnd 
Bonis. 

The Failsk, of ten houses, and two hondred 
sodIs. 

The Qnbnilte, of sixtj houses, and one thousand 
Bools. 

The ChiUatee, of right hooMS, and one hundred 
and fifty souls. 

The Calasthorte, of ten houses, and two hnn- 
di«d souls. 

The Qoinneehant, eonslstliig of two thoosoad 
•onk. 

A particnlar detaQ of the eharaeters, manners, 
and habits of the tribes, most be Wt to some 
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flitan odTentoren, vho mof hA-n mora Mmra 
■sd a better opporttutity than ire had to accom- 
pUth tida object. Thoae who flitt Tint the 
ground, can odIj be axpeeted to fltmidt ■ketchee 
rode and impecftet. 

Wedneedsiy, 15.— Two hnnting partfe* intended 
aetttng out thl« morning, bat thaj were pr«rented 
bj IneeMant r^n, which eonflned na all to the 
fort 

The Chinnooks, Clataopa, and moat of the ad- 
}crining nations diepon of the dead in eanoea. 
For tliia ptirpon a wafTold ia erected, by fixing 
pa-pendiealarly in the groond four long pieces of 
•plit timber. These are placed two by two just 
wide enoD|^ apart to admit the canoe, and enffl- 
dently long to support its two extremities. The 
boards are connected b; a bar of wood run 
throDgli them at the hedght of dx fbet, on which 
le placed a small canoe containing the bodj of tlte 
deceased, earcAillj wrapped in a robe of dresMd 
•Uns, with a paddle, and some articles belonging 
to the deceased, by tiia aide. Over this canoe is 
placed one of a larger alts, reversed, with ita gun- 
wale rating on the croMban, so aa to cover the 
body completely. One or more large matt of 
mahes or flags are then rolled round the eanoee, 
and the whole aecured by cords nanalty made of 
the bark of the white cedar. On theae croasbars 
are hung different artielea of clothing, or culinary 
utenaUs. The method practiaed by the Killa- 
mocka diSbrs somewhat ftom this; tba body being 
deposited In an oblong box, of plank, which, with 
the paddle, and other articlee, ie placed in a canoe, 
reating on the ground. With the religious opin- 
ions of these people we are but little acquainted, 
tinee we understand their language too impwftctty 
to converse on a aubjeet ao abstract; bat It i» 
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obriouB, from the dlffitent d«po«iti which thxj 
j/itee bj thcdr dead, that thej bdlera In a ftiture 
•(ate of eziftenee.* 

TSojwtaj'i J<I-— To-daj ve flulBhed cnriiig our 
meat, and having now a plentlflil aapply of elk, 
and eatt, and our honsM dry and eomfbrtable, we 
irait patlentlf for the momemt of i««unlug our 
lonmey. 

The iroplementi nied In hnnting, by the CUt- 
•ops, Chinoooks, and other nd^bourfng nations, 
an the gan, bow and arrow, deadlUl, plti, anaraa, 
uid ipears or gigs. The gnns are generaltf old 
American or British mnskete rep^red for this 
bade; and althoogh there are some good pieces 
among them, they (u« eonstantlj ont of order, as 
the Indians have not been mffidently acenstomed 
to arms to nnderstond the management of them. 
The powder is kept in small japanned tin flasks, 
in which the traders sell it; and when the ball or 
shot fUls, they make nse of gravel or pieces of 
metal from their poW, withoat being sensible of 
the injury done to thdr gons. These arms are 
reserved for hunting elk, and the few deer and 
bears in this naighboorhood ; bat as tiiey have no 
rifles, they axe not vwy BooeessfUl hunters. The 
most common weapon is the bow and arrow, 
with which every man is provided, even though be 
earriM a gon, and which is nsed in every kind of 
hnnting. Tlie bow is extremely neat, and bedng 
very thin and flat, possesses great elasticity. It is 
made of the heart of tiie wliite cedar, abont two 
ftet and a half in length, two Inches wide at the 
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eentn, whence tt tapen to the wtdth of half an 
Inch at the extremitiM; and the back ti connd 
irith the diMTB of elk, Ihstened on bj meaiu of 
a glae nude from tite Btnrgeon. The etring ii 
formed of the same einewa. The arrow generallj' 
conaixtB of two parte; the flret ia aboat twentf 
Inchca long, and fbnned of light white irfne, with 
t.hw itother at one end, and at the other a elrcular 
holp, which raedTea the eecond part, fbnned of 
■ome harder wood, and about ftn Inchee long, 
and eecored in ite place b; means of dnewa. The 
barb ie either stone, or dee of iron or eop]jer, in 
which latter place, the angle Is more obtuse than 
anj we hare seen. If, as somettmea happens, the 
arrow Is formed of a siii^ piece, the whole is of 
a more dnrabk wood, bnt the form Jnst described 
is preferred; beeaiise,aBmiichoftliegameconslsti 
of wild fowl, on Uie ponds, it is derirable that 
th^ shonld be constraetsd so as to float, if tfaej 
fltO into the water. These arrows an kept In a 
qnlTsr of elk or joting bear eUn, opeolog not at 
the ends, as the common qnlTKs, bat at the sides ; 
which, for those who hnnt in canoes, is much 
more convenient. These weapons are not, how- 
erw, Tcr7 powerfhl, for many of the elk we kill 
ban been wounded with them ; and, altiiongh HkB 
barb with the sm^ end of the arrows remain, jot 
the flesh closes, and the animal enfitee no per- 
manrat injnry. The deadfUls and snares an need 
in taking the wolf, the raccoon, and the fox, of 
which there an, howerer, bat fbw in tills coontej. 
The spear or gig employed in pnrsnit of the sea- 
otto', (which tiiey caU spack) the common otto', 
and beaver, consiBti of two pointi of barbs, and 
Is like those already described, as common among 
the Indians on the npper part of the Colombia. 
The pits an chiefly for the dk, and an thenfbn 
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nraollf large and deep cabee ottwetn or fonrten 
ftet In depth, and are made b; the eide of lonM 
bUan tree lying acroes the path frequented bf the 
dk. The; are coTved with slender boogha and 
moae, and the elk either alnlu Into it as he ap- 
proaches the tree, or in leaping over the tree, bUs 
Into the |dt on the other fdde. 

Friday 17. — Comowool and eeven other Clat- 
■ope spent the da; with ni. He made m a pres- 
ent of eome roots and berriee, and in retom we 
gare him an awl and some thread, which he 
waatedfortbepnrpofleofmaUngaDet. Wewere 
not obte to piuchafle anj more of th^ profisiona, 
the prleee being too high for oar exhausted stock 
of merchandise. One of the Indians was dressed 
In three rery elegant skins of the sea-otter: for 
theM we were very decdroue of trafficking; bat he 
rcAued ererj exchange except that of blue beads, 
of which he asked dx bthom for each skin, and 
ae we had only four fothom left, he would not 
aec^ fbr the renudning two, either a knife, or 
a^y quantity of beads of another sort 

la fishing, the Clatsops, Chinnooks and other 
nations new this place employ the eommon 
stral^t net, the scooping or dipping net with a 
long handle, the gig, and the hook and line. The 
first is of diflbrent lengths and depths, and need 
in tjiifc'iTig salmon, duv, uid trout, in tlie deep 
Inlets among the marshy grounds, and the months 
of deep creeks. The scooping net is need for sioj^ 
fish in the spring and sonuner season ; and In both 
kinds the net is formed of silk grass, or the boA 
of white cedar. The gig is need at all seasons, 
and for all kinds offish they can procure with it; 
•o too is the hook and line, of which the line is 
made of the same material as the net, and the 
book generally bronght by the traders; though 
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btftm the whitea came, they made hooka out of 
two amftll pieces c^bone, reaembling the Enropean 
hook, but with a much more oeate anj^ when 
the two pieces were Joined. 

Saturdajr 18.— We were all oeeapied in iliiwliin 
■Uiu, and preparing clothea for onr jonmey home- 
warde. Ttie honeee In thin aeighboarhood are all 
large wooden bnildings, varjing in length from 
twentj to Bixty ffaet, and ttoia foartoen to twenty 
la width. Thej are convtmcted In the following 
manner. Two poeta of split timber or more, 
agreeably to the nnmber oT partitione, are nmk 
in the groand, above which they rim to the height 
of fonrteen or eighteen fbet. They are hollowed 
at the top, >o ae to receive the enda of a round 
beam or pole, atretching from one to the other, 
and forming the npper p<dnt of the roof for tiie 
whole extent of the building. On each side of title 
range la placed another, which forme the eaves of 
the honee, and ii about five ftet high ; bat as the 
bonding is often eonk to the depth of four or five 
feet, the eaves come very near the euiAce of the 
earth. Smaller pieces ctf timber are now extraded 
by poire, in the form of rafters, from the lower to 
the upper beam, where they are attached at both 
ende with cords of cedar bark. On tJuse rafters 
two or three ranges of small poles are placed 
horisoQtally, and secured in the same way with 
■tringa of cedar bark. The sides are now made 
with a range of wide boards, sunk a small dis- 
tance into the groand, with the upper ends pro- 
jecting above the poles at the eaves, to which they 
tu« secnred by a beam passing ontside, porolld 
with the eave-polea, and tied by cords of cedu 
bark passing throngh holes made in the boards at 
certain distances. The gable ends and partitions 
an formed in the same way, being frtstened by 
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beama on the ouMd«, pan^el to the ratten. The 
roof is then covered with a double range of thin 
boards, except an aperture of two or three feet in 
the centre, ft>r the smoke to paM throngh. The 
entrance la by a small hole, cnt out of the boards, 
and jost large enough to admit the body. The 
Tary largest hooaea only are divided b; portitione, 
(br tboogh three or fbor bmlUea reMde in the 
aame room, there la quite apace enough fbr aU irf 
them. In the eraitre of each room la a apace aix 
or eight feet aqnare, aonk to the depth of twelve 
Inchea below the rest of the floor, and enclosed by 
four pieeea of aqnare timber. Here tbej make the 
fire, for which pnrjKMe pine bark ia generally pre- 
fared. Aronnd thia fireplace, mate are spread, 
and eerre tm mMtm daring the day, and very fi«- 
qnently aa beds at night; there ia however a more 
permanent bed made, by fixing, in two or some- 
times three aides of the room, poets reaching from 
the roof down to the ground, and at the dlstMice 
of four feet from the wall. From theee posts to 
the wall Iteelf, one or two ranges of boards are 
placed eo ae to form shelvea, on which they either 
sleep, or where they stow away their voriona arii- 
clee of merchandise. The oncnred fish la hnng in 
the smoke of their fires, as ia alao tiie flesh of the 
dk, when they are fortunate enough to procure 
any, which ia but rarely. 

Saodny ^- — Thia morning we aent out two 
partiea of buntera in diffirent directions. Soon 
after we were viaited by two Clatsop men and a 
woman, who brought several articles to trade: 
we pnrchaaed a small quantity of train oil for a 
pair of braae armbands, and succeeded in obt^n. 
ing a sea-otter akin, for which we gave our only 
remaining four fothoma of blue beads, the a&me 
qoantitr of white onea, and a knife : we gave a 
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bhJtook alfto in axehang* fbr one of their hata. 
Tbew an made of oedar bark and bear-graaa, ia- 
terwoTsn together In the form of an European 
bat, with a nnall brim of abont two Inchea, and 
a high crown, widming apwarde. Tb^r aie U^t, 
ornamented with Tarions colonrs and fignrea, and 
iNdng nearir water-proof, ate mncb more durable 
than dther clilp or straw bats. Tbeae hata fbnn 
a nnaU article of traffic with the whitea, and the 
mannfhetaie is one of the best exertions ot Indian 
indnstr;. Thej aie, howsver, Ter; dezterons in 
making a Tarietr of domestio utensils, among 
wtiich are bowls, spoons, skewers, spits, and bas- 
kets. The bowl or trough is of diflbrent aliapes, 
sometimes ronnd, semidrcnlar. In tiie fbrm of a 
canoe, or cubic, and generaU^ dng out ot a single 
|rfeee <^ wood, the larger veesris baring liolea in 
the Bides b; way of tiandle, and all execnted witli 
great neatneos. In these vess^ they boil their 
food, bj throwing hot stones into the water, and 
extract oil from diffivent anlnmls in the aame 
way. Spoons ajte not vtrj abnndant, nor la there 
aaj thing remarkable in thdr shape, ezc^ that 
they are large and the bow] broad. Meat la 
ros«ted on one end of a sliarp dcewer, placed erect 
before the flr^ with the other fixed in the ground. 
The s^t ibr fish Is q)Iit at the top into two 
parts, between which the fish is placed, cut open, 
with its sides extended by means of small splin- 
t«ra. The nsua] plate is a small mat of rushee or 
flags, on which every thing ia served. The instru- 
ment with whkh they dig up roots, Is a strong 
stjck, about three fbet and a h^ long, sliarpmed 
and a little cnrred at the lower end, while the 
upper is inserted into a handle, standing trans- 
Twaely, and made of part of an elk or buck's 
ktm. But the most enrioos workmanship is tliat 
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of the bMkert It !■ formed of eedar bark anA 
bear^raaB, so doMly Interwoven, that it is water 
tight, without the i^d of eitlier gam or rerin. 
Tlie form !■ generallr conic, or rather the sesnunt 
of a cone, of which tlie emtdlw end is the bottom 
ot the basket ; and being made of all siies, from 
Uiat of the smallest cnp to the capacity of Ats or 
alz gallons, answer the doable purpose of a eoret^ 
ing for the head or to contain water. Borne ot 
tiiem are highly ornamented with strands of beai^ 
grass, wovea into figures of Tarious colours, 
which reqnitv great labour; yet th^ are made 
TWj ezpeditiooslj and sold for a trifle. It Is fbr 
tbe eonstmction of titsse baskets, that the beor- 
graas forms an article of considerable traffic It 
grows only near tiie snowy region of the high 
mountains, and the blade, which is two ft«t long 
and about three-eighthe of an inch wide, is smooth, 
strong and pliant ; the yonng blades particularly, 
from their not b«dng exposed to tbe sou and air, 
bare ao a^ipea ra nea of great neatness, and are 
g«Mrally preferred. Other bags and baskets, not 
watw-proof, are made of cedar bark, silk-grass, 
rushes, flags, and common coarse sedge, for the 
use of families. In tiie nuvnufoctnres, as well as in 
the ordinary work of the house, the instrument 
most In use Is a knift, or rather a dagger. The 
handle of it Is smaJl, and has a strong loop of 
twine for the thamb, to prevent its being wrested 
ftom ih» hand. On each nde is a blade, doable 
edged and pointed ; the longer from nine to toi 
iDcfaea, the shorter bom four to flve. This knifb Is 
carried about habitnally In the hand, sometimes 
exposed, but mostly when in company with 
strangers, put under the robe. 

lionday, ao.—tfa were visited by three Clatsopi, 
who came merely for the purpose of smoking aod 
Tol. IL— 31 831 
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eoDTwriiig with ns. We hare now onlj thme 
dAjs' provMoo, jret bo Keenatomed ban the men 
become to live sparingl;, and bat occasional];, 
that each a circnmstanes excites no eonoem, aa w« 
all calculate on oar derterlt; as hantars. The 
indiutry of the Indiana ia not conBned to hooaa- 
hold ntenailB: the great proof of their aUli ia the 
conatmction of their canoee. In a eonntoj, in- 
deed, where bo much of the intereoarae betwe«i 
dlflferent tribee ia carried on b; wat«r, the ingenn- 
itf of the people wonld natnraUj direct Itadf to 
the improvement of eanoea, which wonld gradn- 
Mf become, from a mere eaSb conreyance, to ao 
elegant ornament. We have accordingly aeen. On 
the Colnmbla, conoea of many forma, b^lnning 
with the simple boata near the moontaina, to 
thoae more highlj decorated, beeaoae more nacAil 
nearer the month of the Colnmbio. Below the 
grand cataract there ore fonr fbrma of eanoea: the 
flnt and amallest ia abont fifteen ftet long, aad 
caknlated for one or two persona: it la, indeed, b; 
no meona remarkable in ita atmeture, and ia 
chiefly employed by the Cathlamaha and WahUa- 
cama among the marshy ialanda. The weond ia 
fromtwenty to thlrty-flve ftet long, abont twoand 
a half or three feet In the beam, and two feet in tha 
hold. It ia chiefly remarkable In having the bow- 
aprit, which riaea to aome hri^t aboTe the bow, 
formed by tapering gradn^ly from the ridea into 
ft ahaip point. Canoea of thia ahape are common 
to all the nfttlona below the grand rapida. 

Bat the eanoea moat need by the Colombift 
IndtaM, ftom the ChillacUtteqaawa indiuiTe^ to 
the ocean, are abont tUrty or tUrty-flTe ffeet 
long. The bow, which looka more like the aten 
of onr boats, la hl|^ier than the other muI, and k 
ornamented with a aort of comb, an inch In thiek- 
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Deta, ent out of the same log wbich fbrnu tbe 
canoe, fud extending nine or eleven Inches from 
the bowipiit to the bottom of the boat. The 
atern ia near); rounded off, and gradaall; aseenda 
to a point. Thia canoe la very light and eonTeii- 
ient; tor though it will contain ten or twelve per- 
aonfi, it maj be carried with great ease by tbor. 

The fbnrth and largest speeieB of canoe we did 
not meet till we reached tide-water, near tbe 
grand rapida bdow, in which place they are found 
among all tbe nataona, eapedallj the Killamncka, 
and others realding on the aeaeoast. They an 
npwarde of fifty ftet long, and will carry from 
eight to ten thonaand ponnda weight, ' or from 
twenty to thirty persona. Like aD the eanoea we 
have mentioned, they are cut out of a ringle 
trunk of a tree, which la generally white cedar, 
thoogb the fir ia sometimea omd. The eidea ara 
secured by croas-barB, or round atJeka, two or three 
inehea In thickneea, which are Inaerted throng 
holes made juat below the gunwale, and made fhat 
with Gorda. The upper edge of the gunwtde Itadf 
is about flve-eightha of an inch thick, and fbur or 
fire in breadth, and folds outwards, ao as to form 
a kind of rim, which prevents the water from 
beating into tbe boat. Tbe bow and atem are 
about the same height, and each provided with a 
comb, reaching to the bottom of the boat. At 
each end, also, are pedestals, formed of tbe same 
•olid piece, on which ^re placed strange grotesque 
figures of men or animals, rlaing sometimes to tiis 
height of five feet, and composed of email plecea of 
wood, firmly united, with great ingenuity, by in- 
laying and mortieing, without a spike of any 
kind. The paddle ia uaually from four ftet and a 
batfto five ftet In length; the handle being thick 
Ibr one tiiiid of Its length, when It widens, and is 
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hoUowed and thinned on eftch dd« of tbe teatn, 
which fiirma a aort of rib. When ther embnA, 
one Indian alta In the stern, and steen vith a 
paddle, the othen kneel in pain in the bottom of 
the canoe, and sitting on their heria, paddle over 
the gitnw&le nest to them. In tfaia war thej rida 
with perftet safety the highest waves, and ventnn 
without the leaet concern in seae, when otiier 
boats or seamen conid not Uto an Instant. TIm? 
sit qaletl; and paddle, with no other movement; 
except, when any large wave throws tite boat on 
her side, and, to the eye of a spectator, she seems 
lost: the man to windward Uien steadies her by 
throwing his body towards the apper side, and 
^nUng hie paddle deep into the wave, appears to 
catch the water and force it nndn the boat, which 
the same stroke pushes on with great Tdodty. 
In the management of these canoes the women 
are equally expert with the men ; for in the amaDer 
boats, which contain foor oarsmen, the bdm is 
generally given to the fbmale. As soon an tiiKf 
land, the canoe Is generally hauled on shore, nn- 
tesB she be very beavUy laden; bat at night tha 
load is aniversally discharged, and tiie eanos 
brought on shore, 

Onr admiration of their skill In theee enrioos 
constmetions was increased by obserring the very 
inadequate implements with which they are made. 
These Indians possess very ftw axes, end the only 
tool employed in th«dr building, tKim feUing of the 
ta«e to tiie delicate workmanship of the images, is 
a chisel made of an old file, about an inch or an 
inch and a half in width. Even of this too, th^ 
have not yet learnt the management, fbr the chisel 
is sometimes fixed in a large bloek of wood, and 
bdng held In the right hand, the block Is puabed 
with the left without the ^d of a mallet Brt

The Killamnck*, Clataopa, Chinnooks, and 
CathlamaJis, the four nelgbboiiriiig nations with 
whom we have had most iutercoot'ee, pregam a 
general naemblanee in peroon, dreas, and man- 
nera. Thej are commonly of a diminntiTestatan^ 
badl; shaped, and their appearance bf no means 
I«epoaseeaii]g. They have broad thick flat fbet, 
thick ankles, and crooked legs: the last of which 
deformities is to be ascribed. In part, to the nni- 
Tsrsal practice of squatting, or sitlang on the 
calres of thedr legs and heels, and Silso to the 
tight bandages of beads and strings worn ronnd 
the ankles, hj the women, which prevent the dr- 
enlatlon of the blood, and render the legs, (rfths 
Amalea, particnlarlf, HI shaped and swoUsn. Tbs 
336 
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oomplezioii la the tuaal copper eolonrad brown of 
the North American tribe*, though the complexion 
!■ rather ligbt«r than that of the Indiana of the 
MiMOori, and the frontier of the United Statee: 
the month ie wide and the hpe thick ; the noee of 
a moderate liie, fleeltj', wide at the extremitiee, 
with large noetrila, and generally low between tlie 
9sm, though then are rare Inetancea of Ugh 
wqiriU™' noeM; tiie eyes are generall; black, 
thoDgh we oeeadonally aee them of a dark yellow- 
iab tnvwn, with a black pnpU. Bnt the moet dle- 
thigniQiiiiig part of tb^ phjdognomy, is the 
peenliar flatneea and width of tbdr fbrehead, a 
peenllaritj which they owe to one of theae coa- 
toma by which nature It sacrificed to hntaatle 
ideaa of beanty. The enatom, Indeed, of flattening 
the head, b; artlfldal preasnte daring Infhncj, pre- 
raUa among all the nationa we bare seen west of 
theBoekjmonntaina. To the east of that barrier, 
Hie Aahion ia 00 perfbctly unknown, that there 
the weatem Indiana, witii the exception of the 
AlHatan or Bnake nation, are designated by tlte 
common name of Flatfaeada. The elngnlar usage, 
which nature could acorcely seem to aaggeat to 
remote nationa, might perbapa incline aa tobeliero 
In the common and not rery andent origin of all 
lite weatem nations. Bnch an opinion might well 
accommodate itself with the fhct, that while on 
the tower parte of the Columbia, both sexes are 
mlTws^ly flatheads, the custom diminishes in 
receding eaatward, from the common centre of 
tlie infection, till among the remoter tribes near 
the monntalna, nature recovers her rij^te, and the 
wasted fijlly is confined to a fbw females. Snch 
Oplnlona, howeTer, are corrected or weakened by 
QonMdering that the flattening of the head is not, 
tat fhett peenliar to that part of the continent,

rftiM It vas amons the flnt objects wUeh tbvdt 
Uto attention oT Columbus. 

But whenrer it may have begron, the praettee la 
now nniTweol among tlwM oatione. Boon alter 
the birth of her child, the mother, anxione to pro- 
cure for herlnfbit the recommendation ofa broad 
forelwad, plaoea it In the compieaslng machiM, 
whne It is k^ for tea or twdTe montlis; thon^ 
the ftmalea rem^n longer than the boys. The 
operation Is so gradual, tliat it la not attended 
with pain; bnt the impreodon is deep and per- 
manent. The heads of the children, whan Utej are 
released from the bandage, too not more than two 
Inches thick about the upper edge of the fbrahead, 
and stiU thinner above: nor with all its efibrts 
can nataie ever restore its sh^e; the Iieads of 
grown persona bdng often in a straight line from 
the nose to the top of the forehead. 

The hair of both sexes is parted at tbe top <tf 
the head, and thenoe fHUs looselj bdilnd the ears, 
OTcr the back and shoulders. Thej use eombs, erf 
which they are Terj fond, and Indeed, contariTe 
without the aid of them, to keep their hair In very 
good ordw. The dress of tbe man conriats in a 
small robe, reaching to tlw middle of ibe tiil^ 
tied br a sMng across the breast, with itaoomen 
hanging looael; over thdr arms. These robes an, 
in gener^, composed of the skins of a small ani- 
ma], which we bare supposed to be the brown 
mnngo. Thej have besides, those of the tiger, 
cat, deer, panther, bear, and dk, whkh last Is 
prindpally used in war parties. Sometimes ther 
have a blanket woven with the fingers, from tiie 
wool of tbdr native sheep; oeeasionaUT a mat is 
thrown over them to keep off rain; but esc^ 
this robe, they have no other article of clothing 
dnrlng winter or summer, so that every part at 
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the bod7) but the back and ahonlden, la ezpoaed 
to view. Tbey are rery fond of the droM of the 
whites, whom they call paohiaheooks or cloth- 
men; ami whenerer they can procure an^ clothes, 
wear them In oar mannw : the only article, indeed, 
which we bare not eeen among them ia the 
shoe. 

The robe of the women Is like that wont b; the 
men, except that U does not reach below the 
waisL Those moat esteemed BM made of stripe of 
sea-otter sUn, which being twisted are inter- 
WOTSD with dlk-grass, or the bark of the white 
cedar. In snch a manner that the ftir appears 
eqnaUj' on both aides, so as to form a soft and 
warm covwing. The akin of the raccoon or be&ver 
•re also emploj^ In the aame way, though on 
ottwr occBsiona these akins are dmplj dressed in 
the hair, and worn withont ftirther preparation. 
The garment which covers the body from the 
waist as low as the knee before and the thi^ 
behind, is the tiasne already described, and is made 
either of the braised bark of white cedar, the 
twisted cords of silk-grass, or of flogs and rashes. 
Ntitber legjpngs nor moccasins ue ever osed, th» 
miMnw of the climate not requiring them as a 
seeority from the weather, and their being so 
much In the water rendering tiiem on incum- 
brance. The only covering for the bend is a bat 
made of bear-grasa, and the bark of cedar, lnte(>- 
woven In a conic form, with a knob of the aame 
eliape at the top. It has no brim, but la held on 
the head by a atring posring under the chin, and 
tied to a email rim inside of tdie hat. The colours 
ore generally black and white only, and these are 
made into aqnafee, triangles, and sometimes rude 
flgnres of canoes and seamen harpooning wholesi. 
This is all the usnol dress of fbmales; but if the

mo«t diagoatiDg appearanee. 

Sonwtimee, thongh not often, ther mmA tbrir 
■Una by punctming and iutrodnetog eome col> 
oared matter: ttiia ornament ii ehiefl; conflned to 
the women, who imprint on their lege and amu, 
elrcnlar or parallel dot*. On the arm of one of tha 
•qnawB we read the name erf J. Bowman, ^>- 
parentlj a trader who viMte the mcmth of tite 
Columbia^ The fhvoQrlte daeoratlon howerer of 
both eexea, are the common coaree bine or white 
beads, wUeh are folded yer; tlghtlf ronnd tltelr 
wriata and anklea, to tJie width of three or four 
Inches, and worn In large looee roDa round the 
neck, or in the shape of eaniujii, or tm-nj-ing from 
the noee, which laat mode ia peeuUar to the men. 
There ia aleo a epedee of wampum vttj mneh in 
nae, which seema to be worn In Ita nataral fbrm 
without any preparation. It* ahape la a cone 
aomewhat cnrred, about the alie of a ravHL'a quill 
at the baae, and tapering to a point, tta whole 
length being from one to two and a half ioehea, 
and white, smooth, hard and thin. A small 
thread ia paeaed through it, and the wampum la 
dther snapended from the nose, or poaaed throng 
the cartilage horUontally, and fbrma a rfnc from 
which other ornaments hang. TUa wampnm la 
employed In the aome waj m the beada, bnt ia the 
fikvoarite decoration fbr the noaea ot the men. 
The men alao nae coU^ made of bears' dawn, tha 
woman and childisn tJioae of dka* tnaks, and both 
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MOM tm adonwd with toaeeleta of copper. Iron, 
or latum, tn Tarknu fornu. 

T«t all that* dee<Mmtioi» are onaTalUnc to eoa- 
eeal the defbnnitlea of natan and the ertrava- 
ganee of OaUon ; nor iok-n we eecn an; more dle- 
gtuting object than a CUnnook or Clateop beantf 
in fttn attin. Tb^ broad 8&t fbraheada, their 
Ailing breaata, their m ahaped Uinbe, the awk- 
wardneae of their poritiona, and the filth which 
Intmdea throngh their flnerj; all thaaa render a 
Chbuook or Clataop beant; in Ibll attire, one of 
the moat dlagnating objeeta in nature. Forta- 
nateljr thia drenmataaee conapiTed with the low 
diet BJid laboriooa ezerdae of our men, to protect 
them from the peraerering gaUantr; of the fUr 
aex, whoae kindneaa alwaja exceeded the ordinar; 
eonrteaiea of hoapitaUt^. Among theae people, aa 
indeed among all Indiana, the proatitntion of un- 
married women ia ao fhr from being eonaidered 
criminal or improper, that the Amalea themadvea 
aoUdt the fkronra erf" the otha aex, with the eitiia 
approbation of thdr fHenda and connectiona. 
The peraon ia In &ct often the only propcrtr of a 
Toong Amale, and ia therefore the medinm of 
bade, tin retom fbr preaenti, and the reward fbr 
aerrieea. In moat eaaea, howerer, the fbmale ia ao 
moch at the diapoaal of her hoaband or parent, 
that ahe ia fkrmed ont for hii«. The Chinnook 
woman, who brought her dx female relations to 
oar eamp, liad regular prieea, proportioned to the 
beanty of each Amale; and among all the tribea, 
a man will lend hie wife or daughter for a fleh- 
book or a etrand of bead*. To decline an o0br of 
thia sort ia Indeed to diaparoge the charma of tiie 
lady, and therefore giree each ofienee, that al- 
thongh we had occaaionally to treat the Indians 
with rigour, nothing aeemed to irritate both aezea 
S81 
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more thui oar rcAml to aeeept the fcTonre of tte 
tbmalee. On one oecaajon we wera tunnMd bj a 
Clatsop, who h&Ting been cued of eoBe disofdcr 
h J oar medieel eUU, brought Me riater as a re- 
ward fbr our UndneM. The joaog lad; waaqnite 
anxioiu to join in this ezpreerion <tf ber brotber'a 
gratitnde, ajod mortifled that wb did not arafl 
oniMlTca of U, bIm conld not be prerailed on to 
leave the fbrt, bnt remained with Chaboneaa'a 
wifb, la the nvzt room to onra, for two or three 
daje, declining aU the airiidtationaorthe men, tfll 
finding, at laat, that we did not reknt, ebe went 
awaj, regretttng that her brother'a obUgatkuw 
ware unpaid. 

The Uttle intereoDree which the meo bare had 
with tbeae women ia, however, anffldent to vfi- 
prlM na of the prerakmee of tha venereal d le eaae, 
with which one or two of the partj had beoi ao 
much afflicted, ae to render a salivation naxeaary. 
The infection in theae caaea waa eommnnieated bj 
the Cblnnook women. The otbwa do not appear 
to be afflicted with It to any extent: indeed, not- 
wlthatanding thla diaorder ia eertainlf known to 
the Indiana on the Colombia, Tet the number of 
tnftcted pereona la very inconatderable. The (o- 
iatenee of meh a diaorder la very eaatl; detected, 
partienlorij In the men, in their opa at^ of 
dreaa ; yet in the whole ronte down the ColomUa, 
we have not seen more than two or three caaee of 
gonorrhoea, and about double that number of 
Inca venerea. There doea not eeem to be anr 
almplea which axe need aa apedflca in thia diaorder, 
nor ia anj complete cure era- effected. Wbexi once 
a patient la aeised, the diaorder enda with hla lift 
only; though from the aimpUdtr of their diet, and 
the nae of certain vegetablee, they support it for 
maaj jeara with bnt Uttle inconve 
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0rai enjoy tolerable healtk; jet their lift is ftlwojs 
abridged hj decrepitade or pieroatnre old age. 
The Indians, who ore mosUj socceeeftil In treating 
this disordw, are tJw ChlppewaTS. Th^ spedfles 
are the root of the lobeUa, and that of a spedea 
of mimac, common to the United StatM, the neigh- 
boorhood of the Rocky mountains, and to the 
eonntriee wMtward, and which is readil; dietin- 
gDished bj being the smalleet of ite kind, and b; 
its winged rib, or common footstalk, mpporUng 
leaves oppositely pinnate. Decoctions (^ the roots 
are used ybtj freely, without any limitation, and 
are said to soften the violence of the Ines, and 
even to be sovereign in tlte core of the gonor- 
rhoea. 

The Clatsope and other nations at the month of 
the Colnmbla, have Tinted na with great freedom, 
and we have endeavoured to cultivate their inti- 
macy, as well for the pnrpoae of acqnlring infbr^ 
matlon, aa to leave behind ns lmi»eesionB foTOOi^ 
able to OUT eonntry. In their Intercoorse with os 
they are very loqoadons and Inquisitive. Having 
acqolred mnch of thdr language, we are enabled 
irith the asaistaDce of gestures, to hold conversa- 
tions with great ease. We And them inqnidtlve 
and loquadons, with understandings by no means 
deficient in acnteneee, and with very retentive 
memoriea ; and thou^ fond of fbaste, and gener- 
ally cheerfU, they are never gay. Every thing 
they see ezdtee their attrition and inquiries, but 
having beoi occnstomed to see the whites, nothing 
appeared to give them more astonishment than 
the air-gun. To all oor Inqniiiee they answer 
with great intelligence, and the conversation 
rarely i>lwfc«^>i>, dnee there is a constant discussion 
of the events, and trade, and politics. In the little 
bnt active dtcle of Killomncks, Clatsops, Catb-

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lamaha, WfthUaeanu, and Chlnnooka. Among 
thenuelTM, the conTenation gener&llj tnnu on 
the nbjacts of trade, or imokiiig, or eating, or 
connection with femalea, before whom this laat is 
■poken of with a fiuniliaritr which wonid be in 
the liighest degree indecent, If custom had not 
rendered It InotfbuaiTe. 

The treatment of women Ib oft«n considered u

The Indians whose tr 
mUdeet, and who pa; 
oi^nions, are bj no mec 
fbr th^ Tirtnea; nor is 
aaj increase of attachi 
willing with the most 
tnte their wives to stra 
the tribes among whon 



greatest liberality, and all the good qnalities of 
which their eitnation demands the eiereise. 
Where the women can aid In proeorlng sabtfstence 
fbr the tribe, thej are treated with more equality, 
and thedr importance Is proportioned to the aban 
which they take In that labour; while in conntziea 
whrae Bnbsiatcecs ia chiefly procured by the exer- 
tions of the men, the womrai are conridered and 
beated as burdens. Thus, among tlie Clatsops 
and Chinnooks, who lire upon fish and roots, 
which the women are equally expert with the 
men in procuring, the former have a rank and 
influence very rardy found among Indiana. The 
ftnuttos are permitted to speak fteely befoi* tha 
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men, to whom indeed thej ■ometimM addteM 
tbenudTM In a tone of anthoiitjr. On many nib- 
jeets their Judgment* and opinions are n8peci«d, 
and in roatten of trade, their advice Is generaHj 
aaked and panned. The labonn of the &mi]y 
too, are ehaj«d almo«t equaUj. The men collect 
wood and make fires, aaalBt In cleansing the flah, 
make the honeee, eanoee, and woodrai ntenaila; 
and wbeneror etrangen are to be entertained, or 
a great ftaot prepared, the meate are cooked and 
served np hf tlie men. Tlie pecnUar province of 
the female is to collect roots, and to manafttctura 
the varions articleB which are fbrnwd of rtiehea, 
flags, eedar-bark, and hear-graap; but the manage- 
ment (tf the canoes, and many ot the occnpations, 
which elsewhere derolvM whoUf on the ftmato, are 
bm common to both eexee. 

The obaervatlon with regard to the Importaaee 
<rf females, applies with equal force to the treat- 
nKnt of old men, Among bihes who subsist bj 
hunting, the laboors of the chase, and the wan- 
dwlng existence to which that occupation con- 
demns them, neeeasarilj throws the burden of 
proenring provisions on the active young men. 
As soon, theMfbre, as a man Is unable to pursue 
the chase, he b^lne to withdraw something from 
the preearions mppUes of the tribe. Still, how- 
evtr, his connsele may compensate his want of 
activity; but in the next stage of infirmity, when 
he can no longer travel fh>m camp to camp, as 
the tribe roame about for wAnietNiDe, he is then 
fonnd to be a heavy burden. In this situation 
titey are abandoned among the Siouz, Astdniboins, 
and the hunting tribes on the Mlssnnri Ai they 
are setting out for some new excursion, where the 
old man is unable to follow, his ehildrai, or near- 
est Mtatlons, place before him a piece of meat and

•ome water, and tdUng him that be baa )tni long 
(ooogb, that it is now time for him to go home 
to Ue reiatioiu, who conld take better care of him 
tlion hia friends on earth, leare mm, without 
remorse, to perlsli, when Us Uttle mippl; Is ex- 
hansted. Tlie some custom Is s^d to prevail 
among the MinnetareM, AJuuhawos, and Ttji-^ifmi^ 
wlien the; ore attended b; old men on their hunt- 
ing ezenrsioDs. Yet, in tbeir Tillages, we saw no 
woot of Undnees to old men. On the contrary, 
probably because in TlUages, the means of more 
obondant snbcdstence readers snch cmdty nnneces- 
B(U7, the old people appeared to be treated with 
attention, aad some of th^ fbasta, particnlailr 
the boflUo dances, were intended chieflr as a eon- 
trUration fbr the old and infirm. 

The dispoailaons of these people seem mild and 
tnoflimBiTc, and tittf have nntfbnuly behaved to 
DS with great frtendebip. Thej are addicted to 
bcfKlng and pllibrlng smBll articles, when it can 
be done without danger of detection, bnt do not 
rob wantonly, nor to any large amount; and 
some of them having purloined some of our meat, 
which the hunters had been obliged to leave in the 
woods, they volnntarily bronght some doge a few 
days after, by way of compensation. Onr force 
and great superiority In tbe use of firearms, enable 
OS always to command, and such Is the friendly 
deportment of t^eee people, that the men have 
been accostomed to tzeat them with the greatest 
confidence. It is therefore with difficulty that we 
can impress on onr men aconvietion otHte neeee- 
■ity of being always on onr guafd, since we are 
perftetly acquainted with the treacherous char- 
acter of Indians In general We are always pre- 
pared for an attack, and uniformly ezclnde all 
large parties of Indians from the fort Theb 
886 
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Urge houses oaaaH; contain several fomlllee, cot^ 
■iBtiiis of the parents, tbelr sons and daughters 
In-law, and grandchildren, among whom the pro- 
Tlslons are common, and whose harmonf is 
searcelr erer Intermpted by dlqnites. Althoo^ 
polygamy Is permitwd by their cnstoms, ytrj Hm 
bare more than a ein|^ wife, and she is brongfat 
Immsdiately after the marriage into the husband's 
ftunily, whtve she resides ontil inereaaiiig nnmben 
oblige tbero to seek another house. In this state 
the old man is not eonsidwed as the head of tiie 
bmily, dnce the active datiea, as wdl as the re- 
sponsibility, fUl on some of the yoooger membera. 
As theee fomlUes gradnally expand Into bands or 
Mbes or nations, the paternal authority Is rep- 
resented by the ehirf of each aseociation. This 
chieftain however is not hereditary ; hie ability to 
render aorice to bis neighbours, and the popo* 
larity which follows it, is at once the foandatlos 
and the measnre of bis authority, the exerdse oC 
which does not extend beyond a reprimand for 
some improper action. 

The harmony of their private lift is Indeed 
secured by their ignorance of epirituons liquors, 
the earliest and most dreadfol present which 
dviUsatlon has given to the other natives of the 
continent. Although theyhave had so mnchlntei^ 
eonrse with whites, they do not appear to possess 
any knowledge at those dangerous luxuries; at 
least thev have never inquired after them; wbidi 
thv probably would have done if once they had 
been Introduced among them. Indeed we have 
not observed any liquor of an intoxicating qnality 
used among these or any Indians west <^ the 
Bocky monntsiuB, the unlTOval beverage being 
pure water. They however eomettaies almost 
intoxicate thenudves by smoUng tobacco of 
ToL n.— 33 887 
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irhieh they are ezenaiTelr fimd, and tbb pleannM 
of which thef prolonc as mneh em poadble, fay 
ntaining TBot qnaatitiM at a time, till aftar dr- 
cnlating throngh the lunge and etomach it Imim 
la Tolomee from the mouth and noatrik. Bnt the 
natiiTal vice of all then people le an attaehmept 
fbr games of hauud viiich the; pnime wtth a 
atrange and rninons avidit;. The games an of 
two Undo. In the first, one of the eompanf a» 
MunM the office of banker, and plajs againet the 
fesL He takee a email etone, abont the ain of* 
bean, which he ebifte from one hand to the oths' 
vith great dexterttj, repeating at the eame time 
a eoDg adapted to the game, and which eema to 
divert the attention of the company, tOl haring 
agreed on the itoke, he holde ont hie haode, oad 
the antagonist wine or loees ae he ■ncceede <a 
fhib at gneering in which hand the etone le. Aft«r 
the banker haa lost hie money, or whenever heie 
tired, the stone ie trauftrnd to anothw, who in 
torn chaUenges the rest of the companf. The 
Othw gome is eomethlng like the plaj ofniiwqfiins; 
two pine are placed on the floor, obont the dia- 
tonoe of a fbot from each other, and a amall hole 
made behind them. The players then go abont 
ten ftet from the boto, into which they try to roll 
a email piece reeembUng the men need at 
drani^ta; If they enoceed in putting it into Iht 
hole, they win the etake; If the piece rolls betwecB 
the pins, bnt doea not go into the hole, nothing ie 
won or loet; bnt the wager ie wholly lost if the 
chequer roUe ontside of the pins. Entire days an 
waated at tliese gamee, which are (Aen continued 
throngh the night round the bloie of tii^ fiiea, 
tm the laat article of clothing or even the last 
Use bead la won from the desperate adventurer. 
In teafflc tiiey are keen, acute and intelligent) 
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and thej employ in all tkcdr bargaiiu & dextorltj 
and flneeee, which, if it be not learnt from tlteir 
foreign Tisitors, mttj ehoyr faow nearly the cun- 
ning of eavagee is allied to the little arts <rfmor« 
ciTilised troda Thej b^in by asking donble or 
treble the value of Uieir merchandise, and lower 
the demand la proportion to the ardoor or experi* 
ence in trade of the pnrchaser ; and if he expreeaea 
uiy anxiety, the smalleat article, perhaps a hand- 
ftil of roote, will flimleh a whole morning's ne- 
gotiation. Being naturally svepicloiu, they of 
conrm conceive that yon are parBoing the same 
system. They, therefore, inToriably reAiae the 
flrst ofibr, however high, ftarftal that they or m 
have mistaken the TOlne of the merchandise, uid 
there^re cantionsly wait to draw db on to larger 
oWen. In this way, after rejecting the most ex- 
travagant prices, which we have o%red merely 
for ezperiment, they have afterwords importoned 
ne for a tenth part of what they had before re- 
vised. In this respect, th^ differ from almost BO 
Indians, who will generally exchange In a. 
thoughtless moment the most valoable article 
they poeeeee, for any bauble which happens to 
please their fincy. 

ThMc habits of cnnning, or prudence, have been 
formed or increased by their being engaged in a 
lafge part of the commerce of the Colnmbiai of 
tliat trade, however, the great emporium is the 
fUls, where all the neighbouring nationa assemble. 
The inhabitants of the Columbian plains, after 
having passed the winter near the mountains, 
come down as soon oa the snow has left the vol- 
leys, oad ai« occupied in collecting and drying 
roots, iXti about the month of Uay. They thai 
crowd to the river, and fixing themeelves on its 
north side, to avoid the incnrdona of llie Bnake 
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T ^yUf pi f, continue fiahlng, till abont the fliat of 
Sqrtembw, when the Mlmon too no long^ fit Sx 
DM. Tbey then bnry tbetz fish and retom to tlw 
jdainB, when the; reniidn gathning qnamAoh, till 
the mtow obliges tbem to deaiBt. Ther come back 
to the Colnmbia, and taking thdr store of Oib, 
ntira to the fbot of the monnttune, and along the 
tntika, which mpptr timber for hooees, and paaa 
the winter in hunting deer or elk, which, with the 
aid oftiKdr flflb, coablee them to anbalrt till in the 
■prlng thej rarame the circle of their emidoTHMoti. 
During thdr reatdenee on the rirer, from Uajr to 
Septemtxr, or rather before the^ begin the regular 
flahery, they go down to the fUb, eorrfing witli 
tbem ekina, mate, ailk grsoe, nubea, and eb^>- 
pelell bread. They are here oTertaken b; tiia 
Choponnlsh, and othtt tribea of the Bockf monn- 
talns, who deaeend the Kooskooekee and Lewis's 
river for the purpose of sriUng beor-graea, horses, 
qnamash, and a few ^dni whkb the? hare c^ 
tained b; hunting, or in exchange fbr bones, with 
tbe Tnsbepaws. 

At the fUls, th^ find the ChillneUtteqnawa, 
Eneeahnrs, Echdoots, and SkiUoota, which last 
serre as intermediate traders or carriers between 
the Inhabitante above and below the fUls. These 
tribea prepare pounded fleb for the market, aod 
tbe nattou below bring wi^ipatoo roote, the flah 
ofthe aeacoaet, berries, and a varietj of trinkete 
and amall articlee whldi thej have proenred from 
the wbitM. 

Tbe trade then begtna. The Chopnnnlsh, and 
Indiana of tite Bockjr moontains, exchange the 
articles which the; have bronght for wappatoo, 
pooaded flsh, and beads. The Indians of the 
plains being th^ own flahwmen, take onlj wap- 
patoo, horses, beads, and other articles, procared 
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from Enropeiuis. The Indians, bowerer, from 
Lewia'a river to the fUIe, consame aa fbod or fM 
aO the flsh which the^ take; bo that the whole 
stock for exportation is prepared b; the nations 
between the Towahnahiooks and the fUle, and 
amooittB, as nearly aa we conld estimate, toaboat 
tliirty thaoumd weight, chiefly salmon, above the 
qaantity which they use themBclTes, or barter 
with the more eastern Indians. This Is now car- 
ried down the river by the Indians at the blls, 
and is consDmed among the nations at the month 
of the Colnmbla, who in retnm give the fish of the 
seacoast, and the articles which they obtain from 
the whites. The neighbouring people catch large 
qnantitiee of salmon and dry them, bnt they do 
not understand or practise titf sjt of drying and 
ponnding It in the manner used at the blls, and 
being very fond of It, are forced to pnichase It at 
Ugh prices. This article, indeed, and the wappa- 
too, form the principal snbjects of trade with the 
people of onr immediate vicinity. The traffic is 
wholly carried on by water; there are even no 
roads or paths through the country, except across 
the portages which connect the creeks. 

Bnt the drcnmstance which forms the son] of 
this trade, is the visit of the whites. They arrive 
gener^y abont the month of April, and either 
remain until October, or retnm at that time; dur- 
ing which time, having no establishment on ^or^ 
they anchor on the north side of the bay, at the 
place already described, which Is a spacious and 
commodious harbour, perfectly secure from all 
except the sonth and southeast winds; and aa 
they leave it before winter, they do not snffir 
from these winds, which, daring that season, are 
the most usual and the most violent. This Mtoa- 
tion is recommended by its neighbourhood to 
841 
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freah water &ad wood, aa irell as to ezcdknt 
timber for repAira. Here they are immediatelj 
visited bj the tribes along the eeocoart, by the 
Catblamaha, and lasti; by the BUUoot«, that 
nnmeroiu and active people, who ekirt the river 
between the manhj ialanda and the grand rairidR, 
M well as the Coweliekee, and who carry down 
the flsh prepared by their immediate ndghbonn 
the Chillnckitteqaawi, Eneeebnn, and Echeeloota, 
redding from the grand rapida to the fUla, aa well 
aa aia the articlee which they have proenred in 
barter at the market In Uay. The accamnlated 
trade of the Columbia now conaiata of dreaied and 
nndroeood akina of elk, aea-otter, tiie eommoD 
Otter, beaver, common fox, apnck, and tiger eaL 
The articlee of leaa Importance, are a amaU qnao- 
tity of dried or ponnded ealmon, the Uacnita made 
of tbe chapelell roota, and some of tbe mannftc- 
tnree of the neighboorbood. In rertora tbey re- 
ceive gnna (which are principally old Brltieli or 
American mtuketa) powder, ball and ehot^ copper 
and braM kettlea, braae tea-kettles, and eofibe- 
pots, blankets, from two to three points, coarse 
ac^let and bine cloth, plates and strips of sheet 
copper and brass, large braae wire, knivea, to- 
bacco, flah-hooka, bnttona, and a conaiderable 
qoantity of sailors' hati, trouwen, coats and 
shlrta. Bnt as we have had occasion to remark 
more than once, the object of foreign trade which 
is the most desired, an the common cheap, bine 
or white beads, of abont fifty or seventy to the 
pennyweight, which are atmng on strands a 
fkthom in length, and sold by the yard, or the 
length of both arms: of these bine beads, which 
are called IJa commashnck, or chief beads, hold 
tile first rank in their ideas of relative valne: the 
most inferior kind, ai« esteemed beyond the finest 
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muDpnm, and on temptaUoiw which c&d almym 
wdace them to part with their most TOln&ble 
efbcts. Indeed, if the example of clTlIiMd lift did 
not completely vindicate their choice, we might 
wonder at their In&tuated attachment to a han- 
ble in itaeir ao worthless. Tet theae bead* are, 
perhaps, quite as reasonable object* of research aa 
the predons mata-ln, since thej are at once bean- 
tiftil omamenta for the prason, and 1^ great cir- 
enlating medinm of trade with all the nations on 
the Columbia. 

Theae strangers who visit the Columbia tbr the 
purpose of trade or hnntdng, most he either 
lii"gii«h or Americans. The Indians inform ns 
that they speak the same language as we do, and 
Indeed ihe fbw words which the Indians have 
learnt from the s^oni, such as mnsket, powder, 
■hot, knifb, file, heave the lead, danined rascal, 
and other phrases of that description, e^dratly 
■how that the visitors speak ibe VingHah Iab. 
gnage. But as the greater part of them annnallj 
arrive in April, and tither remain tUI aatnmn, or 
nvirit them at that time, whkh we coold not 
clearly nndervtand, the trade cannot be direct 
from dtfcer England or the United Btatee, siDca 
tlM ships conld not retnra thither dnring the 
mnainder of the year. Whrai the Indians are 
asked where these traders go on leavltig the 
Colombia, they always point to the southwest, 
whence we preetime that they do not belong to 
any establishment at Nootka Sound. They do, 
however, mention a trader by the name of Moore, 
who aometimes tonches at this place, and the laat 
time lie came, bs had on board three cows; and 
when he Mt them, continued along the northwest 
coast, which renders it probable, that there maj 
be a settlement of whites in that direction. Tha

It might be dlScnlt to adjust the balance of the 
advantagea or the dangers of this trade to the 
nations of the Colnmbia, against the sale of tbdr 
fhra, and the acquisition of a fbw bad gnna and 
hoQsehold otensilB. 

The nations near tlie month of the ColnmUa 
enjoy great tranqnilllty; hone of the tribes being 
engaged in war. Not long ainoe, however, there 
was a war on the coast to the soathweat, in 
which the KiHamncka took sercmd prtooners. 
These, as for as we conld perceire, were treated 
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Ttrj mil, and though nomioall? Blarea, yet wen 
adopted into the Auniliea of their maaten, and the 
Tonne onea placed on the same ibotliig with the 
diUdien of the pnTehaaer. 

Tb» month <^ February and tlie greater part of 
March were passed In Uie same manner. Ereij 
day, parties aa large aa we conld ep&re them from 
our other oeenpationa wwe aent ont to hnnt, and 
ws were thus enabled to command some dajs' 
proTUon In adranee. It conaiated chiefi; of deer 
and elk; the flrat la very lean, and the fleah by no 
meana aa good aa that of the dk, which, thoogh 
poor, ia getting better: it la indeed our chief de- 
pendence. At tiiia time of the year it la In mnch 
better order in the prairiee near the point, where 
they feed on groaa and roahea, conaiderable qnan- 
titiee of which are yet green, than in the woody 
conntty up the Netnl. There, they anbalBt on 
huckleberry boshea and fbm, bnt chiefly on erer- 
grten, ctdled ahallnn, resembling the lanrd, whkh 
abounds through all the timbered lands, particn- 
larly along the broken sides of hills. Toward the 
latter end of the month, however, they left the 
iwidrtea near Point Adams, and retired back to 
the hills; bnt fortunately, at the same time the 
sturgeon and anchovlm began to appear, and af- 
forded OS a delightftil variety of fbod. In the 
mean time, the party on the seacoast supplied ns 
with e^t: bnt though the kettles were kept boil- 
ing all day and night, the saJt was made bat 
slowly; nor waa it till the middle of this month 
that we ancceeded in procuring twenty gallona, of 
which twdve were put in kega for our journey aa 
fiw aa the depo«dts on the Uissonri. 

The ndghbourlng tribes continned to visit na, 

for the purpose of trading, or merely to amoke 

with na. Bnt on the aiat, a Chinnook chie^ 
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whom we had nerer aeea, came over witJi twentjf- 
flTeofhismen. Hla name waa Tahcam, a man o( 
about fifty yean or age, with a larger fignn and 
a better carriage than most of hla nation. We 
recdTed bim with the nmal ceramonies, gare Uie 
partj something to eat, amoked moat eofrfomdr 
with them all, and presented the ehlef with a 
Bmall medal. They were all Mtisfled with tbdr 
traatment; and though we wen willing to show 
th« chief eTery dvility, eonld not dispense with 
onr rule of not soHfe'.ing to many strangers to 
sleep in the fort. They, thenfbre, kA us at sim- 
set On the twenty-fonrth, Comowool, who is by 
br the most friendly and deeent taraga we haT« 
seen in this nei^boorhood, came with a large 
party of Clateopa, bringing among othn artickfl, 
sturgeon and a email flah, which has Jnst began, 
within a day or two past, to make their appear- 
anee in the Colombia. 

From this time, as the elk became aearce and 
lean, we made nse of these fish whenever we coold 
catch them, or pnTchase them fVom the Indians. 
Bnt as we were too poor to Indulge rery largely 
in these Inxnrles, the diet was by no means pkss- 
ant, and to the sick, eepedally, was nnwhokaome. 
On the 15th of March we were visited by DelashO- 
wilt, the Chinnook chief, and his wUh, aooom- 
paoled by the same six damsels, who in the 
autumn had encamped near lu, on the other side 
of the b4y, and whose fovonrs had been so tron- 
blesome to several of the men. They formed a 
camp close to the fort, and began to renew tiuir 
addresses very assldnonBly, bnt we warned tl>e 
men of the dangers of Intercourse with this fraH 
sodetj, and they eaatiottsly abstained from con- 
nection with them. 

During the greater part of this month, five or 
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rfxoflJMiiwiiwa«aiek;Iiideed,ire hvn not had 
•o nuuj complaining liiice we lift Wood rlTO- ; ttis 
gountl complaint in a bad cold and Arer, ■onw- 
thing in the nattm of an inflnensa, which, Joined 
with a few caiH ctf Tuureal, and awidental in- 
Jnrlea, complete our invalid eorpB. ThcM dia- 
orden ma^ chi^ be Imputed to the nature ot the

The veget&ble prodoctloiu of tlie eonstiT', which 
ftimiah & large proportion of the food of the la- 
diaju, are tlie rootB of a epedee of tUstle, tlia 
Ibrn, tike rnah, the llqoorice, and a •mall c^indrie 
root, resembling in flavonr and conalatenej tlie 
■weet potato. 

let. The tUetle, called by the nativee ghua- 
tanqoe, ts a plant which grows in a deep, rich, 
drj loam, with a considerable mlxtnre of auid. 
Tlie stem is simple, ascending, cjlindrie, and his- 
pid, and rising to the height of three or fbnr feet 
The canliM lifb, which, as well as the stem (tf the 
bat MMon is dead, is simple, CT«nat«, and oblong ; 
rather mor« obtuse at its apex than at its inser- 
tion, which Is deconent, and Its position declin- 
ing; whilst the margin Is armed with pricklee, and 
its disc is hairy. The flower too is drj and muti- 
lated; bnt the pericarp eeema mneh like that ctfthe 
common thistle. The root-leaves, which etlll po*- 
sCM their Terdnre, and are aboat half grown, ore 
of a pale green colonr. The root, howerer, is the 
only part used. It is from nine to fifteen incbM 
long, abont the sice of a man's thumb, perpen- 
dknlar, ftaslform, and with from two to four 
radicles. The rind is of a brown colour, and 
somewhat rough. When first taken from the 
earth, It Is white, and neariy as crisp as a carro^ 
and in this state la sometlmee eat«n without aay 
preparation. Bnt aflnr it is prepared by the same 
process need fbr the posheco qoamaah, which Is 
818 
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tlte most iubaI and the best metliod. It becomet 
black, and much ImproTed in flavour. Its taate la 
exactly that of eogar, and it ie indeed tlie sweet- 
eat vegetable employed by the Indiana. After be- 
ing baked in the kUn, it la either eaten rimply or 
with train oil ; aometiniee pounded fine and ndxed 
with cold water, o&tU it le rednced to the con- 
iDBtenee of aagamlty, or Indian mnah, which last 
method la the mo«t agreeable to oar palates. 

a. Three Hpedee often grow In thla neighbonr- 
hood,bnt the root of only one is eaten. It ie rery 
abundant In those parts of the open lands and 
prairies which have a deep, loose, rich, blaek 
loam, withont any sand. There, it attains tjie 
bd^t of fonr or five feet, and is a beantiftal plant 
witli a fine green colonr in snmmer. The stem, 
which Is smooth, cylindric, and slightly grooved 
on one side, rises erectly aboat half ite height, 
when it divides into two brancbM, or rather long 
footstalks, which pat forth in p^rs from one mde 
only, and near the edgee of the groove, declining 
backwards flram the grooved side. These foot- 
stalks are tbemselvee grooved and cylindric, and 
as they gradoaJly taper toward the ertremities, 
pot forth others (rfa smaller siie, which are alter- 
nate, and have forty or fifty alternate, pinnate, 
horiwntal, and sessile leaves : the leaves are multi- 
partite for half the length of their footstalk, when 
Utaj asnime the tongue-like form altogether; be- 
ing, moreover, revolute, with the upper diae 
smooth, and the lower reeembUng cotton : the top 
Is annual, and therefore dead at present, but Jt 
produces no flower or fruit: the root itsdf Is 
pecennial and grows horiiontally; sometimes a 
little diverging, or obtiqaely descending, and fro- 
quently dividing itaelf as it proceeds, and shooldng 
np a number of stems. It lies about four inches 
S49 
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under the mirihiM of the earth, bi a cyHndrieal 
form, with ftw or no radicles, and variee from the 
■iM of a gooM qnOl to that of a tnan'i finger. 
The bark it black, thin, brittle, and rather ron^ 
and eoidlj separatee in flakes from the part which 
Is eaten: the centre is divided Into two parts by 
a strong, flat, and white Ugament, like a [decs of 
tliln tape; on each side ot which is a white snb- 
stanee, resembling, after the root is roasted, both 
in ^pearamee and flavour, the dongfa of wheat. 
It has, howeTcr, a pongenej which is disagreeable, 
but tlw natives eat it Toradonslr, and it seems to 
be ywj natritioos. 

8. The msh is most eommonl^ used bf ths Kil- 
lamw^f, and other Indians on the seacoast, along 
tbe sands of which It grows in gre a t e st abnn- 
danee. From each root a ain^ stem rises ecectlr 
to the height of three or fonr feet^ somewhat 
thicker than a large qnlll, hollow and jointed; 
about twenty or thirty long, lineal, st^Uate, or 
radiate and horlsontal leaTCS snrroond the stem 
at each ]olnt, abont half an inch above which, its 
stem is sheathed like the sand rush. Whmi green, 
it resembles that plant also in appearance, as well 
as in iMTing a rongh stem. It Is not branching; 
nor does tt bear, as fbr as we can discover, either 
flower or seed. Attbebottomof this stem, which 
la aannal, is a smaU, strong radicle, abont an inch 
long, descending popendicnlarly to the root, while 
fnst above tbe Inncllon of the radkk with the 
stem, the latter Is murotinded la the fbrm <^ a 
wheel, with six or nine small radicles, deecendlng 
obliquelj: the root attached to this radicle Is a 
perennial solid bnlb, abont an inch long, and of 
the thickness of a man's thnmb, of an ovate form, 
depressed on one or two of its sides, and covered 
with a thin, smooth, black rind: tbe palp is 
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vUte, brittle, and MaU; masticated. It Is eoio- 
monl; roasted, though eom«timw eaten raw ; but 
In both atatea is rather an insipid root. 

4. The llqnortee of this conntty does not difibr 
from that common to the United Rtates. It here 
delights in a deep, looae, eandy soil, and grows 
■nrj large, and abnndantlf. It is prepared br 
roasting in the embere, and pounding it slightJf 
with a small stick, in order to separate the strong 
ligament in the centre of the root, which is ^mb 
thrown aw^, and the rest chewed and swal- 
lowed. In this wa; it has an agreeable flaroiir, 
not nnlike that of the sweet potato. The root ot 
the cattail, or cooper's flag, is eaten by the In- 
dians. There is also, a spedea of small, dry, 
tabea-ons root, two inches in length, and about 
the tUckness of tlie finger. The; are eaten raw, 
are crisp, milky, and of on agreeable flavoor. 

6. Beside the sm^ cjlindrtc root menldoDed 
abore, is uiother of the some fbrm and appear^ 
once, which Is osnallf boiled and eaten with train 
oiL Its taste, howeyer, is disogreeablr bltt^. 
But the most valnable of all the Indian roots, Is 

6. The wappatoo, or the bnlb of the common 
sagittafolia, or common arrowhead. It does not 
grow in this ndghbonrhood, bnt is In great abun- 
dance In the marahy grounds of that beoatiAil 
ToUey, which extends from near Qokkiand rirer 
fbr sBTentf miles westward, and ta a principal 
article of trade between the Inhabitwits of that 
TOlle/ and those of the seacoast. 

The shmb rises to the height offonr or five feet; 
the stem simple and moch branched. The bark Is 
of a reddish dork brown; the m^n stem some- 
what rough, while that of the bongh Is smooth; 
thsleaf Is abont one-tenth of an inch long, obtuse 
•t the aiptoi, and acute and angnlar at the inser-

tton oTtbe pedicle. The iMf is three finuths of an 
loch In length, and three edghtha in width, smooth, 
■ltd oT a paler green than erergreene general!)- 
are. The frnft bi a small de^ pnrple berry, and of 
a pIcMftnt toTOiir ; the natiTce eat the bwry when 
ilp^ bat eeldom ccdlect each qnantltiee aa to dry 
Ibr winter nae. 

The natire fratte and berriee to nee among the 
jiMit*ii«, are what tbey call the ehalltin; the 
■olme; thecranberTTiaberrrllke the Uaek haw; 
dw acariet berrr, of the pWt called eaeacommlB; 
a purple berry, like the hockleberry. 

1. The ehallan ia an erergreen plant, abonnd- 
ing in this neij^bonrhood, and ite learee ore the 
fbronrite food of the elk. It ie a thick growth, 
cytindrically rielng to the height of three, and 
■ometlniH five fbet, and Tarying from the idM o€ 
a gooee qnill, to that <d a man's thumb. The 
stem la simple, branching, reeltning, and partially 
flnxnose, with a bark which, on the ^er part, ia 
of a reddish brown colour, while the younger 
branches are red where expoaed to the eon, and 
green elsewhere. The leaf ia three fourths of an 
inch in length, and two and a half in breadtji ; of 
an oval form; the npper disc ot a gloaey de^ 
green, Uie vnder of a pale green; the frnit is a 
deep pnrple berry, abont the bIm of a common 
black cherry, oTal, and rather binntly pointed; 
the pericarp 1b divided into fire acnte angnlar 
points, and enrelops a soft pulp, containing a 
great namber of email brown aeeds. 

3. The solme is a small, pale, r«d berry, the 
production of a plant, reeembllng in eiie and 
ahape that which prodooea tjie fruit, called in the 
United atatee, Bolomon's seel-berry. The bwry Is 
attached to the atem in the same manner. It is <^ 
a globular form; containing a soft pnlp, which 
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cnrtloiw Ibor Meda about the slw <tf the Med of 
the eominon amall gn>pe> It grom amongrt tbs 
voodUnd mow, uid !■, to all ^pearance^ an 
aannal plant. 

8. The ennherej la of the lov and vinj Und, 
and grows In the manhea or boga of this ncdgh- 
bonritood : it is predsdj the lame aa the cran- 
benr of the United StatsL 

4. The frolt, which, though rather larger, re- 
mnblee the black haw, ia a light brown benr, the 
frolt erf a tree about the alie, ehape, and appeal^ 
anee bi enry respect^ of that of the United Statea^ 
caned the wild crab-apple. The leaf la also pre- 
dadj the same, aa also the bark in textnre and 
eoloor. The berrke grow in elnrnpa at the end of 
the email branchee ; each berry supported hf a 
Mparatn atem, and aa many aa from three to 
dghteen or twenty In a elnmp : the berry b ovate, 
with one of ita extretnltiea attached to a pedoncle, 
where it la to a small degree concave, the wood of 
which ia exoearively hard. The nativea make their 
wedgea of thia wood, in aplltting their boarda, 
their firewood, and in hollowing ont their eanoea; 
the wedge when driven into eolid dry pine, n- 
eetrtm not the allghtest injury. Oar p^rtj made 
nae of it lilwwiee fbr wedgea and az^-huidlea. 
The fruit ia exceedingly acid, and reeemblee the 
flavonr of the wild crab. The pericarp of Uie 
berry contidna a atrft pulpy anbatance, divided into 
four eeJla, each cont^ning a eingle aeed ; the outer 
eoat of the pericarp, la a thin amooth though 
firm and tongh pellicle. 

The plant called aacaeommla by the Canadian 
toadera derives Ita name from thia eirennutanee: 
that the elerke of the trading eompaniea are gen- 
en^ly very fond of amoUng Ita leaves, which tlM^y 
cuiy about wiUi them In a amall bag. It growa 
Vcd. n.— as 868 
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ganerallj In an open ^j woodlaod eonatry, or 
on Ita borders. We tbnnd this berrr In the prairies 
bordering on the Bockr monntaine, or in the 
more opeo woodlands. It la indlscriminatdr the 
growth of a very rich or a to? poor soil, and Is 
Ibnnd in the eame abandaace In both. The na- 
tfres on the weatem side of the Roekj moontoins 
are tn'^ fond of this betry, aUhoogh to ns it was 
a Ter; tootelees and insipid froit: theehmbiaOB 
BTHgreen, and retains Its verdnre in the same per- 
Action the whole season round. HoweTW incle- 
ment the cUmate, the root pote Ibrth a gnat 
number oi steins which separate near the sniftee 
of the ground, each stem from the sin of a «naU 
QttUl to that of a man's linger: theoe are mnch 
branched, the branches forming on aent« angle 
with the stem, and ai\ more properlf procumbent 
than creeping: although it sometimes pot« forth 
rodielee from the stems and bramdMs, which 
strike obUqndj Into tlie ground : these radldee are 
by no means general or equable in their '^'f*"Ti'T 
from each other, nor do thej i^pear eolcnlated to 
ftamishnntiiment to tiie plant: the bark la ibrmed 
of eereral laTers of a smooth, -tJiin, brittle and 
reddish substance eoeilj separated from the stem: 
the karas with respect to their position are scat- 
tered, jet closdj arranged, and partienlarlj near 
the exti-emltlee of the twigs : the leaf la about 
three-fourths of an Inch in length ; oval, pointed 
and obtuse; of a deep green, slightl; groored ; and 
thefbotst^kis of proportionable length: the beny 
is attaclied in an irregular manner to the smaU 
bonglis among the leaves, and olwaTS supported 
by eeparate, sm^ and short pednnelea: the inser- 
tion produces a slight concavity in the bory, 
while its opposite side ii silj^tly convex. The 
oater coat of the pericarp is a thin, firm, tough 
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pdliele: the Inner coat consute of a diy, meal; 
powder, of a jellowish white colonr, enTeloping 
from (bar to eix large, light, brown Beeda: the 
colour of the ftnitie a fine scarlet: the naliTeaeat 
theae berriee withont an; preparation: the fruit 
ripens In September, and remans on the biulies 
aU winter nn&flteted bj the frost : they are some- 
times gathered and hung in the lodgee in bags, 
whu« tber are dried withont ftirther trooble. 

6. The deep purple berry, like the huckleberry, 
termioatM bluntly, and has a cap or cover at the 
«id : the berries are attached separately to the 
Meo of the boaghs by a short stem, hanging 
nndemeath and they often grow very near each 
other, on the same boogh: the ber^ separates 
very easily from the stem; the leavM adhere 
cloaely : the shrub rises to the height of six or 
eight ftet, and sometimes grows on high lands, 
but more frequently on low marshy grounds : the 
shrub is as evergreen, and aboat t«n inches in 
drcomftrence, divides into many irrq^ular 
branehee, and seldom more than one stem springs 
from one root, although they associate very 
thickly : the bark is som<>what rou^ and of a red- 
dish brown colour: the wood is very hard: the 
leaves are alternate and attached by a short fbot- 
stalk to the horlMntal ddee of the bonghs: the 
form is a long oval, rather more acute towards 
the apex than at the point of insertion: its mar- 
gin slightly serrate, Its sldee coUapnng, thick, firm, 
smooth and glossy : the under sorftce la of a pale 
or whitish green, and the upper of a fine deep 
green. This beautinil shrub retains its verdnie 
throi^out the year, and Is more peculiarly bean- 
tiftal in winter. The natives sometimes nat the 
berries withont preparation: sometimes they dry 
them in the mn, and at others in their sweating 
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kflni: tbef rer; fteqnently pound lliem, and bake 
them la large loavee, wrfgMng from tem to flflnen 
pounds: tbe bread keepe Ter; well for one eeaeon, 
and retaina its jnkee better bj this mode of pnp- 
arstloD than aiof othw : this bread Then broken 
ki stirred In coM water, tmta It aeqniraa the eon- 
datencf of eonp, and then eaten. 

The trees of a larger growth are Terr abundant; 
the whole nrighboorhood of the eoaat ie enpidied 
with great qoanljtlei of excellent timber. The 
predominating growth le the flr, of which we haTe 
aaea eeveral spedee. There ia one aingnlar drenm- 
etanee attending all the pine of tbie conntrj, 
which ie, that when eonsamed it jidds not the 
eUghteet particle of aehes. The firet epeciee grows 
to an inunenee riie, and te -vtrj commonlf twentr- 
seren ftet In drcnmfbrence six ftet above the 
earth's snrfooe: thej rise to the hdght of two 
hundred and thirty ftet, and one hundred and 
twenty of that height withoat a limb. We have 
often (bnnd them thirty-idx feet In drenmibrence. 
One of onr party measnred one, and found it to 
be forty-two fbet in drcumftrence, at a point be- 
yond the reach of an ordinary man. This trunk 
for the distance of two hundred ftet was destitute 
of Hmbe: this tree was perftctly sound, and ata 
moderate calculation, Its sbe may be estimated at 
three hundred fbet. The timber ie throughout, 
and rires better than any other epeciee; the baik 
scales off in flakee Irregularly round, and of a red- 
dish brown colour, pariicalarly the younger 
growth: the trunk ie simple, branching, and not 
very protifbrotte. The leaf Is aovose, one tenth of 
an inch in width, and three (bnrths In lengdi, firm, 
stiff, and acnminate. It Is triangular, a little de- 
cUntatg, thickly scattered on all ddee of tbe bough, 
and springs from small triangular pedestals of 
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soft, spongy, eUfftle bark &t the Jniutioii of the 
boog^ The bad sealee eootmae to encircle their 
respective twlgi for several rears. Captain Lewis 
boa connted as maor as the growth of four yean 
beyond their scales; it yields bnt little reidii, and 
we have never been able to discover the cone, 
although we have killed several. 

The second Is a mnch more common epedee, and 
Gonstitutee at least one half of the timber In this 
ndghbonrhood. It seems to resemble the spmoe, 
rising from one hundred and sixty to one hnndred 
and tigbtj fbet, and is from firar to dx in diame- 
ter, straight, round, and r^nlorly tapering. Tbe 
bark is thin, of a dark colonr, mocb divided in 
small longitudinal interstices : the bark of the 
boD^u and yonng trees is somewhat smooth, hot 
Dot eqoal to the balsam fir: the wood Is white, 
very soft, bnt difficult to rive: the trunk is a sim- 
ple, branching, and difibee stem, not so proUArons 
as the pinea and firs oeaally are. It pnts forth 
bnds from the eidee (rf* the small bonghs, as wdl 
as ttom their extremities : ths stem terminates Hke 
the cedar. In a slender pointed top : the leaves aia 
petiolate, the footstalks short, ocerose, rather 
more than half a line in width, and very nneqosJ 
In length ; the greatest length seldom exceeds one 
inch, while other leaves lnt«rmixed on every part 
of tbe bongh, do not exceed a qnarter of an inch. 
The leaf has a small loa^tndinal channel on tbe 
npper disc, which Is of a deep and glossy greMi, 
while the nnder disc is of a whitiah green only: it 
yields bat little resin. What Is remarkable, the 
eane is not longer than the end of a man's thamb, 
it is soft, flexible, of an ovate form, and produced 
at the ends of the small twigs. 

The third species reeemblee in all points, the 
Canadian balsam fir. It grows from two and a 
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half to four fbet in diamerter, and riaea to the 
heigbt of eighty or on hondred feet. The stem ii 
■imple, branchiiig, and proliftroue: its teavee an 
eeesUe, aeerose, one ^bth oT au indi in length, 
and one eixUenth in width, tlticklf eeattend on 
the twigs, and adhere to the three under aidea 
onl;; gibboos, a little declining, obtoaelf pointed, 
■oft, and flexible. The npper diac ia longitndinallf 
marked with a slight channel, of a deep gloeay- 
green ; the ander of a pale green and not gloa^. 
Thia tree affords in conuderable qnantitieB, a floe 
deep aromatic balsam, reeembliog the balsam at 
Canada in taet« and appearance. The smaU ^»- 
tils filled, rise like a blister on the trunk and the 
branches. The bark that envelops theae piatila, ia 
BOft and easilj punctured : the general appearance 
of the bark is dark and smooth ; hot not ao re- 
markable for that qnalitj aa the white pine of our 
country. The wood is white and soft. 

The fourth species in elM resembles the second. 
The stem is simple, branching, ascending, and pro- 
Uffarona ; the bark is of a reddish dark brown, and 
thicker than that of the third species, divided bf 
small longitudinal fntenrtices, not ao much magni- 
fled aa in the eecond speelea. The relative poaiUoQ 
of the leaves reaemble thoae of the balaam fir, 
excepting that the/ are only two thirds the width, 
and little more thui half the length, and that the 
npper disc is not so green and gloeey. The wood 
jlelds no balsam, and but little resin. The wood 
is whit« and toogb although rather porons. 

The fifth species in elw resembles the second, and 
has A trunk dmple, branching, and prolifbrons. 
The bark is of a thin dark brown, divided longi- 
tndinally bj interstices, and scaling off in thin 
rolling Bakea. It Tidds bnt little balsam: two- 
thirds of the diameter of the tmnk in the oNitn^ 
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pnaenta a raddish white; the remainder la wbite, 
porous, aod too^ : the twigs are mach longer 
and more slender than in either of the othw sp«- 
des; the leaves are aceroee, one-twentieth of as 
iiteb in width, and one inch in length ; aextils, in- 
•erted on all sides of the bough, straight, and 
obUqod; pointing towards the extremitiea. The 
upper disc has a small longitadlnal channel, and 
ii of a deep green, and not so glossj as the bal- 
sam fir. The nnder disc is of a pale green. 

We hare seen a spedw of this flr on low mttrthj 
grounds, resembling in aU points the foregoing, 
eieapt that it branches more diSiiBiTdr. Thlstres 
la generally thirty fbet in hdght, and two la 
diameter. The dlffiialon of ita branches m^reanlt 
from Its open sitnation, aa It seldom grows In ths 
ndghboorhood of another tre& The cone is two 
and a half inches In length, and three and three- 
qnarters In Its greatest drcnmfbrence. It tapers 
regnlarij to a point, and is ftormed of the imbri- 
cated ecalee, of a blontly rounded form. A thin 
leaf la inaerted In the pith of the cone, whkh over- 
lays the centi« of, and extends half an inch beyond 
the point of each ecate. 

The sixth species does not dlfihr from what is 
mniBlly denominated the white pine in Virginia. 
The nnnanal length of the cone SBems to eonstltute 
tJie only difibrenee. It la sometdmes f*'***" or 
ei^teen Inches In length, and ia abont fonr In 
drenmftrence. It grows on the north side of the 
Columbia, near the ocean. 

The seventh, and last species grows In low 
grounds, sjid In places frequently overflown by 
the tide, seldom rising higher than thirty-flve ftet, 
and not more than from two and a half to four 
in diameter: the stem is simple, branching and 
proUfbroos: the bark reeembles that of the first 
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•pedBi, bat more rugged: the leavee (tre aeaooe, 
two-tentha of an inch in nidtii, thre»&arths in 
length, firm, stiff, and a little acuminated: thej 
end in ehort pointed teodrile, gibbons, and tiiieklr 
scattered on all cddee of the branch, thon^ tl>ej 
adhere to the three under eidM only: thoee in- 
wrted on tite tmder aide incline ndewiae, wHh ap- 
Vard points, presenting the leaf in tlu aliape erf* a 
■ejlhe: tlie othws are pointing opwarda, sextile 
and like those of the first spedee, grow from tiie 
small triangular pedestals, ctfabark, spongf, soft 
and daetic. The under disc is of a deep. glossy 
green, the other oT a pale whitish gnen: the 
boo|^ retain the leaves of a sis years' groirth: 
the bud scales resemble tiioee of the first speelee: 
the eooe is of an OTate flgnre, three and a half 
ifi^hwi Id length, uid three in circumite<ence, "Uiick-- 
sst In the middle, and tapering and tenninatang in 
two obtuse points: it is composed of small, flexible 
•calM, imbricated, and of a reddish brown colour. 
Each of these scales covers two small seeds, and Is 
ttsetf coToed in the coitre by a small, thin, in- 
IWor scale, aeutdy p<^ted: these scales proceed 
from the sides of the bou^ as well as from its 
extremities. It was nowbK« eeeo above tlie 
Wappatoo. The stem of the black aldw arrives to 
a great else. It is cdmi^e, braochlng, and diffiise: 
the bark is smooth, of a light colour, with white 
si»eading spots, resembling those of the beech : the 
leaf, frnetiflcation, Ac. resemble predsdy those of 
the common alder of onr country: the shrubs 
grow separately from diffirent roots, and not in 
clusters, like those of the Cnited States. The 
black alder does not cast its leaf until the first of 
December. It is sometfmes fonnd growing to the 
belgfat of sixty or seventy ftet^ and Is Itom two to 
fbor In diameter. 
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S. TlMre la a tree common to tbe Colombia 
liver, below tbe entrance of Cataract rirer, wlien 
divested t^ Ite foliage, mndi reaembling tbe ash. 
The trnnk la simple, branching, and difibee: the 
leaf la petioLate, plain, divided b; four de^ llnea, 
and raeembling thoee of the palm, and conaider- 
ably lobate: the lobea terminate in from three to 
five A.iignia.1- points, and thdr margins are in:- 
dented vith iiregnlar and eomewbat drcnlar in- 
dssares: tbe petiolate la cylindrical, amooth, and 
•even inches long; the leaf ite^ eight inches in 
length, and twelve in breadth: this tree la fre- 
qnentlf three ftet in diameter, and rises from forty 
to flfty feet: the frnit la a winged seed, somewhat 
resembling that of tbe maple. 

In the same part c^ the country there is also 
another growth, resembling the white maple, 
thongh much smaller, and la seldom to be seen of 
moi« than rix or seven Inches in diameter. These 
trees grow in dnatera, from flfteen to twenty feet 
In bdght, from the same bed of roots, apreadiug, 
and leaning ootwarda : the twigs are long aad 
aleoder, the stem aimple and branching, the bark, 
In eolonr, reeembling the white maple, Uh leaf la 
petiolate, plain, scattered, nearly drcnlar, with 
acnte, angular Indssnres round the margin, of an 
inch in length, and from mx to dght in number: 
the acute angnlar points ao Ibrmed, are crenat^ 
three inches in length and four in width; the 
petiole ia cyllndric, amooth, and an inch utd a 
qnarter in length, and the frnit ie not known. 

The uodergrowth consieta of honeyancUes, 
^der, seven bark or nine bark, hncUeberry, a 
shrub like the quillwood, a plant like the monn- 
tain-bolly, a green briar, the tbm. 

1. The honeyeucUe common to the Doited 
States we fonod in this ndghbonrhood. We flnt 
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diMorerad tbe honejmiekle on the waten at the 
Kooakooakee, near the Chopnnnish nation, and 
again below the grand rapida. 

a. The alder whkta is alao common to onr 
eonntr;, iras found in great abondanee in the 
woodlands, on thia dde of the Bocky monntalna. 
Itdif&nintheeolour ofitsberrr: this bdng (rfa 
pale ekj' bine, while that of the United Btatea la 
of a deep pnrple. 

8. The eeven bark, or, aa U la nanaUT- deaomi- 
nated, the nine bark of tbe United Btatea, la alao 
common to tbia coantrT. 

4. The bnekleberrr. Then b a apedea of 
hncklebenr, common to the fctyhiMui*, from the 
commencement of the Colnmbian raOor to tbe 
■eacoaat, riidng to the beU^t of dx or ci^ feet. 
branching and dlAue: the tntnk ia cylindrieal, of 
a dark brown colour ; the collateral brMtehea are 
green, smooth, and aqnare, and pnt forth a nnm- 
ber of alternate branchee erf Uie same eolonr, and 
from tbe two boritontal ddea onlj. The frolt i> 
a email deep pnrple berrjr, held in much eataem b; 
the native* : the leaf la of a pale green, and nuaQ, 
three-fonrthe of an inch in length, and thre^ 
eighths in width, oral, twintnating more acntelj 
at the apex than at the inaertiou of tbe footatalk: 
tiie base is nearly entire, and bat sllghtlj serrate: 
the foototalks are short ; their rdatire podtlon la 
alternate, two-ranked, and proceeding tram the 
horiiontal aides of the bongha only. 

6. There are two spedea of shrubs,, first aeMi at 
tbe grand rapids of the Colombia, and which have 
dnoe bem seen elaewhwe; they grow in rich drj 
groonds, naoallr in the ndghbonrhood of some 
water eourae: the roots an creeping and cjUif 
drical ; the atem of the first Qtedee is from a foot 
to dgbtcco tocbea in hdght, and abont aa larae a« 
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on ordlnsrr gooM qnill : It \m liinple, vnbnutehed, 
and enct: Ita leaves are canline, eomponnd and 
■preadlng: the leaflets are JDinted, and oppoaitel/ 
pinnate, three p^, and terminating in one aextOe, 
widest at the base, ttid tapering to an acnmioat* 
point: it is an inch and a qnarter in Ita greatest 
width, and three inches and a qoarter in length: 
each point of the margin is armed vith a sabnlats 
thorn, and fi-om thirteen to MTentc«n in nomlNr: 
are vdaed, glosa^, carinated and wrinkled : their 
pcdnts obUqveljr tending towards the extremitf at 
the eonunos footstalk: the stem of the second 
spede* is procambent, aboat the slse of that <^the 
first species, jointed and nnbraocbed : Its leaves are 
caolme, compound, and oppodtely pinnate: the 
rib is from fourteen to sixteen iiw'tw in length, 
ejlindric and smooth : the leaflets are two inches 
and a half long, and one inch wide, and <^ the , 
greatest width half an inch from tiie base ; this 
they r^olarlj snrroiind, and from the same point 
tapering to an acnte apex: this is nsnally termt 
nated with a small sobnlate thorn; the; are 
Jointed and oppodtelj pinnate, condsting of six 
pair, and terminating in one: sessile, senate, mmA 
ending In a small Bnbnlat« spire, from twenty-five 
to twenty-seven in number: they are smooth, 
plidn, and of a deep green, and all obliquely tend- 
ing towards the extremity o€ the footstalk : they 
retain thedr green 4dl winter. The large leafed 
thorn, has a leaf abont two inches and a half 
long, which Is petiolate, and conjugate: tlie leaf- 
lets are petiol&te, acutely pointed, having their 
margins cut with onequal and Irregular indrores: 
the shrub, which we had once mistaken for the 
large leaAd thorn, resembled the stem of that 
shrab, excepting the thorn ; it bears a large three 
headed leaf: the briar is of the class polyaodria, 
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and order poUgymnlA: the ftowwBOiedDgle: tits 
pednnele long and cjlindrfcal : the calyx ia & peri- 
anth, ot one leaf, Ave cleA, and acntd; ptdntad : 
the perianth ie proper, erect, Inftriw In both 
petals, and germen: the corolla conidete <rfflT« 
aeate, pale ecariet pet^e, Inacrted in the ree^itade 
with a short and narrow ckA: tiie corolla ia 
smooth, moderately long, idtaated at the base of 
the germen, permanent, and in shape resembling a 
enp: the atamene and fllomenta are mbolate, in- 
Mrt«d into the receptacle, nneqaal and bent In- 
wai^ coneealing the pyatUiom: the ontber !■ 
two lobed and Inflated, situated on the top of tbe 
Slantant of the pyatillDm : the gam la conical. 
Imbricated, anperior, aessile and abort: the stylaa 
on abort, compared with the atamm, cairiUary 
smooth and obtnse : they are dlatribnted over the 
sorfhce of the germ, and deddnona without any 



7. The green briar growe most abundantly in 
rich dry laoda, in the Tldnity of a water eontae, 
and la foond In small quantities In piny lands at 
a distance from the water. In the fonno' tataor 
tbM the stem is frequently of the siie of a man's 
finger, and rlaea prapendicnlariy four or fire (bet: 
it then descends in an arch, becomes proenmbuLt, 
or rssta on some nelgbboaring plants : it is simply 
nnbranched, and cylindrlc: In the latter sitoatlon 
it grows mnch smaller, and nsoally procnmbent: 
the stem is armed with Bharped and fbrhed briars : 
the leaf is petiolate, t^ikate and resembles In 
shape and appearance that of the purple rasp- 
berry, so common to the A.tluitie states : the frott 
is a berry resembling the blackberry In all points, 
and is eaten when ripe by the natires, which they 
hold in mocb esteem, althoogh it Is not dried fyt 
winter cmLMimptioii.

8. Beaidea the ton ainaAj deacrtbed, m ftiraiah- 
ing a nntritlotia root, there ara two other planta 
of the eatue epeeiee, which may be divided into the 
large and the email: thelargefernriaeathieeorfoor 
ftet: the atfim la a common footatalk, proceeding 
immediately from the radix, Bomewhat flat, abont 
the aiae of a man'a ana, and covered with In- 
numerable black eoaree capillary radklea, iasning 
from every part of Its sor&ee: one oftbeae roots 
win aend forth from twenty to forty of these 
common footatalka, bending ontwarda from the 
common centre: the riba are cylindrie and marked 
loni^tadinallj their whole length, with a groove 
on the npper dde: on dther side of thla groove, 
and a little below ita edge the leafleta ara fauoied : 
theae an afaortly petiolate for about two thirda 
the length of the middle rib, commencing from the 
bottom, and from thence to llie extremity aeeaile:

from the bottom, and thence altomatetr pinnate; 
the footat^k terminatea in a slinple ondirided 
laoceolate leaflet: tbeee are oblong, obtoM, con- 
rex, abeolntelf mtli^ and the npp«r disc ia 
marked with a alight iongitndinaj groove: near 
the npper extremitj these leaflet* are decoraiTelf 
Itonater aa are all tiioee of the large ftni.

The qnadrnpeda of this conntr; from the Bockf 
motintaine to the Paciftc ocean, ma; be conven- 
lentlj divided into the domeatic and the wild anf- 
mala. The fliat emtoacea the borae and dog onlj. 

The borae ia confined principallj to the nationa 
Inliablting the great plune of Colombia, extending 
from latitude fortj to Sftj north, and occnpTing 
the tract of tenitor; lying between the Bocfcj 
moantainB, and a range of mount^na which paaa 
the Colnmbia river about the great fUIa frvm 
longitnde aixteen to one hnndred and twentr-one 
weet. The Sfaoahoneee, the Chopunuiah, Sokolks, 
Eacheloota, Bneahnree, and ChiUncUttoqnawa, all 
en}07 the benefit of that docile, noble, and gener- 
ona uiimalj and all of them, eze^t ^"'^ three lu^ 
poaacM immenae nnmben. 

Ther appear to be of an excellent race, loftf, 
ekgODtlj formed, active and durable: many <^ 
them appear like fine Eogliah conraere; some of 
them ore pied with large epote of white irregn- 
larljr ecattered, and intermixed with a dadi brown 
baj: the greater part, however, are of an onifbrm 
colour, marked with atara and white ftet, and 
resemble in fieetnesa and bottom, ae well aa in 
866 
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torn utd eokmr, the best blooded hones of Tir- 
glnia. The n&tlTes »affbr tliein to run at Urge in 
the plains, the grua of whkh aSbrde them their 
onlr winter anbeisteaw; their maaterB taking no 
trouble to lay in a winter's store for them: not- 
vithstAnding, they will, nukes mnch exerdiied, 
fett«i on the drjr graae afforded b; the plains 
daring the winter. The pl^ns are rtaefy if ever 
nudstened bf rain, and the grass is consequently 
short and tJiin. The natiTss, excepting those of 
Uie Boc^ monntalns, appear to take no pain* in 
seleeting tbdr male horses for breed ; and indeed, 
those ctf that class appear mneh the most Indiffir- 
ent. Whether the horse was originally a native of 
Ukis country or not, the soQ and climate appear 
to be perfectly well adapted to the nature of this 
■.wimA.1 Horses are eaJd to be found wild in many 
parte of this eztenalTe country. The several 
Iribes of Bhostaonees who reside towards Hezleo, 
on the waters of the Uutlomah river, and par- 
ticularly one (rf them, called Shaboboah, have also 
* great number of muk«, which the Indiana prtw 
more highly than horses. An akgant horse may 
be purchased of the natives for a fbw beads or 
other paftry trinkets, which in the United States, 
would not cost more than one or two dollars. 
The abundance and cheapness of horses, will be 
extremely advantageous to those who may here- 
after attempt the ftir trade to the Bast Indies, by 
the way of Columbia river, and the Pacific ocean, 
a. The dog is unusually small, about the edie of 
an ordinary cur: he is usually parti-coloured, 
amongst which, the black, white, brown, and 
brlndle are the colours most predominant: the 
head is long, the ooee pointed, the eyes small, the 
ears esect and pointed, like those at the wolf: 
tbebalr is short and smooth, excepting on the tail,

when it la long and straight, like that of tto 
ordiiuu7 eardoK- The n&tlTM new eat the fieah 
of tbiB animal, uid he appeon to be In no othar 
way eerrieeable to them than In hnnting the dk. 

The second diTieion comprehendB the brown, 
wMte, or grisly bear, tiie black bear; tlie deer, 
common red deer, the black-tailed fUlow deer, tha 
mule dear, the elk, tha irolvea, the large toown 
wolf, the amaS wolf ctf the plains, the Iaq;e wolf 
of the plalna, the tiger-cat, the fbzea, the common 
red fox, the eilrer fox, the fleber or black fbx, the 
large red foi of the plains, the kitfox, or amall 
fox of the plains, the antelope, the sheep, beaver, 
common otter, eeaotter, mink, seal, raccoon, 
•qnirrels, large grey aqnlrrd, small grey aqnlrrel, 
amall brown aqnirrd, gronnd aqnirrd, braro, rat, 
monae, mole, panthw, bare, rabbit, polecat or 
aknnk. 

firat, the brown, white or grisly bear, which 
aeem to be of the same fkmlly, with an accidental 
railation of colour only. Inhabit the timbend 
parts of the Rocky moontains. Tha« are rarely 
foond on the weaterly dde, and are more com- 
monly below the Rocky monntains, in the plains, 
or on their borders, amidst copaea of bmah and 
onderwood, and near the water conrsea. We are 
unable to learn that they inhabit at all is the 
woody country, bordering on tlie coast, as fttr In 
the Interior aa the range of moontainB which paas 
the Colnmbia, betwean the great fUU and the 
rapids of that river. 

a. The black bear difibrs in no reapect from 
Uioae common to the United States. They chiedy 
inhabit timbered parts of the Rocky monntains, 
and likewise the borders of the great plains of the 
Columbia. They are sometimes fonnd io the tract 
which Ues between those plains and the Paeiito 
868 
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ocMUL OwofoorhimteratawoMofthteiiweiM, 
wbleh waa the Q11I7 one we have dl8COTn«d aiiws 
oar nridence In fort Clataop. 

8. The deer are (^ three kindi: tbe common rod 
deer, the black-t^led fUiow deer, and the nuUe 
deer. 

1. The common red deer inhabit the Boekj 
moont^nfi, In tlu neighbourhood of the Cbopnn- 
nieb, and ^>ont the Columbia, and down the river 
aa low aa whwe the tide water commence*. THej 
do not appear to difibr eeeentiall; from tlioee of 
the United Btatee, being tlie eame in ehape, riie, 
and appearance. TIm tail ie bowerrer dlflbrent, 
which 1b of an nniumal length, fbr exceeding that 
of the common dew. Captain Lewis meaamed 
one, and fonnd It to be seventeen Inchea long. 

2. The black-tailed fUlow dew are pecnllar to 
thia coast, and are a disttnct epedee, partaking 
eqnallj o€ the qnalitlea of the mole and tbe com- 
mon deer. Their eore are longer, and tbeir wintv 
coat darker than those <tf the common deer. The 
leeeptacle c^ the ere more conepicaoDs, their legs 
shorter, their bodies thicker and lax^er. The tail 
is of the same length with that of the common 
deer, tbe hair on tbe nnder side white, and on its 
rides and top of a deep Jetty black: the hama 
leeemble in form and coloor those of the mole, 
which it likewise resemblea In Its gait. Tbe black- 
tailed deer nerer mns at ftall speed, bat boonda 
with every foot from the gronnd, at the same 
time, like the male deer. He sometimes Inh^dta 
tbe woodlands, bnt more often the pnuriee Skod 
open gronnda. It may be genra-ally said, that he 
ta <tf a else larger than the common deer, and leea 
tban the mole deer. The fieeb is seldom fht, and 
Id flavoar isforinferior to any other of tbe spedes. 

8. Tbe mole deer inhabit both the seacoaat oitd 
ToL n.— U 869 
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tlie idolna of the HiHonri, and llkcrwin the bor- 
dera <^ the Kooakooakee rirer. In tiie ndghbonp- 
hood of the Bockj mountaina. It la not known 
whether thej exiat in the Interior of the great 
pliJna o( the Colnmbla, or on the lower borders, 
near the monntaina which paaa the river aboTe 
the great fUla. The propertiee of tUa aDlmalbare 
abeady been noticed. 

4. The elk ia of the same apeelea with that 
iriiich inhabita mnch the greaUat part of North 
AmfifA Thej are commoD to ever; part of thia 
taaatrj, aa wdl the timbcnd landa aa the pUna, 
bnt an much more abundant in the fbrmor than 
in the latter. In the month of March we diacoT- 
oed aenni which had not cast tlieir home, and 
othece where the new home had grown to tlie 
lengUi ot gix hichea. The latter were in much the 
beat order, and fWtm hence we draw the inftroiee 
that the leaaeat elk retain their home the longeat. 

5. The wolf la either the large brown wolf, or 
the wolf oftheplalna, of which last there are two 
kind*, the large and the amalL The large brown 
wolf inhabita the woody conntriea on the bordcra 
of the Pacific, and the monntaina which paaa the 
Colombia river, between the great lUla and rapida, 
and reaemblee in all polnta those of the United 
Statea. 

The large and small wolvea of the plains, prind- 
paUf inhabit the open country and the wood- 
landa on their borders. Th^ resemble, both in 
^pearance and habit, thoae of the Miaeonii 
plains. They are by no means abundant in tbe 
plaina of the Colombia, aa they meet thwe but 
very little game for their enbdstence. 

6. The tiger-cat inhabits tlie borders of the 
pMna, and the woody conntry In the nefghbour- 
hood (rf* the Fadac This oaimal ia of a >lw 
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Inrger than the wad eat of oar eoontty, and miieli 
the eame tn form, agilltr, and ftrodty. The 
eolonr of the bock, neck, and eklM la of a reddiih 
brown, irr^^nlarlf variegated with small spot* of 
dark brown: the tail ie about two inches long, 
and nearij white, except the eztremltj, which ia 
black. It terminates abrnptl^, aa if it had been 
amputated t the bellf is white, and beantiMlj 
variegated with small black spots: the l^s ore of 
the same coloor with the sides, and the back is 
marked transvwaelr with black stripes: the ears 
am black on the onter side, covered with fine, 
flhwt hair, except at tiie npper point, which ts 
ftimiahed with a pencil of hi^, fine, sta^ght, and 
Mack, three^nrths of an inch in length. Tbehair 
<tf tbJs '»'>l ini ^ Is long and fine, ihr exceeding that 
of the wild cat of the United States, bat inArior 
in that qnalltf to that of the bear of the north- 
west. The skin of this ».tiIhhi1 Is in great demand 
amongst the natives, for of this thej form thdr 
robes, and It reqolres foar to make np the com- 



T. Of the fbxes we have seen sereral spedM. 

The large red fox of the plains, and the klt^x 
or nnall red fox of the plains, are the same which 
are fonnd onthebankBofthelfissoori. They are 
fonnd almost exdnsivrif In the open plains, or on 
the tope of brush within the level conntr? : the 
common red fox of the United Statca, inhabits the 
coanbry bordering the coast, nor does this »"t"t»i 
appear to have andergooe any alteration. 

The black fox, or as It Is termed tn the neigb- 
boarhood of Detroit, the fisher, is fonnd in the 
woody country bordering on the coast How it 
should have acquired this appdlatlon it is difficult 
to imn^ne, as it certainly does not prey upon 
Bsh. ThcM »«inn>i» are extremdj strong and 
871 
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meltn, and admiraUjr expert in climbing: tUa 
thsf pwfbrm witli tlte gre&twt eue, and bound 
from tvee to tree in pnrmlt of the aqnlnel or 
neeoon, tlidr moat osnal food. Their colour ia of 
a jetty black, exceptiiig a amall white spot upon 
tlie breast: the body ie long, the legs short, and 
renmbUsg thoee of the ordinary tnnisiHt dog. 
The tail ie remarkably long, and not difiering In 
other partknlan from that of the ordinary fbx. 

The eHver fox la an animal very tan, ereu in Uie 
eotmtry be Inbabita. We have aeen nothing bnt 
the aklna oT thie animal, and thoae in the poaeea- 
don (rf* the nativee of the woody country b^w 
the Cohimbla fUle, irUcb makea ns eoniectan ft 
to be an inhaUtant of Uiat country exdnaiTely. 
From the sUn it appeared to be of the aiie of the 
large red fox of the plains, resembling that ».iiiTniiJ 
In form, and p^rticnlariy In tlu dimensioiu of tJie 
taiL The legs captain Lewis conjectured to be 
somewhat lai^er. It has a long deep lead col- 
oured ftir, for foil, intermixed with long hairs, 
dthw of a black or white colour at the Iowa: 
part, and invariably white at the top, forming 
a most beantifld silver grey. Captain Lewia 
thought this the moat beaatiftal of tlie whole ape- 
des, excepting one which he dleeorered on the 
Miaeonrl near the natural walls. 

8. The antelope Inhabits the great plains of 
the Columbia, and resembles those found on the 
banks of the Missouri, and indeed in every pa^t of 
the nntimbered country, bnt they are by no means 
so abundant on this as on the other dde of the 
Rocky mountains. The oativee in this plaee make 
themselves robes of th^ eking, and preserve the 
hair entire. In the anmmer and autumn, when 
the salmon bc«ia to dedine, the majority of the 
natives leave the ddes of the river, and reside ia 
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the open plains, to hnnt the antdope, whleh thej 
pnrnie on horaebaek, and aboot with their ar- 
rows. 

9. The sheep la foond tn monr places, bat 
mostly in tbe timbsred parts of the Rocky moun- 
tains. They lire in greater namben on the chain 
of monnt^ns forming the commencement of the 
woody conntry on the coast, and pawing the 
Colnmbia between the blls and rapids. We havs 
only seen the skins of these animals, whkh the 
n&tivee drees with the wool, and the blanket^ 
which they mannfttcture from the wooL The ani- 
mal from this evidence appears to be of the siie of 
oar common sheep, ofa white colour: the wool la 
fine on many parts of the body, bat in length not 
equal to that of our domestic sheep. On the back, 
and particnlariy on tiie top of the head, this la 
Intmuized with a considerable proportion ot long 
str^ght hairs. From the Indian account these 
animals have erect pointed horns: one of our 
mgagees informed as that he had seen them in the 
black hillB, and that the boms were lanated like 
those of our domestic sheep. We have nevertbelees 
too many proofb to admit a donbt of thdr exist- 
ing, and in considerable nnmben on the moun- 
tains near the coast. 

10. The beaver of thi« conntry Is large and fot: 
the fleah is very palatable, and at oar table wae a 
real luxury. On the 7th of January, 1806, our 
banter found a beaver in his traps, of which be 
made a bait fbr taking others : this bait will entice 
the beaver to the trap, as fiu- as be can smell It, 
and this may be fkirly stated to be at the distance 
of a mile, as their sense of smelling is very aente. 
To prepare beaver bait, the castor or bark stone 
is first gently pressed from the bladder-like bag 
whkh coutalna it, Into a vial of fonr onncea, 
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with a large month ; fire or rix of tiieae stoDM are 
tboB taken, to nbich most be added a nntmeg, a 
doien or fifteen doves, and thirty grains of cinna- 
mon, finely pulveriied and stirred together, and aa 
much ardent spirits added to the composition as 
will rednce the whole to the conalstency of mos- 
tard. All this must be canAiUjr corked, a« It aoon 
loses its efflcac; if expooed to open air. The acmt 
becomes mttch stronger in foar or fire days after 
preparation, and, provided proper precantion is 
exercised, will preserve Its efllcacy for months. 
Any strong aromatic spices will answer ; tbeir sole 
virtue being to give variety and pnn^ency to the 
■cent of the bark stone. The male beaver has dz 
stones, two of which contain a substance mncfa 
like finely pnlverited bark, of a pale yellow coloor, 
and in smell resembling tanners' oose; these an 
called bark stones or castors. Two otbtfs, which 
like the bark stone resemble small bladders, con- 
tain pore strong oil, of & strong ruik smell, and 
am called the oil stone, and the other two are the 
testicles. The bark stones are two inches in 
length : the others are somewhat smaller, of an 
oval form, and lie in a hunch together, between 
the skin and the root of the tail, with which they 
are closely connected, and seem to communicate. 
The fbmale brings forth once in a year only, and 
has sometimes two and sometimes fbnr at a birth, 
which usually happens in the latter end of Hay 
and the beginning of June: at this time she is said 
to drive the male fl^>m the lodge, who would 
otherwise destroy the jonng. They propagate 
like the fowl, by the gnt, and the male has do 
otbor sexual distinction that we could discover. 

11. The common otter has already been de- 
scribed, and this species does not diifer from thoM 
inhabiting the other parts <^Anurica> 
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13. The asa-otter raaldw 011I7 on the Mocoaat, 
or Is the ndghbonrhood oT tiie MJt water. Wben 
ftall; grown, he arrivea to the «Ue of a Urge nuw- 
tiff dog. The ears and eyee, particularly the 
fonnv, which are not an Inch in length, are thick, 
pointed, Seahjr, and coToed with short hidr: iha 
tail ie ten inches long, tliick at the point of Inaer- 
tlon and partiallr covered with a deep flir on the 
npper side: the lege are ver; short, and the ftet, 
which have fire toee each, an broad, large, and 
webbed: the legs are corered with tar, and the 
ftet with short hair: the body of this animal is 
long, and of the same thickness throughout: ftom 
theextremltfof the tall to the nose tiiey meamre 
Atc ftet. The coloor la a uniform dark brown, 
and, when in good order and season, perftetlf 
black. This animal ie nnriralled fbr the beaoty, 
riehneas, and softness of his fhr: the inner part of 
the ihr, when opened, is lighta than the aorlhee in 
ita natural position: there are some black and 
■hining hfJrs Intermixed with the far, which are 
rather longer, and add mnch to ita beanty : the 
flir about the ears, nose and ejee, in some of this 
species, presents a lighter colonr, sometlmee a 
brown: their young are often seen of & cieam- 
colonred white about the nose, ejes and forehead, 
and which an slways much lifter than their 
other parts: their flir la howerer mnch inibrlor to 
that of the flill grown otter. 

18. The mink inhablta the woody country bor- 
dering on the coast, and doea not diffir in any 
point from those of the United States. 

14. The seal are Ibund on this coast In great 
numbers, and as fhr np the Colombia river as the 
Great Falls, and none have been discovered bo- 
jond them. The skins of each as captain Lewis 
wiarolTwd, were covered with a short, coarse, stiff, 
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and gtoaij hair, a(» reddish brown colour. Thia 
animal, when in the water, appeared of a black 
colour, and sometimea spotted with white. Wa 
belicTe that there are sevcnd speetee of this animal 
to be finmd in this conntrr, but we could not pro- 
cnie a snfBctent number to make the examination : 
the eUns were precisely oT the same kind as our 
coontCTmen employ in the manofbctore of trunks. 
16. The raccoon inhabits woody conntrtes bor. 
dving on the coast, in considerable numbers, and 
are caught by the nativea witii snane or pltbOs : 
they hold thdr skins in bnt little or no estima- 
tion, and very aetdom make them into robes. 
16. The squirrels we hare seen, are. 
The large grey equirrd. This animal appearsto 
be an inhabitant of a narrow tract of country, 
well covered with whiteoak timber, and situated 
on the upper eide of the mountains Just below 
Colnmbia fUla. This "''"■■J we have only found 
in those tracts which have beeo covered with 
timber; for in countries where pine Is most abno- 
daot, he does not appear: he is much superior in 
slse to the common grey squirrel, and resemUes In 
form, colour and siie, the fbx squirrel of tlie At- 
lantic states: the tail esoeeds the whole length of 
the body and the head: the eyes are dark, the 
whiskers long and black : the back, sides of the 
head and t^, and outward part of the togs, are 
all of a blu»coloured grey: the breast, bdly, and 
inner part of the body, are all of a pore white: 
the hair is short, like that of the foz squirrd, 
though much finer, and Intermixed with a portion 
of flir. The natives hold the skin of this animal 
in high estimation, which they use in forming 
their robes. He subsists on the aeom and filberts, 
which last grows In great abundance In tiu oak 
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The small grey sqalrrd is common to enry part 
<rf the Boekf monntaliu where timber Bbounds, 
He difibn from the dark brown Etqairrel in colour 
only. The back, eidee, neck, head, tul and outer 
■ide of tbe l^s, are of a brownish lead-coloured 
gref : the tail la slightly toncbed with a dark 
reddish colour, near tbe extremity of some of the 
haln: tbe throat, breast, belly, utd Inner parts of 
tbe legs, are of tbe colonr of a tanner's oom, and 
hare a narroir strip of black, commencing behind 
each sbonldsr, and entering longitudinally about 
three inehee, between tbe colonra of tbe sides and 
bdly. Tbeirhabit«aiepTecleely thoMofthe dark 
brown eqalrrel, and like them they are extremely 
nimUe and actire. 

There Is also a spedee of sqnirrel, evidently dis- 
tinct, which we have denominated the bnirowing 
sqidrrd. He inhabits these plains, and somewhat 
resembka those fonnd on the Hleeourl : he meas- 
orea one fbot and five inches in length, of which 
tbe t^ compriaee two and a half Inches only : the 
neck and legs are short; the ears are likewlee 
short, obtnsely pointed, and tie dose to tbe bead, 
and the aperture larger than will generally be 
flmnd among burrowing «-"i™»i" The eyes are of 
a modottte sixe, tbe pnpU black, andtbelrieofa 
dark sooty brown: the whiskers aie fiiU, long, 
and black; the teeth, and, indeed, tbe whole con- 
tour, reeemble those of tbe sqnirrel : each foot has 
five toes 1 the two inner onee of tbe fore feet are 
remarkably short, and are equipped with blunt 
nuls : the remiuning toes on the ftont fiiet are 
long, black, slightly curved, and sharply pointed : 
the hair of the t^ is thickly inserted on the sides 
only, which gives it a flat appearance, and a long 
oval form : the tips of tbe luur forming the outer 
edgea of the tail are white, the other extremity of 
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a fbx red: the onder part rftbetailn 
iron grey; the upper 1b of a reddiah brown: the 
lower port of the I&wb, the nnder part of the neek, 
)«g8 and feet, from the body and belly down- 
wards, are of a li^t brick r«d : the noee and eyn 
are of a darker shade, at the >am» eokrar: the 
npper part of the head, neck and bod;, are tf a 
enrioDB brown gre;, with a ilight tinge of brick 
red : the longer hfUrs of theoe parte are at a red- 
dieb white colour, at their extremltiBe, and fUling 
together, glre this animal a speckled appeoraneeL 
Theae animals form in large companies, like those 
on the Hiasonrl, ooenpjing with tiuir bnrrows 
sometimes two hundred acres of land: Uie bnr- 
rows are separate, and each possesses, pertiaps, 
ten or twelve of these inhabitants. Thae is a 
little moDDd in front of the hole, formed of tfae 
earth thrown oat at the borrow, asd freqnentlj' 
time Bie three or four distinct holes, forming one 
borrow, with these entrances aroond the base of 
these little monnds. These monnds, nnmntimrs 
abont two fbet in bei^t and foor in diametN-, are 
oecni^ed as watcb-towws bjr the inhabitants of 
tiMse little eommonities. The squirrels, one or 
more, are irregnlarlr distributed on the tract thej 
tJiDB occupy, at the distance of ten, twenty, or 
sometimes fh>m thirty to forty yards. When any 
one approaches, they make a shrill whistling 
sound, somewhat resembling tweet, tweet, tweet, 
the rign&l for thidr pivty to tjA^ f.hp a^j^^ tw and 
to retire into their entrenehmrats. They ibed on 
the roots of grass, ftc. 

The small brown sqalrrd Is a beantifol little 
animal, abont the die and form of the red equlrrel 
of the eastern Atlantic states and western lakes. 
The ttUl is as long as the body and neck, and 
ftnued like that rf the nd squirrel: the (^es an 
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Mack, the wUabn long and black but not abun- 
dant: the back, sidee, bead, neck, and ont«r part 
of the legs an eg a reddlah brom: the throat, 
brcaat, bellr, and Iniwr part of the kge are oT a 
pale red : the tail to a mixture of black and fox- 
coloured red, in whleh the black predomiuatee in 
the niddk, and the other on the edges and «x- 
tnmltr: tlie hair of the boAj le about half an 
inch long, and eo fine and eoft It has the appear- 
aaee of fhr: the hair of the tall is coarser and 
double in tength. Tbie animal aabeistn chieflf on 
the eeeda of varlone eiledee of pine and to alwaji 
Ibnnd In the pine conntr7. 

The ground eqiUrrel to fbnnd in every part <tf 
tUi country, ae well in tite prairies ae in the 
woodland*, and is one of tlie ftw anlmato wlikh 
we have eeen in erery part of oar Jonmctj', and 
dlAri in no leepect from thoee o( the United 
Statea 

There to etill another ipecieB, denominated bj 
captain Lewie, the barUng equirrel, fbnnd in the 
plaina <rf the Miwoori. Thto animal eonunonlj 
wdglifl three ponnde: the coloor to a uniform 
bri^^t briek red and grey, and the former predomt 
natee: tlw under side of the neck and belly an 
U^ter than the other parte of the body: the lege 
are ehort, and the breast and shonldere wide: the 
head to etont and mneenlar, and terminatee more 
bluntly, wider, and flatter tlian that of the com- 
mon aqnirrd : the eare are ehort, and have the 
appearance of amputation : the Jaw to flimialied 
with a ponch to contain hto food, but not eo 
large oe that of the common eqnlrrel : tlte noee to 
armed with whiekere on each eide, and a few long 
baire are inaerted on each Jaw, and directly OTer 
the eyee: the eye to email and black reach fbot baa 
At* toei, and the two outer ones are much ihortflr 
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than thow In tlw ceatn. The two inner toes of 
tiie fore-feet are long, sharp, and weU adapted to 
digging and scratching. From th» exttemitr of 
the now to the end of the taH this animal meaa- 
nrea one foot and five Inchn, of whieb tiie tail 
oecnptee fbor inches. Notvritlutandiiig the elnm- 
Bineee of his form, he is remarkabl; acting and he 
bnrrowflinthegronnd with great r^ilditjr. These 
■.nimaiM bnrtow and reside in their little sabter- 
raneons Tillages like the burrowing sqnin^ To 
these i^MTtmente, although six or ei^t nsiiallr 
associate together, there Is bat one «i1rane& 
Thef are rf great depth, and captain Lewie onee 
pnmed one to the depth at ten Aet, and did not 
reach the md of the burrow. They oecnpy. In this 
manner, serer^ hundred acres of ground, and 
when at rest their podtion Is geoer^ly erect on 
the^ hlnd^ feet and mmp: tbey sit with mnch 
confidence, and bark at the intruder aa he ap- 
proacbea, with a fretihl and hannkse inbepiditf . 
The note resembles that of the little toy-dog: the 
yelpe are in quiiA and angir rocceeaon, attended 
bj n^d and conrulsiTe motions, as if tiuj were 
determined to sally forth in defence of ibtir free- 
hold. They fbed on the grass of thedr TQlage, the 
Umite of which they uevar venture to exceed. Aa 
soon aa the &-OBt commencee, they shut themselves 
up in their caverns, and continue ontU the spring 
opens. The flesh cuTthta aoimal la not unpleasant 
to the taste. 

IT. Sewellel la a name given by the natives to 
a small animal found in the timbered country on 
this coast. It is more abundant in the ntighboor- 
hood of the great fKUs and rapids of the Colom- 
bia than on the coast which we Inhabit. 

The natives make great nan of the akina of thia 

animal in forming thdr robee, which they dreas 
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vlth the ftar on, and attach tbem together with 
^oewB of the elk or deer: the Bkin, when dreeeed, 
is from fburteen to eighteen inches long, and from 
nreo to alne in width : the tail im alwajs eepa- 
rated &«m the aUn bj the native* when making 
their robes. Thia animal monnte a tiee and bar- 
rowa in the ground precieelr like a sqoind : the 
ean are ehort, tidn, and p<dnted, and covered 
with a Sue idwrt hair, of a uniform reddish 
brown: the bottom or ttu base of the long luurs, 
witieh exceed the ihr but little in length, aa well as 
the ftir itedf, are of a dark colour next to the 
akin for two-thirda of the length of thia animal; 
tiie ftar and hair are ver j flne^ short, thieklf set, 
and ^Sky: the ends of the Air and lip of the h^r 
are of a reddlah brown, and that colonr predomi- 
nates in tlte usual appearance of the animaL 
Ci^ptain Lewis oSbred considerable rewards to the 
Indiana, but was nevM- able to procure one of 
these "-"irngJ* alive. 

18. The braro, so called from the French enga- 
gees, ^tpeus to be aa animal of the dvet spedes, 
and much resembles the common badger. These 
*nipi»lB inhabit the open plains of ibe Columbia, 
sometimes those (rf the Missouri, and are some- 
times found in the woods: the^ burrow in tuud 
grounds wltii surprising ease and dextuitj, and 
wlD cover themsrives in a verj few momenta: the^ 
have flT« long fixed n^ls on each foot ; those on 
the fore taet are much the longest, and one of 
tliose on each hind foot la doable, Uke that of 
the beavM": the; wdgh from fourteen to dghteen 
pounds: the body is long in proportion to its 
thickness: the fore l^s are remarkably large, 
muscular, and are formed like those of the tum- 
^t dog, and, as well as the hind legs, are short: 
these "■'"■■'■ are broad across the shouldcn and 
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brMst: the ttttk la ahort, ths month wide, tod 
flmigbed with aharp, vtn^ht teeth, both abo*« 
ftnd bdow, with four eharp, stn^^t, pointed 
toska, two in the upper, and two in the lower 
jftv: tlie ejw an block sad amall; whiaken an 
placed la four polata on eaeh aide naor the nooe^ 
and on the Jawa near tlu opening ctftlM month: 
the eara are ahort, wide, and oppreaaed, aa If a 
part had been ampntated : the t^ ia fbnr incliea 
in lengtli, the hair otvbieh ia longest at tJie point 
of Hm }niietion with tiie body, and growing 
•liorter until it enda Is an acute point: tlw hairs 
of the bodj are mnch aborts on the ddee and 
rump than thooe on an^ other part, whkh glTea 
tlw body an apparent flatneea, parUenlarly wheu 
the animal reata npon hia belly: the h^r la up- 
wards (rf* three inchee in Iragth, eapecdall; on the 
nunp, where it extenda ao fhr t«warda llie point 
<a the tall, it conoeala the ahape of that part, and 
givee to the whole of the hinder parte <rfthe bodj 
the appearance of a right an^ed trian^e, of which 
the point of the tail fbrma an aente angle: the 
amall qaantitr of coarae tar Intermfzed with the 
hair ia of a reddiah pale yellow. 

le. The rat which inhabit* the Bodty moan- 
taine, like thow on the borden of tAe Mieaoorl, in 
the ndghbonrhood of tiie mountains, bare the 
diatingiiiahing balta ot poaanening a t^ coTwed 
with hair like the other parts of the body. These 
fcniiii«.i» are probably of the aame apecies wiUi 
thoae of the Atlantic states, which have not thk 
ebaracteriatie dlatJnetion : the ordinary honae rat 
we fbnnd on the banka of the Hlsaonri, aa &r np 
as the woody conntry extends, and the rat, anch 
aa has been deecribed, captain Lewia fbnnd In the 
■tate of Qeorgia, and also in Hadiaon'a cave in 
Virginia. 
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90. 'Hh monse wUeh Inhabits this coontrT- an 
predoelr the Mme irlth thoM which inhabit the 
United StatM. 

SI. The mole. This aiilmBl dlflfan tn no raepect 
fkom 'Uie epeeiw ao common in the United Btatoe. 

33. The panther is fbnnd indiffirantlj, dther in 
the Kieat plaint of tiie Columbia, the weetwn aide 
of the Boekr monntaiiu, or on the coast of the 
Padfic H« la the eame animal eo well known on 
the iLtlantie coast, and most commonly fonnd on 
the frontkn, or nneettled parte of oar country. 
He is vtrj seldom found, and when found, so 
wary, it Is dlffleolt to reach him with a musket. 

33. The hare on this dde of the Rockj mono- 
tains inhabits the great plains of the Columbia. 
On the eastward of thoee mountains thej Inhabit 
the plains rf the MieeonrL Th^y weigh from eeren 
to eteren pounds: the eye is large and prominent, 
the pnpll of a deep sea-green, oecupjing one-third 
of the diameter of the eye; ^ iris Is of abright 
jdlowish and sUtct colour; the ears ore placed 
fkr back, and rery near each other, which the 
aainiAl can, with anrprising ease and qutekneai, 
dUate, and throw forward, or contract, and hold 
upon his back at pleasure: the head, neck, back, 
dionlders, thighs, and onter part of the k^ and 
tiiighs are <tf a lead colour; the dde«, as tbef ap- 
proach the belly, beoome gradnaUj more wUte: 
the beDj, breast, and inner part of the lege and 
thighs ane white, with a light shade ot lead col- 
our : IJie t^ is round and bluntly pointed, eonrod 
with white, soft, fine ftir, not qnite so long as oil 
the other ports rfthe body: the body ie covered 
with a deep, fine, soft, close for. The colours here 
deecribed are thoee which the anim^ aasumee 
flrom the middle of April to the middle of Noivm- 
ber; tlte rest of the year he is of a pure white, 
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azoept the black and reddiib brown nt the ean, 
which neTflr change. A Aw nddlah brown epoti 
are aometlmea Intermixed with llie white, at thia 
aeason (Febrnarj 36, 1806) on their heads and 
the npper part of their necks and ahonldera: tlw 
body of the animal !■ emalla and longer in pro- 
portion to it« hel^t than the rabbit: when be 
nuu he conveys his tail str^g^t behind, in the 
direction of hie body: he ^pewa to ran nod 
bonnd with sorpriBing agility and eaae: Iw ia ex- 
tremely fleet, and never bnrrowe or takes ehettv 
In the ground when pnrsned. Hie teeth are like 
those of the rabbit, as is also his vpper Up, wbkh 
is divided as liigfa as the nosB. His food is grass, 
herbs, and in winter he feeds mneh on tite baA of 
several aromatic herbs, growing on the plains. 
Captain Lewis measured the le^ps trf this animal, 
and fbnnd them eommonir fh>m eighteen to 
twenty-one fbet: they are generally fonnd sepa- 
rate, and (u>e never eeen to assodata In greater 
nnmbsre than two or three. 

24. The rabbit Is the same with those <^ oar 
own coontry, and are found indifiirentJy, either on 
the prairies or the woodlands, and are not very 
ahnndant. 

35. The polecat is also fonnd in every part of 
this country : they an very ahnndant on eonw 
parte of the Colombia, particnlaily In tlw nej^ 
bonrhood of the Great iUls and narrows of that 
river, where they Ure In the cHflb along the 
river, and (bed on the offltl of the Indian Asbing 
shores. They are of the same spedea as those 
found in the other parte of North America. 

The birds which we have eeen between the 

Rocky mountains and the Pacific may be divided 

into two classes, Uie terrestilal and the aqnatle. 

In the former class are to be arranged, 
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1. The groiue or prftliie hen. Thia la peenUarlf 
the inhabitant of the great pl^na of the Colnnn 
bia, and does not difier from those of the upper 
portion of the Hiaeonri. The tail is pointed, the 
ftatliws In the centre, and mnch longer tlian thoee 
on the iddefl. This speeiea difibre eaaentiallr in the 
formation of the plumage fh>m tluwe of the nil- 
jum, irhlch have their taila composed of feathen 
of an eqnal length. In the winter seaaon this bird 
la booted to the first Joint of ttie toee ; the toM 
are cnrionalr bordered on their lower edges with 
narrow hard scales, which are placed very dose 
to each other, and extend horiaontallf aboat one 
dghth of an inch on each side of the toee, adding 
mnch to the broadnesa of the feet, a Becaritj 
which boanteoaa nature has flimiahed them for 
poeeing over the unows with more ease, and what 
Is Ter^ remarkable, in the snmmer seaaon theee 
■ealee drop from the fbet. Thia bird haa four toes 
on each foot, tiu colonr ia a mixtnre of dark 
brown, leddiah and yeUowish brown, with white 
eonfluedl^ mixed. In thia assemblage of coloors, 
the reddhdi brown {veraila most on the upper 
parte of the bod^, wings, and tail, and the white 
underneath the bell;, and the lower parts of the 
breast and taU. These Urds associate in large 
flocks in anttinm and winter, and e>ren In snnuner 
are seen in companies ot&ro or six. Tbey fted on 
grass, inaeets, leaves of Tartons shmbs In the 
plains, and on the seeds <tf several Bpedes of 
speth and wild rye, which grow In richer soils. 
In winter thcdr food consists of the bads of the 
willow and eottonwood, and native berriea, 

3. The cock of the plains is fonnd on the plains 

of the Columbia in great abnndance, from the 

enlzaneBofthesontheBstforkof the Colnmtria to 

that of Clark's river. It is about two and thrae

beak to iarea, ahoit, eovemd and eonTez, tha 
npper exceeding the low chop: the novtrito an 
large, aad the back black; the color is an nnl- 
form mixtnre of a dark broim, reaembling die 
dove, and a reddish wtd yelloiriBh brown, vitit 
some email black specks. In this mixton Uie 
dark brown prevaUe, and baa a slight cast of the 
doT»«olour: the wider dde of the Iwge fbatlMn of 
the wlnge are of a dark brown oolj. The tafl to 
compoeed of ninet4wn feathere, and that Inaerted 
t& tl w* centre to the longest, *-hft remi^ning nine 
on each dde gradually rilmtntsh. Tha tail whan 
folded comes to a Terr eharp point, and appeaia 
proportionablj long, when compared with tha 
other parts of the bod^. In the act of fljin^ the 
tail resembles that of the wild pigeon, althon^ 
the motion of the wings is much lU:e tliat of tl>e 
plieasant and grotue. Tlito bird has four toes on 
each foot, of which the hindmost to the ahcKteet, 
and the leg to corered with fbathcn about half the 
JtatJi-nfa between the knee and foot. When the 
wing to expanded there are wide openings between 
its fbathen, the pinmage bdng too narrow to fill 
np the Tacanc^: the wings are short ineompari- 
•on with those of the grouse or pheasant. The 
liabite or thto bird reeembto thoae of the gronai^ 
excepting that Ms food to tiiat of the leaf and 
bnds of the pnlpy-leaAd thorn. Captain Lewto 
did not remember to have sera Uito bird bat in the 
ndghbourhood of tliat shmb, which they aome- 
times feed on, the prkklf pear. The gisuid to 
laige, and much leai compressed and mnsudar 
than in most fowls, and pertecUj reeemUea a 
maw. When thto bird flies he attars a cackUng 
eonnd, not anllke that of the danghilt fowL The 
flesh of the cock eg the plains to dark, and oa(f

ttdenble in point ottiarrotiT, and ii not to palata- 
ble dttm as that or the pheasant or grooae. 
The fbathera about the bead are pointed and ttiff 
and ahort, flue and stiff abont the ean; at the 
base of the beak eereral hairs am to tw eeen. 
This bird is invariably found in the plalna. 

8. The pbeaaant, of which we dIfetingnlBh the 
large black and white pheaaant, the amallapeeUed 
pheaaant, the amalt brown pheaa&nt : 

1. The large black and white pheasant dUEws 
but little from thoee of the United States ; the 
brown ie rather brighter, and haa a more leddlah 
tdnt. This bird haa dgfateen feathera In the tail, o{ 
abont aiz inches in length. He la alao booted to 
the toes: the two toita of long black feathen on 
each aide of the iieck, ao common in the male of 
thia apeciea inhabiting the United States, are no 
Imb obeerrable In thia pheaaant : the fbatbers on 
the body are of a dark brown, tipped with white 
and black, in which mixture the black predoIll^ 
nates; the white are irregularly intermixed with 
tlkoae of the black and dark brown In every part, 
but In greater proportion abont the neck, breast, 
and bcUy: thia mixture makes thia bird resemble 
much that kind of donghill fowl, which the house- 
wives of our country call Domminicker. On ^le 
breast ctf some of Uieee species the white predomi- 
nates: the tnita on the neck leave a apace abont 
two and a half inches long, and one Inch in 
width, wbwe no featben grow, thongh concealed 
by tJie plumage connected with the higher and 
nnder parte of the neck; thia space enables them 
to contract or dilate the feathers on the neck with 
more ease: the eye la dark, the beak la black, 
enrred, somewhat pointed, and the upper exceeds 
the tinder chop: a narrow vermilllon stripe runs 
above each eye, not protuberant but nneren, with

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ft niuober ofminateronndeddotB. The bird feeda 
on wild frnitt, pArtkalarlr the berr; of tfaa ■«!&- 
commls, and excliuiTel; nddM in that portion of 
the Bockf monntalna watered br the Colombia. 

a. The small ipeckled pheaaaat raddes in the 
■ame eoostrr with tha fbregoing, and diffin onlf 
in aiM and colour. He la half the iIm c^ the 
black and white pheasant, aaaodates in much 
larger flocke, and U Tn7 gentle: the black ia more 
in«doiniitant, and the dark brown fbathera lesa 
freqnent in tbie than in the larger species: the 
mixture of white ia more general on erery part. 
This bird la amaller than oor pheasant, and the 
bodjmoreronnd; thelleah of both this species is 
dark, and with onr means of cooking, not wdl 
flavonred. 

8. The smaU brown pheasant is an Inhabitant 
of the same eoontrj, and is of the same ti» and 
Aaipt at the apeekled pheasant, which he likewiae 
rssBmbles In his habits. The stripe above the eye 
in this species Is searcelj pMceptible, and is, when 
clos^ examined, erf' a jellow or orange colour, 
instead of the Termilllon of the other spedee: the 
eolonr is a nniform mixture of dark jdlowish 
brown, witii a slight aspersion of brownish white 
on the breast, bellj, and Ibatliera underneath tiie 
t^: the whole appearance haa mnch the reeem- 
blanoe of the common quail; this bird is also 
booted to the toee: the flesh erf this ia prtArable 
to tha other two. 

4. Tha boisard la, we beUere, the largMt bird 
oTNorth America. One which was t^en bj our 
hunters was not In good condition, and yet the 
weight was twenty-fire pounds. Between the 
extremity of the wings the bird measnivd nine 
ftet and two inches: from the extremity of the 
beak to the toe, three tbet nhie and a half inches; 
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from the hip to the toe, two fbet ; the clrctunftr- 
encfl of the head waa nine and three-qaarter 
inches: that of the neck wren and a half Inchea; 
that oTthe bod^ ineloaiTe of two fM three inchea: 
the diameter of the eye is four and a lialf tentha 
ofaninch; theiriaiBofapale scarlet red, and the 
papil oT a deep sea-green : the bead and part of the 
neck are nneovered bj fbathen: the tail is com- 
posed of twelve feathers of equal length, each of 
the length of fourteen Inchea : the lege are nncoT- 
ered and not entirel7 smooth: thetoea are fonr in 
Dumber, three forward, and that In the centre 
miMh the largeet; the fourth ia ahort, inserted 
near the inner of the three other toea, and rather 
projecting forward: the thigh ia coTered with 
ftathera aa low aa the knee, the top or upper part 
of the toea are imbricated with broad ecalea, Ijring 
tranareraely: the nalla are black, short, and 
blnntlj pointed : the under aide of the wing la 
coTered with white down and feathers: a white 
etripe of about two Inchea In width marka the 
outer part of the wing, embradng the loweor 
points of the plumage, covering the joints of tbe 
wing: the remainder ia of a deep black: the bUh 
of the beak and bead to the joining of the neck, ia 
of a pale orange colour; the otlter part, deetdtut« 
of plomage, ia of a light fleah colour. It ia not 
known that this bird preys npon living animals: 
we have seen him feeding on the remainB of the 
whale and other flah thrown npon the coaet bj 
the violence of the wavea. Thie bird was not seen 
by any of the party nntil we had deecended Co- 
lumbia river, below the great feJIe, and he la be- 
lieved to be of the vulture genna, although the 
bird lacks some of the characterietica, particultu'ly 
the hair on the neck, and the plumage on the 
legs. 
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6. Tke robin is an inlubitant of the Bocky 
monntaiiu : the beak I* smooth, blaek, and eon- 
T^; the upper chop exceeds the other In taigtii, 
■Dd a Aw small black hairs garnish the sides ot 
its base: the eye is of a anlform deep sea^ireen 
colour: the l^ia, ftet, and talons are white, tit 
which the front one is of the same length of the 
1^, including the talon; these are 811^117 imtoi- 
eated, cnrred, and sharply pointed: the crown, 
from the beak back to the neck, embradng more 
than half the circomftrence c^the neck, the back, 
and tail, are all of a bluish dark brown: the two 
outer fbathers of the tail are dashed witii white 
near their tlpe, imperceptible when the tail is 
folded : a line black forms the ground (rf their 
wings; two stripes of the same colour pass on 
dther side of the head, from the base of the beak 
to the junction, and embrace the eye to its upper 
edge : a third stripe of the same colour passes from 
Ute sides of the neck to the tips of the wings, 
across ths croop. In the form of a gorget: the 
throat, neck, breast, and bellj, are c^ a fine brick 
red, tinged with yeUow ; a narrow stripe of this 
colour commences just above the oentze of each 
^ye, and extends backwards to the neck till it 
comes in contact with the black stripe before 
mentioDed, to which tt seems to answer as a 
border: the fbathers forming the first and second 
ranges of the coTerts <^ Uie two joints of tike 
wing next to the body, are beaatifUIy tipped with 
this brick red, as is also each large feather of the 
wing, on the short side of its plumage. This 
beantiflil little bird feeds on berrieB. The robin is 
an inhabitant exclnaivdy of the woody conntry; 
we have never heard ite note, which the coldness 
of the Mason may perhaps aeeoont for. 

The leatber-winged bat, so common to the 

aoo 
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Uidted States, likewln inhabits this dde of the 
Bocfcy monntaliuu 

6. The erotr and rami is ozaeU^ the same In 
appearance and note ae that on the Atlantic, ex- 
cept that it le much ainaUer on the Colnmbla. 

7. The hawkfl too of Uda coast do not diflbr 
ttom thoee of the United Btatee. We here see the 
large brown hawk, the email or sparrow hawk, 
and one of on intermediate siie, called in the 
United Statee, the hen hawk, which haa a long 
tafl and bine winga, and !• extremeij flerce, and 
rajM in ita flight. The hawka, crows, and rarens 
ore common to ertr; part of this conntrj, their 
neste bdng scattered In the high cliffl, along the 
wbcrfe eotine of the Columbia and Itssontheastem 
branches. 

8. The large blackbird ie the some with those 
of oar conntrr, and ore found ererj where in tlila 
country. 

9. The large hooting owl we saw onlj on thb 
Eooekooekee under the Bockf mountains. It is 
the same in form and slie with the owl of the 
United States, though ita colours, particularly the 
reddish brown, seem deeper and brighter. 

10. Tlte turtle-dove and the robin (except the 
Columbian robin already described) are the same 
OS those of the United States, and are found in the 
plains as well as in the common broken country. 

11. The magpie is most commonly found in the 
open country, and resemble those of the Missouri, 
already described. 

la. The large woodpecker or loycock, the lark 
woodpecker, and the common small white wood- 
pecker, with a red head, ore the Inhabitants ex- 
clnalTely of the timbered lands, and differ in no 
respect from birds of the same species in the 
United States.

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Ifl. The Itf k, «rUeh is fbnnd In the ptaiiu only, 
And is not unlike what !■ colled in Virginia, the 
OU Add lark, is the same with those already de- 
acribed aa seen on the HieBonri. 

14. The flyuttcbn- la of two spedM. 

The flrst la ofa amall body, oT a reddieh brown 
eoknir: the tail and neck short, and the baak 
pointed : aome fine black apecka are intermingled 
with the reddiah brown. Thia ie oT the aame 
apedea with that which remaina all winter 
In Virginia, where it ia aometimea called the 
wren. 

The Meosd apedea has reeentl;' returned, and 
eo>igrftte8 during the winter. The coloura of thia 
Urd an^ a jeUowish brown, on the back, head, 
neck, wing and taU ; the breaat and belly are of « 
jeUowiah white; the tall is In the same propor- 
tion aa that of the wno, bnt the bird iteelf i» of 
aaiieamaUer than Uh wren: the beak Is straJc^t, 
pointed, convex, rather large at tiu baw, and the 
dtopa are c^ equal length. The first apedea is 
smaller, and in fhct the amallest bird which cap- 
tain Lewis had ever aeen excepting the humming 
bird. Both of this apedea are found exduaiTelj in 
the woody country. 

16. CorroB. The blue-created, and the amaD 
white-breasted corma, are both natiTes of the 
finj country, and are invariably found aa wdl on 
the Bocky moontalna as on tbia coast. Tbc^ 
have already been described. 

16. The snipe, Ac. The common snipe of the 
marebea, and the common aand snipe, are of the 
aame apedea aa thoae so well known In the United 
States. They are by no meane found in aoch 
abundance here as they are on the coaat of the 
Atlantic. 

17. The leatbttn winged bat, so fhmlUar to the 
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DsdTM oftbe Caltod Statea, !■ Dkewiae found on 
this tide of tb» Rocky monntalna. 

18. The white woodpecker, likewlae ft«qnenta 
tbe«e Kglone, and reminds onr party of their 
nottre coontiT, by hie approaches. The head of 
this bird ie of a deep red coloor, like that (tf tlte 
United States. We liare conjectured that lie has 
lately returned, as he dow not abide in thie conn- 
try daring the winter. The large woodpecker, 
and the lark woodpecker, are fotind In this conn- 
tiy, and reeembk those of the United Btat«s. 

IB. The black woodpecker is found in most 
parts of the Bocky monntaina, as well as In the 
western and BonthwestemDioantidnB. He ia about 
the siie of the lark woodpecker, or turtle-dove, al- 
thoogh his wings are longer than the wings of 
either of those birds; the beak is one inch in 
length, black, cnrrGd at the base, and sharply 
pointed: tJ>e chops are the same in length; around 
the base of the beak, including the eye and asnudl 
part of the throat, there is a fine crimson red : the 
neck, as low down as the crook In front, is of an 
iron grey: the belly and breast pree«kt acorions 
mixture (tf wUt« and blood-red, which has much 
the appearance of paint, where the red predomi- 
nates : the top of the bead, back, ddee, and npper 
enrihce of the wings and tail, exhibit the appear- 
ance of a glossy green, in a certain exposure to 
the light: the nnder mde <rf' the wings and t^, is 
of a sooty black: the tail Is equipped with ten 
featbov, sharply p<rfnted, and those in the centre 
the longest, bdng about two and a half inches In 
length :tbetongne is barbed and pointed, and of 
an elaetie and cartilaginotis substance: the eye is 
rathn large, the pupil black, and the iris of a dark 
and y^owleh brown: the bird in Its actions when 
flying, rcaembles the small red-headed woodpecker

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common to the United Statea, and likewke In ita 
sotM; tha pcrinted tail renders c— cmlaal wiiilce 
wbeo tlw bird ia sitting and retaining Ida resting 
poaition against Uie perpeodieolor sides of a fa«e: 
the kgi and feet are black, and eorered with wide 
Imbricated acales: be has fbor toes on eacb fbot, 
two In the rear and two in front, tlte nails at 
which ore moefa enrred and pointed remarkaMj 
sharpifiefbedsonbngeandaTarietr <tf insecta. 

ao. The ealnmet eagle, aometime^ inhabita this 
side oT the Bockj tnonntatns. Thia tnlbrmation 
captain Lewig deriTed fl-om tlM natlTM, In whose 
poaaesdon lie had seen thdr plumage, Theae are 
of the same species with those of the Mlaaonri, and 
are the moat beantiftU of aU the &mllr of eaglea 
la America. The colonre are biaek and white, and 
beaatUUlj rariegated. The tail ftathen, eo 
hlgUj priied hj the natiTea, are eompoaed of 
twelve broad fbathem of oneqnal length, whiehare 
white, except within two imliea of thetr exttemi- 
tiee, where tbey immedlatdf change to a )ett7 
black : tin wings have each a large circnlar white 
spot in the middle, which la only vialble when thej 
an extended : the body is rarioosly marked with 
black and white: in form the; reaemble the bald 
eagle, bnt tbey are rather smaller, and fl; with 
much more rapidttj. Thla bird is feared by aD his 
camlToroDS competitors, who, on Us approach, 
leave the carcase Inetantif, on which they had 
been feeding. The female breeds in the most in- 
accessible parts of the monnt^ns, where she 
TnA.fc-wi }ier snnuner reridence, and desceoida to ths 
plains onlj in the ftUl and winter seoaona. The 
nativea are at this season on the watch, and so 
highly is this plumage piiied by the Mandans, tiie 
Hlnnetarees, and the Blearae, that the tail feathers 
of two of these ea^^ will be pnrchased by the 
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KsehaagB at a good horn or gnn, and meli oe- 
eoatremente. Amongat the great aad little 
OaagsB, and thoM natdoiu Inhabiting tbeconntariea 
wbwe the bird 1b more rarely Men, the price la 
even double of that above mentioned. With these 
feathers tbe natiree decorate the eteme of thdr 
■acred pipea or calameta, ftom whence tbe name of 
tbe ealunet eagle is derived. The Blcarsa have 
domeatieated thie bird in man^ instanoea, fbr the 
pnrpoae of obtaining ita plnmage. The nativea, 
on trrvrj part (^ the continent, vho can proenre 
the fbathnB, attach them to their own hair, and 
the manea and toila of their fhTovrite horaea, bj 
way of ornament. Thej also decorate their war 
eapa or bonneta with these feathera. 

Aa to the aquatic birds of thia conntry, we have 
to repeat tbe remark, that, as we remained near 
the coaat doHng the wint«r onlj, many birds, 
common both In the annimsr and antumn, might 
have retired from tin cold, and been lost to onr 
observation. We saw, however. 

The large bine, and brown heron; the flahing 
hawk; the blafr«r«sted fleher; several apeciee of 
golla; the cormorant; two Bpedes of loons; brant 
of two kinds; gecae; swan; and several apeeieaof 
docks. 

1. The large blue and brown herons, or cranes, 
as they are uBoally termed In the United Btat«e, 
are found on the Colombia below tide-wat«r. 
They difibr in no respect from the same species ctf 
bird in the United States. The same may be ob-

2. Tbe fishing hawk, with the erown of the

4. Of gnllB, we btiTe remarked fbnr apedea on 
the coaat and the river, all common to the United 
States. 

5. The cormorant ia, propeHf speaking, a large 
black dock that fteda on flab. Captain Lewia 
coold pereeiTe no difference between this bird and 
thoie docks which inhabit the Fotomaek and 
other rivers on the Atlantic coaat. He never re- 
membered to have seen thoae inhabiting the At- 
lantic statee, ao high np the river aa tiiej have 
been tbnnd in this quarter. We drat discovered 
the corvm on Uie Eooekooekee, at the mtranee of 
Chopannish river: thef increased in nnmben as 
we descended, and formed mncb tlie greatest por- 
tion of the water-fbwl which we aaw nntU we 
reached the Colambia at tbe^itranceofthe tides;. 
Tber abonnd even here, bnt bear uo proportiMt to 
the number of other water-fowl seen at tUa place. 

6. The loon: there ore two speciee of loona: tiie 
speckled loon, found on ever; part of the rivere of 
this conntrjr. They ara of the aame alae, colour 
and form, with those of the Atlantic coaat 

The second apeeie* we fonnd at the Mia (tf 
Columbia, and bma thence downwards to the 
ocean. This bird is not more than half the aiw erf* 
the speckled loon; the neck la, in fh>nt, long, 
slender and white: the plumage on the bodjr and 
back of the head and neck are trf a dun or ash 
colour: the breast and bellj are white, the beak 
like that of the speckled loon ; and like them, it 
cannot fl;, but flutters along on the anrfhce of the 
water, or dives for secnritr when poraued. 

7. The brant are of three kinds; the white, th« 
brown, and the pied. The white brant are veiy 
common on the shores of the Fadflc, paiiicnlarir 
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bdow the trater, where tbej raraaln la vaat mm- 
ben during the winter : they fbed like the iwon- 
geeae, on the graae, roots, and eeeda whkh grow 
in tlie marahee: Uus bird ia abont tlie die attita 
brown brant, or a third has thAn the common 
Canadian wild gooee: the head is rather larger, 
the beak thicker than that of the wild goose, 
ahorto', and of moch the same form, being of a 
jdlowiah white colour, except tin edges of the 
chops, which &ie frequently of a dark brown : the 
kga attd feet are of the same form of the goose, 
and are (tfap^e flesh colour: the tail ie composed 
of sixteen fbathem of equal length as those of the 
geese and brown brant are, and bears about the 
same proportion in point of length : the eye is of 
a dark colour, and nothing remarkable in siie ; the 
wings are larger when compared with those of the 
geese, but not so much so aa in tiie brown brant: 
the coloor of the plumage is a pure uniform white, 
except the large feathers at the extremity of the 
wings, whieb are black: the large feathers at the 
flrst Joint of the wing nest to the body are white: 
the note erf' this bird differs essentially from tJiat 
of the goose ; it more resembles that of the brown 
brant, but is somewhat difibrent; it Is like the 
note of a jonng domestic goose, that has not per- 
fectly attuned its ftall sound: the flesh of this bird 
is exceedin^y fln^ preftraUe to either the goose 
or brown brant. 

3. The brown brant are much of the sune 
colour, form, and sise as the white, only that their 
wings are considerably longer and mora pointed: 
the plumage of the upper part of the body, neck, 
head, and tall, are much the colour of the Cana- 
dian goose, but somewhat darker, in conssqusncs 
of some dark feathers irregnlariy scattea«d 
throughout : they have not the same white on the 
S07 
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iteekandddwtd'thelieadMthegooM, nor it ibt 
neck darker th&n the bodj: like the goooe, the/ 
have Home white ftethen on the romp at tlw 
joining of the tail : tlie beak ie dark, and the legt 
ukd ftet also dark with a greenish eaat: Um 
breast and bell; are of a lighter colour than the 
back, and Is also irr^^arljr into^nixed with dark 
brown and block IbatlmB, which give it a ined 
appearance: the fleah is darker and better tJiaa 
that of the goose: the habits of these birds re- 
semble those of the geese, with this diffiirencs, that 
thef do not rem^n in this climate in snch num- 
bers dnring the winter as the others, and that 
they set out earlier in the fUl season on their t»- 
tnrn to the sontb, and arrive later in the qwing 
than the goose. Ther« is no difibrence between 
tlklB bird and that called simplf the brant, ao 
common on the lakeo, on the Ohio and MisBinipia. 
The small goose of this conntry is rather has than 
the brant; its head uid neck like the brant. 

8. The pied brant weigh about eight and a half 
ponnds, difiering from the ordinar; pied brant in 
their wings, which ore neither eo long nor so 
pointed: the base of the beak i» for a little dis- 
tance white, anddenlj eooceeded hj a narrow Um 
of dark brown : the nmalnder of the neck, head, 
back, wings and tail, all except die Upe of the 
fbathm, are of a blniah brown of the common 
wild goose: the bieast and brilj are white, with 
an irtegalar mixtore of Mack feathers, which gin 
those porta a pied appearance. From the lep 
back nndemeath the tail and around it» junction 
with the bodj above, the feathers are white: the 
tail is composed of cd^teen feathers, the longest 
In the centre, and measures six Inches with the 
barrd of the quill : those on the aides of the tail 
are aometbing shorter, and bend with the ex- 
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tramitiM Inworda toviu^s the centre at the tad: 
the estranitiei of these ftathere are white: the 
beak ie of ft light ae«h colour: the lege and Aet, 
which do not differ in atmctore from thoee of the 
gooee or brant of othw epeclee, an of on orange 
colour: the eye is emaJt, the Iiie of a dark jdlow- 
iah brown, and pupil black: the note it mneh that 
of the eoDUDon pied brant, from which in &ct, 
they ore not to be diaClngniahed at a distance, 
ahhoagh they cartajnlj' are of a distinct epedea: 
the Seeh i» eqaoUf palatable with that ctf common 
pled brant. They do not remain hen during the 
winter In nich nnmben ae the bird above men- 
tioned: thie bird is here denominated Uie pied 
brant, on acconnt of the near reeemblanee, and br 
wast of another appellation. 

8. The geese are ^ther the large or email kind : 
the large gooee reeemblee oar ordinary wild or 
Canadian gooee; the small is rather leae than tlie 
brant, which it reeemblee In the head and neck, 
where It Is larger in proportion than that of Uie 
gooee: the beak is thicker uid shorter; the note 
like that of a tame gooe& In all other points It 
reeemblee the large gooee, with which it aeeociates 
BO frequently, that it wae some time before it woe 
diecoTered to be of a distinct epedee. 

9. The swan are of two kinds, the large and 
the small: the large swan is the same common to 
tlw Atlantic stat«e: the sm^diffire only from the 
large in rise and in not«: it is abont one foorth 
leas, and its note is entirely difibrent. Iteanoot be 
Jnstlj imitated by the eoond of letters; it bc$;ins 
with a kind of whistling soond, and terminates lo 
a ronnd fhll note, loader at the end : this note is 
as load as that oS the large speelee; whence it 
might be denominated the whlstHng ewao: tta 
haUts, coloor, and eoutonr, iqtpeors to be pre- 
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dMlf thorn at the larger epedes: these bbda wen 
flrst found below the great nairowe of tJie Co- 
himUa, near the ChiUneUtteqaair nation: tJtey 
are Tvrj abnndaat in this nedghboarhood, and r»- 
maloed with tlK party all winter, and in number 
tlieT exceed thoae of the larger speciea In the pro- 
portion of five to one. 

10. Of dncke, we ennmerate man; khidB: the 
dneUiunaUanl; the canToas-baek dock; the red- 
headed flahing dock, the black and white dnck ; 
the little brown dock ; black dock; two speciee of 
diven, and bine-winged teaL 

1. The dncUnmallard, or common large dock, 
reeemblee the domeetk dock, ara very abnndant, 
and fonad in erery part trf the riTer below Uie 
moontaine; Uwy remain here all winter, bst dnr- 
log thle ecaaon do not continne mneh abOTe tide- 
water. 

a. 'nw eanvaae-back dock ie a moat beantiftil 
fowl, and most deUdona to the palate: ttlefoond 
Ib conaidMabte nnmben in thU nalg^bonrhood. It 
it of the same speciee with thoae of the Delaware, 
StUKtnehaDDab and Potomack, where It is called 
the eanvaaa-bacfc duck, and in Jamea' riTer it ia 
known by the name of the aheUed drake. From 
thia laat mentioned river, it ia said, however, that 
they have almost totally diBi4>peaied. To the 
epicore of thoee parte of the United Btatee, where 
ttde game la in plenty, nothing need be aald In 
praiee ol its ezqnirite flavoor, and thoae on the 
banks of the Columbia are equally deUdona. We 
saw nothing of them until after we had reached 
tha marahy ialande. 

8. The red-beaded flahing dock ia common to 

every part erf* the river, and wae likewise fbnnd in 

the Rocky monntains, and waa the only duck dis- 

eovired In the watere of tha Columbia wlttdn 
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Uioae moontAiJU. Tbtj feed chi^; on crawflih, 
and u« the same in«mj respect as thoM on tba 
ilTfln and the monatains bordering on the At 
lantie ocean. 

4. The black and white dock i» email, and » 
dM larger than the teaL The male is beantUbUf 
Tariagated with black and white: the white oeeii- 
jrfea the ride of the head, breast and back, the 
t^ fbatJuoB <rf the wings, and two tofta of 
fbattwn which cover the npper port of the winga, 
whoi folded, and likewise the neck and head : the 
female is d&rker. This is believed to be the sants 
apedee of dock common to the Atlantic coast, and 
edled the bntMr-box : the beak is wide and short, 
and, M well as the l^s, of a dark colour, and tbB 
flesh exUemel7 well flavoaied. In form it re- 
sembles the docktnmallard, althongb not mor* 
than half the slie of that bird. It generallf te- 
Bortfl to the graaaj marshes, and feeds on gross 
seeds, as well as roots. 

6. The black dnck is about the sUe of the bine- 
winged teal; the colour of a dnskr black; tlie 
breast and bellj somewhat lighter, and of a 
dask; brown: the legs stand longftadinally with 
the body, and the Idrd when on shore, stands wj 
wect: the lege and feet are of a dark brown: it 
has foor toee on each foot, and a short one at the 
heel: the long toee ^re In front, unconnected with 
the web: the webs are attached to each side of the 
several joints of the toe, and divided bj several 
sinswe at each joint, the web asanmirig In the 
Intermediate part an elliptical form : the beak is 
abont two inches long, straight, flated on tbe 
iddes, and tapering to a sharp point: the upper 
chop is the longest, and bears on its base, at Ita 
hmetion with tbe head, a little conic protubcr- 
aDce of a cartilaginoas enbetance, being of a red- 
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diih twown at tim point: the beak ia of an iTOT]r 
colonr; the eye dark. These dneka lunallf aaso- 
date in large flocks, are very amaj, and have a 
■harp ehrill whistle: the; are fot and a giuc ably 
flavonred ; fted prlndpallj on moBB and Testable 
prodoctionB of the water: th^ are not ezdiuinlf 
confined to the watw at all eeaMiiB, e^ttaln 
Lewla haa noticed them on ma&r parts c£ the 
rinn Ohio and MisBiBHippL 

6. The divera are the aame with thoae of the 
United States. The amaUer ipedes have some 
white fbathers aboat the ramp, with no perc^H- 
Ue tail, and are wj acota and quick in their 
motion: the body is of a reddish brawn; the beak 
aharp, and aomewhat cnrred, like tlu^ of the 
phe«0ant : the toes are not connected, but w^bed, 
like those of the black dnck. The larger epedea 
are about the aiie of the teal, and con Bj a short 
dittance, which the amaller bnt aeldom attempt: 
they have a short tail; their colour is also a uni- 
form brick reddish-brown: the beak is straight 
and pointed : the ftet are of the same form with 
the other spedes: the legs remarkably thin and 
flat, one edge being in front. The food of both 

' species is flah and fleeb: their flesh is nnflt for use. 

7. The bine-winged teal is an excellent duck, 
and in all respects the same as those of the United 
States. One of our banters killed a dnck which 
appeared to be a male. It wasof asiseleaBtfaan 
the docUnmallard ; the head, the neck as low as 
tiie cronp, the back, t^, and covert of the wings 
were all of a deep fine black, with a slight mixtare 
<tf porple about the head and neck: the belly a<ul 
breast are white: some long fbatben which lie 
tindemeath the winga, and cover the thighs, were 
of a pale dove coloar, with fine black specks: the 
large feathers of the wings are of a dove coloar: 
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the kg! are dark; the ftet are compomd of fbnr 
toea, or Thkh three are in front connected b^ a 
web: the fourth fe diort and flat, and placed high 
on the bed behind the leg: thetidlle compomd or 
fonrteen short p<ri]ited ftathen: the beak of thla 
duck ia remarkablr wide, and two Inches in 
length: the opper chop exceeds the onder one, 
both In length and width, fneomach, that when 
the beak la cloeed, the under chop Is entlreJf con- 
cealed hj the npper: the tongue indenture on tJie 
margin of thechogie, are like thoeeof the mallard: 
the nostrils are large, longitudinal, and connected: 
a narrow strip of white garnishes the base of the 
upper chop : this is racceeded hj a pale skj-blne 
colour, ocenpjing aboat an inch; which again is 
sncceeded hj a transrwee stripe of white, and the 
extcemitj is a fine black: the eje is moderately 
large, the papil black, and of a flue orange coloor: 
the fbathers on the crown of the head are longor 
than those on the appor part of the neck and 
other parts of the head, which give it the ap- 
pearance of being crested. 

The flsh, which we have had an opportnnitj of 
seeing, are, the whale, porpoise, skate, flooader, 
salmon, red char, two species of s^mon trout, 
moont^n, or speckled troat, bottlenose, anchovf , 
and storgeon. 

1. The whale is eometimee pnrsned, harpooned 
and taken hj the Indiana, although it is moch 
more fteqaenti; killed by mnning foul of the rocks 
in violent storms, and thrown on shore hj Uie 
action of the wind and tide. In either case, the 
Indians preserve and eat the blubber and oil; 
tiie bone the; carefUlf extract and expose to 



3. The porpoise Is common on this coast, and 
as fitr op the river as the water is brackish. The 
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It^"" •omaUmM gig tbem, and alirajv eat tbtlr 
iMh whan the^ cut proeare It. 

8. The ikate la also eonuaon In tbe Mdt wstar: 
m MT MT«nI of them wbkb bad perialud, aad 
vera thrown on ebore bj tbe tide. 

4. Tbe flonnder te al»o well known bcre, and 
we bave ottea eeen tbem Wt on tbe beaeb after 
the deportara of tbe tide. Tbe Indian eat ttata 
flab, and tblnk It Terr fine, Tbeee aereral qiedei 
flfflah ore tbe aame witb thoae on tbe Atlantie 
eoasL 

6. Tbe common aalmon and red char are tbe 
fnfaoUtante of botb tbe sea and rinm; tbe former 
an nanally tbe largeet, and wei^ from five to 
flfteen ponnda: they extend tbrnuelvea Into all tbe 
riven and little ereeka on thle aide of the eontt- 
neot, and to tbem the nativn ore mncb indebted 
R>r thdr anbaiatence: tbe body of the Osblafrom 
two and an half to three feet long, and i^opor- 
tlonoblr broad: it la covered with imbrteated 
sealee, of a moderate ain, and gills: tbe eye la 
latgt, and tbe Iria of a ^vnj eolonr: tbe pn^ la 
block, tbe roatnun or nose extcnda b^fond the 
nnder jaw, and both Jawa are armed with a ain^ 
acrioa of long teeth, wbkb are anbnlata and In- 
fleeted near tbe extnmltlea of tbe jawa, wbaie 
thej an alao mora cloedy arranged : tbey ban 
aome sharp teeth of amalkr rise, and some sharp 
points placed on the tongne, wUch ia thkk and 
flesbj: tbe flng of the bock are two; tbe ftret is 
placed nearer tbe bead than tbe Tsntral fins, and 
bas sereral raja : the aecond Is placed for back, 
near tbe tail, and has no rays. The flesh of this 
flab is, when in order, of a deep flesh-coloured red, 
anderery shade from that to u> orange jellow: 
when yvrj meogra It ia almost white: tbe roea of 
tbla flab are in high estimation *"i""g the natiTe^ 
40* 
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who dry tiwm in tbe nin, and prUBem them tbr 
a great leoctb itf time: thej an oT the die of a 
■mall pea, neariy tnuupamut, and of a reddish 
jeflow east; they resemble Ytrjmveb, at a little 
dietaoee, ow: common garden cnrrants, bnt ore 
more yellow. Both the fine and belly of this Osh 
an sometlmee red, particularly the male: the red 
char are rather broader, in proportion to their 
length, than the common salmon : the ecalM are 
also imbricated, bnt rather larger; the roetmm 
aieeeds the under {aw more, and the teeth are 
neftherto large or •onnmerons as those of the sal- 
mon: some of them are almost ealirdy red on the 
bcOy and sidee; others are miieh more irhite than 
the aalmon, and none of them an rariegated irith 
tbedaric spots which mark the body of the other: 
their flesh, roes, and erery other partieolar, with 
regard to the form. Is that at the salmon. 

0. Of the salmon troat, we obaerre two epedes, 
difiMng only in colour; they are seldom more 
than two feet In length, and narrow in proportion 
to their length, mnch more so than the salmon or 
red char. The Jaws are nearly of the same length, 
and are Aimished with a dngle swies of small 
sabnlate str^ght teeth, not so long nor as large 
as those o€ tlie salmon. The month is wide, and 
the tongue is also fUmished with some teeth: the 
flns are placed mnch like those of the salmon. At 
the great fUls we found this fish of a silTery 
white colour on the belly and sides, and a blnish 
Sf^t brown on the back and head; the second 
qiecies is of a dark colour on ite back, and its 
•ides and belly are yellow, with transTerse etripee 
of dark brown ; sometimes a little red Is Inter- 
mixed with these colooia on the belly and aides 
towards the bead. The eye, flesh, and roe, are 
Uk* those described of the salmon: the white sps- 
40B 
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dea fonnd below the fUls, frere in excelknt order, 
when the salmon were entirel; out of aeaaon and 
not fit for nae. They oaeociate with the red char. 
In little rivnlete and creeks: the Indians saf that 
the salmon b^in to mn earl; in Ma; . The white 
salmoD troQt ia about two feet and eight inches 
long, and weighs t«n poonda: the eye is moder- 
ately large, the pupil black, with a small admii- 
tore of yellow, and iris of a ailrer;f white, and a 
little turbid near its border with a jeUowish 
brown. The flns are small in proportion to the 
Osh; are bony but not pointed, except the tail and 
back fine, which are pointed a little: the prime 
back Bn and Tmtral ones conttUn each ten rays, 
those of the gills thirteen, that of the tail twelve, 
and the small fln placed near and above the tail 
has no bony rays, bnt is a tough flexible sub- 
stance, covered with smootii sidn. It is thicker in 
proportion to its width than the salmon: the 
tongne is thick and firm, beset on each border 
with small subulate teeth, in a single series: the 
taeth and the montJi are as before described. 
Neithra this fish nor the salmon are caught with 
the hook, nor do we know on what they feed. 

7. The mountain or speckled tront u« found ia 
the waters of the Columbia within the monntains: 
they are the same with those found in the upper 
part of the Missouri, bnt are not so abundant in 
the Columbia as on that river. We nev«r saw this 
fish below the moont^ns, bnt from the trans- 
parency and coldness of the Kooskooskee, we 
should not doubt of its existence In that stream 
as low as Its junction with the soutbeaet braaeh 
of the Cotumbio. 

8. The bottlenose is the same with that before 
mentioned on the MfsBonri, and is found exclv- 
eively within the mountains. 
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Of ehell Oflb we observe the eUm, periwinkle, 
common miucle, tlie cocUe, and a species with a 
ditular flat shell. The clam of this coast an vtry 
small; the shell consists of two valves, which 
opeo with hinges: the shell is smooth, thin, of an 
oval Ibrm like that of the common moscle, uid of 
skj-bhie colour. It Is about one and a half imshes 
in length and bangs in closten to the moss of the 
rocks : the natives sometimes eat them. The peri- 
winkle both of the river and tlie ocean, are 
rimllar to tiiose found In the game eitnation on 
the Atlantic coast. The common moscle of the 
river are also the same with those on the rivem of 
the Atlantic coast: the cockle le email, and re- 
•mnbka mm:h that of the Atlantic: there is also an 
fminmJ that inhabits a shell perftetly circular, 
about three Inches In diameter, thin and entire on 
the margin, convex and smooth on the npper side, 
plain on the under part, and covered with a num- 
ber of minute capillarj fibres, by means of which 
it attaches itself to the sides of the rocks: the shell 
is thin, and consists of one valve ; a small circular 
aperture is fbimed in the centre of the under shell: 
the anim^ is soft and bonelees. 

The pellucid sabstance and ftacL The pdludd 
Jdly-like substance, called the sea-nettle, is found 
in great abundance along the strand, where it has 
been thrown np by the waves and tide: there are 
two species of the ftad thrown np in tliat man- 
na: the first spedes at one extremitj consists of a 
targe verfcle or hollow vessel, wUch will contain 
from one to two gallons: it is of a conic form, the 
base of which fbrms the extreme end, and is con- 
VBX and globular, bearing at its centre some short, 
brood, and angular fibres : the substance is attout 
the consistence of the rind of a citron melon, and 
thr^fourtiu of an inch thick : the rind is smooth

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from Hm smaU «xtraiiJt7 of the eone; a long hol- 
low cjdladrie and ngnUr t^ierlng tvbe extends to 
trcnt; or thlrtj ftet, and is tlien tenainated with 
a nomber of branches, which are flat, half an 
Inch in width, rough, particolarlr on the edges, 
where tbej are ftirnished with a nomber of little 
ovate TeslclM or baga t^ the riM t£ a pigeon's 
egg: this plant seems to be calealat^d to float at 
each extremitT, while the little wtd of the tube, 
from whntee the branches proeeed, lie deepest in 
the water: the other epedes mui on the coaat 
towards the Killamtxks, nsemblea a large pomp- 
kin; it is solid, and Ita spedflc grarity la greater 
than the water, thongfa sometimes thrown oat bf 
the waves: It is of a jellowish brown colour; the 
riikd smooth, and its consistmce is hiuder th^n 
that of the pnmpkin; bnt eaaitj cut with a knift: 
there are some dark brown flbne, rather harder 
than anj other part, which pass longitndlnallj 
through the pnlp or fleshj sobstanoe which forms 
the Interior of this marine production. 

The reptiles of this coontry are the ratUemahi, 
the gartnsnak^ lixard, and enalL 

The gartersn^e appeare to belong to the eame 
(hmilj with the commoa gartMwnakee of the 
Atlantic coast, and like that cnake thef inherit no 
poieonons qnalitlea: they have one hundred and 
sixty Mnta on the abdomen, and seventy on the 
tail: those on the abdomen near the head and 
Jaws as hl^ as the eye, are of a bluish white, 
which, as it reoeden from the head, becomes <tf a 
dark brown: the Beld of the back and sides black: 
a narrow etripe of a light yellow mas along the 
eentre trf" the back ; on each side of this stripe 
there is a range of small transverse, oblong apota, 
of a pale brick red, ■^■"''"'■'''"ir as tbej reeede 
from the head, and disappear at the eommeoee-

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mmt at tha teU: the pa^ cf the oje ia block, 
with a n&rrow ring of white bfwdering on Ita 
edge; the remainder (rftheiria is of a dork jellow- 
llh brown. 

The homed Usard, colled, and fbr what reaoon 
w<e nerer eonld kun, the prairie bnffiilo, ia a 
satiTe of thne plains, aa well ae thoee on the 
HiMoari: tJwj an of the aame bIm, and mnch the 
•ame In appearance aa the black litard : the bell; 
la however broader, the tail shorter, and the ac- 
tion much slower: the colonr !a generally brown 
intermixed with jrdlowiah brown apota: the ani- 
mal ia coTcced with minnte aealea, intereperaed 
with small homy points, like blunt prieklea on the 
Bppw sorfhce of the body : the bellj and throat 
reaemble those of the frog, and are of a light 
jeDowlah brown: the edge of the bellj ia likewise 
beaet wiUi amall homj projectiona, imparting to 
thoaeedgea a serrate appearance; tlie eje Is small 
and dark: above and behind the ejes there are 
■enral projeetiona of that bone, and tluir ex- 
tremities alao bdng armed with a firm black anb- 
stance, resemble the appearance fH homa aprontiiig 
from tite head : theae animala are ibond in greatest 
nomben in the aandj open plaina, and appear in 
the greatest abondance aA«r a aliower <rf'rain: 
tbej are sometimes found basking in the sunshine, 
Imt conceal themselves in Bttle holea of the earth 
in mnch the greatest proportion of the time: this 
may account for tiieir appearance in anch nnmbera 
after the rain, aa their holes maj thne be ren- 
dered ant«nantable. 

9. The anchoTT, which the natives call oithen, 
ia so delicate a flah that it soon becomes tainted, 
nniees pickled or amoked : the natives ran a small 
atick throDgh the gills and hang it ap to dry In 
the smoke of tbelr lodges, or kindls small flies

under it fbr tlw pnrpoM of drying: it needa no
